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PREFACE. 


The  object  of  the  following  publication  is  to  call  tbe 
attention  of  tbe  public  to  tbe  many  advantages  offered  to 
students  in  Tbeology,  Law,  Medicine,  and  Engineering,  by 
tbe  Queen's  College,  Birmingham. 

Tbe  College  will  be  found  to  possess  complete  arrange- 
ments for  tbe  education  of  students  in  tbe  subjects  above 
mentioned.  It  bas  the  support  of  tbe  Charity  Commissioners, 
and  of  the  different  examining  bodies  in  London,  Edinburgh, 
Dublin,  and  Durham ;  an  account  of  the  privileges  accorded 
by  them  to  tbe  students  being  set  forth  at  page  317. 

Lastly,  tbe  College  bas  the  great  advantage  of  being 
founded  on  a  strictly  Christian  basis,  and  this,  at  a  time 
when  Colleges,  of  which  the  tendency  is  at  least  to  ignore 
Christianity,  are  being  so  widely  founded  throughout  the 
country. 

It  may,  perhaps,  be  allowed  the  compiler  of  these  pages 
to  suggest  that  a  public  meeting  be  held,  in  accordance  with 
the  recommendations  of  the  Charity  Commissioners,  and  the 
capabilities  of  the  College  fairly  set  forth;  when  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  men  will  be  found  "  willing  and  able  to  carry 
out  the  great  work  of  education  for  the  middle  classes," 
in  the  terms  of  the  Original  and  Supplemental  Charters,  and 
thus  that  Birmingham  may  yet  become  the  seat  of  "  a 
Midland  University." 


This  publication  contains,  among  other  matters  of  im- 
portance, the  Warneford  Trust  Deeds  of  the  College  and 
their  details,  drawn  up  in  accordance  with  the  instructions 
given  by  The  late  Reverend  Samuel  Wilson  Warneford,  LL.D., 
during  his  liibtime. 

The  Appendices  contain  a  brief  abstract,  from  the  public 
journals  and  other  printed  documents,  of  the  early  history 
of  the  College,  the  endowments  and  donations  conferred 
on  it  by  its  patrons  and  friends,  with  other  records  of 
interest.

ORIGIN  OF  QUEEN'S  COLLEGE. 


"  In  tracing  the  history  of  this  College,  the  work  is  in  a 
narrow  compass.  From  small  beginnings  has  the  medical  and 
chirurgical  school  advanced  to  its  present  height. 

"  To  Mr.  Sands  Cox  is  dne,  not  only  the  formation  of  the 
school,  but  the  idea  in  which  it  originated.  After  a  liberal 
education  in  his  own  country,  he  visited  Paris  in  the  year  1824, 
for  the  express  purpose  of  preparing  himself  for  delivering 
lectures  in  anatomy  and  surgery.  In  October,  1825,  he  first 
submitted  his  plans  to  the  profession  in  Birmingham,  and 
delivered  his  inaugural  lecture.  In  1826  and  1827,  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  in  formation,  he  visited  the  schools  of 
Edinburgh,  Glasgow,  and  Dublin,  still  continued  to  recommend 
the  formation  of  a  regular  school  in  Birmingham,  and  by  that 
impulse  which  zeal  and  talent  are  sure  to  impart,  in  1828 
he  gained  the  patronage  of  some  of  the  seniors  of  the  profes- 
sion in  Birmingham,  and  the  school  was  constituted. 

"  Up  to  1829  the  school  had  only  the  convenience  of  one 
room  for  all  its  purposes.  In  consequence  of  this  narrowness 
of  accommodation,  Mr.  Sands  Cox  offered  to  build  a  set  of 
rooms,  provided  the  body  of  lecturers  would  guarantee  a 
certain  rental,  for  the  reception  of  the  Museum  and  Library ; 
and  in  order  to  learn  how  to  arrange  the  Anatomical  Museum 
in  the  best  form,  our  enterprising  and  unwearied  founder  visited 
the  various  hospitals  and  schools  in  France,   Germany,  and 
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Italy.  On  his  return,  the  means  of  {bunding  a  Museum  and 
Library  appeared  so  scanty,  that  it  was  determined,  in  1830, 
to  solicit  tho  neighbouring  patrons  of  science  to  extend  the 
plans  and  usefulness  of  the  institution.  This  aid  was  liberally 
granted,  and  tho  donations  of  our  benefactors,  to  the  amount  of 
£900,  were  expended  in  the  purchase  of  preparations,  expensive 
books  of  plates,  and  the  fitting  up  of  the  Museum  and  Library. 

The  institution  now  assumed  its  present  form  and  feature."

"  In  1824  Mr.  Sands  Cox  entertained  the  idea  of  forming  a 
School  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  for  Birmingham  and  the 
Midland  Counties ;  with  that  view  he  prepared  himself  by 
foreign  travel,  inspecting  the  plans  and  course  of  study  pursued 
on  the  Continent,  examining  the  schools,  hospitals,  museums, 
and  laboratories  in  France,  Germany,  and  Italy,  and  compar- 
ing them  with  the  systems  pursued  and  plans  of  study  pre- 
vailing in  England,  Ireland,  and  Scotland. 

"  In  1825  Mr.  Sands  Cox  returned  to  his  native  town,  and 
in  1828  succeeded  in  opening  a  Medical  School  at  Birmingham, 
with  the  sanction,  advice,  and  support  of  the  Drs.  Johnstone, 
and  other  able  and  influential  professional  friends  and  coadjutors. 

"  By  degrees  Mr.  Sands  Cox  enlarged  his  views,  taking 
advantage  of  every  opportunity  of  improvement,  and  of  every 
suggestion  which  was  made  for  the  advancement  of  his  objects, 
encouraged  by  donations  of  money  and  books,  and  aided  by 
valuable  contributions  to  his  Museum  and  Library,  till  at 
length  he  attracted  the  notice  of  that  great  and  good  philan- 
thropist, Dr.  Warneford,  who,  by  his  warni  friendship  and 
liberal  grants  of  money,  enabled  Mr.  Sands  Cox  to  turn  his 
Medical  School  into  a  College,  to  which  Her  Majesty  the 
Queen  has  been  pleased  to  grant  a  Royal  Charter  of  Incorpora- 
tion. Soon  after,  the  College  was  enlarged,  and  divided  into 
two  departments — the  Junior  department  preparing  students 
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for  entering  upon  their  medical  studies  in  the  Senior  depart- 
ment with  greater  advantage.  Other  departments,  under  the 
sanction  of  a  Supplemental  Charter  and  the  Royal  Warrant, 
were  quickly  added,  till  by  rapid  steps  Mr.  Sands  Cox  has 
been  enabled  to  complete  (thanks  to  Dr.  Warneford's  con- 
tinued munificence)  a  combined  system  of  education  in  all  its 
branches,  suitable  in  the  first  instance  to  the  wants  of  parents 
and  guardians  of  youth  in  Birmingham  and  the  Midland 
Counties.  But  not  only  so.  The  system  is  capable  of  any 
extension :  it  may  become  a  university,  provided  it  meets  with 
the  support  of  the  public."

(Preface  to  prospechis  for  the  year  1851-2,  printed  by  J.  Tonics.) 


"  Who  can  look  back  upon  the  progress  hitherto  made 
by  our  distinguished  founder,  Mr.  Sands  Cox,  during  his 
twenty-one  years  of  untiring  energy  and  labour,  without 
acknowledging  how  much  he,  and  we,  his  coadjutors,  owe 
to  the  Fountain  of  all  goodness — to  the  God  of  mercies 
infinite  in  number,  all-enduring,  all  pervading  ! 

"Twenty-one  years  ago  (namely,  in  November,  1825),  our 
incomparable  founder  commenced  his  system  and  course  of 
lectures  in  a  back  room  in  a  private  house,  and  now  we  are 
here,  assembled  in  a  hall  of  ample  dimensions  and  most  colle- 
giate appearance. 

"  At  first  all  depended  upon  the  enterprise  and  genius  of 
one  public-spirited  individual ;  now  we  can  count  upon  the 
co-operation  of  many  friends  of  talent,  influence,  and  fortune, 
in  various  walks  of  life.  Have  we  not  at  our  head- that  most 
distinguished  philanthropist,  The  Rev.  Dr.  Warneford  ?  Have 
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wo  not  in  the  chair  of  Council  a  nobleman  of  very  foremost 
rank  in  early  literary  distinction,  full  of  promise,  and  univer- 
sally respected  ?  Have  we  not  the  honour  of  numbering  among 
tho  most  valued  members  of  our  Council  The  Lord  Bishop  of 
tho  Diocese,  and  those  high-minded  noblemen,  Lord  Howe, 
Lord  Dartmouth,  and  Lord  Bradford  ?  Have  we  not  among 
the  chiefest  of  our  friends  that  rarely-gifted  individual,  Mr. 
Vaughan  Thomas  ?  Have  we  not  the  aid  of  professors  of 
acknowledged  acquirements  and  established  reputation  ?  Have 
■we  not  tutors  carefully  selected  for  such  qualifications  as 
seem  to  fit  them  for  their  very  arduous  post  ?  And  is  it  not 
our  high  privilege  to  have  still  amongst  us,  in  the  mature 
vigour  of  his  age  and  intellect,  the  same  untiring  spirit 
Avhich,  under  God,  brought  our  collegiate  system  into  being  ? 
In  place  of  the  little  back  room  in  Temple  Row,  have 
we  not  now  three  museum  rooms  and  three  halls  of  study, 
an  anatomical  room  and  a  library,  and  a  consecrated  chapel, 
three  suites  of  rooms  for  tutors,  and  twenty-six  apartments 
for  students,  and  a  prospect  of  a  new  theatre,  new  chemical 
laboratory,  and  more  collegiate  rooms  ? 

"  We  have  seen  the  tree  of  knowledge  of  what  is  good 
and  great  in  medical  science  grow  under  our  own  eyes.  He 
is  here  who  planted  the  tree!" — From  an  address  deliverred  by 
The  Rev.  Chancellor  Law,  October  1st,  1864,  printed  by 
J.  C.  Barloiu. 

"  I  could  speak  of  many  now  alive,  thus  imbued  with  their 
Master's  spirit  and  imitating  His  example,  and  as  much  dis- 
tinguished for  their  beneficence  as  their  skill — of  one  amongst 
ourselves  who,  whatever  may  be  his  fame  as  a  professor,  will 
be  better  known  and  loved  as  the  benefactor  of  the  distressed, 
the  patron  of  science  and  of  art,  the  cheapener  and  difluser  of 
knowledge,  the  coadjutor  of  Lyttelton  and  Law,  the  friend 
of  Warneford,  the  founder  of  a  College  and  a  Hospital." — 
From  an  address  delivered  by  John  Sandford,  B.D.,  Archdeacon 
of  Coventry,  October  4th,  1852. 
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"In  future  years,  when  many  wlio  have  honoured  and  now 
honour  this  theatre  by  their  presence,  and  impart  to  the 
assembly  the  character  of  their  own  intelligence  and  high 
respectability,  shall  be  no  more  seen  amongst  us :  when  I  who 
now  deliver  these  perishable  words  to  you,  and  many  who  hear 
them  ;  when  even  that  estimable  man 

'  Ever  witness  for  him ' 
This  seat '  of  learning — 
So  excellent  in  heart,  and  still  so  rising,' 

the  man  to  whom  Birmingham  owes  these  happy,  noble,  and 
incalculably  precious  advantages  of  erudition,  and  to  whom 
this  edifice  itself  will  be  a  durable  monument,  shall  be  no  more 
actors  in  this  arena — let  us  hope  that  this  institution,  still 
secured  from  enmity  and  oppression,  and  still  dedicated  to  its 
great  and  good  object,  will  still  remain  a  rallying  point  for 
youth  who  feel  interested  in  maintaining  the  honour  of  their 
Alma  Mater." — From  an  address  delivered  by  the  late  Principal, 
Dr.  Booth,  October  2nd,  1857. 

In  the  erection  of  the  College  about  £18,000  has  been 
expended,  viz.,  purchase  of  freehold  sites,  £6,000 ;  outlay  in 
buildings,  £12,000— total,  £18,000.  Of  this  sum  £11,650 
were  contributed  by  Dr.  S.  W.  Warneford  (subjecting  the 
buildings  to  certain  rent  charges),  by  noblemen,  gentlemen, 
and  clergy,  £3,150 ;  mortgage,  £3,200— total,  £18,000.  The 
expenses  of  the  Charter,  and  Supplemental  Charters,  upwards 
of  £1,200,  were  entirely  defrayed  by  Dr.  Warneford,  Mr. 
Chancellor  Law,  and  Mr.  Sands  Cox. 
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THE  CHRISTIAN  BASIS  OF  THE 
COLLEGE. 


In  all  the  arrangements  which  have  been  made,  those  who 
have  had  the  direction  of  the  affairs  of  the  College  have  kept 
their  eyes  fixed  upon  the  system  which  has  stood  the  test  of  so 
long  experience,  and  received  the  sanction  of  so  many  great  and 
gifted  minds,  as  existing  and  in  vigorous  operation  in  our  ancient 
universities;  still,  not  restricting  themselves  from  such  modifi- 
cations as  times  and  circumstances  have  rendered  necessary. 
On  this  principle  they  have  maintained,  that  every  system 
of  general  education  for  the  youth  of  a  Christian  community 
ought  to  comprise  instruction  in  the  Christian  religion  as 
an  indispensable  part,  without  which  the  acquisition  of  other 
branches  of  knowledge  will  be  conducive  neither  to  the 
happiness  of  the  individual  nor  the  welfare  of  the  State.*

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CHARTER  OF  QUEEN'S  COLLEGE, 

BIRMINGHAM, 

JULY  16th,  1843. 


Victoria,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  Queen,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  to  all  to 
whom  these  presents  shall  come,  greeting. 

WHEREAS,  William  Legge,  Earl  of  Dartmouth;  George 
Augustus  Frederick  Henry  Bridgeman,  Earl  of  Bradford; 
William  Perm  Curzon  Howe,  Earl  Howe;  George  William 
Lyttelton,  Lord  Lyttelton  ;  Sir  John  Eardley  Wilmot,  Baronet ; 
Vaughan  Thomas,  Clerk;  James  Taylor,  Esquire;  John  Kaye 
Booth,  Doctor  of  Physic ;  John  Wilkes  Unett,  and  Edward 
Townsend  Cox,  Trustees  of  the  Royal  School  of  Medicine,  at 
Birmingham ;  Edward  Johnstone,  Doctor  of  Physic,  President ; 
James  Thomas  Law,  Clerk,  Vice-president;  John  Edwards 
Piercy,  Esquire,  Treasurer;  and  William  Sands  Cox,  Fellow 
of  the  Royal  Society,  Honorary  Secretaiy  of  the  aforesaid 
School ;  have  by  their  petition  represented  to  us  that  a  society 
was  formed  in  the  town  of  Birmingham,  in  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-eight,  by  a  considerable 
number  of  noblemen,  gentry,  clergy,  physicians,  surgeons,  and 
merchants,  for  the  education  of  youth  for  the  professions  of 
medicine  and  surgery ;  that  the  society  was  honoured  by  the 
patronage  of  His  late  Majesty  William  the  Fourth,  and  per- 
mitted to  bear  the  style  and  title  of  "  The  Birmingham  Royal 
School  of  Medicine  and  Surgery;"  that  the  said  society  has 
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cxpouclod  considerable  sums  of  money  in  the  purchase  of 
museums  of  human  and  comparative  anatomy  and  natural 
history,  of  a  library,  and  in  the  erection  of  lecture  rooms, 
chemical  laboratory,  anatomical  rooms,  and  clinical  hospital : 
And  whereas  they  the  said  petitioners  have  humbly  besought 
us,  that  we  should  give  to  them  and  to  the  other  persons  who 
have  already  become  honorary  governors,  governors,  pro- 
fessors, and  members  of  the  said  society,  or  who  may  at  any 
time  hereafter  become  honorary  governors,  governors,  pro- 
fessors, and  members  thereof,  our  Royal  Charter  of  Incorpora- 
tion for  imparting  greater  stability  and  efficiency  to  the  said 
society — Now  know  ye,  that  we,  being  desirous  of  encourag- 
ing a  design  so  laudable,  have  of  our  special  grace,  certain 
knowledge,  and  mere  motion,  willed,  granted,  and  ordained, 
and  will  or  do  by  these  presents,  for  us,  our  heirs  and  suc- 
cessors, grant  and  ordain  that  the  said  petitioners,  and  such 
others  of  our  loving  subjects  as  are  now  honorary  governors, 
governoi's,  professors,  and  members  of  the  said  society,  or  who 
shall  at  any  time  hereafter  become  honorary  governors, 
governors,  and  members  thereof,  according  to  such  bye-laws 
as  shall  hereafter  be  framed  or  enacted,  shall  by  virtue  of  these 
presents  be  one  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of 
"The  Queen's  College,  at  Birmingham,"  of  which  College, 
we  hereby  declare  ourselves,  and  our  successors,  if  they  shall 
think  fit,  the  Patron ;  by  which  name  they  shall  have  per- 
petual succession,  and  a  common  seal,  with  full  power  to  alter 
vary,  break,  and  renew  the  same  at  their  discretion,  and  by  the 
same  name  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  implead  and  be  impleaded, 
to  answer  and  be  answered  unto,  in  every  court  of  us,  our 
heirs  and  successors ;  and  be  for  ever  able  and  capable  in  the  law 
to  take,  purchase,  receive,  hold,  possess,  and  enjoy  for  the  use 
and  purpose  of  the  said  society,  to  them  and  their  successors, 
any  goods  and  chattels  whatsoever ;  and,  also,  be  able  and  capable 
in  the  law,  notwithstanding  the  statutes  of  mortmain,  to  take, 
purchase,  hold,  and  enjoy,  to  them  and  their  successors,  any 
lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments  whatsoever,  not  exceeding 
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the  yearly  value  of  two  thousand  pounds,  in.  the  whole ;  and 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  sell,  alien,  charge,  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  any  real  or  personal  property,  so  to  be  by 
them  acquired  as  aforesaid,  not  exceeding  the  yearly  value 
aforesaid,  and  to  act  and  do  in  all  things  relating  to  the  said 
corporation,  in  as  ample  manner  and  form  as  any  other  our 
liege  subjects,  being  persons  able  and  capable  in  the  law,  or  any 
other  body  politic  and  corporate  in  our  said  United  Kingdom 
of  Great  Britain,  may  or  can  act  or  do. 

And  we  do  further  declare  that  the  officers  of  the  institution 
shall  be  a  Visitor,  Principal,  Vice-principal,  Treasurer,  and 
Dean  of  Faculty,  who  shall  be  elected  annually.  And  we  do 
further  declare,  that  for  the  better  management  of  the  said 
College,  its  affairs  shall  be  conducted  by  a  Council,  to  consist 
of  eighteen  persons,  of  whom  twelve  shall  be  Governors, 
elected  by  the  governors  present  at  the  annual  general 
meeting,  two  shall  be  Professors,  elected  by  the  professors 
from  their  own  body  previous  to  such  general  meeting,  together 
with  the  Principal,  Vice-principal,  Treasurer,  and  Dean  of  the 
Faculty  ;  five  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  the  Council  shall 
fill  up  vacancies  occurring  in  their  own  body. 

And  we  do  hereby  appoint —

And  our  further  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  the  governors  of 
the  said  College  shall,  and  may,  on  the  last  Wednesday  in 
August,  1844,  and  also  shall  and  may,  on  the  last  Wednesday 
in  August  of  every  succeeding  year,  or  as  near  the  same  as 
conveniently  may  be,  assemble  together  at  the  then  last  or  other 
usual  place  of  meeting  of  the  said  society,  and  proceed  by  ballot 
to  nominate  and  appoint  a  Visitor,  a  Principal,  Vice-principal, 
Treasurer,  and  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  and  such  officers  and  other 
members  as  may,  with  the  two  professors,  form  the  number  of 
eighteen,  of  whom  we  havo  willed  that  the  Council  shall  consist. 
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And  wo  do  further  grant  and  declare,  that  the  Council  for 
the  time  being  shall  and  may  have  power,  according  to  the 
best  of  their  judgment  and  discretion,  to  make  and  establish 
such  bye-laws  as  they  shall  deem  proper  and  necessary  for 
regulating  the  affairs  of  the  said  College,  also  the  number  and 
description  of  its  professors,  also  the  time  and  place  and  mode 
of  electing  the  professors  of  the  said  society,  and  all  such 
subordinate  servants,  officers,  and  attendants  as  shall  be 
deemed  necessary  and  useful. 

And  further,  that  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  any 
professorship,  the  names  of  the  candidates  shall,  in  the  first 
instance,  be  referred  by  the  Council  to  the  professors,  who 
shall  make  a  special  report  to  the  Council  of  the  names  of  such 
candidates  as  in  then'  judgment  shall  be  qualified  and  eligible, 
professionally  and  otherwise,  to  fill  the  vacant  professorship  ; 
and  that  the  Council  shall  then  recommend  to  the  governors 
from  the  candidates  included  in  such  report,  one  whom  they 
think  best  qualified'  to  fill  the  vacant  professorship. 

And  further,  that  whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council, 
any  professor  ought  to  be  removed  by  reason  of  neglect  of 
duty,  incapacity  from  permanent  illness,  infirmity,  or  other 
sufficient  cause,  a  report  to  that  effect  shall  be  laid  by  the 
Council  before  a  special*  general  meeting  of  the  governors,  to 
be  called  for  that  purpose,  two-thirds  of  whom  shall  have 
power  to  remove  such  professor  ;  the  votes  of  such  meeting  to 
be  taken  by  ballot. 

And  we  do  further  grant  and  declare,  that  the  Council  of 
the  said  society  shall  have  full  power  to  regulate  the  privileges 
of  the  honorary  governors,  governors,  and  members  of  the 
said  society,  respectively,  and  also  the  sum  and  sums  of  money 
to  be  paid  by  them  respectively,  or  any  of  them,  whether  upon 
admission  or  otherwise,  and  to  make  such  new  and  other  bye- 
laws  as  they  shall  think  most  useful  and  expedient,  so  the 
same  be  not  repugnant  to  these  presents,  or  to  the  laws  of  this 
our  realm. 
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And  our  further  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  any  live  governors,  by  writing  under  their  hands  trans- 
mitted to  the  Principal,  to  recommend  to  the  Council  any  new 
bye-laws,  or  alterations,  or  the  repeal  of  any  existing  bye-laws  ; 
and  it  is  our  will  and  pleasure,  that  such  propositions  shall,  if 
required  by  the  said  governors,  be  submitted  to  the  considera- 
tion of  the  society  at  large,  and  determined  on  by  them  at 
their  next  annual  general  meeting  of  the  society,  to  be  held  on 
the  last  Wednesday  in  August,  or  as  near  as  may  be. 

And  we  do  further  order  and  direct,  that  the  Principal  and 
Council  for  the  time  being,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  convene  and  call  together  a  special  general  meeting  of  the 
governors,  by  giving  one  month's  notice  at  any  time  they  may 
deem  expedient,  and  our  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  the  acts  and 
transactions  of  such  said  special  general  meeting  shall  have 
full  power  and  effect  in  the  same  manner  as  the  acts  and  tran- 
sactions of  the  governors  assembled  at  the  aforesaid  annual 
general  meeting. 

In  witness  whereof  we  have  caused  these  our  letters  to  be 
made  patent.

Victoria,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  Queen,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  to  all  to 
whom  these  presents  shall  come,  greeting. 

WHEREAS,  by  our  Letters  Patent,  under  the  Great  Seal  of 
our  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  bearing 
date  at  Westminster,  the  seventh  day  of  July,  in  the  seventh 
year  of  our  reign,  on  the  petition  of  William  Legge,  Earl  of 
Dartmouth  ;  George  Augustus  Frederick  Henry  Bridgeman, 
Earl  of  Bradford ;  Richard  William  Penn  Curzon  Howe,  Earl 
Howe,  and  divers  others  our  loving  subjects,  in  the  Borough  of 
Birmingham  and  the  Midland  Counties,  representing  to  us 
that  a  society  had  been  formed  in  the  Borough  of  Birmingham, 
in  the  year  1828,  by  a  considerable  number  of  noblemen, 
gentlemen,  clergymen,  physicians,  and  surgeons,  and  mer- 
chants, for  the  education  of  youth  for  the  professions  of 
medicine  and  surgery  ;  and  that  the  said  society  had  been 
honoured  by  the  patronage  of  His  late  Majesty  King  William 
the  Fourth,  and  permitted  to  bear  the  style  and  title  of  "  Tho 
Birmingham  Royal  School  of  Medicine  and  Surgery ;  "  and  that 
the  said  society  has  expended  considerable  sums  of  money  in 
the  erection  of  lecture  rooms,  a  chemical  laboratory,  anatomical 
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rooms,  ami  library,  and  in  tho  purchase  of  a  museum  of  human 
and  comparative  anatomy,  a  museum  of  natural  history  *  and  a 
large  number  of  books  of  science,  literature,  and  art ;  wo  did 
give  and  grant  unto  the  above-named  petitioners  and  divers 
others  our  loving  subjects,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and 
maintaining  the  said  society,  and  in  order  to  enable  them  to 
possess  and  enjoy  for  the  use  of  the  said  society,  any  goods 
and  chattels  whatsoever,  and  to  take,  purchase,  and  hold,  not- 
withstanding the  statutes  of  mortmain,  any  lands,  tenements, 
and  hereditaments,  not  exceeding  the  yearly  value  of  two 
thousand  pounds,  our  Royal  Charter  of  Incorporation,  by  the 
name  of  "  The  Queen's  College,  at  Birmingham, "  of  which  we 
did  declare  ourselves  and  our  survivors,  if  they  should  think  fit, 
the  Patron.  And  whereas,  on  the  report  of  the  Chancellor, 
Vice-chancellor,  and  Fellows  of  the  University  of  London,  we 
did  authorise  the  said  University  to  admit  students  of  the  said 
College  to  be  candidates  for  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine 
and  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  the  said  University ;  and  further,  on 
behalf  of  the  said  College,  did  issue  our  Warrant  under  our  sign 
manual,  authorising  the  said  College  to  grant  certificates  to  the 
students  of  the  said  College,  entitling  them  to  be  admitted  as 
candidates  for  the  respective  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts, 
Master  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Laws,  and  Doctor  of  Laws,  to  be 
conferred  by  the  said  University,  on  presentation  of  such  certi- 
ficates. And  whereas,  since  the  grant  of  the  said  Charter  of 
Incorporation,  the  Principal,  Vice-principal,  and  others  consti- 
tuting the  Council  of  the  said  College  have  caused  to  be 
erected  for  the  use  of  the  students  of  the  said  College  a  chapel 
consecrated  by  The  Lord  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  wherein  daily 
prayers  are  read  by  a  Chaplain  licensed  by  the  said  Bishop,  and 
Divine  Service  performed  twice  every  Sunday,  with  two  sermons, 
at  which  the  students  are  expected  to  attend.  And  whereas, 
suitable  buildings  have  been   erected  for  the  residence  of

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students  within  the  said  College.  And  whereas,  a  department 
has  beeu  established  in  the  said  College,  in  which  the  various 
branches  of  literature,  science,  and  art  are  taught,  and  also  the 
doctrines  and  duties  of  Christianity,  as  the  same  are  inculcated 
in  the  united  Church  of  England  and  Ireland ;  and  tutors  and 
masters  have  been  appointed,  who  reside  in  college,  for  the 
purpose  of  conducting  the  education  of  the  said  department, 
and  maintaining  discipline,  order,  and  regularity  among  the 
students  in  the  several  departments  of  the  said  College.  And 
whereas,  The  Eev.  Samuel  Wilson  Warneford,  LL.D.,  has 
presented  one  thousand  pounds  for  the  endowment  of  scholar- 
ships, one  thousand  pounds  for  the  endowment  of  prize  essays, 
one  thousand  pounds  for  the  endowment  of  a  chaplaincy  in  the 
said  College,  one  thousand  pounds  for  securing  the  delivery 
annually  of  such  a  regular  course  of  divinity  lectures  as  may 
seem  best  calculated  to  promote  the  great  Christian  ends  and 
purposes  of  the  said  College,  one  thousand  pounds  for  the 
endowment  of  a  medical  tutorship.  And  whereas,  the  said 
Principal,  Vice-principal,  and  Council,  have  erected  or  assisted 
in  erecting,  by  means  of  public  and  private  donations  and 
benefactions,  a  Hospital,  styled  by  Her  Majesty's  most  gracious 
permission,  "  The  Queen's  Hospital,  at  Birmingham,"  (with 
detached  fever  wards,)  capable  of  containing  two  hundred  beds 
for  patients,  wherein  the  students  hi  the  medical  department 
of  the  said  College  have  received  and  are  receiving  from  the 
several  professors,  physicians,  and  surgeons  attached  to 
the  said  College  and  Hospital,  clinical  instruction.  And 
Avhereas,  the  said  Samuel  Wilson  Warneford,  LL.D.,  has  pre- 
sented one  thousand  pounds  for  the  endoivment  of  a  chaplaincy  of 
the  said  Hospital. 

Now  know  ye,  that  we,  being  desirous  of  maintaining 
indissolubly  the  connection  between  sound  religion  and  useful 
learning,  and  of  aiding  the  establishment,  extension,  and  per- 
manence of  institutions  in  which  medicine,  surgery,  literature, 
science,  and  art  are  taught,  and  also  the  doctrines  and  duties  of 
Christianity,  as  the  same  are  inculcated  in  the  united  Church  of 
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England  and  Ireland,  on  the  petition  of  the  Visitor,  Principal, 
Vice-principal,  Treasurer,  and  Dean  of  Faculty,  on  behalf  of 
the  said  College,  have,  by  this  our  Supplemental  Charter,  and 
by  virtue  of  our  prerogative  royal,  and  of  our  special  grace, 
certain  knowledge,  and  mere  motion,  granted,  constituted,  and 
declared,  and  by  these  presents,  for  us,  our  heirs,  and  succes- 
sors, do  grant,  constitute,  and  declare,  that  the  Principal  and 
Council  of  the  said  College  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby 
constituted  one  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of 
"  The  Principal  and  Council  of  the  Queen's  College,  at 
Birmingham,"  and  shall  by  the  same  name  and  for  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid,  have  perpetual  succession,  and  have  a  common 
seal,  with  vjower  to  make,  alter,  and  renew  the  same  at  their 
discretion,  and  ,shall  by  the  same  name  sue  and  be  sued, 
implead  and  be  impleaded,  and  answer  and  be  answered  unto, 
in  every  court  of  us,  our  heirs  and  successors. 

And  we  do  hereby  will  and  ordain  that  by  the  same  name 
they  and  their  successors  shall  be  able  and  capable  in  law  to 
take,  purchase,  and  hold  for  the  use  of  the  said  Queen's 
College,  and  for  the  use  of  the  said  Queen's  Hospital,  in  Birming- 
ham, any  goods,  chattels,  or  personal  property  whatsoever,  and 
shall  also  be  able  and  cap>able  in  laiv,  notwithstanding  the  statutes 
of  mortmain,  to  take,  piirchase,  and  hold,  to  them  and  their 
successors,  not  only  all  such  lands,  buildings,  hereditaments,  and 
possessions,  as  may  from  tvme  to  time  be  exclusively  used  for 
the  sites  and  immediate  purposes  of  the  said  College  and 
Hospital  respectively,  but  also  for  the  use  and  maintenance  of  the 
said  College  any  other  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments, 
and  possessions  whatsoever,  not  exceeding  the  annual  value 
of  £2,500,  and  also  for  the  tise  and  maintenance  of  the  said 
Hospital  any  other  lands,  tenements,  or  hereditaments,  and 
possessions  whatsoever,  not  exceeding  the  annual  value  of 
£2,500  ;*  and  that  the  said  Principal  and  Council,  and 
their  successors,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  sell,

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;i lien,  demise,  change,  or  otherwise  dispoae  of  any  real  or 
personal  property,  from  time  to  time  held  for  the  benefit  of  the 
said  College  and  Hospital  respectively,  provided,  nevertheless, 
that  the  said  Principal  and  Council,  and  their  successors,  shall 
not  at  any  one  time  hold  (by  virtue  of  our  said  Original 
Charter  and  of  this  our  Supplemental  Charter)  lands,  tene- 
ments, and  hereditaments  exceeding  the  annual  value  of 
£-\000,  other  than  and  besides  the  lands  and  buildings  used  and 
occupied  for  the  sites  and  immediate  purposes  of  the  said 
College  and  Hospital  respectively,  such  annual  value  to  be 
calculated  and  ascertained  at  the  period  of  taking,  purchasing, 
or  acquiring  the  same. 

And  we  do  further  will  and  declare,  that  from  and  after 
the  decease  of  the  present  Visitor,  The  Lord  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  for  the  time  being  shall  be  the  Visitor  of  the  said 
College,  that  the  Principal  shall  be  a  nobleman,  or  one  of  the 
honorary  governors,  and  a  member  of  the  Church  of  England, 
the  Vice-principal  a  dignitary  of  the  Church  of  England, 
residing  at  or  near  Birmingham,  and  that  the  Treasurer,  the 
Dean  of  the  Faculty,  and  all  classical,  mathematical,  and 
medical  tutors  of  the  said  College,  shall  be  members  of  the 
Church  of  England  and  Ireland  as  by  law  established,  and 
that  (he  classical  and  mathematical  tutors  shall  be  graduates 
of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge. 

And  our  further  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  the  Principal, 
Vice-principal,  Treasurer,  and  Dean  of  the  Faculty  shall  hold 
their  respective  offices  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Council  of 
the  said  College,  and  that  on  any  vacancy  occurring  in  such 
offices  respectively,  such  officer  shall  from  time  to  time  be 
respectively  nominated  and  appointed  by  the  said  Council. 

And  our  further  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  in  addition  to  the 
members  of  the  Council  of  the  said  College,  as  constituted  by 
our  former  Charter,  two  members  of  the  Committee  of  Coun- 
cil of  the  said  Queen's  Hospital  (to  be  elected  by  the  hospital 
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board,  previously  to  the  annual  general  meeting  of  the  gover- 
nors of  tho  College)  shall  be  members  of  the  said  Council,  and 
that  the  Senior  Physician  and  Senior  Surgeon  of  tbe  said 
Hospital,  tho  Lord  Lieutenant  and  High  Sheriff  of  the  County 
of  Warwick,  the  Dean  of  tho  Cathedral  of  Worcester,  and 
Archdeacon  of  Archdeaconry  of  Coventry,  the  Mayor  of  the 
Borough  of  Birmingham,  the  High  Bailiff  of  the  Manor  of 
Birmingham,  and  the  Rectors  of  the  Parishes  of  Saint  Man  in 
and  Saint  Philip,  in  Birmingham,  for  the  time  being  respec- 
tively, shall,  by  virtue  of  their  respective  offices,  be  members  of 
the  said  Council. 

And  our  further  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  the  said  Principal 
and  Council  shall  have  power  to  accept,  on  behalf  of  the  said 
College  or  Hospital,  gifts  and  endowments  for  promoting  par- 
ticular objects  of  education,  or  otherwise  in  aid  of  the  general 
purposes  of  the  said  College  or  Hospital,  on  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon  for  the  purpose  bet  ween  the 
said  College  and  the  person  bestowing  such  gifts  and 
endowments. 

And  we  do  further  declare,  that  the  said  Council  shall 
have  the  power  of  making  bye-laws  for  regulating  the  affairs 
of  the  said  College,  the  number,  description,  and  privileges  of 
the  fellows,  professors,  tutors,  and  masters,  the  place  and 
mode  of  electing  the  same,  and  all  subordinate  officers.  Pro- 
vided always,  that  the  same  be  not  repugnant  to,  or  subversive 
of,  the  general  objects  of  the  said  College,  more  especially  as 
respects  the  provision  before  contained  directing  that  the 
Principal,  Vice-principal,  Treasurer,  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  and 
classical,  mathematical,  and  medical  tutors,  shall  be  members 
of  the  united  Church  of  England  and  Ireland,  and  that  all 
such  bye-laws  and  regulations,  when  reduced  into  writing,  and 
after  the  common  seal  of  the  College  has  been  affixed  thereto, 
shall  be  binding  on  all  members  thereof. 

And  our  further  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  the  Council  of 
the  said  College  shall  lwive  power  from  time  to  time  to  elect 


noblemen,  civil  and  ecclesiastical  dignitaries,  benefactors,  and 
foreigners'  distinguished  for  scientific  research,  to  be  honorary 
governors  of  the  said  College. 

And  onr  further  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  the  Council  of 
the  said  College  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to  elect 
sucb  members  of  the  College  holding  a  diploma  in  medicine 
or  surgery,  or  being  graduates  in  medicine,  law,  or  arts, 
or  such  members  of  the  late  "  Birmingham  Royal  School  of 
Medicine  and  Surgery  "  as  the  said  Council  may  by  their 
bye-laws  determine,  to  be  Fellows  of  the  said  College,*  with 
power  to  vote  at  all  special  aud  general  meetings  of  the 
governors,  and  with  such  other  powers  and  privileges  as 
"may  be  determined  upon  from  time  to  time  by  the  said 
Council." 

And  we  do  further  grant  and  declare,  that  the  Principal 
and  Council  of  the  said  College  shall  have  the  custody  of 
the  common  seal  of  the  said  College,  with  power  to  use  the 
same  for  the  affairs  and  concerns  thereof. 

And  we  do  further  grant  and  declare,  that  the  said 
Council,  subject  and  without  prejudice  to  the  power  of  the 
Visitor  for  the  time  being,  shall  have  the  entire  management, 
superintendence,  and  control  over  the  affairs  of  the  said 
College,  and  the  property  of  the  said  College,  and  discipline 
of  the  said  College,  and  the  servants  of  the  said  College ; 
and  in  all  cases  not  provided  for  by  our  former  or  by  this 
our  Supplemental  Charter,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Council 
to  act  in  such  manner  as  shall  appear  to  them  best  calculated 
to  promote  the  objects  and  interests  of  the  said  College. 

And  our  further  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  at  every  meeting 
of  the  Council,  the  person  to  preside  as  chairman  shall  be  the 
Principal  of  the  said  College  for  the  time  being,  or  in  hia 
absence,  or  on  his  declining  to  take  the  chair,  the  Vice- 
principal,  or  in  case  both  of  them  shall  be  absent  or  decline 


•  I'nflor  the  now  Ttrgime  this  invaluable  privilege  has  been  lost. 
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to  take  the  chair,  then  any  one  of  the  members  present,  to 
be  appointed  by  thomselves.  That  all  questions  before  the 
Council  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present, 
and  the  chairman  at  any  such  meetings  shall  have  a  vote, 
and  in  case  of  an  equality  of  votes,  a  second  or  casting  vote, 
provided  that  no  question  shall  be  decided  at  any  meeting 
of  the  Council,  unless  five  members  thereof  at  least  shall  be 
present  at  the  time  of  such  division. 

And  we  do  further  grant  and  declare,  that  the  power  of 
appointing  the  Chaplain,  and  the  medical  and  surgical  officers 
of  the  said  Queen's  Hospital  from  time  to  time,  as  vacancies 
occur,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Council  of  the  said  Queen's 
College. 

And  our  further  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  all  fees  from 
students  for  attendance  on  the  medical  and  surgical 
practice  of  the  said  Hospital  shall  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  said  College,  for  the  use  and  purposes  of  the  said 
Hospital ;  provided  nevertheless,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for

WHEREAS,  by  our  Royal  Charter  or  Letters  Patent,  under 
the  Great  Seal  of  our  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland,  bearing  date  at  Westminster  the  seventeenth  day  of 
July,  in  the  seventh  year  of  our  reign,  we  did  grant,  declare, 
and  constitute  the  persons  therein  named  to  be  one  body 
corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  "  The  Queen's  College  at 
Birmingham." 

And  whereas,  by  our  Supplemental  Charter  or  Letters 
Patent,  bearing  date  at  Westminster  the  fifteenth  day  of  June, 
in  the  tenth  year  of  our  reign,  we  did  grant,  constitute,  and

us,  our  heirs,  and  successors,  do  grant,  constitute,  and 
declare,  that  the  power  of  appointing  the  said  Warden, 
from  time  to  time  as  vacancies  occur,  shall  be  vested  in 
the  ex-officio  members  of  the  Council,  as  constituted  by  our 
former  and  Supplemental  Charters,  to  be  called  the  Com- 
mittee of  Council  of  the  Arts  Department. 

And  we  do  further  will  and  declare,  that  the  said 
Warden  shall  be  a  clergyman  of  the  Church  of  England,  in 
priest's  orders,  and  a  graduate  of  the  universities  of  Oxford 
or  Cambridge,  and  that  the  said  Warden  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  said  Council  and  committees  of  Council  of  the  said 
Queen's  College  ex-officio. 

And  our  farther  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  whenever  in 
the  opinion  of  the  said  Committee  of  Council  of  the  Arts 
Department,  the  Warden  ought  to  be  removed  by  reason  of 
neglect  of  duty,  incapacity  from  permanent  illness,  or  other 
sufficient  cause,  a  report  to  that  effect  is  to  be  laid  by  the 


Committee  of  Council  before  a  special  general  meeting  of 
the  Governors,  and  two-thirds  of  the  persons  present  at  such 
meeting  shall  havo  the  power  of  removing  such  Warden; 
the  votes  of  such  meeting  to  be  taken  by  ballot. 

And  our  further  will  and  pleasure  is>  that  the  Professor 
of  Pastoral  Theology  shall  be  a  clergyman  of  the  Cliurch 
of  England,  in  priest's  orders,  and  a  graduate  of  (he 
universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge.  That  the  appointment 
of  the  said  Professor  of  Pastoral  Theology  shall  from  time 
to  time,  as  vacancies  occur,  be  vested  in  a  Committee  of  Council, 
to  be  called  "  The  Committee  of  Council  of  the  Theological 
Department."  And  that  such  Committee  of  Council  of  the 
said  Theological  Department  shall  consist  of  the  Principal, 
the  Vice-principal,  the  Warden,  the  Treasurer,  the  Dean  of 
the  Faculty,  the  Lord  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Dean 
of  the  Cathedral  of  Worcester,  the  Archdeacon  of  the 
Archdeaconry  of  Coventry,  the  Rector  of  the  Parish  of  Saint 
Martin,  and  the  Rector  of  the  Parish  of  Saint  Philip,  in 
Birmingham,  all  for  the  time  being. 

And  we  do  further  will  and  declare,  that  the  said 
Committee  of  Council  of  the  Theological  Department,  shall 
have  the  entire  management,  superintendence,  and  control 
over  the  affairs  of  the  said  department  of  Theology,  and 
over  the  discipline  of  the  students  belonging  thereto,  any- 
thing in  the  previous  Charter  and  Supplemental  Charter 
notwithstanding;  and  in  all  cases  unprovided  for  by  this 
our  Supplemental  Charter,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  tliu  said 
Committee  of  Council  to  act  in  such  manner  as  shall  appear 
to  them  best  calculated  to  promote  the  purposes  intended  by 
the  said  department. 

And  our  further  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  in  addition 
to  the  members  of  the  Council,  as  previously  constituted  by 
our  Charter  and  Supplemental  Charter,  two  members  of  the 
Institution  of  Mechanical  Engineers,  two  members  of  the 
Architectural  Society,  established  in  Birmingham,  and  two 
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members  of  the  Law  Society,  established  in  Birmingham,  to 
be  elected  by  their  respective  societies  previously  to  the 
annual  general  meeting  of  the  Governors  of  the  said  College, 
shall  be  members  of  the  said  Council. 

And  whereas,  subsequently  to  the  granting  of  the  said 
Charter  and  Supplemental  Charter,  an  east  wing  has  been 
erected  in  the  said  Queen's  College,  for  the  reception  of 
students  in  the  Engineering  and  Architectural  department, 
and  also  lecture  rooms  and  an  engineering  workshop. 

And  whereas,  it  is  proposed  to  open  the  said  department 
of  the  College  forthwith  for  the  reception  of  students.  Our 
further  will  and  pleasure  is,  in  order  to  promote  those 
important  branches  of  education,  namely— civil  engineering  and 
architecture— that  students  who  have  completed  not  less  than 
a  three  years'  course  of  instruction  in  the  Engineering  and 
Architectural  department  in  the  said  College,  and  have 
passed,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  examiner  or  examiners  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Council  of  the  said  College,  three  public 
examinations,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  academic  rank  of  Civil 
Engineer  in  the  said  College,  and  receive  from  the  Principal  a 
diploma,  under  the  seal  of  the  said  College. 

And  we  do  hereby  declare  and  grant  for  us,  our  heirs,  and 
successoi's,  that  these  our  Letters  Patent,  and  the  enrolment 
and  exemplification  thereof,  shall  be  in  all  things  valid  and 
effectual  in  law,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning 
of  the  same,  and  shall  be  construed  and  adjudicated  in  the 
most  favourable  manner  for  the  advantage  of  our  said  College, 
as  well  in  all  our  courts  as  elsewhere,  notwithstanding  any 
non-recital,  mis-recital,  uncertainty,  or  imperfection  in  these 
our  Letters  Patent. 

In  witness  whereof,  we  have  caused  these  our  letters  to 
be  made  patent.  Witness  ourself,  at  our  palace  at  West- 
minster, this  thirty-first  day  of  December,  in  the  fifteenth 
year  of  our  reign.

The  Queen's  University  fok  the  Midland  Districts.— The  great  and 
Increasing  population  olthe  Midland  Counties  has  long'  pointed  out  the  expediency 
of  establishing  in  this  part  of  the  kingdom  a  central  university,  which  should 
secure  to  its  inhabitants  the  advantages  of  a  sound,  yet  not  expensive,  academical 
education.  The  Queen's  College,  incorporated  by  charter  and  its  powers  augmented 
by  two  supplemental  charters,  now  offers  to  the  community  at  large,  after  twenty- 
live  years'  unwearied  labour  and  heavy  expense,  the  advantages,  at  a  moderate  cost, 
of  a  complete  university  education.  It  prepares  medical  students  by  courses  of 
professional  instruction  and  hospital  practice,  without  any  residence  elsewhere,  for 
the  degrees  of  B.M,  and  M.D.  In  the  University  of  Loudon,  for  the  diplomas  of  the 
Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  London  aud  Edinburgh,  and  for  the  liceuce  of  the 
Society  of  Apothecaries.  Students  In  the  department  of  General  Literature  are 
enabled  to  offer  themselves,  without  any  residence  elsewhere,  for  the  degrees  of 
15.  A.  and  M.A.  in  the  University  of  London.  It  provides  Instruction  for  engineering 
students  iu  a  special  department  of  Civil  Engineering,  and  is  enabled  by  the  Crown 
to  confer  on  them  the  degrees  of  Hachelor  of  Engineering  aud  Master  of  Engineer- 
ing. Should  the  Law  department  meet  with  support,  the  law  student  may  obtain 
the  degree  LL.H.  and  LL.D.  of  the  University  of  London.  The  former  degree  has 
been  successfully  contended  for  by  Dr.  Edward  Smith,  a  student  of  the  College. 

Lastly,  the  College  prepares,  In  a  Theological  department,  students  tor  i  ntrance 

upon  Holy  Orders,  without  any  residence  elsewhere.  It  will  be  seen  that  the 
powers  granted  by  the  Crown  to  the  College  are  so  ample  that  the  system  is  capable 
of  any  extension.  Properly  supported  by  the  public,  there  cau  be  no  doubt  but 
that  the  College  may  become  the  University  qf  the  Midland  Districts,  as  Durham 
is  for  the  North,  not  only  receiving  within  its  walls  a  numerous  body  of  students, 
but  conferring  on  them  degrees  and  other  houorary  distinctions.

REPORT  of  Committee  appointed  to  draw  up  Rules  for  the  Establishment  and 
Government  of  a  College  of  Arts  in  Birmingham,  in  connection  with  the 
Junior  department  of  Queen's  College. 

Your  Committee,  in  obedience  to  the  wishes  of  the  Council,  having  given  their 
best  attention  to  the  important  subject  referred  to  them,  beg  to  offer  the  following 
suggestions : 

I.  That  the  College  be  called  "The  Department  of  General  Literature." 

I I.  That  the  collegiate  system  in  this  department  be  the  some  as  in  the 
Medical  department. 
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III.  That  the  two  houses  in  The  Crescent  numbered  7  and  8  be  the  site  of  the 
said  department. 

IV.  That  preparations  be  made  tor  opening  the  said  department  for  the 
admission  of  students  on  (ho  first  61  <  (ctober  next. 

V.  That  the  Lord  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  be  the  Visitor. 

VI.  That  the  ex-offlcio  members  of  the  Council  of  Queen's  College,  with  the 
Warden,  do  constitute  a  Scnatus  AcademiOUB. 

VII.  That  the  said  ex-oflicio  members  do  appoint  the  Warden,  and  the  said 
Seuatus  do  appoint  the  Classical  and  Mathematical  tutors. 

VIII.  That  the  Seuatus  do  appoint,  under  such  regulations  as  they  shall 
think  advisable,  the  Fellows. 

IX.  That  until  the  appointment  of  such  Fellows,  the  said  Seuatus  do  transact 
all  the  gcueral  business  of  the  department. 

X.  That  not  less  than  live  members  of  the  Senatus,  including  the  Warden, 
do  form  a  quorum. 

XI.  That  after  the  appointment  of  the  Fellows,  any  number  of  them  not 
exceeding  twelve  shall  be  selected  tor  a  I'.oard  of  Management  by  the  Senatus. 

XII.  That  such  Board  of  Management  be  called  "Tho  Council  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  General  Literature." 

XIII.  That  an  annual  meeting  of  such  Council  be  held  on  the  last  Wednesday 
iu  August  every  year. 

XIV.  That  the  Warden  be  a  priest  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  the  tutors 
priests  or  deacons,  and  graduates  of  Cambridge  or  Oxford,  or  other  chartered 
university. 

X  V.   That  the  Classical  tutor  be  tho  Senior  tutor. 

XVI.  That  such  Senior  tutor  be  responsible  for  the  discipline  of  the  College, 
subject  to  the  general  supervision  of  the  Warden. 

XVII.  That  in  the  absence!  of  the  Senior  tutor,  the  Mathematical  tutor  do 
take  his  place  and  perform  his  duties. 

XVIII.  That  both  the  tutors  be  expected  to  take  their  meals  iu  the  hall  with 
the  students,  the  Senior  tutor  occupying  the  head  of  the  table. 

XIX.  That  the  Warden  do  fill  the  same  position  in  the  College  of  General 
Literature  as  the  heads  of  houses  iu  Cambridge  and  Oxford  do  with  regard  to 
their  respective  colleges,  excepting  that  the  lectures  on  the  subjects  below  specified 
be  delivered  by  him,  or  be  more  especially  under  Ins  direction, 

XX.  That  the  students  iu  the  department  of  General  Literature  do  attend 
Queen's  College  chapel  twice  every  Sunday. 

\  S  [.  That  the  Warden,  tutors,  and  students  do  wear  their  gowns  in  hall,  in 
chapel,  and  at  lectures. 

XXII.  That  each  student  have  a  room  to  himself. 

XXIII.  That  they  have  a  common  room. 

XXIV.  That  all  meals  be  taken  in  hall,  except  in  cases  of  illness  with  an 
uyroUtt,  or  of  absence  with  leave. 

XXV.  That  the  vacations  be  for  three  months  every  year— two  months  in  tho 
Summer  (August  and  September),  two  weeks  at  Christmas,  and  two  weeks  at 
Easter. 

XXVI.  That  the  porter  do  close  the  College  gates  every  night  at  ten  o'clock 
and  that  all  students  be  expected  to  be  within  gates  at  that  hour. 

X  X  VII.   Students  entering  College  ut  a  later  period  of  the  night  to  be  reported 
to  the  tutor  by  the  porter,  who  shall  have  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 
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XXVIII.  Thnt  for  neglect  or  misconduct  on  tlie  part  of  nny  student  the 
Senior  tutor  slnill  have  the  power  of  Imposing  restraint  within  the  College  walls 
nud  literary  exercises  (sailed  Impositions, 

XXIX.  That  the  Warden,  in  conjunction  with  the  Classical  and  Mathematical 
tutors,  shall  have  the  power  of  rustication  for  any  period  not  exceeding  two 
months. 

XXX.  That  all  cases  which  In  the  opinion  of  the  Warden  and  tutors  subject 
a  student  to  dismissal  or  expulsion,  be  referred  to  the  Council,  who  are  to  investi- 
gate and  decide  thereupon, 

XXXI.  That  the  Senior  tutor  have  the  management  of  the  domestio  arrange- 
ments of  the  College. 

XXX I I.  That  the  Finance  Department  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Warden, 
Who  Is  every  three  months  to  lay  a,  statement  before  the  Council,  and  that  Hie 
Council  do  every  year  appoint  an  auditor. 

XXXIII.  That  a  monthly  meeting  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  every 
mouth. 

XXXIV.  That  the  College  be  self-supporting,  except  as  far  as  it  may  hv  aided 
by  individuals  endowing  fellowships,  scholarships,  and  professorships,  establishing 
prizes,  and  making  donations  of  books. 

XXXV.  That  an  examination  on  all  the  subjects  of  the  tutors'  lectures  be  held 
at  the  close  of  every  Term. 

XXXVI.  That  Certificates  of  Merit  be  awarded  after  each  examination,  and 
that  any  such  annual  prizes  as  the  friends  of  the  Institution  may  offer,  be  decided 
at  the  termination  of  the  Midsummer  examination. 

XXXVII.  That  students  be  expected  to  matriculate  at  the  university  at  the 
end  of  their  first  year,  if  they  have  not  done  so  previously;  and  that  they  bo 
expected  to  take  their  degrees  of  B.A.  or  15.C.L.,  or  such  other  degrees  as  their 
standing  in  the  university  will  permit,  at  the  end  of  the  third  year: 

XXXVIII.  That  such  students  as  have  been  regular  in  their  attendance  at 
chapel  and  lectures,  and  have  conducted  themselves  satisfactorily  in  statu  pupillari, 
be  eligible  to  be  appointed  Fellows  on  their  attaining  to  the  degree  of  B.A.  or  B.C.L. 

XXXIX.  That  a  Commemoration-day  be  held  once  every  year,  in  honour  of 
the  Founder,  Mr.  William  Sands  Cox,  and  that  the  members  of  the  Council,  and 
the  Fellows  and  their  respective  friends,  be  invited  to  attend. 


FLAN  OF  STUDY. 

I.  That  the  Curriculum  of  study  do  extend  over  three  years. 

II.  That  the  students  of  each  year  have  distinct  courses  of  lectures. 

III.  That  the  subjects  of  study  be  Greek,  Latin,  Mathematics,  Logic,  i lie 
Modern  Languages,  History,  Civil  Engineering,  Natural.  Political,  and  Moral 
Philosophy,  and  more  especially  Christian  Ethics,  and  the  Doctrines  of  the  Church 
of  England. 

IV.  That  each  student  do  attend  four  lectures  every  day ;  namely,  for  one 
hour  in  the  morning  a  lecture  in  Greek,  for  another  hour  a  lecture  in  Mathematics, 
and  for  one  hour  in  the  afternoon  a  lecture  in  Latin,  and  another  hour  a  lecture  in 
History,  Logic,  one  of  the  above  described  branches  of  Philosophy,  or  Civil 
Engineering. 

V.  That  the  subjects  selected  have  particular  reference  to  the  requirements 
for  the  examinations  of  the  University  of  London. 

VI.  That  the  tutors  do  confer  with  the  Warden  at  the  commencement  of 
every  year  as  to  such  selections,  and  that  no  deviations  be  afterwards  made  there- 
from without  his  express  permission. 
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VTI.  The  Warden  to  bo  responsible!  for  the  instruction  in  Christian  Ethics, 
Church  History,  and  the  Doctrines  of  the  Church  of  England. 

VIII.  That  Drawing,  French,  and  German  be  expected  to  be  learnt  during 
the  two  years  when  the  Btudents  are  In  the  Junior  department;  but  if  they  have 
not  then  completed  auoh  courses  of  study,  or  require  Cor  any  purpose,  duringtheir 
residence  in  the  College,  Instruction  in  the  Modern  Languages,  the  same  to  be 
Bupplicd  at  the  rate  of  three  guineas  each  course  per  annum.

II.  That  the  sum  of  twenty-five  pounds  be  paid  at  the  commencement  of 
each  Term. 

III.  That  every  precaution  be  taken  to  prevent  students  incurring  debt — 
First,  by  cautioning  tradesmen  not  to  allow  of  the  purchase  of  articles  on  credit 

without  the  sanction  of  pareuts  or  guardians,  or  the  Warden. 

Secondly,  by  the  Warden  receiving  tradesmen's  bills  for  all  necessary  articles 
supplied  to  students,  and  forwarding  the  same  to  parents  and  guardians  at  the  end 
of  every  Term. 

Thirdly,  by  furnishing  each  student  on  entering  College  with  a  list  of  such 
tradesmen  as  are  sanctioned  by  the  College  authorities. 

Fourthly,  by  all  cases  of  extravagance  which  become  known  to  the  Warden  or 
tutors  being  immediately  reported  to  the  Council,  and  by  them  forwarded,  if  they 
think  fit,  to  the  parents  or  guardians. 

IV.  That  every  student  three  times  convicted  before  the  Council  of  incurring 
debt  beyond  his  means  be  dismissed.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  OF  THE 
COLLEGE. 


The  design  of  the  College  is  to  provide  instruction  for 
young  men  intending  to  engage  in  one  or  other  of  these 
professions  : 

I.  — In  Medicine  and  Surgery. 

II.  — In  Civil  Architecture  and  Engineering. 

III.  — In  Theology  (with  a  view  to  ordination). 

And  in  any  other  professional  study  which  may  from  time 
to  time  be  added  by  the  governing  body  of  the  College.*  This 
instruction  is  combined  with  a  system  of  collegiate  training 
and  moral  discipline  according  to  the  religious  principles  of 
the  English  schools  and  colleges  connected  with  the  Church 
of  England,  and  with  so  much  of  the  ordinary  branches  of  a 
liberal  education,  in  a  department  of  Arts  and  General 
Literature,  as  may  be  properly  given  in  subordination  and  in 
reference  to  such  special  studies. 

More  particularly  the  College  prepares — 

I. — Medical  students  for  becoming  candidates  for  the 
degrees  of  M.B.  and  M  D.  in  the  University  of  London,  for  the 
diplomas  of  the  Royal  Colleges  of  Surgeons  of  London  and 
Edinburgh,  and  for  the  licence  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries, 
without  any  residence  elsewhere. 


*  A  Law  department  has  becu  added. 
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II. — Studcuts  in  any  of  its  departments  for  the  degree  of 
B.A.  in  the  University  of  London. 

HI. — Students  for  any  of  its  departments  through  a  Junior 
department  for  two  years,  on  the  same  general  principles  as 
the  Senior  departments. 

The  College  under  its  Charter  has  the  power  to  confer  on 
students  in  the  Engineering  class  a  diploma. 

The  Government  of  the  College. — The  supreme  power 
in  all  matters,  except  when  otherwise  specially  provided  by  the 
laws,  is  vested  in  the  Council,  subject  only  to  a  general  meeting 
of  Governors,  as  hereafter  provided. 

The  Departments  of  the  College. — The  College  is 
divided  into  four  Senior  and  one  Junior  departments. 

II.  — The  Senior  departments  consist,  first,  of  students 
residing  within  the  College,  for  whom  are  provided  rooms, 
board,  and  tutelary  superintendence. — Secondly,  of  non-residenfc 
students,  living  with  their  parents  or  guardians,  or  in  lodgings 
approved  by  the  Council,  and  under  such  regulations  as  the 
Council  shall  think  fit,  who  attend  lectures  in  College  daily. 

III.  — The  Junior  department  consists  partly  of  resident 
students,  who  are  lodged  in  the  collegiate  buildings,  and  partly 
of  non-resident  students,  under  the  regulations  herewith 
set  forth. 

The  Honorary  Governor*. — Noblemen,  civil  and  eccle- 
siastical dignitaries,  and  Members  of  Parliament,  may  be 
appointed  by  the  Council,  and  become  Honorary  Governors  ;■ 
and  the  Council  at  its  general  meetings  may  elect  benefactors 
to  the  College,  and  foreigners  distinguished  for  scientific  re- 
search, to  be  Honorary  Governors. 

The  Governors— Donors  of  £100  constitute  Life  Govern- 
ors  of  the  first  class,  with  power  to  vote  at  all  general 
meetings,  with  free  admission  for  themselves,  families,  and 
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strangers,  to  the  museums  and  libraries,  and  with  the  privilege 
of  nominating  annually  a  student,  who,  being  approved  by  the 
Council,  shall  have  preference  of  chambers,  and  pay  such 
reduced  rent  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Council. 

II. — Donors  of  £50  aro  Governors  of  the  second  class,  with 
the  like  power  of  voting,  the  like  admission  to  the  museums 
and  library,  and  with  the  privilege  of  nominating  a  student 
annually,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Council. 

lit. — Donors  of  £25  are  Governors  of  the  third  class,. with 
the  like  powers  of  voting  and  free  admissions. 

IV. — It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  five  Governors,  by  writing 
under  their  hands  transmitted  to  the  Principal,  to  recommend 
to  the  Council  any  new  bye-law,  or  alterations,  or  repeal  of 
any  existing  bye-laws  ;  and  such  proposition,  if  required  by  the 
said  five  Governors,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  consideration  of 
the  society  at  large,  and  determined  on  by  them  at  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  society. 

The  Members. — Donors  of  £10,  with  an  annual  subscription 
of  One  Guinea,  are  members,  with  free  admission  to  the 
museums  and  library. 

The  Fellows. — Such  members  of  the  College  as  hold  a 
diploma  in  Medicine  or  Surgery,  or  are  graduates  in  Medicine, 
Arts,  or  Civil  Engineering,  or  such  members  of  the  late 
Birmingham  Royal  School  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  as  the 
Council  may  determine,  are  eligible  to  be  Fellows,  according 
to  the  provision  of  the  Supplemental  Charter.* 

The  Election  and  Admission  of  Fellows— Every  candidate 
for  admission  to  a  Fellowship  must  be  recommended  by  a 
majority  of  the  Professors,  who  shall  deliver  to  the  Dean  of 
the  Faculty  a  paper  signed  by  themselves,  specifying  the 
Christian  name  and  surname  of  such  person,  his  degree  or

diploma,  and  his  usual  place  of  residence.  The  election  to  be 
made  by  the  Council. 

Every  recommendation  to  be  suspended  in  the  College 
library  for  two  successive  meetings,  exclusive  of  that  on  which 
it  was  presented,  and  no  person  is  to  be  declared  elected  unless 
he  have  in  his  favour  four-fifths  of  the  members  of  the  Council 
present  and  voting,  eight  to  be  a  quorum,  and  such  votes  to  be 
taken  by  ballot. 

Fokm  of  Recommendation.—  being-  desirous  of  admission 

into  the  number  of  Fellows  at  Queen's  College  at  Birmingham— 

We,  the  undersigned,  recommend  him  as  a  proper  person  to  become  a  Fellow 
thereof. 

III. — Every  person,  previously  to  his  admission,  is  to  sub- 
scribe the  following  engagement  in  the  obligation  book. 

Form  of  Obligation. — We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  having 
been  elected  "Fellowa  of  the  Queen's  College  at  Birmingham,"  hereby  promise 
that  we  will  to  the  utmost  of  our  power  promote  the  honour  and  interest  of  the 
-.•lid  society,  and  observe  and  maintain  the  enactments  of  its  Charter  and  bye-laws. 

I.  — The  Fellows  have  power  to  vote  at  all  general  meetings 
of  the  Governors. 

II.  — They  have  free  admission  to  the  medical  and  general 
library,  and  to  the  lectures  of  the  Professors. 

III.  — They  are  privileged  to  dine  in  the  College  hall,  on 
the  payment  of  a  specified  sum,  to  be  fixed  by  the  Council. 

Expulsion  of  Fellows. — Whenever  there  shall  appear 
cause,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council,  for  the  expulsion  of  any 
Fellow  from  the  College,  a  minute  must  be  made  thereof,  and 
after  having  been  suspended  in  the  library  for  at  least  fourteen 
days,  the  said  minute  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  consideration 
of  a  special  meeting  of  the  Council;  and  if,  upon  being  put  to 
the  ballot,  four-fifths  of  the  members  present  vote  for  it,  the 
chairman  shall  declare  the  same  to  have  been  carried.  Not 
less  than  eight  members  of  the  Council  to  form  a  quorum  on 
each  occasion. 
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Contbidutions  of  Fellows.— Every  person  elected  a  Fellow 
of  tho  College,  previously  to  his  admission,  must  pay  to  the 
College  the  sum  of  Five  Pounds,  with  an  annual  subscription  of 
One  Guinea 

H- — AH  yearly  contributions  are  considered  payable  at 
each  annual  general  meeting  for  the  preceding  year ;  but  no 
Fellow  elected  within  five  months  of  the  anniversary  meeting 
is  liable  to  the  annual  contribution  till  the  second  annual 
general  meeting  from  the  time  of  his  election. 

Ill-— The  name  of  every  Fellow  who  is  more  than  six 
months  in  arrear  is  to  be  suspended  in  the  library  as  being 
in  arrear.  If  the  arrears  be  not  paid  on  or  before  the  next 
annual  general  meeting,  no  satisfactory  reason  having  been 
assigned  to  the  Council  for  such  non-payment,  the  Fellow 
whose  subscriptions  are  thus  in  arrear,  shall  cease  to  be  a 
Fellow  of  the  Society.

The  Peopeety  op  the  College. — The  whole  of  the  property 
and  effects  of  the  College,  of  what  kind  soever,  are  held  for  the 
uses  of  the  College  under  the  direction  and  management  of  the 
Council,  subject  to  the  control  of  general  meetings  of  the 
Governors,  as  provided  by  the  laws  of  the  College. 

II. — The  Council  is  not  to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any 
lands,  hereditaments  of  the  College,  nor  enter  into  a  lease  or 
agreement  in  respect  thereof,  without  the  sanction  of  a  special 
general  meeting. 

IH. — One  month's  notice  must  be  given  in  respect  of 
business  of  that  description  before  it  be  taken  into  consider- 
ation at  such  meeting. 
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IV. — No  dividend,  gifts,  division,  or  bonus  m  money,  shall 
at  any  time  be  given  by  the  College  unto  or  between  any  of  its 
members. 

Donations  to  the  College. — Every  person  who  presents 
specimens  of  anatomy,  pathology,  geology,  mineralogy,  and  of 
other  departments  of  natural  history,  philosophical  apparatus, 
models  of  machinery,  and  specimens  of  fine  arts  to  the  College, 
is  considered  as  a  benefactor. 

II.  — Donations  of  money  towards  the  endowment  of  fellow- 
ships, professorships,  and  scholarships,  and  of  books  in  theology, 
medicine,  and  surgery,  and  other  departments  of  art,  science, 
and  literature,  are  most  gratefully  received. 

III.  — The  name  of  every  such  benefactor,  with  a  specifica- 
tion of  his  or  her  gift  or  bequest,  is  recorded  in  the  transactions 
of  the  College  ;  a  report  thereof  is  made  at  the  annual  general 
meeting  ;  and  the  donor's  name  is  affixed  to  all  books, 
specimens,  or  other  gifts  presented  to  the  College. 

The  Common  Seal. — The  common  seal  of  the  College  is  a 
representation  of  Hygiea  seated  on  a  rock,  surrounded  by  a 
scroll,  having  on  it  the  words,  "The  Queen's  College, 
Birmingham,"  and  the  seal  shall  not  be  affixed  to  any  deed 
or  writing  except  at  a  meeting  of  the  Council  and  by  its 
authority. 

A  Register  Book. — A  book,  to  be  called  a  "  register 
book,"  shall  be  kept  by  the  Treasurer,  or  such  other  officer 
as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Council,  in  which  book  shall  be 
entered  the  names  and  description,  and  place  of  residence,  of 
every  Honorary  Governor,  Governor,  Member,  and  Fellow 
of  the  College ;  and  such  register  book  shall,  between  the 
College  and  any  person  claiming  to  be  a  member  thereof,  be 
conclusive  evidence. 


The  Annual  General  Meeting.— The  Governors,  Honorary 
Governors,  Members,  and  Fellows,  on  the  last  Wednesday  in 


August,  or  as  near  the  same  as  convenient,  shall  assemble 
together  at  the  (hen  last  or  other  usual  place  of  meeting  of 
the  said  Society,  and  shall  proceed  to  receive  1h<!  annual 
reports,  to  nominate  and  appoint  the  Council,  and  to  transact 
such  other  business  as  devolves  upon  them  by  the  laws,  bye- 
laws,  and  regulations  of  the  College. 

Provided  that  no  person  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  on  any 
matter  brought  before  such  meeting,  unless  he  shall  have  been 
registered  as  a  Governor  for  the  previous  twelve  months. 

The  Special  General  Meetings. — The  Piincipal  and 
Council  for  the  time  being  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
convene  and  call  together  a  special  general  meeting  of  the 
Governors,  by  giving  one  month's  notice,  at  any  time  they 
may  deem  expedient ;  and  the  acts  and  transactions  of  such 
said  special  general  meeting  have  full  power  and  effect,  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  acts  and  transactions  of  the  Governors 
assembled  at  the  annual  general  meeting. 

Officers  of  the  College. — The  officers  of  the  institution, 
as  specified  in  the  Charter,  are  a  Visitor,  a  Principal,  Vice- 
principal,  a  Treasurer,  and  a  Dean  of  the  Faculty.  But 
subsequently  a  Warden,  and  Tutoi*s,  and  a  Professor  of 
Pastoral  Theology  have  been  added  under  the  power  of  the 
bye-laws. 

The  Visitor. — The  Lord  Bishop  of  Worcester  fur  the 
time  being  is  the  Visitor  of  the  College  in  all  its  departments. 

Appointments  of  the  Officers  of  the  College. — The 
principal,  Vice-principal,  Treasurer,  and  Dean  of  the  Faculty, 
hold  their  respective  offices  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Council, 
and  on  any  vacancy  occurring  in  such  offices,  they  arc  respect- 
ively filled  up  on  the  nomination  and  appointment  of  the 
Council.  Provided  that,  with  regard  to  such  elections,  as 
also  to  the  appointment  of  the  tutors  and  other  officers  who 
arc  appointed  by  the  Council,  one  week  at  least  shall  clnpse 
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after  notice  of  the  vacancy  or  intended  appointment  before 
the  election  shall  take  place. 

The  Principal,  his  Office  and  Duties. — The  Principal 
shall  be  a  nobleman,  or  one  of  the  Honorary  Governors,  and 
a  member  of  the  Church  of  England. 

II, — When  present,  he  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  in  all  the 
departments,  and  transact  all  such  business  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Charter  and  Supplemental  Charters,  laws, 
and  bye-laws. 

The  Vice-pliincipal,  his  Office  and  Duties. — The  Vice- 
principal  shall  be  a  dignitary  of  the  Church  of  England, 
residing  at  or  near  Birmingham. 

II.  — He  shall  take  the  chair  in  the  absence  of  the  Principal. 

III.  — He  shall  transact  all  and  every  such  business  as  the 
Principal,  when  present,  is  empowered  to  do  by  the  Charter, 
Supplemental  Charters,  laws,  and  bye-laws. 

The  Treasurer,  his  Office  and  Duties. — The  Treasurer 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Church  of  England. 

II. — He  shall  receive,  for  the  use  of  the  College  and  its 
different  departments,  all  subscriptions  and  contributions,  and 
all  other  moneys  due  or  payable  to  the  College. 

TIL — Ho  shall  also  receive,  and  pay  over  at  stated  periods 
to  the  Warneford  Trustees,  the  amounts  due  to  them  under 
their  various  trusts. 

rV. — Out  of  the  moneys  in  his  hands  he  shall  pay  what- 
soever is  due  from  the  College  ;  provided  no  sum  of  money  is 
paid  by  him  in  respect  of  the  domestic  expenditure  of  the 
College  without  an  order  from  the  House  and  Finance  Com- 
mittee, or  from  the  Professor  of  Pastoral  Theology,  in  respect 
of  such  expenditure  in  the  Theological  department. 
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V.  — He  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments ;  and  shall  report  to  tho  Council  every  month  all  fees 
and  other  moneys  received  by  him,  and  all  moneys  due  and  in 
arrear  to  tho  College. 

VI.  — Ho  shall  keep  a  book  of  printed  check  receipts  for 
subscriptions  and  contributions,  each  receipt  to  be  signed  by 
him,  and  filled  up  with  the  name  of  the  contributor,  the  amount 
contributed,  and  the  day  of  payment. 

VII.  — He  shall  draw  up  half-yearly  accounts  of  such 
receipts  and  payments,  and  lay  the  same  before  the  Council  in 
the  months  of  January  and  July. 

VIII.  — He  shall  keep  a  book  for  the  registration  of  the 
students. 

The  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  his  Office  and  Duties.— The 
Dean  of  the  Faculty  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Church  of 
England. 

II.  — He  shall  attend  as  Honorary  Secretary  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Council  and  committees ;  and  he  shall  be  ex-officio  mem- 
ber of  all  special  committees,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the 
Council  or  committee,  as  the  case  may  be  ;  and  he  shall  on  all 
occasions  see  that  the  decisions  of  the  Council  are  carried  out. 

III.  — He  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  minutes  of  the 
Council;  he  shall  conduct  the  general  correspondence;  and, 
together  with  two  members  of  the  Council,  to  be  appointed  at 
a  monthly  meeting,  shall  draw  up  the  annual  report. 

All  official  communications  addressed  to  the  Principal 
and  Council,  or  any  of  its  menibers,  are  to  be  forwarded  under 
cover  to  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  at  least  seven  clear  days 
before  the  first  Tuesday  in  each  month,  and,  after  examination, 
he  shall  refer  them  to  the  proper  quarter. 

The  Codncil,  its  Constitution  and  Duties. — The  Coun- 
cil consists  of  thirty-five  members,  viz.,  the  Principal,  the  Vice- 
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principal,  the  Warden,  the  Treasurer,  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty, 
twelve  Governors  elected  at  the  annual  general  meeting,  two 
Professors  elected  by  the  Professors  from  their  own  body 
previously  to  such  general  meetings,  two  members  of  the 
Committee  of  Council  of  Queen's  Hospital  to  be  elected  by 
the  Hospital  Board  previously  to  the  annual  general  meeting, 
two  members  elected  by  the  Architectural  Society,  two 
members  elected  by  the  Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers,  two 
members  elected  by  the  Law  Society,  the  Senior  Physician 
and  Senior  Surgeon  of  the  said  Hospital,  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
and  High  Sheriff  of  the  County  of  Warwick,  the  Dean  of  the 
Cathedral  of  Worcester,  the  Archdeacon  of  the  Archdeaconry 
of  Coventry,  the  Mayor  of  the  Borough  of  Birmingham,  the 
High  Bailiff  of  the  Manor  of  Birmingham,  and  the  Rectors  of 
the  Parishes  of  St.  Martin  and  St.  Philip,  Birmingham  ;  five 
to  constitute  a  quorum. 

n. — The  Council  fills  up  the  vacancies  occurring  in  the 
body  during  the  course  of  the  year. 

III. — The  Council  exercises  such  powers  and  authority  as 
are  given  to  it  by  the  Charter,  Supplemental  Charters,  laws,  and 
bye-laws ;  and  makes  from  time  to  time  such  additional  bye- 
laws  and  regulations  as  shall  be  consistent  with  the  Charter 
and  the  Supplemental  Charters,  and  shall  appear  conducive  to 
the  good  government  of  the  College  and  proper  management 
of  its  affairs ;  provided  that  no  existing  bye-law  or  regulation 
of  the  College  shall  be  repealed  without  one  month's  notice,  to 
be  given  at  a  Council  meeting  and  entered  on  the  minutes  ; 
and  all  such  bye-laws  and  regulations,  when  reduced  into 
writing,  and  after  the  common  seal  of  the  College  is  affixed 
thereto,  shall  be  binding  upon  all  persons  members  thereof. 

TV. — The  Council  appoints  a  committee  or  committees  of 
Council,  whenever  required,  in  any  of  the  departments  of  the 
College,  for  the  special  working  of  such  departments,  and  com- 
mits to  such  committee  or  committees  of  such  Council,  such 


powers  as  shall  appear  most  conducive  to  the  good  govern- 
ment of  the  College.  The  Council  appoint*  all  professors, 
tutors, -and  masters  of  the  College,  except  where  such  appoint- 
ment is  otherwise  specially  provided  for. 

V.— The  Council  meets  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  every 
month  during  Term  time,  al  ten  o'clock. 

VI— Special  meetings  of  the  Council  arc  called  by  the 
Dean  of  the  Faculty  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Principal,  or, 
in  case  of  Lis  absence,  of  (lie  Vice-principal,  or,  in  ease  of  their 
absence,  of  three  members  of  the  Council ;  provided  always 
that  three  clear  days'  notice  bo  given  to  each  member,  and  that 
the  object  of  the  meeting  be  distinctly  specified. 

VII.  — At  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  Council  in  January, 
April,  and  August,  terminal  reports,  made  by  the  professors 
and  tutors,  with  reference  to  the  state  and  discipline  of  their 
respective  department are  to  be   submitted   through  the  ' 
Warden  to  the  Council. 

VIII.  — In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Principal,  and  the 
Vice-principal,  and  the  Warden,  the  members  present  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Council,  shall  elect  their  chairman. 

IX.  — All  questions  before  the  Council  shall  be  decided  by 
a  majority  of  the  members  present,  and  the  chairman  shall 
have  the  casting  vote. 

Election  of  Members  of  the  Council. — No  person  shall 
be  qualified  to  vote  in  the  election  of  the  members  of  the 
Council,  who  are  to  be  annually  chosen  from  among  the 
general  body  of  the  Governors,  unless  such  person  shall  have 
been  registered  as  a  Governor  at  least  twelve  months  previously. 

Committed  of  Council  of  the  Arts  Department. — This 
committee  consists  of  the  Principal,  the  Vice-principal,  the 
Warden,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  together 
with  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  High  Sheriff  of  the  County  of 
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Wiii-wick,  the  Dean  of  the  Cathedral  of  Worcester,  the  Senior 
Physician  and  the  Senior  Surgeon  of  the  Queen's  Hospital,  the 
Archdeacon  of  the  Archdeaconry  of  Coventry,  the  Mayor  of  the 
Borough  of  Birmingham,  the  High  Bailiff  of  the  Manor  of 
Birmingham,  and  the  Rectors  of  St.  Martin's  and  St,  Philip's, 
Birmingham. 

II — To  this  committee  is  entrusted  the  general  manage- 
ment of  the  affairs  of  this  department. 

HT. — The  committee  meets  on  the  same  day  and  at  the 
same  place  as  the  Council,  and  proceeds  to  business  imme- 
diately after  the  conclusion  of  the  affairs  of  the  Council ;  three 
to  form  a  quorum. 

IV. — The  Warden  shall  draw  up  a  statement  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  this  department,  which  shall  be  inserted  in  the 
annual  report. 

Committee  of  Council  of  the  Thkological  Department. — 
This  committee  consists  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the 
Principal,  the  Vice-principal,  the  Warden,  the  Professor  of  Pas- 
toral Theology,  the  Treasui'er,  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  the 
Dean  of  the  Cathedral  of  Worcester,  the  Archdeacon  of  the 
Archdeaconry  of  Coventry,  and  the  Rectors  of  St.  Martin's 
and  St,  Philip's,  Birmingham  ;  three  to  form  a  quorum. 

II  — To  this  committee  is  entrusted  the  general  manage- 
ment of  the  affairs  of  this  department. 

III.  — This  committee  meets  in  the  lecture  room  of  the" 
Theological  department  in  The  Crescent,  on  the  last  Tuesday 
in  every  Term,  at  twelve  o'clock  at  noon. 

IV.  — The  Professor  of  Pastoral  Theology  draws  up  a 
terminal  report  of  the  proceedings  of  this  department,  to  be 
laid  before  the  committee  at  the  end  of  each  session,  and  an 
abstract  of  such  reports  is  to  be  prepared  by  the  Professor, 
with  such  additions  as  he  may  think  fit,  and  inserted  in  the 
general  annual  report. 
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V. — Special  meetings  of  this  committee  may  be  summoned 
at  any  time,  with  not  less  than  three  days'  notice,  by  the 
Principal,  tho  Vice-principal,  the  Warden,  (he  Professor,  or 
any  three  of  the  other  members  of  the  committee. 

House  and  Finance  Committee. — This  committee  shall 
consist  of  the  Warden,  the  Treasurer,  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty, 
and  two  members  of  the  Council,  to  be  appointed  annually  by 
the  Council ;  two  to  be  a  quorum. 

II.  — Tliey  shall  meet  once  a  week  during  Term,  on  a  day 
which  they  shall  fix. 

III.  — They  shall  regulate  and  control  the  whole  domestic 
expenditure  of  the  College,  and  have  the  sole  power  of  making 
orders  on  the  Treasurer  for  payments  in  respect  of  such 
expenditure. 

IV.  — They  shall  receive  tenders  from  tradesmen,  for  articles 
to  be  supplied  to  the  College,  and  shall  inspect  such  articles. 

V.  — All  complaints  about  provisions  or  other  articles  fur- 
nished to  the  College  are  to  be  addressed  to  them. 

VI.  — They  shall  make  a  monthly  report  to  the  Council  of 
their  proceedings. 

VII.  — They  shall  prepare  an  annual  abstract  of  the 
accounts  of  the  College,  which  shall  appear  in  the  annual 
report. 

The  Warden,  his  Office  and  Duties. — The  Warden 
shall  be  a  clergyman  of  the  Church  of  England,  in  priest's 
orders,  and  a  graduate  of  Cambridge  or  Oxford. 

II. — He  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Committee  of  Council  of 
the  Arts  Department,  subject  to  the  confirmation  of  the  Gover- 
nors at  their  annual  general  meeting.  In  the  absence  of  the 
Principal  and  Vice-principal,  he  shall  take  tho  chair  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Council  and  committees  of  Council,  if  appoiuted 
thereto  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present,  in  accordance 
with  the  direction  of  the  Supplemental  Charter. 
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I I I.  — He  shall  reside  constantly,  during  all  the  Terms,  in  the 
College. 

IV.  — He  shall  dine  in  the  hall,  with  the  students,  free 
from  charge;  he  shall  visit  every  student's  room  from  time  to 
time,  and  every  month  report  on  their  state  accordingly  to  the 
Council. 

V.  — He  shall  be  Chaplain  to  the  College,  and  shall  read 
prayers  daily  in  the  College  chapel,  with  such  omissions  as 
may  be  approved  by  the  Visitor.  He  shall  perform  at  least 
one  full  service  of  the  Church,  with  a  sermon,  on  Sundays, 
subject  to  the  provision  hereafter  contained  respecting  sermons 
to  be  preached  by  the  Professor  of  Pastoral  Divinity. 

VI.  ' — A  book  shall  be  provided  and  laid  before  the  Council 
at  their  monthly  meetings,  in  which  he  shall  specify  the  attend- 
ance of  the  students  at  Divine  Service,  and  record  any  fact  or 
observation  which  he  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable. 

VII.  — He  shall  deliver  in  every  year,  at  a  time  appointed 
by  the  Council,  a  course  of  lectures  on  morals  and  theology, 
open  gratuitously  to  all  students  of  the  College,  and  keep  a 
record  of  the  attendance  of  the  students  at  the  same. 

VIII.  — He  shall  have  general  authority  over  all  the  depart- 
ments and  resident  officers  of  the  College,  subject  only  to 
the  Council  and  committee  of  Council  in  the  Theological 
department. 

IX.  — He  shall  have  authority  over  the  sudents,  and  shall 
be  responsible  for  their  religious  instruction  and  moral  training 
and  discipline,  for  which  he  may  make  such  rules  and  orders  as 
he  shall  think  fit,  subject  to  the  laws  of  the  College  and  the 
authority  of  the  Council. 

X.  — He  shall  examine  (in  the  Theological  department,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Professor  of  Pastoral  Theology)  all  stu- 
dents for  admission  in  reference  to  the  departments  which  they 
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propose  to  enter,  and  shall  require  from  them  at  the  same  time 
a  testimonial  of  good  character;  and  they  shall  be  by  him 
admitted  into  (lie  College. 

XI.  — He  shall  have  the  following  powers  of  coercive 
discipline  over  the  College. 

(a)  Restraint  of  hours. 

(l>)  Literary  exercises  or  impositions. 

(c)  Rustication  for  a  time  not  exceeding  two  months. 

(d)  Suspension  of  attendance  on  classes;  with  the  excep- 
tion that  in  (he  Theological  department  he  shall  only  exercise 
the  two  last-named  powers,  and  those  only  in  conjunction 
with  the  Professor  of  Pastoral  Theology. 

XII.  — He  shall  have  the  appointment  and  sole  control  of 

all  the  porters  and  other  servants  of  the  College,  and  power 

of  dismissing  them  ;  and  they  shall  perform  such  duties  as 

may  be  laid  down  by  him. 

N.B. — In  the  third  and  twelfth  of  the  above  heads,  the  word  "  College  "ii 
to  be  understood  as  confined  to  the  College  buildings  in  Paradise  street. 

The  Professors  of  the  Department  of  Medicine  and 
Surge u y,  their  Office  and  Duties.  — The  Professors  shall 
give  systematic  courses  of  lectures  every  Session,  according  to 
the  regulations  of  the  constituted  medical  authorities  in 
Loudon,  and  of  the  Council  of  Queen's  College. 

II.  — A  book  shall  be  kept  by  each  Professor,  specifying  the 
times  of  attendance  of  each  student ;  such  book  to  be  laid 
before  the  Council  at  their  monthly  meetings. 

III.  — Previously  to  the  commencement  of  every  lecture, 
the  Professor  shall  call  over  the  names  of  the  students. 

jy_ — Each  Professor  shall  keep  a  register  of  the  time  of 
commencement  and  duration  of  each  of  his  lectures  ;  such 
register  to  be  laid  before  the  Council  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

y. — No  Professor  shall  be  absent  from  lecture,  or  dispense 
with  a  lecture,  without  first  apprising  fclie  Warden,  and  obtaining 


bis  sanction,  excejit  under  unforeseen  professional  engage- 
ments :  notice  of  absence  in  all  eases  to  be  sent  to  tbe  class. 

VI.  — Testimonials  of  professional  attainments,  if  merited, 
sball  be  given  by  the  Professors,  according  to  such  printed" 
forms  only  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Council. 

VII.  — A  viva  voce  examination  shall  be  held  in  each  class 
every  week  or  fortnight,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Professor; 
and  during  the  last  week  of  each  Session  there  shall  be  a 
written  examination  in  every  class,  at  which  all  the  students 
are  required  to  attend. 

The  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy,  his  Office  and  Duties. — 
The  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy  shall  give  courses  of  anatomica  l 
demonstrations,  according  to  the  regulations  of  the  constituted 
medical  authorities  in  London,  and  of  the  Council  of  Queen's 
College. 

II.— He  shall  be  present  in  the  dissecting  room  not  less 
than  two  hours  every  day,  and  shall,  during  that  time,  be 
responsible  for  the  diligence  of  the  students,  and  for  their 
decorous  conduct. 

IDT. — He  shall  keep  a  book,  in  which  he  shall  register 
the  attendance  of  the  students,  calling  over  their  names  at  the 
commencement  of  every  demonstration. 

TV.— He  shall  keep  a  register  of  the  time  of  the  com- 
mencement and  the  duration  of  each  of  his  demonstrations, 
and  of  the  period  of  his  daily  attendance  in  the  dissecting 
room;  which  registers  are  to  be  laid  before  the  Council  at 
each  monthly  meeting. 

The  Election  of  Professors  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  and 
the  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy,  and  of  the  Medical  and 
Surgical  Officers  of  the  Queen's  Hospital.— When  any 
vacancy  occurs  in  any  of  the  above  professorships,  or  in  the 
demonstratorship,  or  in  the   medical  and   surgical  officers 


of  tho  Queen's  Hospital,  tlie  names  of  die  candidates  are  in 
the  first  instance  to  be  referred  by  tlie  Council  to  tlie  profes- 
sors of  medicine  and  surgery,  who  shall  make  a  special  report 
thereupon  to  the  Council,  specifying  the  names  of  such  candi- 
dates as  in  their  judgment  are  qualified  and  eligible  to  fill 
the  vacant  professorship  or  demonstratorship,  specifying  the 
grounds  of  their  recommendation,  which  shall  be  entered  on 
the  minutes  of  the  Council :  and  the  Council  is  then  to  appoint, 
from  the  candidates  included  in  such  report,  the  one  whom 
they  consider  most  eligible  to  fill  the  vacant  office.* 

The  Professors  of  Architecture,  Geodesy,  Geometrical 
and  Mechanical  Drawing,  and  Civil  Engineering,  their  Office 
and  Duties. — The  Professors  of  Architecture,  Geodsey,  Geo- 
metrical and  Mechanical  Drawing,  and  Civil  Engineering,  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Council,  subject  to  the  confirmation 
of  the  Governors  at  their  annual  general  meeting. 

II.  — They  shall  give  systematic  courses  of  lectures  every 
Term,  according  to  schemes  to  be  approved  by  the  Council. 

III.  — They  shall  call  over  the  name  of  each  student  at 
the  commencement  of  each  lecture,  and  shall  keep  a  book 
specifying  the  time  of  attendance  of  each  student  at  such 
lecture  ;  to  be  laid  before  the  Council  at  their  monthly  meeting. 

IV.  — They  shall  keep  a  register  of  the  time  of  commence- 
ment and  the  duration  of  each  of  their  lectures ;  such  register 
to  be  laid  before  the  Council  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

V.  — They  shall  hold  periodical  examinations,  and  shall 
at  the  end  of  every  Session  have  a  general  written  examination 
of  all  the  students. 

The  Professor  of  Pastoral  Theology,  his  Office  and 
Duties. — The  Professor  of  Pastoral  Theology  shall  be  a  clergy- 
man of  the  Church  of  England,  in  priest's  orders,  and  a 
graduate  of  Cambridge  or  Oxford.

II.  — He  shall  be  appointed  by  the  committee  of  Council  for 
the  department  of  Theology,  subject  to  the  confirmation  of  the 
Governors  at  their  annual  general  meeting. 

III.  — He  shall  admit  all  students  in  the  department  of 
Theology,  upon  their  producing  the  required  testimonials  and 
passing  the  preliminary  examination. 

IV.  — He  shall  teach  such  students  as  intend  to  be  candidates 
for  holy  orders  in  the  Church  of  England,  the  ministerial 
duties  in  their  various  branches,  as  also  the  composition  and 
delivery  of  sermons,  the  reading  of  the  Church  Service,  the 
history  of  the  liturgies,  the  reason  and  use  of  rubrics, 
and  all  other  matters  connected  with,  and  subservient  to, 
a  faithful  and  efficient  performance  of  what  the  Church  requires 
of  her  pastors  and  ministers,  for  the  edification  of  their  flocks. 

V.  — He  shall  keep  a  book,  specifying  the  times  of  atten- 
dance of  each  student;  such  book  to  be  laid  before  the  Council 
at  their  monthly  meeting. 

VI.  — Previously  to  the  commencement  of  every  lecture  he 
shall  call  over  the  names  of  the  students. 

VII.  — He  shall  keep  a  register  of  the  time,  and  commence- 
ment, and  duration  of  each  of  his  lectures ;  such  register 
to  be  laid  before  the  Council  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

VIII.  — He  shall  have  furnished  rooms  for  his  residence  in  the 
College  buildings  appropriated  to  the  Theological  department. 

IX.  — He  shall  dine  in  hall  with  the  students. 

X.  — He  shall  be  answerable  to  the  committee  of  Council  of 
the  Theological  department  for  the  maintenance  of  collegiate 
discipline  in  the  same,  in  which  he  shall  have  the  power  of 
restraint  of  hours  and  literary  exercises  and  impositions  by 
himself,  and  of  rustication  for  a  time  not  exceeding  two  months, 
and  suspension  of  attendance  at  classes,  in  conjunction  with 
the  Warden. 
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XI.  — He  shall  regularly  attend  Divine  Service  in  the  College 
chapel  with  tho  students  of  his  department,  and  keep  a  register 
of  the  attendance  of  such  students;  to  be  laid  before  tbe 
committee  of  Council  of  the  Theological  department  at  the  end 
of  every  Term. 

XII.  — He  shall  not  undertake  any  clerical  or  tutorial  duties, 
except  those  in  connection  with  the  Queen's  College  and  the 
Queen's  Hospital. 

XIII.  — He  shall  preach  not  less  than  four  sermons  each 
Term  in  the  College  chapel. 

XIV.  — He  shall  have  the  appointment  of  all  the  servants 
in  the  buildings  appropriated  to  his  department,  and  the  power 
of  dismissing  them ;  and  power  to  regulate  all  the  hours  and 
domestic  arrangements  of  the  department,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  committee  of  Council. 

XV.  — He  shall  regulate  and  keep  accounts  of  all  the 
domestic  expenditure  of  the  Theological  department,  assisted 
by  the  committee  of  Council,  who  shall  be  empowered  to  make 
orders  on  the  Treasurer  for  all  payments  on  the  said  account. 

XVI.  — Upon  all  subjects  connected  with  the  performance 
of  his  clerical  and  collegiate  duties,  and  with  the  moral  and 
religious  instruction  of  the  students,  he  must  consider  himself 
tinder  the  general  superintendence  of  the  Warden ;  subject, 
however,  to  an  appeal,  upon  all  questions  relating  to  the 
doctrines  and  discipline  of  the  Church  of  England,  to  the 
Vice-principal  in  the  first  instance,  and  in  the  last  resort  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  whose  decision  is  final. 

Professor  of  Classical  Literature,  his  Office  axd 
Duties. — He  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Church  of  England, 
and  a  graduate  of  the  university  of  Oxford  or  of  Cambridge. 

II. — He  shall  be  appointed  by  the  committee  of  Council  of 
the  Arts  department,  subject  to  the  confirmation  of  the  Gover- 
nors at  their  annual  meeting. 
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III.  — He  shall  instruct  the  students,  both  in  the  Senior  and 
Junior  departments,  in  the  Greek  and  Latin  languages,  accord- 
ing to  the  schemes  laid  down  by  the  Council ;  and,  if  called  upon, 
-with  a  view  to  their  admission  into  the  Theological  department, 
students,  in  those  languages,  with  a  particular  reference  to  a 
knowledge  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  in  the  original  and  in  the 
Latin  version. 

IV.  — He  shall  keep  a  book,  specifying  the  times  of  attend- 
ance of  each  student ;  such  book  to  be  laid  before  the  Council 
at  their  monthly  meetings. 

V.  — Previously  to  the  commencement  of  every  lecture,  he 
shall  call  over  the  names  of  the  students. 

VI.  — He  shall  keep  a  register  of  the  time  of  commence- 
ment and  duration  of  each  of  his  lectures ;  such  register  to  be 
laid  before  the  Council  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

The  Professor  op  Mathematics,  his  Office  and  Duties. — 
He  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  a 
graduate  of  the  university  of  Oxford  or  of  Cambridge,  and 
shall  reside  in  College. 

II.  — He  shall  be  appointed  by  the  committee  of  Council  of 
the  Arts  department,  subject  to  the  confirmation  of  the 
Governors  at  their  annual  meeting. 

III.  — He  shall  instruct  the  students,  both  in  the  Senior  and 
Junior  Medical  departments,  in  the  Engineering  department, 
and  in  the  department  of  General  Literature  and  Arts,  in  pure 
and  mixed  Mathematics,  and  Natural  Philosophy,  according 
to  the  schemes  laid  down  by  the  Council. 

IV.  —He  shall  keep  a  book,  specifying  the  times  and 
attendance  of  each  student ;  such  book  to  be  laid  before  the 
Council  at  their  monthly  meetings. 

V.  — Previously  to  the  commencement  of  every  lecture,  he 
shall  crtll  over  the  names  of  the  students. 
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VI.  — He  shall  keep  a  register  of  the  time  of  commence- 
ment and  duration  of  each  of  his  lectures  ;  such  register  to  he 
laid  before  the  Council  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

VII.  — He  shall  not  undertake  any  clerical  or  professional 
duties  except  those  in  connection  with  the  College  or  Hospital. 
He  shall  attend  the  weekly  Divine  Service  with  the 
students  in  the  College  chapel. 

VIII.  — He  shall  make  reports,  through  the  Warden,  to  the 
Council,  on  the  state  of  his  class,  at  the  monthly  meetings  of 
the  Council  in  January,  April,  and  August. 

IX.  — He  shall  be  present  at  all  meals  in  the  College  hall ; 
in  the  absence  of  the  Warden  he  shall  preside  at  all  meals. 

The  Medical  Tutor,  his  Office  and  Duties. — The 
Medical  Tutor  must  be  a  member  of  the  Church  of  England, 
and  a  graduate  of  the  university  of  Oxford,  Cambridge, 
London,  Dublin,  or  Edinburgh ;  or  a  Fellow  or  Member  of  the 
Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  England ;  preference  to  be  given 
to  candidates  who  have  been  former  students  of  the  College, 
in  case  of  equal  qualifications. 

II.  — The  office  is  one  of  annual  appointment,  and  the 
appointment  is  vested  in  the  Professors  of  the  College,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Governors  at  their  annual  meeting. 

III.  — He  must  reside  in  College,  and  take  his  meals  in  the 
College  hall ;  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Warden  and  Mathe- 
matical Tutor,  he  must  preside  at  meals  in  the  hall. 

IV.  — He  must  attend  the  College  chapel. 

V.  — He  must  give  daily  instruction  to  the  resident  and  non- 
resident students  in  the  Junior  departmeut  in  the  various 
branches  of  medicine;  and  he  must 'hold  examinations  of  the 
students  in  the  department  of  Medicine  and  Surgery. 

VI.  — He  shall  keep  a  book,  in  which  he  shall  register  the 
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.  attendance  of  the  students,  calling  over  their  names  at  tho 
commencement  of  every  lecture. 

VII.  — He  shall  keep  a  register  of  the  time  of  commence- 
ment and  tho  duration  of  each  of  his  lectures,  aud  of  the 
period  of  his  daily  attendance  in  the  dissecting  room ;  which 
registers  are  to  be  laid  before  the  Council  at  each  monthly 
meeting. 

VIII.  — He  shall  have  the  special  care  of  the  library. 

IX.  — He  must  attend  not  less  than  two  hours  every  day  in 
the  dissecting  room,  and  during  that  time  must  be  answerable 
for  the  diligence  and  decorum  of  the  students. 

X.  — On  all  subjects  connected  with  the  performance  of  his 
medical  and  surgical  duties,  he  must  consider  himself  under 
the  superintendence  of  the  medical  and  surgical  professors. 

The  Chaplain  op  the  Queen's  Hospital. — The  power  of 
appointing  the  Chaplain  of  the  Queen's  Hospital,  according  to 
the  directions  of  The  Rev.  Dr.  Warneford,  who  made  provisions 
for  this  good  work,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Council,  subject  to 
the  confirmation  of  the  Governors  of  the  said  Hospital,  at  their 
annual  meeting  assembled. 

II. — The  Chaplain  shall  attend  at  twelve  o'clock  at  noon  to 
perform  Divine  Service,  and  preach  a  sermon,  every  Sunday,  and 
visit  the  wards  at  least  twice  a  week,  or  oftener  as  he  may  see 
occasion. 

HI. — He  shall,  without  delay,  visit  such  patients  as  shall 
particularly  request  his  attendance  upon  a  communication  being 
made  to  him  by  the  resident  medical  officers,  and  shall  ad- 
minister the  sacrament  to  those  whom  he  may  find  duly 
prepared  and  desirous  of  receiving  it. 

IV. — He  shall  have  the  charge  and  superintendence  of  the 
religious  and  moral  books  and  tracts  which  may  be  supplied 
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for  the  use  of  the  patients,  but  he  shall  not  distribute  any 
which  may  not  previously  have  received  the  sanction  of  the 
committee  of  Council. 

V. — He  shall  keep  a  journal,  in  which  he  shall  record  the 
times  when  the  service  has  been  performed,  and  the  number 
and  description  of  the  persons  who  may  have  attended. 

VX — He  shall  also  make  a  memorandum  of  his  visits,  and 
of  such  circumstances  as  may  appear  to  him  worthy  of 
remarks. 

Declaration  to  be  signed  by  the  Warden,  Officers,  Pro- 
fessors, Demonstrator,  Tutors,  or  Masters. — The  Warden, 
Officer,  Professor,  Demonstrator,  Tutor,  or  Master  of  the 
College,  on  his  appointment,  shall  sign  the  following  declaration : 

"  Having  read  the  bye-laws  of  Queen's  College,  Birmingham,  I  promise  to  observe 
the  same,  together  with  any  alterations  or  additions  the  Council  may  see  fit  to 
adopt ;  and  I  will  cause  them  to  be  observed  by  others,  according  to  the  best  of  my 
power." 

Resignation  or  Retirement  of  the  Warden,  Professors, 
Tutors,  or  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy  ;  or  Master,  or  Medical 
or  Surgical  Officer  of  the  Queen's  Hospital,  or  Chaphin  of 
the  said  Hospital. — In  case  the  Warden,  or  any  Professor, 
Tutor,  or  the  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy,  or  Master,  or  Medical 
or  Surgical  Officer  of  the  Queen's  Hospital,  or  Chaplain  of  the 
said  Hospital,  wishes  to  resign  his  office,  he  shall  give  six 
months'  notice,  by  letter,  addressed  to  the  Council  or  committee 
of  Council,  as  the  case  may  be,  provided  that  no  such  resignation 
take  effect  during  the  currency  of  a  Term,  unless  in  case  of  ill- 
ness on  the  part  of  any  such  Professor,  Tutor,  or  Demonstrator, 
or  in  case,  for  any  other  reason,  the  Council  or  committee  think 
fit  to  dispense  with  the  said  notice. 

The  Removal  of  the  Warden,  Professors,  Demonstrator, 
Master,  or  Tutors,  or  Medical  or  Surgical  Officer  of  the 
Queen's  Hospital,  or  Chaplain  of  the  said  Hospital.— When- 
ever, in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  or  committee  of  Council, 
as  the  case  may  be,  the  Warden,  or  any  Professor,  or  Tutor,  or 
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the  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy,  or  Medical  or  Surgical  Officer  of 
the  Queen's  Hospital,  or  Chaplain  of  the  said  Hospital,  ought 
to  be  removed  by  reason  of  neglect  of  duty,  incapacity  from 
permanent  illness,  or  other  sufficient  cause,  a  report  to  that 
effect  is  to  be  laid  by  the  Council  or  the  committee  of  Council, 
as  the  case  may  be,  before  a  special  general  meeting  of  the 
Governors,  to  be  called  for  that  pui'pose,  with  not  less  than  a 
week's  notice  ;  and  two-thirds  of  the  persons  present  at  such 
meeting  shall  have  the  power  to  remove  such  Warden,  Professor, 
Tutor,  or  Demonstrator ;  the  votes  of  such  meeting  to  be  taken 
by  ballot. 

General  Duties  of  all  Tutors  and  Masters. — A  book  shall 
be  kept  by  each  Tutor  and  Master,  specifying  the  times  of  the 
attendance  of  each  student ;  such  book  to  be  laid  before  the 
Council  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Previously  to  the  commencement  of  the  duties  of  each 
respective  class,  the  Tutor  or  Master  shall  call  over  the  names 
of  the  students. 

Each  Tutor  or  Master  shall  keep  a  daily  register  of  the  time 
of  commencement  and  duration  of  each  class ;  such  register  to 
be  laid  before  the  Council  at  each  monthly  board. 

Terminal  Reports.— The  Professors,  Demonstrator  of 
Anatomy,  Tutors,  and  Masters  shall  forward  to  the  Warden, 
within  three  days  after  the  end  of  each  Term,  their  registers 
of  attendance,  and  a  terminal  report  of  the  conduct  and 
progress  of  each  student  in  their  respective  classes  and  de- 
partments ;  from  which  details  a  general  report  shall  be  drawn 
up  by  the  Warden  and  submitted  to  the  Council,  and  copies  of 
the  reports  on  each  student  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  Warden 
to  the  parent  or  guardian  of  each  student.  Such  terminal 
reports  to  be  preserved  as  records,  and  the  Warden's  report  to 
be  entered  on  the  minutes. 


The  Secretary,  his  Office  and  Duties.— He  shall  keep  the 
accounts,  under  the  direction  of  the  Treasurer,  and  take  care  of 
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all  bills,  papers,  and  books  relating  to  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
ture of  the  College,  and  shall  at  all  times  be  prepared  to 
produce  the  same  to  the  Council  or  to  the  Finance  and  House 
Committee. 

II.  — He  shall  issue  the  notices  of  all  meetings  of  the  Council 
and  sub-committees  ;  and  shall  attend  such  meetings,  and  enter 
the  minutes  of  all  proceedings  at  such  meetings  in  the  re- 
spective journals. 

III.  — He  shall  apply  for,  and  place  on  the  Council  table  at 
every  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  attendance  books  of 
the  professors,  tutors,  and  masters. 

IV.  -— He  shall  inspect,  under  the  direction  of  the  House 
Committee,  the  lecture  rooms,  laboratory,  workshop,  and  the 
buildings  generally,  and  take  care  that  the  same  be  kept  in 
proper  order. 

V.  — He  shall  prepare  and  transmit  all  notices  and  tenders 
to  tradesmen,  and  receive  the  same,  under  the  direction  of  the 
House  and  Finance  Committee. 

VI.  — He  shall  consider  himself  under  the  special  direction 
of  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty. 

The  Curator,  his  Office  and  Duties  —  The  Curator  shall 
take  charge  of  the  museum,  and  keep  it  in  proper  order,  put  up 
all  preparations  and  specimens,  and  catalogue  the  same,  under 
the  direction  of  the  professors,  demonstrators,  and  medical 
tutor,  or  such  person  or  persons  as  may  be  specially  appointed. 

II. — He  shall  place  on  the  lecture  table  such  prepar- 
ations as  may  be  required  by  the  respective  professors  and 
demonstrators. 

HI.— He  shall  attend,  for  the  admission  of  visitors  and 
students,  from  ten  a.m.  until  four  p.m.  from  the  first  of  October 
to  the  last  day  in  April,  and  from  ten  a.m.  until  five  p.m.  from 
the  first  day  of  May  until  the  last  day  in  September. 
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The  Matkon. — The  Matron  shall  be  appointed  and  dis- 
missible  by  the  House  Committee,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Council.  She  shall  have  furnished  apartments,  board,  and 
washing  in  the  College.  On  all  matters  connected  with  the 
discipline  of  the  College  she  shall  be  under  the  sole  direction 
and  control  of  the  senior  tutor.  On  all  matters  connected  with 
the  domestic  economy  of  the  College  she  shall  be  under  the 
direction  and  sole  control  of  the  House  Committee.  She  shall 
cause  the  entrances,  passages,  staircases,  dining  hall,  chapel, 
students'  rooms,  and  all  other  apartments,  to  be  regularly 
cleaned,  and  shall  make  an  inspection  of  the  same  twice  a  week, 
and  report  with  regard  to  the  state  of  the  same  to  the  senior 
tutor.  She  shall  always  be  present  when  provisions  and  other 
stores  are  brought  into  the  College,  and  examine  their  weight 
and  quality,  remarking  any  deficiency  therein,  and  report 
thereon  to  the  House  Committee.  She  shall  have  the  care  of  the 
goods  and  furniture  of  the  College  according  to  the  inventory, 
and  be  prepared  to  give  an  account  of  the  same,  stating  the 
condition  the  effects  are  in,  with  any  observations  or  suggestions 
respecting  the  same,  to  the  House  Committee,  in  January,  May, 
and  August. 

The  Resident  Students,  their  Duties. — Previous  to 
the  registration,  each  student  must  subscribe  the  following 
declaration : 

"I,  who  have  hereunto  subscribcd*my  name,  in  consideration  of  my  being' 
matriculated  and  registered  as  a  student  of  this  College,  and  from  henceforth 
entitled  to  the  privileges  of  education  here,  subject  to  the  laws,  bye-laws,  rules, 
orders,  and  regulations  Of  the  said  College,  and  of  the  several  authorities  thereof, 
do  hereby  acknowledge  that  I  have  agreed,  and  do  hereby  agree,  with  the  Principal 
and  Council,  and  other  the  College  authorities,  to  forfeit  and  forego  all  claim  what- 
soever on  the  said  College,  in  the  event  of  my  being  expelled,  dismissed,  rusticated, 
or  in  any  way  discharged  from  the  said  College  by  the  Council,  or  other  authorities, 
for  non-observance  of  the  said  laws,  bye-laws,  rules,  orders,  and  regulations,  or 
otherwise. 

II.— Every  student  to  deposit  at  the  commencement  of 
every  Term  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer,  a  sum,  to  be  fixed  by 
the  Council,  in  advance,  for  College  expenses,  including 
commons,  chamber  rent,  and  servants'  wages. 
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III.  — Every  student  to  bring  his  own  chamber  linen,  and 
a  large  and  small  silvor  fork  and  spoon. 

IV.  — Furniture  injured  or  windows  broken,  or  any  other 
damage  done  to  College  property,  to  be  repaired  at  the  expense 
of  the  student  occupying  the  room  in  which  the  injury  is  done. 

V.  — Pecuniary  fines  to  be  imposed  on  such  students  as 
wilfully  damage  the  books,  the  furniture,  the  museums,  the 
lecture  rooms,  or  other  College  property. 

VI.  — Students  to  wear  their  academical  dress  whenever 
they  appear  in  hall  or  at  lectures,  and  on  all  public  occasions. 

VII.  --Every  student  to  attend  daily  pi-ayers  in  his  respective 
department,  and  Divine  Service  on  Sundays,  morning  and  after- 
noon, in  the  College  chapel. 

VIII.  — Every  student  to  attend  the  Warden's  lectures  on 
morals  and  theology. 

IX.  — Every  student  to  attend  meals  in  the  College  hall, 
unless  absent  by  leave  of  the  Warden,  or  Professor  of  Pastoral 
Theology  in  the  Theological  department,  as  the  case  may  be. 

X.  — Every  student  to  be  in  College  in  the  Senior  departments 
by  ten  o'clock  at  night,  and  in  the  Junior  department  by  eight 
o'clock,  in  the  winter,  and  nine  o'clock  in  the  summer.  All 
students  entering  the  College  after  that  time  to  pay  a  fine  in 
proportion  to  the  lateness  of  the  hour,  provided  that  such  fines 
do  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  shilling  at  any  one  time,  the 
total  amount  of  such  fines  to  be  included  in  the  terminal  bills 
sent  to  the  parents  and  guardians  of  the  students.  No  student 
to  be  out  of  College  after  eleven  o'clock  at  night  in  the  Junior 
department,  and  twelve  o'clock  in  the  Senior.  And  the  porter 
is  to  notify,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  the  time  of 
any  student's  entry  into  the  College  after  ten  o'clock  at  night, 
and  he  is  to  deliver  the  same  every  morning  to  the  Warden  or 
Professor. 
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XI.  — Any  student  absenting  himself  without  leave  during  a 
whole  night  renders  himself  thereby  liable  to  dismissal. 

XII.  — Friends  visiting  students  are  required  to  leave  the 
College  before  eleven  o'clock  p.m.  in  the  Senior  department,  and 
before  ten  o'clock  p.m.  in  the  Junior  department. 

XIII.  — Students  admitted  to  reside  in  College  are  not 
allowed  to  withdraw  themselves  and  become  out-students,  unless 
by  permission  of  the  Council,  on  pain  of  suspension  from  attend- 
ance on  the  College  lectures  and  the  withdrawal  of  certificates. 

XIV.  —No  student  residing  in  College  or  in  lodgings  will  be 
permitted  to  continue  there  during  the  vacation  without  the 
sanction  of  the  Warden,  on  application  from  the  parent  or 
guardian  of  the  student. 

XV.  — Every  student  to  come  into  residence  on  the  first  day 
of  Term,  and  to  report  himself  to  the  "Warden,  and  to  the  Deputy 
Treasurer,  personally;  and  no  student  to  go  out  of  residence 
before  the  last  day  of  Term,  except  in  case  of  illness  or  other 
urgent  cause,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  Warden. 

To  prevent  Students  incurring  Debt  betond  their  means. 
— Parents  and  guardians  bringing  students  to  matriculate  at 
the  College  shall,  immediately  after  the  admission  of  the  student 
by  the  Warden,  and  his  registration  by  the  Treasurer,  call  upon 
the  Warden,  or  Professor  of  Pastoral  Theology  as  the  case  may 
be,  and  apprise  him  in  writing  of  the  pecuniary  means  of  the 
student,  and  what  tradesmen's  bills  and  to  what  amount  the 
parent  or  guardian  will  allow. 

II.  — Tradesmen  to  be  periodically  cautioned,  by  a  public 
notice  in  suitable  terms,  not  to  allow  of  the  purchase  of  articles 
on  credit,  without  the  express  sanction  of  parents  or  guardians, 
or  of  the  Warden  or  Professor  of  Pastoral  Theology  as  the 
case  may  be. 

III.  — Through  the  medium  of  the  same  notice,  all  tradesmen 
shall  be  warned  to  deliver  all  bills  for  articles  supplied  to 
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students  remaining  unpaid  at  the  end  of  the  term  to  the  Warden 
or  Professor,  who  shall  forward  them  to  the  parents  or  guardians 
of  the  student. 

IV.  — Eaeh  student  on  entering  the  College  to  be  furnished 
with  a  list  of  such  tradesmen  as  are  sanctioned  by  the  College 
authorities. 

V.  — All  cases  of  extravagance  which  become  known  to  the 
authorities  shall  immediately  be  reported  to  the  Council,  and  by 
the  Council  forwarded  to  parents  or  guardians. 

VI.  -  Every  student  proved  three  times  to  the  Council  to 
have  incurred  debt  beyond  his  means  shall  be  dismissed. 

Restraints  and  Penalties.— In  case  of  any  irregularity  or 
misconduct  on  the  part  of  any  student  during  his  attendance 
on  any  professor's  lectures,  such  professor  has  the  power  of 
suspending  the  student  from  attendance  at  the  class,  noting 
such  suspension  on  the  College  register ;  but  should  such 
professor  in  any  case  consider  expulsion  necessary,  he  must 
report  the  same  in  writing  to  the  Warden,  together  with  a 
detailed  statement  of  the  circumstances  ;  and  the  Council  and 
Committee  of  Council  of  the  Theological  Department,  after 
deliberation  thereupon,  is  to  communicate  its  decision  to  the 
professor  and  tutor  of  the  department. 

II,  The  power  of  expulsion  of  students  is  to  be  exercised 

only  by  the  Council  or  Committee  of  Council  of  the  Theological 
Department  upon  application  from  the  Warden,  who  shall  submit 
to  the  Council  a  full  statement  of  the  case  in  writing,  which 
statement  shall  be  preserved. 

The  Warneford  Scholars  and  Medallists— their  Privi- 
leges.— The  Warneford  scholars  shall  have  precedence  of  all 
students,  and  the  Warneford  medallists  shall  rank  next  to  them. 

II.— Matriculated  students  shall  wear  the  university  gown 
appropriate  to  their  standing  ;  and  the  scholars  and  medallists 
shall  have  a  distinctive  mark  on  their  gown,  to  be  called  "  the 
scholar's  gown." 
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III.  — In  case  of  any  irregularity  or  breach  of  discipline  on 
the  part  of  a  Warneford  scholar,  he  shall  forfeit  the  whole  or 
any  part  of  his  annual  stipend,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Warden, 
■who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  Council  at  the  close  of  every 
Term.  Notice  to  that  effect  to  be  given  to  the  Warneford 
scholars  on  their  election. 

IV.  — The  certificate  for  the  scholarship  or  medal  shall  be 
only  granted  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  scholarship. 

Out- Students. — Non-residents  are  admissible  to  any  of  the 
departments,  and  may  reside  with  their  parents  or  guardians, 
or  with  a  relation  or  friend  selected  by  their  parents  or 
guardians, and  approved  by  the  Warden  or  Professor  of  Pastoral 
Theology  as  the  case  may  be. 

II.  — The  Warden,  or  Professor  of  Pastoral  Theology  in  the 
Theological  department,  is  authorised  to  inquire  into  the  habits 
and  general  conduct  of  the  out-students,  at  their  respective 
residences,  and  to  report  to  the  Council  thereupon  at  the  end 
of  every  Term. 

III.  — Non-resident  students,  previously  to  registration,  are 
to  sign  the  same  declaration  as  resident  students. 

IV.  — If  they  are  members  of  the  Church  of  England,  they 
are  required  to  attend  the  theological  lectures  of  the  Warden, 
and  to  attend  Divine  Service  in  the  College  chapel  on  Sunday, 
unless  the  parent  or  guardian  of  the  student  desire  the  attend- 
ance of  such  student  at  his  own  place  of  worship.  If  the 
student  is  attached  to  any  other  communion,  he  is  expected 
to  attend  the  place  of  worship  belonging  thereto  every  Sunday. 

V.  — Non-resident  students  may  dine  in  the  College  hall, 
either  regularly  or  occasionally,  on  giving  such  notice  and  pay- 
ing such  sum  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Council. 

VI.  — Non-resident  students  are  to  report  themselves  on  the 
first  day  of  every  Term  to  the  Warden,  and  on  the  first  day  of 
every  Session  to  the  Deputy  Treasurer ;  and  they  are  to  con- 
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tinue  in  regular  attendance  on  the  College  lectures  and  ex- 
aminations until  the  last  day  of  Term,  except  in  case  of  illness, 
or  other  urgent  cause,  to  bo  approved  of  by  the  Warden. 

College  Examinations.— That  the  examinations  in  the 
respective  classes  at  the  end  of  each  Term  be  conducted  by 
printed  paperB. 

II.  — That  the  students  shall  be  divided  into  classes,  accord- 
ing to  their  merit  at  the  examinations,  the  names  being  arranged 
in  each  class  in  alphabetical  order. 

III.  — That  afterwards  the  names  of  all  students  and  their 
positions  in  the  examinations  be  printed. 

IV.  — That  a  medal  and  honorary  certificate,  under  the 
College  seal,  shall  be  presented  on  the  appointed  day  for  the 
distribution  of  the  prizes  to  those  students  who  shall  have  most 
distinguished  themselves  at  the  examinations. 

The  Library  and  Museums. — The  library  and  museums 
shall  be  open  to  the  Governors  and  members,  to  the  Warden 
and  professors  and  tutors,  and  to  the  fellows  and  students,  and 
to  the  public,  at  such  times  and  under  such  regulations  as  the 
Council  shall  from  time  to  time  determine.

The  Mathematical  Professor. — He  shall  take  his  meals  in 
hall,  free  from  charge,  and  in  the  unavoidable  absence  of  the 
Warden  and  the  Classical  Professor  he  shall  preside  at  all  meals.

Election  of  Medical  and  Surgical  Officers  of  the  Queen's 
Hospital. — Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  medical  or 
surgical  staff  of  the  Queen's  Hospital,  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Governors  of  the  Queen's  Hospital  shall  be  called  by  the 
Hospital  Committee  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  shall  appoint, 
and  at  such  meeting  the  Governors  shall  elect  a  chairman,  and 
any  Governor  may  then  nominate  a  candidate,  and  the  election 
shall  be  made  by  the  Governors  by  show  of  hands  ;  but  any 
Governor 'may  afterwards  demand  a  poll;  the  votes  of  the 
Governors  to  be  taken  by  ballot.    The  candidate  who,  on  the 
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report  of  the  chairman  of  Lho  meeting, 'shall  liavc  the  majority 
of  votes  of  the  Governors  of  tho  Hospital,  shall  he  appointed  by 
the  Council  of  Queen's  College  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Any  gentleman  "shall  be  eligible  to  tho  office  of  Physician 
who,  provided  ho  does  not  practiso  surgery,  pharmacy,  or 
midwifery,  shall  have  graduated  in  a  British  university,  or  shall 
be  a  Fellow,  or  Licentiate,  or  Member  of  one  of  the  Royal 
Colleges  of  Physicians  of  the  United  Kingdom.

Creating  a  Perpetual  Sum  of  £40  per  annum,  for  the  purpose  of 
founding  Warneford  Prize  Essays. 

DATED  30TH  DECEMBER,  1838.

Made  the  twentieth  day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty-eight, between  The  Reverend  Samuel  Wilson 
Warueford,  of  Bourton-on-the-Hill,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester, 
Doctor  of  Laws,  of  the  first  part;  The  Right  Honourable 
William,  Earl  of  Dartmouth,  The  Right  Honourable  George 
Augustus  Frederick  Henry,  Earl  of  Bradford,  and  The  Reverend 
Vaughan  Thomas,  of  Corpus  Ohristi  College,  Oxford,  Clerk,  of 
the  second  part ;  and  Edward  Johnstone,  of  Edgbaston,  in  the 
County  of  Warwick,  Esq.,  Doctor  in  Medicine,  being  the 
President,  and  The  Right  Honourable  George  Gough,  Lord 
Calthorpe,  and  The  Rev.  James  Thomas  Law,  Clerk,  Chancellor 
of  the  Diocese  of  Lichfield,  and  James  Taylor,  of  Moseley  Hall, 
in  the  County  of  Worcester,  Esq.,  being  three  of  the  Governors 
of  the  School  of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  in  Birmingham,  in  the 
said  County  of  Warwick,  of  the  third  part. 

Whereas,  the  said  Samuel  Wilson  Warneford,  being  desirous 
of  the  advancement  of  sound  learning  and  religious  education, 
determined,  with  the  consent  and  approbation  of  the  said 
President  and  Governors  of  the  said  School  of  Medicine  and 
Surgery  in  Birmingham  (testified  by  their  being  parties  to  and 
executing  these  presents),  to  institute  a  prize  or  prizes,  to  be  the

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subject  of  competition  between  student*  of  the  said  School, 
and  to  be  awarded  and  given  under  such  regulations  and 
according  to  such  schemes  as  are  hereinafter  established  and 
eot  forth. 

And  whereas,  for  effecting  such  desire  and  determination, 
the  said  Samuel  Wilson  Warncford  proposed  to  give  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  one  thousand  pounds  sterling,  the 
annual  interest  whereof  should  be  applied  for  the  institution  of 
a  prize  or  prizes,  according  to  the  regulations  hereinafter  con- 
tained, in  the  Birmingham  School  of  Medicine  and  Surgery 
aforesaid,  as  may  seem  to  the  trustees  most  likely  to  advance  the 
great  ends  which  the  said  Samuel  "Wilson  Warneford  has  in  view, 
and  which  are  hereby  understood  and  declared  to  be  to  combine 
religious  with  scientific  studies  and  pursuits,  and  to  make  medical 
and  surgical  students  good  Christians  as  well  as  able  practitioners 
in  medicine  and  surgery  ;  and  so  as  that  the  compositions  written 
for  such  prize  or  prizes  may  be  of  a  religious  as  well  as  a  scientific, 
nature,  and,  the  subject  of  them  (being  taken  out  of  any  branch  of 
anatomical,  physiological,  or  pathological  science)  may  be  treated 
of  in  a  practical  and  professional  manner,  and  according  to  those 
evidences  of  facts  and  phenomena  which  anatomy,  physiology,  and 
pathology  so  abundantly  supply,  bid  always  and  especially  with 
a  view  to  exemplify  or  set  forth  by  instance  or  example,  the 
wisdom,  power,  and  goodness  of  God,  as  revealed  and  declared  in 
Holy  Writ. 

And  whereas,  it  was  agreed  that  the  said  sum  of  one  thousand 
pounds  should  be  laid  out  or  invested  in  the  names  of  the  said 
William,  Earl  of  Dartmouth,  George  Augustus  Frederick  Henry, 
Earl  of  Bradford,  and  Vaughan  Thomas,  upon  security  in 
manner  hereinafter  mentioned  ;  and  that  the  said  William.  Earl 
of  Dartmouth,  George  Augustus  Frederick  Henry,  Earl  of 
Bradford,  and  Vaughan  Thomas,  their  executors  and  adminis- 
trators, should  stand  possessed  of  and  interested  in  the  stocks, 
funds,  and  securities,  upon  which  the  said  sum  of  one  thousand 
pounds  should  be  laid  out  or  invested,  and  the  interest, 
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dividends,  and  annual  proceeds  thereof,  upon  and  for  the  trusts, 
intents,  and  purposes,  and  with,  under,  and  subject  to  the 
powers,  provisoes,  agreements,  and  declarations  hereinafter 
declared,  expressed,  and  contained,  of  and  concerning  the 
same. 

And  whereas,  in  pursuance  of  the  said  agreement,  the  said 
Samuel  Wilson  Warneford  has,  with  the  privity  and  approba- 
tion of  the  said  President  and  Governors  (testified  as  aforesaid) 
laid  out  the  sum  of  one  thousand  pounds  in  the  names  of  the 
said  William,  Earl  of  Dartmouth,  George  Augustus  Frederick 
Henry,  Earl  of  Bradford,  and  Vaughan  Thomas,  upon  a 
mortgage  security  made  to  them,  the  said  William,  Earl  of 
Dartmouth,  George  Augustus  Frederick  Henry,  Earl  of 
Bradford,  and  Vaughan  Thomas,  their  executors,  administrators, 
and  assigns,  by  the  governors  of  the  possessions,  revenues,  and 
goods  of  the  Free  Grammar  School  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth, 
in  Birmingham  aforesaid,  under  and  by  virtue  of  certain  Acts 
of  Parliament  enabling  them  the  said  governors  of  the  said 
charity,  to  raise  money  by  mortgage  of  the  estates  of  the  said 
charity,  and  which  said  mortgage  security  is  dated  the  12th 
day  of  December  instant,  is  numbered  29,  and  is  under  the 
common  seal  of  the  said  governors  of  the  said  charity,  and 
secures  to  the  said  William,  Earl  of  Dartmouth,  George 
Augustus  Frederick  Henry,  Earl  of  Bradford,  and  Vaughan 
Thomas,  their  executors,  administrators,  and  assigns,  the 
repayment  of  the  said  sum  of  one  thousand  pounds,  with 
interest  for  the  same,  in  the  meantime  to  be  payable  half-yearly 
on  the  2[>th  Any  of  December,  and  the  24d,h  day  of  June  in  every 
year. 

Now  this  indenture  witnesseth,  that  in  pursuance  of  the  said 
agreement,  and  for  further  effecting  the  said  desire  of  tbe  said 
Samuel  Wilson  Warneford,  and  in  consideration  of  the  premises, 
it  is  hereby  agreed  and  declared  between  and  by  the  parties  to 
these  presents,  that  the  said  William,  Earl  of  Dartmouth, 
George  Augustus  Frederick  Henry,  Earl  of  Bradford,  and 
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Vaughan  Thomas,  their  executors  and  administrators,  do  and 
shall  stand  possessed  of  and  interested  in  the  said  sum  of  £1,000 
so  secured  by  mortgage  as  aforesaid,  upon  trust  that  they  the 
said  William,  Earl  of  Dartmouth,  George  Augustus  Frederick 
Henry,  Earl  of  Bradford,  and  Vaughan  Thomas,  and  the 
survivors  and  survivor  of  them,  and  the  executors  and  adminis- 
trators of  such  survivor,  do  and  shall  either  permit  and  suffer 
the  said  sum  of  £1,000  to  remain  invested  on  its  present 
security,  or  do  and  shall  at  any  time  or  times  at  their  and  his 
discretion  call  in  and  compel  or  accept  payment  of  and  receive 
the  said  sum  of  £1,000,  and  invest  the  same  in  the  purchase  of 
a  competent  share  or  shares  of  any  of  the  parliamentary  stocks 
or  public  funds  of  Great  Britain,  or  at  interest  upon  Government 
or  real  securities  in  England  or  "Wales,  and  do  and  shall  from 
time  to  time  alter,  vary,  and  transpose  the  said  stocks,  funds, 
and  securities  into  or  for  other  stocks,  funds,  and  securities 
of  the  same  or  a  like  nature,  as  to  them  or  him  shall  seem 
meet. 

And  it  is  hereby  further  agreed  and  declared,  that  the  said 
William,  Earl  of  Dartmouth,  George  Augustus  Frederick  Henry, 
Earl  of  Bradford,  and  Vaughan  Thomas,  their  executors  and 
administrators,  do  and  shall  stand  possessed  of  and  interested 
in  the  said  sum  of  £1,000,  and  the  stocks,  funds,  and  securities 
in  or  upon  which  the  same  is  or  shall  be  laid  out  or  invested, 
and  the  interest,  dividends,  and  annual  produce  thereof,  upon 
trust  that  the  said  William,  Earl  of  Dartmouth,  George 
Augustus  Frederick  Henry,  Earl  of  Bradford,  and  Vaughan 
Thomas,  and  the  survivors  and  survivor  of  them,  and  the 
executors  or  administrators  of  such  survivor,  do  and  shall  from 
time  to  time  receive  the  interest,  dividends,  and  annual  proceeds 
which  shall  accrue  due  on  the  said  trust  moneys,  stocks,  funds, 
and  securities,  and  by  and  out  of  the  same,  pay  and  discharge, 
or  retain  to  and  reimburse  themselves  and  himself,  all  and 
singular,  the  costs,  charges,  and  expenses  which  they  or  he 
shall  incur  or  be  put  unto  in  or  about  the  receiving  or  obtaining 
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payment  of  the  said  interest,  dividends,  and  annual  proceeds, 
or  any  of  them,  or  otherwise  in  or  about  the  execution  of  the 
trusts  of  these  presents,  or  by  reason  thereof  or  incidental 
thereto,  and  also  pay  and  discharge  all  costs,  charges,  and 
expenses  (if  any)  which  the  President  and  Governors  for  the 
time  being  ol  the  said  School  of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  and  the 
judges  hereinafter  named  or  any  of  them,  shall  incur  or  be  put 
unto  in  or  about  the  execution  of  the  trusts  of  these  presents, 
or  by  reason  thereof  or  incidental  thereto,  and  also  the  expenses 
of  appointing  new  trustees  and  making  trustees  from  time  to 
time  as  occasion  shall  require,  and  the  expenses  of  altering, 
varying,  and  transferring  the  securities  aforesaid  from  time  to 
time  as  they  shall  deem  meet,  and  all  such  other  costs,  charges, 
and  expenses  for  printing,  advertising,  or  other  purposes  as  the 
said  trustees  or  trustee  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  fund,  and 
the  said  President  and  Governors  for  the  time  being  shall 
approve  and  deem  conducive  to  the  purposes  hereinafter 
mentioned ;  and  do  and  shall  from  time  to  time  pay  and  apply 
the  residue  which  shall  remain  after  answering  and  satisfying 
the  trusts  aforesaid  of  the  said  interest,  dividends,  and  annual 
proceeds,  as  and  for  a  prize  or  prizes,  to  be  the  subject  of  com- 
petition between  the  students  of  the  said  School  of  Medicine 
and  Surgery,  and  to  be  awarded  and  given  under  such 
regulations  and  according  to  such  schemes  as  are  hereinafter 
established  and  set  forth. 

Provided  always,  and  it  is  hereby  agreed  and.  declared 
between  and  by  the  parties  to  these  presents,  that  if  the  said 
William,  Earl  of  Dartmouth,  George  Augustus  Frederick 
Henry,  Earl  of  Bradford,  and  Vaughan  Thomas,  or  any  of  them, 
or  any  future  trustee  or  trustees  to  be  appointed  as  hereinafter 
is  mentioned,  shall  die,  or  be  desirous  of  being  discharged  of 
and  from  or  refuse  or  decline  or  become  incapable  to  act  in  the 
trust  or  powers  hereby  in  them  reposed  or  to  them  given,  then 
and  in  such  case,  and  when  and  so  often  as  the  same  shall 
happen,  the  surviving  or  continuing  trustees  or  trustee  for  the 
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time  being  (and  for  this  purpose  any  trustee  or  trustees  retiring 
from  or  declining  to  act  in  the  aforesaid  trusts  shall,  if  willing 
to  act  in  the  exercise  of  this  present  power,  be  considered  a 
continuing  trustee  or  trustees)  or  the  executors  or  adminis- 
trators of  the  last  surviving  trustee  or  continuing  trustee  for 
the  time  being  shall  forthwith  with  all  convenient  speed,  by 
some  deed  or  deeds,  instrument  or  instruments,  in  writing, 
signed,  sealed,  and  delivered,  by  them  or  him,  in  the  presence 
of  and  attested  by  two  or  more  credible  witnesses,  from  time 
to  time  nominate,  substitute,  or  appoint  one  or  more  person  or 
persons  (to  be  elected  out  of  the  trustees  of  the  geueral  funds 
of  the  said  School  of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  and  to  be  approved 
of  by  the  said  President  and  Governors  thereof  for  the  time 
being)  to  be  a  trustee  or  trustees  in  the  stead  or  place  of  the 
trustee  or  trustees  so  dying  or  desiring  to  be  discharged,  or 
refusing,  declining,  or  becoming  incapable  to  act  as  aforesaid  ; 
and  that  when  and  so  often  as  any  new  trustee  or  trustees  shall 
be  nominated  and  appointed  as  aforesaid,  the  trust  moneys  and 
premises  which  shall  then  be  vested  in  the  trustee  or  trustees  so 
dying  or  desiring  to  be  discharged,  or  refusing,  declining,  or  be- 
coming incapable  to  act  as  aforesaid,  either  solely  or  jointly  with 
the  other  trustee  or  trustees,  or  in  the  executors  or  adminis- 
trators of  the  last  surviving  trustee,  shall  be  thereupon,  with 
all  convenient  speed,  assigned  and  transferred  in  such  sort  and 
manner,  and  so  as  that  the  same  shall  and  may  be  legally 
and  effectually  vested  in  the  surviving  and  continuing  trustee 
or  trustees,  and  such  new  or  other  trustee  or  trustees,  or  if 
there  shall  be  no  continuing  trustee  or  trustees,  then  in  such 
new  trustee  or  trustees,  only  upon  the  trusts  of  these  presents. 

Provided  always  nevertheless,  and  it  is  hereby  agreed  and 
declared  between  and  by  the  parties  to  these  presents,  and  their 
intent  is  that  as  soon  as  any  one  of  them,  the  said  William, 
Earl  of  Dartmouth,  George  Augustus  Frederick  Henry,  Earl 
of  Bradford,  and  Vaughan  Thomas,  or  of  other  the  trustees  for 
the  time  being  of  the  said  trust  premises  shall  die,  or  be  desirous 
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of  being  discharged  from,  or  refuse,  or  decline,  or  become 
incapable  to  act  in  the  trusts  aforesaid,  then  and  immediately 
thereupon  a  new  trustee  shall,  by  virtue  of  the  power  aforesaid, 
be  substituted,  nominated,  and  appointed  in  the  place  or  stead 
of  the  trustee  so  dying  or  becoming  desirous  of  being  discharged 
from,  or  refusing,  declining,  or  becoming  incapable  to  act  in 
the  trusts  aforesaid,  and  the  power  hereinbefore  given  to  one 
surviving  or  continuing  trustee,  his  executors  and  administra- 
tors, is  only  intended  to  be  exercised  in  case  any  previous  neglect 
or  omission,  or  any  accidental  circumstances,  shall  render  the 
exercise  of  the  same  absolutely  necessary. 

And  it  is  hereby  agreed  and  declared,  that  the  trustee  or 
trustees  so  to  be  nominated,  substituted,  or  appointed  as  herein- 
before is  mentioned,  shall  and  may,  in  all  things,  act  and  assist 
in  the  management,  carrying  on,  and  execution  of  all  the  trusts 
and  powers  herein  declared  or  contained  in  conjunction  with  the 
other  then  surviving  or  continuing  trustee  or  trustees,  if  there 
shall  be  any  such  surviving  or  continuing  trustee  or  trustees;  and 
if  not,  then  by  himself  or  themselves,  as  fully  and  effectually,  and 
shall  and  may  have  and  exercise  all  the  same  power  and 
powers,  authority  and  authorities,  to  all  intents,  effects,  and 
trust  purposes  whatsoever,  as  if  he  or  they  had  been  originally, 
in  and  by  these  presents,  nominated  a  trustee  or  trustees,  and 
as  the  trustee  or  trustees  named  in  these  presents,  in  or  to 
whose  place  such  new  trustee  or  trustees  shall  come  or  succeed, 
are  or  is  enabled  to  do  or  could  or  might  have  done,  under  and 
by  virtue  of  these  presents,  if  then  living  and  continuing  to  act 
in  the  trusts  or  powers  hereby  reposed  in  or  given  to  him  or 
them,  anything  hereinbefore  contained  to  the  contrary  thereof 
notwithstanding. 

Provided  always,  and  it  is  hereby  declared  that  the  trustees 
hereby  nominated  and  appointed,  or  to  be  appointed  by  virtue 
of  the  proviso  last  hereinbefore  contained,  and  each  and  every 
of  them,  shall  be  charged  and  chargeable  respectively  only  for 
such  moneys  as  they  shall  respectively  actually  receive  by 
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virtue  of  the  trusts  hereby  in  them  reposed,  notwithstanding' 
bis  or  their  or  any  of  their  giving  or  signing,  or  joining  in 
giving  or  signing,  any  receipt  or  receipts  for  the  sake  of  confor- 
mity ;  and  any  one  or  more  of  them  shall  not  be  answerable  or 
accountable  for  the  other  or  others  of  them,  or  for  the  actB, 
receipts,  neglects,  or  defaults  of  the  other  or  others  of  them, 
but  each  and  eveiy  of  them  only  for  his  and  their  own  acts, 
receipts,  neglects,  or  defaults  respectively  ;  and  that  any  one  or 
more  of  them  shall  not  be  answerable  or  accountable  for  any 
banker,  broker,  or  other  person  with  -whom  or  in  whose  hands 
any  part  of  the  said  trust  moneys  shall  or  may  be  deposited  or 
lodged  for  safe  custody,  or  otherwise  in  the  execution  of  the 
trusts  hereinbefore  mentioned  y  and  that  they  or  any  of  them 
shall  not  be  answerable  or  accountable  for  the  insufficiency  or 
deficiency  of  any  security  or  securities,  stocks  or  funds,  in  or 
upon  which  the  said  trust  moneys  or  any  part  thereof  shall  be 
placed  or  invested,  nor  for  any  other  misfortune,  loss,  or 
damage  which  may  happen  in  the  execution  of  the  aforesaid 
trusts,  or  in  relation  thereto,  except  the  same  should  happen 
by  or  through  their  own  wilful  default  respectively,  and  an 
omission  or  neglect  to  appoint  a  new  trustee  immediately  upon 
a  vacancy  shall  not  be  deemed  a  wilful  default. 

And  this  indenture  further  witnesseth,  that  for  further 
effectuating  the  said  desire  of  the  said  Samuel  Wilson  Warne- 
ford,  and  in  consideration  of  the  premises,  it  is  hereby  agreed 
and  declared,  between  and  by  the  parties  to  these  presents, 
that  at  every  convenient  time  in  this  and  every  future  year, 
one  subject,  having  reference  to  the  preceding  description, 
shall  be  selected  by  the  judges  hereinafter  named  for  that 
purpose,  and  shall,  in  such  manner  as  the  said  President  and 
Governors  for  the  time  being  shall  deem  expedient,  be  publicly 
proposed  to  the  students  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  School 
of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  who  shall  be  of  two  years'  standing 
and  upwards  in  the  said  School,  being  the  only  School  in 
which  they  have  pursued  their  studies,  and  who  shall  have 
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adhered  to  the  curriculum  of  medical  study  adopted  at  the  said 
School,  in  order  that  those  of  the  said  students  who  may  think 
fit  so  to  do,  may  compose  and  write  an  essay  or  essays  on  the 
said  subject.  That  the  time  at  which  such  subject  shall  be 
publicly  proposed  as  aforesaid,  shall  precede  the  then  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  said  President  and  Governors,  by  at  least 
two  calendar  months.  That  such  of  the  said  students  of  two 
years'  standing  and  upwards  as  aforesaid  as  shall  have  composed 
and  written  essays  or  an  essay  on  the  subject  aforesaid,  shall 
within  a  certain  time  to  be  specified  by  the  persons  herein- 
after named  as  judges,  and  to  be  publicly  notified  at  the  time 
and  in  the  manner  in  which  the  said  subject  shall  be  proposed, 
send  such  essays  or  essay  to  the  President  and  Council  of  the 
said  School ;  each  such  essay  to  be  distinguished  by  a  motto  to 
be  thereupon  endorsed  or  written.  That  every  such  essay  shall 
be  accompanied  with  a  sealed  envelope,  on  which  shall  be 
written  the  motto  used  to  distinguish  the  essay,  and  which 
shall  contain  enclosed  the  name  of  the  author  of  the  essay. 
That  the  said  judges  hereinafter  named,  shall  duly  examine 
and  consider  the  several  essays  which  shall  be  so  sent  as  afore- 
said, and  shall  determine  which  two  of  the  said  essays  on 
the  subject  proposed  are  the  best  and  most  deserving  of 
reward.  That  as  soon  as  the  best  essays  are  so  determined,  the 
accompanying  envelopes  distinguished  by  the  same  mottoes, 
respectively  shall  be  sent  to  and  be  opened  by  the  Council  of  the 
said  School,  and  the  names  of  the  respective  authors  thereof 
be  examined,  and  in  case  they  shall  be  found  to  be  such  students 
as  under  the  regulations  herein  contained,  or  under  any 
regulations  to  be  made  by  virtue  of  any  power  or  authority 
herein  given,  shall  be  duly  qualihed  to  send  in  essays,  then  the 
prize  or  prizes  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  be  awarded  to  such 
students,  and  the  said  trustees  for  the  time  being  of  the  said 
trust  moneys  and  premises  shall  pay  to  the  said  students  the  clear 
residue  of  the  interest,  dividends,  and  annual  proceeds  thereof 
which  shall  have  accrued  due  since  the  then  last  distribution  of 
the  said  prizes,  in  equal  shares  and  proportions,  or  in  such  other 
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s)tares  or  proportions  as  the  said  judges  shall  direct.  That  if  the 
said  judges  shall  so  think  fit  they  may  direct  the  said  clear 
residue  or  any  part  thereof  to  he  laid  oat  in  the  purchase  of 
such  books  as  they  shall  select  and  approve,  and  in  such  case 
the  said  books  shall  he  given  to  the  said  students  or  either  of 
them  instead  of  the  money  to  which  they  or  he  may  have  be- 
come entitled  under  such  award  as  aforesaid.  That  the  said 
prize  or  prizes  shall  be  awarded  in  every  year  before  the 
general  annual  meeting  for  that  year  of  the  said  President  and 
Governors,  and  at  each  such  next  succeeding  annual  meeting 
the  said  President  or  his  lucwm  teneus  shall  publicly  declai-e 
the  uames  or  name  of  the  successful  candidates  or  candidate, 
and  the  amount  of  money  or  the  book  or  books  awarded  to 
them  or  him  respectively.  That  the  prize  or  prizes  so  declared 
shall  he  paid  or  givan  to  the  students  or  student  untitled  thereto  at 
or  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  each  such  annual  meeting. 
That  in  case  any  or  either  of  the  authors  of  the  best  essay  or 
essays  aforesaid  shall  be  found  to  be  not  duly  qualified  to 
compete  for  the  prize,  then  the  said  judges  shall  award  the 
prize  or  prizes  to  such  other  essay  or  essays,  which  shall  have 
been  sent  in  as  aforesaid  by  a  person  qualified  to  be  a  candidate, 
as  the  said  judges  shall  consider  to  be  next  in  merit.  That  in 
case  in  any  year  the  said  judges  shall  be  of  opinion  that  only 
one  of  the  essays  sent  in  by  a  candidate  duly  qualified,  is  of 
sufficient  merit  to  deserve  a  prize,  then  that  one  prize  only 
shall  be  awarded  in  that  year,  and  the  whole  of  the  said  net 
residue  of  the  said  interest,  dividends,  and  annual  proceeds,  or 
so  much  thereof  as  the  said  judges  shall  think  fit  to  award  as 
the  prize  for  such  year,  or  such  books  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
given  to  the  author  of  such  one  essay  as  the  said  judges  shall 
consider  to  deserve  the  same  as  aforesaid.  But  in  the  event 
of  there  being  no  competitors,  or  in  case  the  said  judges  shall 
be  of  opinion,  in  any  year  aforesaid,  that  no  one  of  the  essays 
sent  in  is  of  sufficient  merit  to  deserve  a  prize,  then  that  no 
prize  shall  be  awarded  in  that  year,  and  the  said  clear  residue 
of  the  annual  proceeds,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  remain 
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unappropriated  by  the  said  judges  iu  any  year  under  the 
provisions  hereinbefore  contained,  shall  under  the  direction  of  the 
said  judges  be  expended  by  the  said  trustees  in  the  purchase  of 
boohs,  specially  bearing  on  the  object  in  view  in  the  institution  of 
the  said  prize,  and  such  works  shall  be  forthwith  deposited  in  the 
library  of  the  said  School. 

That  the  persons  hereinbefore  referred  to  as  the  judges 
who  shall  select  the  subjects  of  the  said  essays  and  award  the 
prizes,  shall  be  the  Dean  for  the  time  being  of  the  Cathedral 
Church  of  Lichfield,  the  Chancellor  for  the  time  being  of  the 
Diocese  of  Lichfield,  the  President  for  the  t  ime  being  in  the 
said  School  of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  the  Lec!urer  for  the  time 
being  in  the  said  School  in  the  Practice  of  Phytic,  the  Lecturer 
for  the  time  being  in  the  said  School  of  Anatomy,  and  The 
Reverend  Vauohau  Thomas  so  long-  as  he  shall  live.    That  iu 
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case  the  said  Dean  of  the  said  Cathedral  Church  and  the  said 
Chancellor  of  the  Said  Diocese  for  the  time  being,  or  either  of 
them,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  or  be  unable  or  unwilling  to  act  as 
judges  or  a  judge,  then  and  in  every  such  case  the  President 
and  Lecturers,  and  the  said  Vaughan  Thomas  during  his  life, 
shall  fill  up  the  said  vacancies  or  vacancy  for  the  time  being, 
by  nomiuating  one  or  two  as  the  case  may  be  out  of  the  persons 
hereinafter  named,  to  supply  the  said  vacancies  or  vacancy,  and 
the  person  or  persons  so  nominated  shall,  if  willing  to  act, 
have  all  the  same  powers  and  authorities  as  the  judge  or  judges 
hereby  appointed,  whose  place  or  places  such  person  or  persons 
shall  be  so  nominated  to  fill,  would  have  had  under  these 
presents  if  willing  and  able  to  act.  That  the  person  or  persons 
out  of  whom  such  vacancies  or  vacancy  shall  be  supplied,  shall 
be  the  Archdeacon  of  the  Archdeaconry  of  Coventry  for  the 
time  being,  the  Rector  of  St.  Philip's  Church  in  Birmingham 
aforesaid,  and  the  Head  Master  of  the  Grammar  School  of 
King  Edward  the  Sixth  in  Birmingham  aforesaid.  That  in 
case  none  of  the  said  persons  out  of  whom  such  vacancies  are 
to  be  supplied  shall  be  willing  or  able  to  act,  or  in  case  the  said 
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President  and  Lecturers  or  any  of  them  shall  be  incapacitated 
by  illness  or  other  unavoidable  circumstances  from  acting,  or 
in  case  the  said  Vaughau  Thomas  shall  be  unable  or  unwilling 
to  act,  then  and  in  any  of  such  cases,  and  so  often  as  the  same 
shall  happen,  such  of  the  said  judges  as  shall  for  the  time  being 
be  able  and  willing  to  act  shall  alone  propose  and  select  the 
subject  or  shall  award  the  prizes,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  manner 
aforesaid,  and  shall  have  all  the  same  powers  and  authorities 
in  every  respect  as  if  the  whole  number  of  the  said  judges  had 
acted.  That  in  case  of  any  difference  of  opinion  between  the 
acting  judges  for  the  time  being  as  to  the  merit  of  any  essay  or 
essays,  or  as  to  any  other  point  connected  with  the  duties 
hereby  imposed  on  them,  then  such  difference  shall  be 
determined  in  favour  of  that  opinion  for  which  the  largest 
number  of  the  said  acting  judges  for  the  time  being  shall  give 
their  votes  ;  and  in  case,  on  any  such  difference  of  opinion,  the 
number  of  votes  on  each  side  shall  be  equal,  then  the  President 
for  the  time  being  of  the  said  School,  or  in  his  absence  the 
judge  who  shall  be  senior  among  the  said  acting  judges,  shall 
give  a  second  or  casting  vote,  and  the  difference  shall  be 
determined  in  favour  of  that  opinion  for  which  the  said  second 
or  casting  vote  shall  be  given.  That  he  shall  be  reckoned  senior 
amongst  the  said  acting  judges  who  shall  have  been  for  the 
longest  time  qualified  to  act  as  a  judge,  yet  so  that  no  one  of 
the  persons  hereinbefore  named  merely  to  supply  vacancies 
shall  be  entitled  to  give  a  casting  vote,  but  such  vote  is  to  be 
given  by  the  senior  amongst  the  acting  judges  of  the  judges 
originally  named ;  and  in  case  all  the  said  acting  judges  shall 
be  equal  in  point  of  seniority,  then  the  casting  vote  shall  be 
given  by  such  one  of  the  acting  judges  for  the  time  being  as 
is  first  hereinbefore  named  as  a  judge. 


Provided  always,  and  it  is  hereby  agreed  and  declared,  that 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Dean  of  the  said  Cathedral 
Church,  the  Chancellor  of  the  said  Diocese,  and  the  said 
President  and  Lecturers  for  the  time  being,  together  with  the 
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said  Vaughan  Thomas  daring  his  life,  at  any  time  or  times  to 
make  any  new  regulations  with  respect  to  the  essays  and  prizes 
aforesaid,  either  instead  of  the  regulations  herein  contained  or 
in  addition  thereto,  yet  so  as  not  to  defeat  and  militate  against 
the  original  object  and  intentions  of  the  said  Samuel  Wilson

Made  the  sixth  clay  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty-four,  between  the  Queen's  College  at  Birmingham,  of 
the  first  part ;  Samuel  Wil«on  Warneford,  of  Bourton-on-the- 
Hill,  in  the  County  of  Gloucester,  Doctor  of  Laws,  of  the 
second  part ;  The  Reverend  and  Worshipful  James  Thomas  Law, 
Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  of  Lichfield,  The  Reverend  Vaughan 
Tliomas,  of  Corpus  Christi  College,  in  the  University  of  Oxford, 
Clerk,  and  William  Sands  Cox,  of  Birmingham,  in  the  County 
of  Warwick,  Surgeon,  of  the  third  part. 

Whereas,  Her  present  Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  by  her  Royal 
Charter  or  Letters  Patent,  bearing  date  the  seventh  day  of 
July,  in  the  seventh  year  of  her  reign,  did  incorporate  the 
several  persons  therein  mentioned  by  the  name  of  "  The 
Queen's  College  at  Birmingham,"  by  which  name  they  should 
have  perpetual  succession  and  a  common  seal,  and  be  for  ever 
capable  in  the  law  to  take,  purchase,  hold,  and  enjoy  any  goods 
and  chattels  whatsoever ;  and  also  be  capable  in  the  law  (not- 
withstanding the  statutes  of  mortmain)  to  take,  purchase, 
hold,  and  enjoy,  to  them  and  their  successors,  any  lands  and 
hereditaments  not  exceeding  the  yearly  value  of  two  thousand 
pounds  in  the  whole;  and  should  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  sell,  alien,  charge,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  real  or 
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personal  property,  so  to  be  by  them  acquired  as  aforesaid,  not 
exceeding  the  yearly  value  aforesaid,  and  to  act  and  do  in  all 
things  relating  to  the  said  corporation  in  as  ample  manner  and 
form  as  any  other  the  Queen's  liege  subjects,  being  persons  able 
and  capable  in  the  law,  or  any  other  body  politic  and  corporate 
in  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  might  or  could  act 
or  do.  And  Her  Majesty  did,  amongst  other  things,  declare 
that  for  the  better  management  of  the  said  College,  its  affairs 
should  be  conducted  by  a  Council  to  consist  of  eighteen 
persons,  to  be  from  time  to  time  appointed  in  manner  therein 
directed,  and  of  which  five  should  constitute  a  quorum.  And 
she  did  thereby  appoint  that  the  said  Samuel  Wilson  Warneford 
should  be  the  first  Visitor  of  the  said  Society. 

And  whereas,  the  object  of  the  said  corporation  is  the 
education  of  youth  for  the  professions  of  medicine  and  surgery. 

And  whereas,  the  said  Samuel  Wilson  Warneford  hath 
contributed  to  the  general  funds  of  the  said  Queen's  College 
at  Birmingham,  and  hath,  before  the  execution  of  these  presents, 
actually  paid  to  the  said  College  the  sum  of  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  fifty  pounds,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  that 
they  the  said  College  should,  by  their  covenant,  found  and 
establish  such  scholarships  in  the  said  College,  or  payments  in 
the  nature  thereof,  for  the  purposes  and  in  manner  hereinafter 
expressed  :  And  the  said  College  agreed  to  accept,  and  have 
accordingly  accepted  the  said  sum  of  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  fifty  pounds-upon  such  conditions. 

Now  this  indenture  witnesseth,  that  in  pursuance  of  the 
said  recited  agreement  and  arrangement,  and  for  the  promotion 
of  the  beneficial  purposes  for  which  the  Queen's  College  at 
Birmingham  hath  been  instituted  and  incorporated,  and  in 
consideration  of  the  premises,  and  particularly  of  the  aforesaid

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Wilson  Warneford  unto  the  said  Queen's  College  at  Bir- 
mingham, for  the  general  purposes  and  benefit  thereof,  they, 
the  said  Queen's  College  at  Birmingham,  with  the  privity  and 
consent  of  the  said  Samuel  Wilson  Warneford,  testified  by  his 
execution  of  these  presents,  do  hereby,  for  themselves  and  their 
successors,  grant  unto  and  covenant  with  the  said  James 
Thomas  Law,  Vaughan  Thomas,  and  William  Sands  Cox,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  that  they  the  said  Queen's  College  at  Bir- 
mingham and  their  successors  shall,  from  time  to  time  and  at  all 
times  hereafter,  well  and  truly  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid,  at  the

October  vn  every  year,  the  first  payment  thereof  to  become  due 
and  be  made  on  the  first  day  of  October,  which  will  be  in  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-five.  And  more- 
over, that  on  the  twentieth  day  of  September  in  each  year,  or 
within  ten  days  thereafter,  the  Council  for  the  time  being  of 
the  said  Queen's  College  at  Birmingham  aforesaid  shall  elect 
and  nominate  from  out  of  the  pupils  or  students  for' the  time 
being  in  the  School  of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  of  or  under  the 
superintendence  and  management  of  and  resident  in  the  said 
Queen's  College  at  Birmingham,  and  who  shall  have  been  such 
pupils  or  students  for  a  period  not  being  less  than  twelve  calendar 
montlxs  immediately  preceding  such  election  and  nomination, 
four  pupils  or  students  who  shall  m  the  judgment  and  absolute 
discretion  of  the  said  Council  have  most  distinguished  themselves  for 
their  attention,  regularity,  and  assiduity  in  the  prosecution  of  their 
professional  studies,  and  for  their  uniform  good  conduct  in  observing

pounds,  winch  shall  have  become  payable  under  the  said 
preceding  covenant  in  respect  of  the  year  ending  on  the  first 
day  of  October  then  immediately  preceding,  shall  be  divided 
amongst  the  pupils  or  students  so  elected  and  nominated,  either 
equally,  or  if  the  said  Council  shall  at  any  time  or  times  think  fit, 
in  such  other  proportions  as  they  shall  for  the  time  being  deem 
expedient.

Provided  always,  and  it  is  hereby  further  declared  and 
agreed,  that  in  case  the  trustees  or  trustee  for  the  time  being 
acting  hereunder  shall  sustain,  incur,  or  be  put  unto  any  costs, 
damages,  and  expenses  in  or  about  the  execution  of  the  afore- 
said trusts,  or  in  relation  thereto,  the  same  shall  be  paid  by  the 
said  Queen's  College  at  Birmingham ;  it  being  the  express 
intention  of  all  the  parties  to  these  presents  that  the  said 
annuity  of  forty  pounds  should  be  paid  and  applied  according 
to  the  trust  hereinbefore  declared  thereof,  without  any  deduc- 
tion or  abatement  whatsoever.

Provided  also,  and  it  is  hereby  lastly  agreed,  that  all  acts 
hereby  required  or  authorised  to  be  done  by  the  said  Council 
shall  or  may  be  done  by  any  five  thereof  as  a  quorum  con- 
stituted by  the  said  recited  Charter,  and  otherwise  in  manner 
thereby  authorised  with  reference  to  the  acts  of  the  Council 
thereunder.

And  whereas,  the  said  Samuel  Wilson  Warneford  hath 
contributed  to  the  general  funds  of  the  said  Queen's  College 
at  Birmingham,  and  hath  before  the  execution  of  these  presents 
ac  ually  paid  to  the  said  College,  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
pounds,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  that  they  the  said 
College  should  covenant  to  pay  to  the  said  James  Thomas  Law, 
Vaughan  Thomas,  and  William  Sands  Cox,  such  annuity  or 
yearly  sum  for  the  use  of  a  Medical  Tutor  for  the  time  being 
of  the  said  College  as  is  hereinafter  expressed,  and  the  said 
College  agreed  to  accept  and  have  accordingly  accepted  the 
said  sum  of  one  thousand  pounds  upon  such  conditions. 

Now  this  indenture  witnesseth,  that  in  pm-suance  of  the

or  cause  to  be  paid,  at  the  usual  place  of  meeting  of  the  said 
College,  unto  the  said  James  Thomas  Law,  Vaughan  Thomas, 
and  William  Sands  Cox,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  an  annuity  or 
clear  yearly  sum  of  forty  pounds  of  lawful  money,  current  in

fifth  clay  of  December,  which  will  be  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-seven. 


And  it  is  hereby  agreed  and  declared  by  and  between  the 
«iaid  parties  hereto,  according  to  their  respective  interests,  and 
the  said  Queen's  College  at  Birmingham,  and  the  said  Samuel 
Wilson  Warneford  do  hereby  respectively  direct,  and  the  said 
James  Thomas  Law,  Vaughan  Thomas,  and  William  Sands 
Cox,  do  hereby  agree  and  admit  that  they  and  their  heirs  shall 
be  possessed  of  and  interested  in  the  said  annuity  or  yearly 
sum  of  forty  pounds  hereinbefore  covenanted  to  be  paid  upon 
and  for  the  trusts  and  purposes  hereinafter  declared  and 
expressed  of  and  concerning  the  same  (that  is  to  say),  upon 
trust  that  they  the  said  James  Thomas  Law,  Vaughan  Thomas, 
and  William  Sands  Cox,  and  the  survivors  and  survivor  of 
them,  and  the  heirs  of  such  survivor,  and  other  the  trustees  or 
trustee  for  the  time  being  acting  under  these  presents,  shall

said annuity  or  annual  sum  of  forty  pounds,  skull  talce  his 
meals  with  the  students,  shall  attend  chapel,  and  shall  give 
instruction,  in  tint  various  branches  of  medicine  and  surgery  and 
midwifery,  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  pre- 
scribed by  the  Council  to  Professors. 

Provided  also,  that  every  such  Medical  Tutor  as  aforesaid 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Professors  for  the  time  being  of  the 
said  College,  and  shall  be  subject  to  re-election  on  the  last 
Wednesday  in  August  in  each  year,  subject  nevertheless  to  the 
confirmation  of  every  such  appointment  by  the  general  annual 
meeting  of  the  said  College.

Provided  also,  and  it  is  hereby  further  declared  and  agreed, 
that  when  and  so  often  as  all,  or  any,  or  eilher  of  them,  the  said 
James  Thomas  Law,  Vaughan  Thomas,  and  William  Sands 
Cox,  or  any  trustees  or  trustee  to  be  appointed  in  their  or  his 
place  by  virtue  of  this  present  provision,  shall  die  or  be  desirous 
of  being  discharged  frcm  the  .aforesaid  trusts,  or  shall  reside 
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at  any  distance  exceeding  seventy-five  miles  from  the  Borough 
of  Birmingham,  or  shall  refuse  or  become  incapable  to  act  in

such  moneys  as  they  respectively  shall  actually  receive  by 
virtue  of  these  presents,  and  that  any  one  or  more  of  them 
shall  not  be  answerable  for  the  other  or  others  of  them,  but 
each  of  tltem  only  for  his  own  acts,  receipts,  or  defaults,  and 
that  they  respectively  shall  not  be  answerable  for  involuntary 
or  accidental  losses. 

Provided  always,  and  it  is  hereby  further  declared  and 
agreed,  that  in  case  the  trustees  or  trustee  for  the  time  being 
acting  hereunder  shall  sustain,  incur,  or  be  put  unto  any  costs, 
damages,  and  expenses  in  or  about  the  execution  of  the  aforesaid 
trusts,  or  in  relation  thereto,  the  same  shall  be  paid  by  the  said 
Queen's  College  at  Birmingham ;  it  being  the  express  intention 
of  all  the  parties  to  these  presents  that  the  said  annuity  of 
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forty  pounds  should  be  paid  and  applied  according  to  the 
trusts  hereinbefore  declared  thereof,  without  any  deduction  or 
abatement  whatsoever. 

Provided  also,  and  it  is  hereby  lastly  agreed,  that  every 
act  hereby  required  or  authorised  to  be  done  by  the  said 
Council  of  the  said  Queen's  College  at  Birmingham  shall  or 
may  be  done  by  any  five  thereof  as  the  quorum  constituted  by 
the  said  recited  Charter,  and  otherwise  in  manner  thereby 
authorised  with  reference  to  the  acts  of  the  Council  there- 
under.

Made  the  twenty-first  day  of  August,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  between 
the  Principal  and  Council  of  the  Queen's  College  at 
Birmingham,  of  the  first  part;  The  Reverend  Samuel 
Wilson  Warneford,  of  Bourton-on-the-Hill,  in  the  County  of 
Gloucester,  Doctor  of  Laws,  of  the  second  part;  and  The 
Reverend  and  Worshipful  James  Thomas  Law,  Chancellor 
of  the  Diocese  of  Lichfield,  The  Reverend  Vaughan  Thomas, 
of  Corpus  Christi  College,  Oxford,  Clerk  and  Bachelor 
of  Divinity,  and  William  Sands  Cox,  of  Birmingham,  in  the 
County  of  Warwick,  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society,  Surgeon, 
of  the  third  part. 

Whereas,  Her  present  Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  by  her 
Royal  Charter  or  Letters  Patent,  bearing  date  the  seventeenth 
day  of  July,  in  the  seventh  year  of  her  reign,  did  incorporate 
the  several  persons  therein  mentioned  by  the  name  of  "  The 
Queen's  College  at  Birmingham,"  by  which  name  they  should 
have  perpetual  succession  and  a  common  seal,  and  be  for  ever 
capable  in  the  law  to  take,  purchase,  hold,  and  enjoy  any 
goods  and  chattels  whatsoever ;  and  also  be  capable  in  the  law 
(notwithstanding  the  statutes  of  mortmain)  to  take,  purchase, 
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hold,  and  enjoy,  to  them  and  their  successors,  any  lands  and 
hereditaments  not  exceeding  the  yearly  value  of  two  thousand 
pounds  in  the  whole;  and  should  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  sell,  alien,  charge,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  real  or 
personal  property,  so  to  be  by  them  acquired  as  aforesaid,  not

Thomas  Law,  Vaughan  Thomas,  and  William  Sands  Cox,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  an  annuity  or  clear  yearly  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty  pounds  of  lawful  money  current  in  Great 
Britain,  free  from  all  deductions  whatsoever,  and  to  be  paid  by 
equal  half-yearly  payments  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  March  and 
the  twenty-ninth  clay  of  September  in  every  year,  the  first  pay- 
ment thereof  to  become  due  and  be  made  on  the  twenty-fifth 
day  of  March  which  will  be  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty. 

And  it  is  hereby  agreed  and  declared  by  and  between  the 
said  parties  hereto,  according  to  their  respective  interests,  and 
the  said  Principal  and  Council  of  the  Queen's  College  at  Bir- 
mingham, and  the  said  Samuel  Wilson  Warneford,  do  hereby 
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respectively  direct,  and  the  said  James  Thomas  Law,  Vaughan 
Thomas,  and  William  Sands  Cox,  do  hereby  agree  and  admit, 
that  they  and  their  heirs  shall  be  possessed  of  and  interested 
in  the  said  annuity  or  yearly  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty 
pounds,  hereinbefore  covenanted  to  be  paid  upon  and  for  the 
trusts  and  purposes  hereinafter  declared  and  expressed  of  and 
concerning  the  same  (that  is  to  say),  upon  trust  that  they  the 
said  James  Thomas  Law,  Vaughan  Thomas,  and  William  Sands 
Cox,  and  the  survivors  and  survivor  of  them,  and  the  heirs  of 
such  survivor,  and  other  the  trustees  or  trustee  for  the  time 
being  acting  under  these  presents,  shall  and  will,  from  time  to 
time  and  at  all  times  hereafter,  receive  the  said  annuity  or 
yearly  sum  hereinbefore  covenanted  to  be  paid,  and  pay  the 
same  unto  the  Professor  of  Pastoral  Divinity  for  the  time  being 
of  the  said  College,  to  be  appointed  as  hereinafter  mentioned, 
such  professor  nevertheless  being  a  member  of  the  Church 
of  England. 

Provided  always,  that  every  Professor  of  Pastoral  Divinity 
or  Pastoral  Teacher  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  College  who 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  aforesaid  annuity  or  annual  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  twenty  pounds,  shall  be  a  Graduate  of  the 
University  of  Oxford  or  of  the  University  of  Cambridge,  in 
Priest's  Orders,  and  shall  teach  such  students  who  intend  to  be 
candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  the  Church  of  England  the 
ministerial  duties  in  their  various  branches,  as  also  the 
composition  and  delivery  of  sermons,  the  reading  of  the 
church  service,  the  history  of  the  liturgies,  the  reason  and 
use  of  rubrics,  and  all  other  matters  connected  with  and 
subservient  to  a  faithful  and  efficient  performance  of  what 
the  Church  requires  of  her  pastors  and  ministers  for  the 
edification  of  their  flocks. 

Provided  also,  that  every  such  Pastoral  Teacher  as  aforesaid 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Visitor  (the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese), 
and  Warden  and  Committee  of  Council  of  the  Department  of 
General  Literature  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  College, 
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subject  nevertheless  to  the  confirmation  of  every  such 
appointment  by  the  general  annual  meeting  of  the  said 
College. 

Provided  always,  and  it  is  hereby  expressly  declared  and 
agreed  by  and  between  the  said  parties  hereto,  according  to 
their  respective  interests,  that  every  receipt  which  shall  be 
given  by  the  trustees  or  trustee  for  the  time  being  acting 
under  these  presents  for  the  said  annuity  or  yearly  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  twenty  pounds,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be 
a  legal  and  conclusive  discharge  to  the  said  Principal  and 
Council  of  the  Queen's  College  at  Birmingham  and  their 
successors  for  and  in  respect  of  the  same. 

Provided  also,  and  it  is  hereby  further  declared  and  agreed, 
that  when  and  so  often  as  all,  or  any,  or  either  of  them,  the 
said  James  Thomas  Law.  Vaughan  Thomas,  and  William 
Sands  Cox,  or  any  trustees  or  trustee  to  be  appointed  in  their 
or  his  place  by  virtue  of  this  present  provision,  shall  die  or  be 
desirous  of  being  discharged  from  the  aforesaid  trusts,  or  shall 
refuse  or  become  incapable  to  act  in  the  aforesaid  trusts,  then 
and  in  every  such  case  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Principal  and 
Council  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  Queen's  College  at 
Birmingham  to  nominate  any  fit  person  or  persons  to  supply 
the  place  of  the  said  deceased,  retiring,  or  incapacitated  trustee 
or  trustees ;  and  immediately  after  such  appointment  the  said 
annuity  or  yearly  sum  shall  by  proper  assurances,  and  at  the 
expense  of  the  said  Principal  and  Council  of  the  said  Queen's 
College  at  Birmingham  aforesaid,  be  vested  in  such  new 
trustee  or  trustees,  either  solely  or  jointly  with  the  surviving 
or  continuing  trustee  or  trustees,  and  in  their  heirs  respectively, 
upon  and  for  the  trusts  and  purposes  herein  declared  concerning 
the  same,  and  every  such  new  trustee  shall  have  the  same 
powers  and  act  in  the  execution  of  the  trusts  of  these  presents 
as  effectually  as  if  he  had  been  hereby  appointed  a  trustee  in 
the  place  of  the  trustee  whom  he  shall  succeed. 
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Provided  also,  and  it  is  hereby  likewise  declared  and  agreed, 
that  the  said  trustee  or  trustees  for  the  time  being  acting  under 
these  presents,  and  their  respective  heirs,  executors,  and  ad- 
ministrators, shall  be  chai'geable  only  for  such  moneys  as  they 
respectively  shall  actually  receive  by  virtue  of  these  presents, 
and  that  any  one  or  more  of  them  shall  not  be  answerable  for 
the  other  or  others  of  them,  but  each  of  them  only  for  his  own 
acts,  receipts,  or  defaults,  and  that  they  respectively  shall  not 
be  answerable  for  involuntary  or  accidental  losses. 

Provided  always,  and  it  is  hereby  further  declared  and 
agreed,  that  in  case  the  trustees  or  trustee  for  the  time  being

Made  the  nineteenth  day  of  May,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  between  the  Principal 
and  Council  of  the  Queen's  College  at  Birmingham  of  the 
first  part ;  The  Reverend  Samuel  Wilson  Warneford,  within- 
named,  of  the  second  part ;  and  the  Reverend  and  Worshipful 
James  Thomas  Law,  The  Reverend  Vaughan  Thomas,  and 
William  Sands  Cox,  all  within-named,  of  the  third  part. 

Whereas,  the  said  Samuel  Wilson  Warneford,  being 
desirous  of  increasing  the  annuity  or  yearly  sum  for  the  use 
of  the  Warden  of  the  said  Queen's  College  at  Birmingham,  to 
be  appointed  as  within-mentioned,  hath  contributed  to  the 
general  funds  of  the  said  College,  and  hath  before  the  execu- 
tion of  these  pi*esents  actually  paid  to  the  said  College,  the 
further  sum  of  five  hundred  pounds,  upon  the  terms  and 
conditions  that  they,  the  said  Principal  and  Council  of  the  said 
College,  should  covenant  to  pay  to  the  said  James  Thomas 
Law,  Vaughan  Thomas,  and  William  Sands  Cox,  such  annuity 
or  yearly  sum  as  is  hereinafter  mentioned.  And  the  said  Prin- 
cipal and  Council  of  the  said  College  agreed  to  accept,  and 
have  accordingly  accepted,  the  said  sum  of  five  hundred 
pounds  upon  such  conditions. 
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Now  this  indenture  witnessoth,  that  in  pursuance  of  the 
said  recited  agreement  and  arrangement,  and  for  the  promotion 
of  the  beneficial  purposes  for  which  the  Queen's  College  at 
Birmingham  bath  been  instituted  and  incorporated,  and  in 
consideration  of  the  premises,  and  particularly  of  the  aforesaid 
sum  of  five  hundred  pounds  of  lawful  money,  current  in  Great 
Britain  at  or  before  the  execution  of  these  presents,  contributed 
and  actually  paid  by  the  said  Samuel  Wilson  Warneford  unto 
the  said  Queen's  College  at  Birmingham,  for  the  purpose  afore- 
said, they  the  said  Principal  and  Council  of  the  Queen's 
College  at  Birmingham  do  hereby,  for  themselves  and  their 
sucessors,  grant  unto  the  said  James  Thomas  Law,  Vaughan 
Thomas,  and  William  Sands  Cox,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  that 
they  the  said  Principal  and  Council  of  the  Queens'  College  at 
Birmingham  and  their  successors  shall,  from  time  to  time  and 
at  all  times  hereafter,  well  and  truly  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid, 
at  the  usual  place  of  meeting  of  the  Principal  and  Council  of 
the  said  College,  unto  the  said  James  Thomas  Law,  Vaughan 
Thomas,  and  William  Sands  Cox,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  an 
annuity  or  clear  yearly  sum  of  twenty  pounds  of  lawful 
money,  current  in  Great  Britain,  free  from  all  deductions  what- 
soever, and  to  be  paid  by  equal  half-yearly  payments  on  the 
fcwenty-fifth  day  of  March  and  the  twenty-ninth  day  of 
September  in  every  year,  the  first  payment  thereof  to  become 
due  and  be  made  on  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  September  next. 

And  it  is  hereby  agreed  and  declared  by  and  between  the 
said  parties  hereto,  according  to  their  respective  interests,  and 
the  said  Principal  and  Council  of  the  Queen's  College  at 
Birmingham,  and  the  said  Samuel  Wilson  Warneford,  do 
hereby  respectively  direct,  and  the  said  James  Thomas  Law, 
Vaughan  Thomas,  and  William  Sands  Cox,  do  hereby  agree 
and  admit,  that  they  and  their  heirs  shall  be  possessed  of  and 
interested  in  the  said  annuity  or  yearly  sum  of  twenty  pounds, 
hereinbefore  covenanted  to  be  paid,  upon  and  for  the  trusts  and 
purposes  declared,  expressed,  and  contained  in  the  within- 
written  indenture  of  and  concerning  the  within-mentioned 
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annuity  of  forty  pounds,  ns  fully  nnd  effectually,  to  all  intents 
and  purposes,  as  though  such  trusfs  were  herein  repeated. 

And  it  is  hereby  expressly  declared  and  agreed  between  the 
said  parties  hereto,  that  tho  several  clauses  and  provisions  con- 
tained in  the  within-written  indenture,  with  reference  to  the 
qualification,  duties,  and  appointment  of  the  said  Warden,  and 
with  reference  to  the  acts  of  tho  trustees  herein  named,  and 
for  the  appointment  of  new  trustees,  and  for  the  indemnity  of 
the  present  and  all  future  trustees,  shall  extend  and  be 
applicable  as  well  to  the  said  annuity  of  twenty  pounds,  herein 
covenanted  to  be  paid,  as  to  the  within-mentioned  annuity  of 
forty  pounds,  nnd  as  though  the  same  clauses  and  provisions 
were  herein  repeated  and  set  forth  with  reference  to  the  said 
annuity  of  twenty  pounds. 

In  witness  whereof,  the  Queen's  College  have  caused  their 
common  seal  to  be  affixed,  and  the  said  other  parties  have 
hereunto  set  their  hands  and  seals,  the  day  and  year  first  above 
written.

Samuel  Wilson  Warneford,  of  Bourton-on-the-Hill,  in  the 
County  of  Gloucester,  Doctor  of  Laws,  of  the  first  part ;  The 
Reverend  and  Worshipful  James  Thomas  Law,  Chancellor  of 
the  Diocese  of  Lichfield,  The  Reverend  Vaughan  Thomas,  of 
Corpus  Christi  College,  Oxford,  and  Bachelor  of  Divinity, 
William  Dickins,  of  Chemngton,  in  the  County  of  Warwick, 
Esq.,  and  William  Sands  Cox,  of  Birmingham,  in  the  County 
of  Warwick,  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society,  of  the  second  part ; 
and  the  Principal  and  Council  of  the  Queen's  College  at  Bir- 
mingham of  the  third  part. 

Whereas,  Her  present  Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  by  her  Royal 
Charter  or  Letters  Patent,  bearing  date  the  17th  day  of 
July,  in  the  seventh  year  of  her  reign,  did  incorporate  the 
several  persons  therein  mentioned  by  the  name  of  "The 
Queen's  College  at  Birmingham,"  by  which  name  they  should 
have  perpetual  succession  and  a  common  seal.  And  Her 
Majesty  did,  amongst  other  things,  declare  that  for  the  better 
management  of  the  said  College,  its  affairs  should  be  conducted 
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by  a  Council  to  consist  of  eighteen  persons,  to  be  from  time  to 
time  appointed  in  manner  therein  directed,  and  of  which  five 
should  constitute  a  quorum. 

And  whereas,  by  an  indenture  bearing  date  the  16th  day  of 
October,  1844,  and  made  between  the  said  College  of  the  first 
part;  the  said  S.  W.  Warneford  of  the  second  part;  and  the 
said  J.  T.  Law,  V.  Thomas,  and  W.  S.  Cox,  of  the  third  part, 
in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  £1,000  then  contributed  by  the 
said  S.  W.  Warneford  to  the  general  funds  of  the  said  College, 
the  said  College  covenanted  for  the  payment  to  the  said 
J.  T.  Law,  V.  Thomas,  and  W.  S.  Cox  of  a  clear  and  perpetual 
annuity  of  £40,  to  be  held,  nevertheless,  in  trust,  to  pay  the 
same  to  the  Warden  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  College,  on 
the  terms  and  for  the  purposes  in  such  indenture  particularly 
mentioned. 

And  whereas,  by  an  indenture  bearing  date  the  14th  day  of 
April,  1845,  and  made  between  the  Principal  and  Council  of 
the  said  College  of  the  first  part;  the  said  S.  W.  Warneford 
of  the  second  part ;  and  the  said  J.  T.  Law,  V.  Thomas,  and 
W.  S.  Cox,  of  the  third  part,  in  consideration  of  the  further 
sum  of  £1,000  then  contributed  by  the  said  S.  W.  Warneford 
to  the  general  funds  of  the  said  College,  for  the  purposes  of 
augmenting  the  stipend  of  the  Warden  of  the  said  College,  the 
said  Principal  and  Council  of  the  said  College  covenanted  for 
the  payment  to  the  said  J.  T.  Law,  V.  Thomas,  and  W.  S.  Cox 
of  an  additional  clear  and  perpetual  annuity  of  £40,  to  be 
held,  nevertheless,  upon  and  for  the  same  trusts  and  purposes, 
and  with,  under,  and  subject  to  the  said  powers,  provisions, 
conditions,  and  agreements,  as  in  and  by  the  said  recited 
indenture  of  the  16th  day  of  October,  1844,  were  declared  and 
contained. 

And  whereas,  Her  said  Majesty  also  granted  to  the  said 
College  her  Supplemental  Charter  or  Letters  Patent,  bearing 
date  the  15th  day  of  June,  in  the  tenth  year  of  her  reign. 
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And  whereas,  by  an  indenture  bearing  date  the  30th  day 
of  January,  1850,  and  made  between  the  said  Principal  and 
Council  of  the  said  College  of  the  first  part;  the  said 
S.  W.  Warneford  of  the  second  part;  and  the  said  J.  T.  Law, 
V.  Thomas,  and  W.  S.  Cox,  of  the  third  part,  in  consideration 
of  the  further  sum  of  £1,000  then  contributed  by  the  said 
S.  W.  Warneford  to  the  general  funds  of  the  said  College,  they 
the  said  Principal  and  Council  of  the  said  College  covenanted 
for  the  payment  to  the  said  J.  T.  Law,  V.  Thomas,  and 
W.  S.  Cox  of  an  additional  clear  and  perpetual  annuity  of 
£40,  to  be  held,  nevertheless,  upon  trust  for  the  Warden  for 
the  time  being  of  the  said  College.  And  the  said  indenture 
now  in  recital  contains  various  clauses  and  provisions  in  reference 
to  the  qualification,  duties,  and  mode  of  appointment  of  the  said 
Warden,  and  for  the  appointment  of  new  trustees,  and  the 
indemnity  of  the  trustees  thereunder. 

And  whereas,  by  an  indenture  bearing  date  the  19  th  day 
of  May,  1851,  and  made  between  the  Principal  and  Council  of 
the  said  College  of  the  first  part ;  the  said  S.  W.  Warneford 
of  the  second  part;  and  the  said  J.  T.  Law,  Y.  Thomas,  and 
W.  S.  Cox,  of  the  third  part,  in  consideration  of  the  farther 
sum  of  £500  contributed  by  the  said  S.  W.  Warneford  to  the 
said  College,  the  said  Principal  and  Council  of  the  said  College 
did  covenant  for  the  payment  to  the  said  J.  T.  Law,  V.  Thomas, 
and  W.  S.  Cox  of  an  additional  clear  and  perpetual  annuity 
of  £20,  to  be  held,  nevertheless,  xipon  and  for  the  trusts  and 
purposes  expressed  in  the  said  recited  indenture  of  the  ZQth  day 
of  January,  1850,  of  and  concerning  the  annuity  of  £40  in  the 
same  indenture  mentioned.  And  it  was  also,  by  the  now 
reciting  indenture,  declared  that  the  clauses  and  provisions  in  the 
said  last-mentioned  indenture  contained,  ivith  reference  to  the 
qualification,  duties,  and  appointment  of  the  said  Warden,  and 
viith  reference  to  the  acts  of  the  trustees  in  the  indenture  now  in 
recital  named,  and  for  the  appointment  of  new  trustees,  and  for 
the  indemnity  of  the  then  present  and  all  future  trustees,  should 
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extend  and  he  applicable  as  well  to  the  said  uuuuily  of  £20  as  to 
the  said  annuity  of  £-10. 

And  whereas,  Her  said  Majesty,  by  her  Royal  Supple- 
mental Charter  or  Letters  Patent,  bearing  date  the  31st  day  of 
December,  in  the  fifteenth  year  of  her  reign,  after  reciting  therein 
that  the  said  S.  W.  Warneford  had,  in  addition  to  his  former 
benefactions,  bestowed  on  the  said  College  £4,400  for  the 
endowment  of  a  Professorship  of  Pastoral  Theology,  and 
£1,500,  in  addition  to  £2,000  previously  bestowed,  for  the 
endowment  of  a  Wardenship ;  and  that  the  said  Principal  and 
Council  were  desirous  of  proceeding  to  the  ajmointment  of  a 
Warden  and  the  formation  of  a  department  of  Theology,  in 
conformity  with  the  endowments  and  according  to  the  intents 
and  purposes  of  the  said  S.  W.  Warneford,  Her  said  Majesty 
did  will  and  declare  that  the  said  Warden  should  be  a  clergy- 
man of  the  Church  of  England,  in  Priest's  Orders,  and  a 
graduate  of  the  universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  and  Her 
said  Majesty  did  further  will  and  declare,  that  the  Professor  of 
Pastoral  Theology  should  be  a  clergyman  of  the  Church  of 
England,  in  Priest's  Orders,  and  a  graduate  of  the  universities 
of  Oxford  or  Cambridge. 

And  whereas,  the  said  S.  W.  Warneford,  being  desirous  of 
further  contributing  towards  the  support  and  permanent  estab- 
lishment of  the  said  College,  hath  previous  to  the  execution  of 
these  presents  purchased  with  his  own  moneys,  in  the  names 
of  the  said  parties  hereto  of  the  second  part,  the  sum  of 
£6,500  fixed  4|  per  cent,  stock  of  the  Great  Western  Railway 
Company,  and  which  said  stock  is  now  standing  in  the  names 
of  such  several  parties  in  the  books  of  the  said  Railway 
Company,  to  be  held,  nevertheless,  upon  the  trusts  and  for  the 
purposes  hereinafter  declared  of  and  concerning  the  same. 

And  whereas,  the  said  sum  of  £6,500  fixed  4|  per  cent, 
stock  of  the  Great  Western  Railway  Company,  is  secured  to  the 
said  parties  hereto  of  the  second  part,  by  three  several  coupons 
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of  the  said  Company,  respectively  numbered  on  the  register  of 
snch  stock  1192,  and  dated  respectively  the  30th  day  of  March 
last ;  one  of  which  coupons  being  numbered  73,  and  is  for  the 
sum  of  £5,000;  another  of  such  coupons  being  numbered  637, 
and  is  for  the  sum  of  £1,000 ;  and  the  remaining  coupon 
being  numbered  314,  and  is  for  the  sum  of  £500,  making 
together  the  aforesaid  aggregate  principal  trust  fund  of  £0,500. 

Now  this  indenture  witnesseth,  and  it  is  hereby  agreed 
and  declared,  by  and  between  all  the  parties  hereto,  to  be  the 
time  intent  and  meaning  of  these  presents,  and  particulai'ly  of 
the  said  S.  W.  Warneford,  that  the  said  railway  stock  was  so 
purchased  by  him  that  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  thereof, 
and  of  these  presents,  shall  and  will  stand  and  be  possessed  of 
and  interested  in  the  same  upon  the  trusts  and  for  the  purposes 
hereinafter  expressed  and  declared  of  and  concerning  the  same 
(that  is  to  say),  upon  trust,  to  pay  and  apply  the  dividends, 
interest,  and  annual  income  that  may  from  time  to  time  arise 
from  the  said  railway  stock,  or  other  the  securities  in  or  upon 
which  the  money  received  from  the  sale  or  conversion  of  such 
stock  may  at  any  time  hereafter  be  invested  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  deed,  in  permanently  increasing  the  yearly 
stipend  or  salary  of  the  Warden  for  the  time  being  of  the  said 
College.  Provided  that  every  such  Warden  shall  he  duly  qualified 
to  fill  such  office,  according  to  the  special  directions  in  that  behalf 
contained  in  the  before-mentioned  Charters,  or  either  of  them,  or 
any  or  either  of  the  before-mentioned  indentures;  and  also  at  all 
times  dilu/ently,  faithfidly,  and  efficiently  fulfil  the  duties  of  that 
office,  or  in  any  way  connected  therewith. 

Provided  nevertheless,  and  it  is  hereby  expressly  declared 

and  agreed  by  and  between  the  said  parties  hereto,  and  the 

said  S.  W.  Warneford  doth  hereby  particularly  direct  and 

declare,  that  in  case  the  said  J.  T.  Law  and  W.  S.  Cox  shall 

during  their  joint  lives  (but  no  longer),  or  at  any  time  or  times 

(lin  ing  that  period,  think  fit,  and  so  direct  in  writing,  that  the 

whole  or  any  part  of  the  annual  income  which  shall  arise  from 
K 
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the  said  trust  fund  of  £G,o00  hereby  settled,  or  any  part 
thereof,  should  bo  applied  for  the  advancement  and  general 
purposes  of  the  Theological  department  of  the  said  College ; 
then  that  the  same  shall  so  long,  during  the  joint  lives  of  the 
said  J.  T.  Law  and  W.  S.  Cox,  as  they  shall  in  their  discretion 
think  expedient,  bo  so  paid  and  applied,  instead  of  increasing 
the  said  Warden's  annual  stipend,  as  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Provided  also,  that  every  future  Warden  who  shall  be  or 
become  entitled  to  receive  the  said  annuities  payable  under  the 
said  recited  indentures,  and  the  income  which  shall  arise  from 
the  trust  fund  and  moneys  hereby  settled,  or  any  part  thereof 
respectively,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Committee  of  Council 
of  the  Arts  Department,  as  constituted  by  the  said  resited 
Charters. 

Provided  also,  and  it  is  hereby  further  expressly  declared 
and  agreed  by  and  between  the  said  parties  hereto,  that  the 
several  clauses  and  provisions  in  the  said  before-mentioned 
Charters  and  indentures  respectively  contained,  either  expressly 
or  by  reference,  in  relation  to  the  qualification  and  duties  of  the 
said  Warden,  shall  extend  and  be  applicable  as  well  to  the  said 
railway  stock  and  moneys  hereby  settled  as  to  the  aforesaid 
annuities,  respectively  payable  under  the  said  recited  indentures, 
and  as  though  the  same  clauses  and  provisions  were,  with 
reference  to  such  railway  stock  and  moneys,  herein  repeated  and 
set  forth. 

Provided  also,  and  it  is  hereby  further  agreed  and  declared, 
that  the  said  trustees  hereby  constituted,  and  other  the 
trustees  for  the  time  being  of  these  presents,  shall  and  law- 
fully may  permit  and  suffer  the  said  trust  moneys  now  secured 
on  the  said  Great  Western  Railway  stock,  or  any  part  thereof, 
to  remain  in  their  actual  state  of  investment,  or  at  any  time  or 
times  in  their  discretion  to  call  in,  sell,  or  convert  into  cash  or 
other  railway  stock  the  same  or  any  part  thereof,  and  to  lay 
out  and  invest  the  money  to  arise  by  such  calling  in,  sale,  or 
conversion,  in  their  own  names,  upon  such  security  or  securities 
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as  tliey  in  their  discretion  think  proper,  and  as  shall  not  be 
prohibited  by  any  law  now  in  force,  or  hereafter  to  be  enforced, 
respecting  the  investment  of  money  held  upon  such  trusts 
as  are  herein  contained. 

Provided  also,  and  it  is  hereby  farther  agreed  and  declared, 
that  if  the  said  several  trustees  hereby  constituted,  or  any 
of  them,  or  any  trustee  or  trustees  appointed  as  hereinafter 
directed,  shall  die,  desire  to  be  discharged,  or  become  a  resident 
at  a  distance  exceeding  seventy-five  miles  from  Birmingham,  or 
refuse  or  become  incapable  to  act,  and  by  any  or  either  of  such 
events  happening  the  number  of  the  acting  trustees  of  these 
presents  shall  be  reduced  to  three,  then,  and  in  every  such 
case,  the  surviving  or  continuing  trustees  of  the  said  moneys 
and  securities  hereby  settled  shall  forthwith  appoint  a  new 
trustee  or  new  trustees,  who  must  be  a  member  or  members 
of  the  established  Church  of  England,  in  the  place  of  the 
deceased,  retiring,  or  incapacitated  trustee  or  trustees ;  it  being 
the  express  intention  of  the  said  S.  W.  Warneford,  that  it  shall 
be  imperative  on  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  of  these 
pi-esents  to  take  care  and  provide  that  there  be  at  all  times 
three  such  acting  trustees.  And  that  upon  every  such  appoint- 
ment all  moneys,  stocks,  funds,  and  securities  then  vested 
in  the  deceased,  retiring,  or  incapacitated  trustee  or  trustees, 
jointly  with  the  other  trustees  of  the  same  respectively,  shall 
be  so  assured  and  transferred,  at  the  expense  of  the  income 
of  the  year,  that  the  same  may  be  forthwith  vested  in  the 
surviving  or  continuing  trustees  of  the  same  respectively, 
jointly  with  such  new  trustee  or  trustees ;  and  that  every 
trustee  so  appointed  as  aforesaid,  may  act  or  assist  in  the 
execution  of  the  trusts  and  powers  in  respect  of  which  he  shall 
be  so  appointed  trustee,  as  fully  and  effectually,  to  all  intents 
and  purposes,  as  if  he  bad  been  hereby  appointed  a  trustee. 

Provided  also,  and  it  is  hereby  further  agreed  and  declared, 
tliat  the  receipt  and  receipts  in  writing  of  the  said  trustees  for 
the  time  being,  acting  in  the  execution  of  the  trusts  of  these 
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presents,  for  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  payable  to  them  under 
or  by  virtue  of  these  presents,  or  in  the  execution  of  the  trusts 
thereof,  shall  be  a  sufficient  and  effectual  discharge,  or  sufficient 
and  effectual  discharges,  for  tho  money,  stock,  shares,  property, 
or  other  effects,  matters,  or  things,  in  such  receipt  or  receipts 
respectively  expressed  or  acknowledged  to  be  received  ;  and  that 
tho  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations,  to  whom  the 
same  shall  be  given,  his,  her,  or  their  executors,  administrators, 
successors,  or  assignees,  shall  not  afterwards  be  answerable  or 
accountable  for  any  loss,  misapplication,  or  non-application,  or 
be  in  any  ways  obliged  or  concerned  to  see  to  the  application 
thereof. 

And  also,  that  the  said  several  trustees  hereby  constituted, 
or  to  be  appointed  by  virtue  of  the  powers  herein  contained, 
and  each  and  every  of  them,  and  the  heirs,  executors,  adminis- 
trators, and  assignees  of  them,  each,  and  every  of  them,  shall 
be  charged  and  chai'geable  respectively  only  for  such  moneys, 
shares,  stocks,  property,  and  effects  as  they  respectively  shall 
actually  receive  by  virtue  of  the  trusts  hereby  in  them  reposed, 
notwithstanding  his  or  their  or  any  of  their  giving  or  signing, 
or  joining  in  giving  or  signing,  any  receipt  or  receipts  for  the 
sake  of  conformity ;  and  any  one  or  more  of  them  shall  not 
be  answerable  or  accountable  for  the  other  or  others  of  them,  or 
for  the  acts,  receipts,  neglects,  or  defaults  of  the  other  or  others 
of  them,  but  each  and  every  of  them  only  for  his  or  their  own 
acts,  receipts,  neglects,  or  defaults  respectively.  And  that  any 
one  or  more  of  them  shall  not  be  answerable  or  accountable  for 
any  banker,  broker,  or  other  person  with  whom,  or  in  whose 
hands,  any  part  of  the  said  trust  moneys  shall  or  may  be 
deposited  or  lodged  for  safe  custody,  or  otherwise,  in  the  execu- 
tion of  the  trusts  of  these  presents,  or  any  of  them;  and  that 
they  or  any  of  them  shall  not  be  answerable  or  accountable 
for  the  insufficiency  or  deficiency  of  any  security  or  securities, 
stocks,  or  funds,  in  or  upon  which  the  said  trust  moneys,  or 
any  part  thereof,  shall  be  placed  out  or  invested,  nor  for  any 
other  misfortune,  loss,  or  damage  which  may  happen  in  the 
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execution  of  the  aforesaid  trusts,  or  in  relation  thereto,  except 
the  same  shall  happen  by  or  through  their  or  his  own  wilful 
default  respectively.

And  whereas,  one  of  the  objects  of  the  said  College  is  not 
only  the  education  of  youth  in  the  various  branches  of 
literature,  science,  and  art,  but  also  in  the  doctrines  and  duties 
of  Christianity,  as  the  same  are  inculcated  in  the  united  Church 
of  England  and  Ireland. 

And  whereas,  the  said  S.  W.  Warneford,  being  desirous  of 
further  contributing  towards  the  support  and  permanent 
establishment  of  the  said  College,  by  founding  such  Scholar- 
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ships  or  payments  of  that  character  as  hereinafter  stated,  hath, 
previous  to  the  execution  of  these  presents,  purchased  with  his 
own  moneys,  in  the  names  of  the  said  parties  hereto  of  the 
second  part,  the  sum  of  £1,000  fixed  4£  per  cent,  stock  of  the 
Great  Western  Railway  Company,  and  which  said  stock  is  now 
standing  in  the  names  of  such  several  parties  in  the  books  of 
the  said  Railway  Company,  to  be  held,  nevertheless,  upon  the 
trusts  and  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  declared  of  and  con- 
cerning the  same. 

And  whereas,  the  said  sum  of  £1,000  fixed  4|  per  cent, 
stock  of  the  Great  Western  Railway  Company  is  secured  to 
the  parties  hereto  of  the  second  part,  by  a  coupon  of  the  said 
Company  for  that  amount,  numbered  640,  and  dated  the  30th 
day  of  March  last,  and  also  numbered  on  the  register  of  such 
stock  1,194. 

Now  this  indenture  witnessetb,  and  it  is  hereby  agreed 
and  declared,  by  and  between  all  the  parties  hereto,  to  be  the 
true  intent  and  meaning  of  these  presents,  and  particularly  of 
the  said  S.  W.  Warneford,  that  the  said  railway  stock  was  so 
purchased  by  him  that  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  thereof, 
and  of  these  presents,  shall  and  will  stand  and  be  possessed  of 
and  interested  the  same,  upon  the  trusts  and  for  the  purposes 
hereinafter  expressed  and  declared  of  and  concerning  the  same 
(that  is  to  say),  upon  trust,  to  pay  and  divide  the  dividends,  in- 
terest, and  annual  income  that  may  from  time  to  time  arise 
from  the  said  railway  stock,  or  other  the  securities  in  or  upon 
which  the  money  received  from  the  sale  or  conversion  of  such 
stock  ■  may  at  any  time  hereafter  be  invested  under  the 
provisions  of  this  deed,  to  and  among  the  pupils  and  students 
for  the  time  being  resident  in  the  said  College  as  are  herein- 
after declared  to  be  qualified  and  entitled  to  receive  the  same. 

And  this  indenture  also  witnessetb,  and  the  said  several 
parties  hereto  do  hereby  severally  declare  and  direct,  that  in 
consideration  of  the  premises,  and  in  order  to  carry  out  the 
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intentions  of  the  said  S.  W.  Warneford,  the  Committee  of 
Couneil  of  the  Theological  Department  for  the  time  being 
of  the  said  College  shall,  on  the  31st  day  of  July  in  each  year, 
or  within  twenty-eight  days  thereafter,  elect  and  nominate 
from  out  of  the  pupils  or  students  for  the  time  being  resident 
in  the  said  Queen's  College  at  Birmingham,  and  who  shall 
have  been  such  pupils  or  students  for  a  period  not  being  less 
than  twelve  calendar  months  immediately  preceding  such 
election  and  nomination,  four  pupils  or  students  who  shall, 
in  the  judgment  and  absolute  discretion  of  the  aforesaid 
Committee  of  Council,  have  most  distinguished  themselves  for 
their  attention,  regularity,  and  assiduity  in  the  prosecution  of 
their  pi'ofessional  studies  in  the  Theological  Department  of  the 
s-id  College,  and  for  their  uniform  good  conduct  in  observing 
lie  rules  and  regulations  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  College. 
And  immediately,  or  within  fourteen  days  after  such  election 
and  nomination,  the  said  annual  income  which  shall  have  arisen 
from  the  said  trust,  railway  stock,  moneys,  and  funds,  hereby 
settled  in  respect  of  the  year  then  immediately  preceding, 
shall  be  divided  amongst  the  pupils  or  students  so  elected  and 
nominated,  either  equally,  or  if  the  said  Committee  of  Council 
shall  at  any  time  or  times  think  fit,  in  such  other  proportions 
as  they  shall  for  the  time  being  deem  expedient,  or  the  same 
annual  sum  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  trustees  hereunder, 
be  applied  in  diminution  of  the  College  expenses  of  such 
students. 

Provided  also,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Committee 
of  Council  from  time  to  time  to  institute  and  require,  and 
also  in  their  discretion  to  vary,  such  examinations,  certificates, 
and  other  evidence  and  information,  as  they  may  deem 
expedient,  with  reference  to  the  qualifications  and  conduct  of 
the  respective  candidates  for  the  receipt  of  the  said  annuity 
or  yearly  sum.  And  that  all  acts  hereby  required  and 
authorised  to  be  done  by  the  said  Committee  of  Council,  shall 
'or  may  be  done  by  any  five  thereof,  as  the  quorum  constituted 
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by  the  said  recited  Charters,  or  either  of  them,  and  otherwise 
in  manner  hereby  authorised  with  reference  to  the  acts  of  the 
Council  thereunder. 

Provided  also,  and  it  is  hereby  further  agreed  and  declared, 
that  the  said  trustees  hereby  constituted,  and  other  the  trustees 
for  the  time  being  of  these  presents,  shall  and  lawfully  may 
permit  and  suffer  the  said  trust  moneys  now  secured  on  the 
said  Great  Western  Railway  stock,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  re- 
main in  their  actual  state  of  investment,  or  at  any  time  or

respecting  the  investment  of  money  held  upon  such  trusts  as 
are  herein  contained. 

Provided  also,  and  it  is  hereby  agreed  and  declared,  that  if 
the  said  several  trustees  hereby  constituted,  or  any  of  them, 
or  any  trustee  or  trustees  appointed  as  hereinafter  directed, 
shall  die,  desire  to  be  discharged,  or  become  resident  at  a 
distance  exceeding  seventy-five  miles  from  Birmingham,  or 
refuse  or  become  incapable  to  act,  and  by  any  or  either  of  such 
events  happening  the  number  of  the  acting  trustees  of  these 
presents  shall  be  reduced  to  three,  then,  and  in  every  such 
case,  the  surviving  or  continuing  trustees  of  the  said  moneys 
and  securities  hereby  settled  shall  forthwith  appoint  a  new 
trustee  or  new  trustees,  who  must  be  a  member  or  members 
of  the  established  Church  of  England,  in  the  place  of  the 
deceased,  retiring,  or  incapacitated  trustee  or  trustees  ;  it  being 
the  express  intention  of  the  said  S.  W.  Warneford  that  it 
shall  be  imperative  on  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  of  these 
presents  to  take  care  and  provide  that  there  be  at  all  times 
three  such  acting  trustees.  And  that  upon  every  such  appoint- 
ment all  moneys,  stocks,  funds,  and  securities  then  vested  in 
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the  deceased,  retiring,  or  incapacitated  trustee  or  trustees, 
jointly  with  the  other  trustees  of  the  same  respectively,  shall 
be  so  assured  and  transferred,  at  the  expense  of  the  income  of 
the  year,  that  the  same  may  bo  forthwith  vested  in  the. 
surviving  or  continuing  trustees  of  the  same  respectively, 
jointly  with  such  new  trustee  or  trustees;  and  that  every

thereof,  shall  be  a  sufficient  and  effectual  discharge,  or  sufficient 
and  effectual  discharges,  for  the  money,  stock,  shares,  property, 
or  other  effects,  matters,  or  things,  in  such  receipt  or  receipts 
respectively  expressed  or  acknowledged  to  be  received ;  and 
that  the  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations,  to  whom 
the  same  shall  be  given,  his,  her,  or  their  heirs,  executors, 
administrators,  successors,  or  assignees,  shall  not  afterwards  be 
answerable  or  accountable  for  any  loss,  misapplication,  or  non- 
application,  or  be  in  anywise  obliged  or  concerned  to  see  to  the 
application  thereof. 

And  also,  that  the  said  several  trustees  hereby  constituted, 
or  to  be  appointed  by  virtue  of  the  powers  herein  contained, 
and  each  and  every  of  them,  and  the  heirs,  executors,  adminis- 
trators, and  assignees  of  them,  each  and  every  of  them,  shall  be 
charged  and  chargeable  respectively  only  for  such  moneys, 
shares,  stocks,  property,  and  effects  as  they  respectively  shall 
actually  receive  by  virtue  of  the  trusts  hereby  in  them  reposed, 
notwithstanding  his  or  their  or  any  of  their  giving  or  signing, 
or  joining  in  giving  or  signing,  any  receipt  or  receipts  for  the 
sake  of  conformity ;  and  any  one  or  more  of  them  shall  not  be 
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answerable  or  accountable  for  tbe  others  or  other  of  them,  or 
for  tho  acts,  receipts,  neglects,  or  defaults  of  the  other  or  others 
of  thern,  but  each  and  every  of  them  only  for  his  and  their  own 
acts,  receipts,  neglects,  or  defaults  respectively.  And  that  any 
one  or  more  of  them  shall  not  be  answerable  or  accountable  for 
any  banker,  broker,  or  other  person  with  whom,  or  in  whose 
hands,  any  part  of  the  trust  moneys  shall  or  may  be  deposited 
or  lodged  for  safe  custody  or  otherwise,  in  the  execution  of  the 
trusts  of  these  presents,  or  any  of  them  ;  and  that  they  or  any 
of  them  shall  not  be  answerable  or  accountable  for  the  insuf- 
ficiency or  deficiency  of  any  security  or  securities,  stocks  or 
funds,  in  or  upon  which  the  said  trust  moneys,  or  any  part 
thereof,  shall  be  placed  out  or  invested,  nor  for  any  other  mis- 
fortune, loss,  or  damage  which  may  happen  in  the  execution  of 
the  aforesaid  trusts,  or  in  relation  thereto,  except  the  same 
shall  happen  by  or  through  their  or  his  own  wilful  default 
respectively. 

And  also,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them,  the  said  trustees

and  the  Principal  and  Council  of  the  Queen's  College  at 
Brrmingham  of  the  third  part. 

Whereas,  Her  present  Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  by  her 
Royal  Chai'ter  or  Letters  Patent,  bearing  date  the  17th  day  of 
July,  in  the  seventh  year  of  her  reign,  did  incorporate  the 
several  persons  therein  mentioned  by  the  name  of  "  The 
Queen's  College  at  Birmingham,"  by  which  name  they  should 
have  perpetual  succession  and  a  common  seal.  And  Her  said

Latin  languages,  according  to  the  schemes  of  instruction  laid 
clown  and  adopted  by  the  Council  and  Committees  of  Council  of 
the  College,  and  carried  out  under  the  superintendence  of  The 
Reverend  the  Warden,  and  more  particularly  to  instruct  the 
students  of  the  Theological  Department  in  such  a  knowledge  of 
those  languages  as  is  necessary  for  reading  and  understanding 
the  Holy  Scriptures  in  the  original  Greek,  or  in  the  Greek  and 
Latin  versions;  and  the  other  remaining  moiety  of  the  annual

tees of  Council  of  the  said  College,  and  carried  out  under  the 
superintendence  of  the  Warden,  with  a  view  to  fit  and  prepare 
such  students  for  obtaining  the  certificates  of  the  College,  and 
for  the  rank,  degree,  or  diploma  of  Bachelors  of  Arts  in  the 
said  Queen's  College,  in  order  thereby  more  effectually  to  carry 
out  the  objects  of  the  College  with  reference  to  the  preparation 
of  the  students  in  the  Theological  Departments  thereof. 

Provided  always,  and  the  said  S.  W.  Warneford  doth  hereby 
expressly  direct  and  declare,  that  every  Professor  who  shall  be 
or  become  entitled  to  receive  any  share  of  the  annual  income 
which  shall  arise  from  the  trust  fund  and  moneys  hereby 
settled,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Committee  of  Council  of  the 
Arts  Department,  as  constituted  by  the  recited  Charters ;  and 
shall  be  and  continue  members  of  the  Church  of  England,  and 
have  graduated  and  obtained  degrees  at  the  University  of 
Oxford  or  Cambridge,  and  shall  be  otherwise  duly  qualified  to

Provided  also,  and  it  is  hereby  agreed  and  declared,  that  if 
the  said  several  trustees  hereby  constituted,  or  any  of  them, 
or  any  trustee  or  trustees  appointed  as  hereinafter  directed, 
shall  die,  desire  to  be   discharged,  or  become  resident  at 
a  distance  exceeding  seventy-five  miles  from  Birmingham,  or 
refuse  or  become  incapable  to  act,  or  by  any  or  either  of  such 
events  happening  the  number  of  the  acting  trustees  of  these 
presents  shall  be  reduced  to  three,  then,  and  in  evei'y  such  case, 
the  surviving  or  continuing  trustees  of  the  said  moneys  and 
securities  hereby  settled  shall  forthwith  appoint  a  new  trustee 
or  trustees,  who  must  be  a  member  or  members  of  the  estab- 
lished Church  of  England,  in  the  place  of  the  deceased,  retiring, 
or  incapacitated  trustee  or  trustees  ;  it  being  the  express  inten- 
tion of  the  said  S.  W.  Warneford  that  it  shall  be  imperative  on 
the  trustees  for  the  time  being  of  these  presents  to  take  care 
and  provide  that  there  be  at  all  times  three  such  actino- 
trustees.    And  that  upon  every  such  appointment  all  moneys, 
stocks,  funds,  and  securities  then  vested  in  .the  deceased,  reti- 
ring, or  incapacitated  trustee  or  trustees,  jointly  with  the  other 
trustees  of  the  same  respectively,  shall  be  so  assured  and 
transferred,  at  the  expense  of  the  income  of  the  year,  that  the 
same  may  be  forthwith  vested  in  the  surviving  or  continuing 
trustees  of  the  same  respectively,  jointly  with  such  new  trustee 
or  trustees ;  aud  that  every  trustee  so  appointed  as  aforesaid,

Provided  also,  and  it  is  hereby  further  agreed  and  declared, 
that  the  receipt  and  receipts,  in  writing,  of  the  said  trustees  for 
the  time  being  acting  in  the  execution  of  these  presents,  for 
any  sum  or  sums  of  money  payable,  to  them  under  or  by  virtue 
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of  those  presents,  or  in  the  execution  of  the  trust's  hereof,  shall 
be  a  sufficient  and  effectual  discharge,  or  sufficient  and  effectual 
discharges,  for  the  money,  stocks,  shares,  property,  or  other 
effects,  matters,  or  things,  in  such  receipt  or  receipts  respectively 
expressed  or  acknowledged  to  be  received ;  and  that  the  person 
or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations,  to  whom  the  same  shall 
bo  given,  his,  her,  or  their  heirs,  executors,  administrators, 
successors,  or  assigns,  shall  not  afterwards  be  answerable  or 
accountable  for  any  loss,  misapplication,  or  non-application,  or  be 
in  anywise  obliged  or  concerned  to  see  to  the  application  thereof. 

And  also,  that  the  said  trustees  hereby  constituted,  or  to  be 
appointed  by  virtue  of  the  powers  herein  contained,  and  each 
and  every  of  them,  and  the  heirs,  executors,  administrators, 
and  assigns  of  them,  each  and  every  of  them,  shall  be 
chai'ged  respectively  only  for  such  moneys,  shares,  stocks, 
property,  and  effects  as  they  respectively  shall  actually 
receive  by  virtue  of  the  trusts  hereby  in  them  reposed, 
notwithstanding  his  or  their  or  any  of  their  giving  or 
signing,  or  joining  in  giving  or  signing,  any  receipt  or  receipts 
for  the  sake  of  conformity ;  and  any  one  or  more  of  them  shall 
not  be  answerable  or  accountable  for  the  others  or  other  of 
them,  or  for  the  acts,  receipts,  neglects,  or  defaults  of  the  other 
or  others  of  them,  but  each  and  every  of  them  only  for  his  and 
their  own  acts,  receipts,  neglects,  or  defaults  respectively. 
And  that  any  one  or  more  of  them  shall  not  be  answerable  or 
accountable  for  any  banker,  broker,  or  other  person  with  whom, 
or  in  whose  hands,  any  part  of  the  said  trust  moneys  shall  or 
may  be  deposited  or  lodged  for  safe  custody  or  otherwise,  in 
the  execution  of  the  trusts  of  these  presents,  or  any  or  them  ; 
and  that  they  or  any  of  them  shall  not  be  answerable  or 
accountable  for  the  insufficiency  of  any  security  or  securities, 
stocks  or  funds,  in  or  upon  which  the  said  trust  moneys,  or 
any  part  thereof,  shall  be  placed  out  or  invested,  nor  for  any 
other  misfortune,  loss,  or  damage  which  may  happen  in  the 
execution  of  the  aforesaid  trusts,  or  in  relation  thereto,  except 
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the  same  shall  happen  by  or  through  their  or  his  own  wilful 
default  respectively. 

And  also,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them,  the  said 
trustees  in  these  presents  named,  and  for  such  future 
trustees  or  trustee  so  to  be  appointed  as  aforesaid,  and  every  or 
any  of  them,  their  and  every  of  their  heirs,  executors,  adminis- 
trators, and  assigns,  by  and  out  of  the  moneys  which  shall 
come  to  their  respective  hands  by  virtue  of  the  trusts  aforesaid, 
to  pay,  out  of  the  income  of  the  year,  all  expenses  attending  the 
appointment  of  new  trustees  or  anew  trustee  of  these  presents; 
and  also  to  retain  and  reimburse  himself  and  themselves 
respectively ;  and  also  to  allow  to  his  and  their  co-trustee  or 
co-trustees  all  reasonable  and  proper  exjsenses,  which  they  or 
any  of  them  shall  incur  in  or  about  the  execution  of  the  afore- 
said trusts,  or  in  relation  thereunto. 

In  witness  whereof,  the  said  parties  to  these  presents  have 
hereunto  set  their  hands  and  seals,  and  the  Principal  and 
Council  of  the  Queen's  College  at  Birmingham  have  caused 
their  common  seal  to  be  affixed,  the  day  and  year  first  above 
written.

AN  ACT 


For  the  Regulation  of  the  Queen's  College  at  Birmingham,  and 
for  Incorporating  the  Queen's  Hospital  at  Birmingham. 

12TH  AUGUST,  1867. 


Whereas,  Her  Majesty's  Attorney-General,  on  the  twenty- 
second  day  of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
five,  filed  an  Information  in  the  High  Court  of  Chancery  in 
England,  as  informant,  against  the  Principal  and  Council  of  the 
Queen's  College  at  Birmingham  as  defendants,  which  Informa- 
tion was  afterwards  amended,  and  showed,  amongst  other  things, 
that  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-eight. 
Mr.  William  Sands  Cox,  in  conjunction  with  other  medical 
gentlemen,  established  a  School  of  Medicine  in  Birmingham ; 
that  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-eight, 
the  late  Dr.  Samuel  Wilson  Warneford,  who  was  a  patient, 
and  personal  friend  of  Mr.  Sands  Cox,  gave  one  thousand 
pounds  for  the  foundation  of  a  prize  essay  in  this  school ;  and 
by  indenture  dated  the  fourteenth  day,  of  December,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  made  between  Dr. 
Warneford  of  the  first  part ;  William,  Earl  of  Dartmouth, 
George  Augustus  Frederick  Henry,  Earl  of  Bradford,  and  the 
Reverend  Vaughan  Thomas,  as  trustees,  of  the  second  part  ; 
and  the  President  of  the  school  and  three  Governors  by  name 
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of  the  third  part,  it  was  declared  that  a  certain  mortgage 
security,  wherein  the  said  sum  of  one  thousand  pounds  was 
invested,  should  be  held  upon  certain  trusts  therein  declared 
for  the  institution  of  a  prize  or  prizes  to  be  annually  given  to 
students  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  School  of  Medicine 
and  Surgery,  in  order  to  advance  the  ends  which  the  said 
Samuel  Wilson  Warneford  had  in  view,  videlicet,  to  combine 
relio-ious  with  scientific  studies  and  pursuits,  and  to  make 
medical  and  surgical  students  good  Christians  as  well  as  able  prac- 
titioners in  medicine  and  surgery.    That  a  Hospital,  called  the 
Queen's  Hospital,  in  connection  with  this  school,  was  erected  by 
public  subscription.    That  the  purchase  money  for  the  site  was 
part  of  a  sum  of  one  thousand  pounds  given  by  Dr.  Warneford 
for  the  purpose  of  making  provision  for  obtaining  the  services 
of  a  Clergyman  or  Chaplain  for  the  School  and  Hospital, 
who  was  to  read  prayers  and  preach  in  the  Hospital  on  Sun- 
days, to  visit  the  patients,  and  to  deliver  a  course  of  lectures 
to  the  pupils  of  the  school  on  the   wisdom,   power,  and 
goodness  of  God,   as  revealed  in  Holy  Writ.     And  by  an 
indenture  dated  the  thirteenth  day  of  January,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-two,  made  between  Edward  Townsend 
Cox  of  the  first  part ;  Dr.  Warneford  of  the  second  part ; 
Sir  John  Bardley  Bardley    Wilmot,   James  Arthur  Taylor, 
and  James  Prince  Lee,   of  the  third  part ;    and  Edward 
Johnstone,  The  Reverend  James  Thomas  Law,  Chancellor  of 
Lichfield,  William  Sands  Cox,  and  The  Reverend  Vaughan 
Thomas,  of  the  fourth  part ;  forty  pounds  a  year  was  secured  to 
the  parties  of  the  third  part,  as  trustees,  by  way  of  rent- 
charge  on  the  Hospital.    That  in  July,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty-three,  a  Charter  was  obtained,  converting 
the  school  into  a  College,  under  the  name  of  "  The  Queen's 
College,  Birmingham." 

That  by  this  Charter,  which  bears  date  the  seventeenth  day 
of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-three,  after 
reciting  that  The  Earl  of  Dartmouth  and  others,  trustees  of  the 
Royal  School  of  Medicine  at  Birmingham,  Edward  Johnstone, 
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Doctor  of  Phytic,  Presidents  James  Thomas  Law,  Clerk, 
Vice-president;  John  Edwards  Piercy,  Esq.,  Treasurer;  and 
William  Sands  Cox,  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society,  Honorary 
Secretary  of  the  aforesaid  school,  had  by  their  petition  repre- 
sented that  a  society  was  formed  in  the  town  of  Birmingham,  in 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-eight,  by  a 
considerable  number  of  noblemen,  gentry,  clergy,  physicians, 
surgeons,  and  merchants,  for  the  education  of  youth  for  the 
professions  of  medicine  and  surgery;  that  the  society  was 
honoured  by  the  patronage  of  His  late  Majesty  William  the 
Fourth,  and  permitted  to  bear  the  style  and  title  of  "The 
Birmingham  Royal  School  of  Medicine  and  Surgery;"  that  the 
said  society  had  expended  considerable  sums  of  money  in  the 
purchase  of  museums  of  human  and  comparative  anatomy  and 
natural  history,  and  of  a  library,  and  in  the  erection  of  lecture 
rooms,  chemical  laboratory,  anatomical  rooms,  and  clinical 
hospital,  &c,  Her  Majesty  granted  and  ordained  that  the 
petitioners  and  the  honorary  Governors,  Governors,  Professors, 
and  members  of  the  said  society  should  be  one  body  politic  and 
corporate,  by  the  name  of  "The  Queen's  College  at  Birming- 
ham," of  which  College  she  thereby  declared  herself  and  her 
successors,  if  they  should  think  fit,  the  Patron,  by  which  name 
they  should  have  perpetual  succession  and  a  common  seal,  and 
be  able  to  take,  purchase,  and  enjoy,  for  the  use  and  purpose 
of  the  said  society,  to  them  and  their  successors,  any  goods 
and  chattels  whatsoever ;  and  also  to  take,  purchase,  and 
enjoy,  to  them  and  their  successors,  any  lands,  tenements,  and 
hereditaments,  not  exceeding  the  yearly  value  of  two  thousand 
pounds,  and  should  have  full  power  to  sell,  alien,  charge,  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  any  real  or  personal  property  so  to 
be  by  them  acquired,  not  exceeding  the  yearly  value  aforesaid. 
And  Her  Majesty  further  declared,  that  the  officers  of  the 
institution  should  be  a  Visitor,  Principal,  Vice-principal, 
Treasurer,  and  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  who  should  be  elected 
annually ;  and  that  for  the  better  management  of  the  said 
society,  its  affairs  should  be  conducted  by  a  Council  to 
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consist  of  eighteen  persons,  of  whom  twelve  should  be  Governors, 
elected  by  the  Governors  present  at  the  annual  general  meeting, 
two  should  be  Professors,  elected  by  the  Professors  from  their 
own  body  previous  to  such  general  meeting,  together  with  the 
Principal,  Vice-principal,  Treasurer,  and  Dean  of  the  Faculty ; 
five  should  constitute  a  quorum,  and  the  Council  should  fill  up 
vacancies  iu  their  own  body ;  and  Her  Majesty  appointed  Dr. 
Warneford  the  first  Visitor,  Dr.  Edward  Johnstone  the  first 
Principal  of  the  said  society,  Chancellor  Law  the  first  Vice- 
principal,  John  Edwards  Piercy,  Esquire,  Treasurer,  William 
Sands  Cox,  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society,  Senior  Surgeon  of  the 
Queen's  Hospital,  Birmingham,  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  together 
with  Earl  Howe,  Lord  Lyttelton,  and  twelve  other  persons 
therein  named,  the  first  Council  of  the  said  society  ;  and  it  was 
declared  that  the  Governors  of  the  said  College  should,  on  the 
last  Wednesday  in  August  in  each  year,  or  as  near  the  same  as 
conveniently  might  be,  meet,  and  proceed  by  ballot  to  appoint 
a  Visitor,  a  Principal,  Vice-principal,  Treasurer,  and  Dean  of 
the  Faculty,  and  such  officers  and  other  members  as  might,  with 
the  two  Professors,  form  the  number  of  eighteen;'  and  that  the 
Council  should  have  power  to  make  such  bye  laws  as  they 
should  deem  proper  for  regulating  the  affairs  of  the  College, 
the  number  and  description  of  its  Professors,  the  time  and 
place  and  mode  of  electing  the  Professors  of  the  society,  and  all 
such  subordinate  servants,  officers,  and  attendants  as  should  be 
deemed  necessary  and  useful;  and  that  the  Council  shoxdd 
have  power  to  regulate  the  privileges  of  the  honorary  Governors, 
Governors,  and  members  of  the  society,  and  also  the  amount  to 
be  paid  upon  admission  or  otherwise,  and  to  make  new  and 
other  bye  laws,  not  being  repugnant  to  the  Charter  or  to  laAv. 

That  by  indenture  dated  the  fifth  day  of  June,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-four,  certain  premises  situate  iu  Bir- 
mingham, being  the  central  portion  of  the  College,  together 
with  the  buildings  then  recently  erected,  were,  in  consideration 
of  two  thousand  six  hundred  pounds,  conveyed  to  the  Queen's 
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Collego  in  fee.  That  by  indenture  of  even  date  with  tie  lust- 
mentioned  indenture  certain  other  premises  were  conveyed 
to  the  College  in  consideration  of  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  fifty  pounds.  That  on  the  property  comprised  in  this  deed 
other  part  of  the  College  was  erected.  That  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  four  hundred  pounds  was  left  unpaid,  and  was  secured 
to  Mr.  Sands  Cox  and  Dr.  James  Johnstone,  the  vendors,  by 
indenture  of  mortgage  dated  the  sixth  day  of  June,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-four.  That  Mr.  Sands  Cox 
and  Dr.  J.  Johnstone  having  occasion  for  one  thousand  pounds, 
part  of  the  unpaid  purchase  money,  the  one  thousand  pounds 
secured  on  a  mortgage  of  the  school  estate  for  the  prizes 
founded  by  the  deed  of  the  fourteenth  day  of  December,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  was  called  in  and  paid 
over  to  them,  reducing  their  mortgage  to  one  thousand  four 
hundred  pounds :  and  by  indenture  of  feoffment,  dated  the 
fourth  day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
one,  made  or  expressed  to  be  made  between  the  Principal  and 
Council  of  the  College  of  the  first  part;  James  Johnstone  and 
William  Sands  Cox  of  the  second  part ;  The  Earl  of  Dartmouth, 
The  Earl  of  Bradford,  and  The  Reverend  Vaughan  Thomas, 
trustees  of  the  deed  of  the  fourteenth  day  of  December,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  of  the  third  part ;  and 
Clement  Mansfield  Tngleby  of  the  fourth  part ;  the  site  of  the 
College  was  conveyed  to  the  use  of  the  parties  of  the  third  part, 
in  fee,  for  securing  the  one  thousand  pounds  advanced  by  them, 
subject  to  the  previous  charge  of  one  thousand  four  hundred 
pounds  to  Dr.  Johnstone  and  Mr.  Sands  Cox  for  purchase 
money  unpaid.  That  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  forty-four  a  chapel  was  erected  for  the  use  of  the  College, 
the  expense  being  defrayed  by  subscription. 

That  by  indenture  dated  the  sixth  day  of  June,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-four,  and  made  between  the  College  of 
the  first  part ;  the  said  Dr.  Warnel'ord  of  the  second  part ;  and 
Chancellor  Law,  The  Reverend  Vaughan  Thomas,  and  William 
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Sands  Cox,  as  trustees,  of  the  third  part,  after  reciting  the 
Charter,  and  that  Dr.  Warneford  had  paid  to  the  College  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  pounds,  it  was  witnessed 
that  the  College  granted  to  the  trustees  an  annuity  of  forty 
pounds ;  and  that  on  the  twentieth  September  in  each  year,  or 
within  ten  days  after,  the  Council  would  elect  out  of  the  pupils 
or  students  in  the  school  of  medicine  and  surgery  for  the  time 
being  resident  in  the  College,  and  who  should  have  been 
pupils  or  students  for  not  less  than  twelve  calendar  months 
immediately  preceding,  four  pupils  or  students  who  should 
have  distinguished  themselves  for  attention  and  good  conduct, 
and  should  have  availed  themselves  of  the  religious  instruction  of 
the  Warden  during  the  whole  twelve  months,  and  divide  the  said 
annuity  of  forty  pounds  among  the  pupils  or  students  so  elected. 

That  by  indenture  made  the  sixteenth  day  of  October,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-four,  between  the  College  of 
the  first  part ;  Dr.  Warneford  of  the  second  part ;  and  Chan- 
cellor Law,  The  Reverend  Vaughan  Thomas,  and  William 
Sands  Cox,  of  the  third  part,  after  reciting  the  Charter,  and 
that  Dr.  Warneford  had  paid  to  the  College  one  thousand 
pounds,  it  was  witnessed,  that  the  College  gi'anted  unto  the 
trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  an  annuity  of  forty  pounds, 
to  be  held  upon  trust,  to  pay  the  same  to  the  Warden  for  the 
time  being  of  the  College  as  Chaplain  of  the  Chapel  belonging 
to  the  College,  and  then  about  to  be  consecrated,  such  Warden 
being  a  clergyman  of  the  Church  of  England,  graduated  in  the 
University  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge ;  provided  that  every 
Warden  as  such  Chaplain  who  shoixld  be  entitled  to  receive 
the  said  annuity  of  forty  pounds,  should  perform  Divine  Service 
in  the  said  chapel,  and  should,  during  such  period  in  each 
year  as  should  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  Council, 
deliver  a  course  of  lectures  on  Morals  and  Theology,  open 
gratuitously  to  the  pupils  or  students  of  the  College. 

That  by  indenture  dated  the  fourteenth  day  of  April,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-five,  and  made  or  expressed 
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to  be  mado  between  the  College  of  the  first  part ;  Dr.  Warne- 
ford  of  the  second  part;  and  the  said  James  Thomas  Law, 
Vaughan  Thomas,  and  William  Sands  Cox:  of  the  third  part, 
reciting  the  said  Charter,  and  the  said  indenture  of  the 
sixteenth  day  of  October,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty- four,  and  that  the  said  Samuel  Wilson  Warneford,  being 
desii'ous  of  augmenting  the  stipend  of  the  Warden  of  the  said 
College,  had  paid  to  the  College  the  further  sum  of  one 
thousand  pounds,  it  was  witnessed,  that  the  Queen's  College 
granted  unto  the  trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  an  annuity  of 
forty  pounds,  in  addition  to  the  annuity  of  forty  pounds 
granted  by  the  recited  indenture  of  the  16th  day  of  October, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-fom*,  to  be  held  on  the 
same  trusts  as  that~annuity. 

That  by  indenture  dated  the  nineteenth  day  of  September, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-six,  and  made  or 
expressed  to  be  made  between  the  College  of  the  first  part ; 
Dr.  Warneford  of  the  second  part ;  and  Chancellor  Law,  The 
Reverend  Vaughan  Thomas,  and  William  Sands  Cox,  of 'the 
third  part,  reciting  the  Charter,  and  that  Dr.  Warneford  had 
paid  to  the  College  one  thousand  pounds,  the  College  granted 
to  the  trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  an  annuity  of  forty 
pounds  for  the  salary  of  the  Medical  Tutor  of  the  College, 
provided  he  should  take  his  meals  with  the  students,  should 
attend  chapel,  and  should  give  instruction  in  the  various 
branches  of  medicine,  surgery,  and  midwifery. 

That  a  second  or  Supplemental  Charter  was  obtained  by 
the  College  :  that  by  this  Charter,  which  is  dated  the  fifteenth 
day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-seven, 
after  reciting  the  Charter  of  the  seventeenth  day  of  July,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-three,  and  that  on  the 
report  of  the  Chancellor,  Vice-chancellor,  and  Fellows  of  the 
University  of  London,  Her  Majesty  authorised  (ho  said  university 
to  admit  students  of  the  said  College  to  be  candidates  for  the 
degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine  and  Doctor  of  Medicine  in 
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the  said  university;  and  further,  on  behalf  of  the  said  College, 
did  issue  a  warrant  under  the  sign  manual,  authorising  the 
said  College  to  grant  certificates  to  the  students  of  the  said 
College,  entitling  them  to  be  admitted  as  candidates  for  the 
respective  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Master  of  Arts, 
Bachelor  of  Laws,  and  Doctor  of  Laws,  to  be  conferred  by 
the  said  university  on  presentation  of  such  certificates ;  and 
that  since  the  grant  of  the  Charter  the  Principal,  Vice- 
principal,  and  others  constituting  the  Council  of  the  said 
College,  had  caused  to  be  erected  for  the  use  of  the  students 
of  the  said  College  a  chapel,  consecrated  by  the  Lord  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  wherein  daily  prayers  were  read  by  a  Chaplain 
licensed  by  the  said  Bishop,  and  Divine  Service  performed 
twice  every  Sunday,  with  two  sermons,  at  which  the  students 
were  expected  to  attend  ;  and  that  suitable  buildings  had  been 
erected  for  the  residence  of  students  within  the  said  College, 
and  that  a  department  had  been  established  in  the  said  College 
in  which  the  various  branches  of  Literature,  Science,  and  Art 
were  taught,  and  also  the  doctrines  and  duties  of  Christianity, 
as  the  same  were  inculcated  in  the  united  Church  of  England 
and  Ireland ;  and  tutors  and  masters  had  been  appointed,  who 
resided  in  the  College,  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  the 
education  of  the  said  department,  and  maintaining  discipline, 
order,  and  regularity  among  the  students  in  the  several  de- 
partments of  the  said  College ;  and  reciting  that  Dr.  Warneford 
had  presented  one  thousand  pounds  for  the  endowment  of 
Scholarships,  one  thousand  pounds  for  the  endowment  of  Prize 
Essays,  one  thousand  pounds  for  the  endowment  of  a  Chap- 
laincy for  the  said  College,  one  thousand  pounds  for  securing 
the  delivery  annually  of  such  a  regular  course  of  Divinity 
Lectures  as  might  seem  best  calculated  to  promote  the  great 
Christian  ends  and  purposes  of  the  said  College,  and  one 
thousand  pounds  for  the  endowment  of  a  Medical  Tutorship ; 
and  that  the  said  Principal,  Vice-principal,  and  Council  had 
erected  or  assisted  in  erecting,  by  means  of  public  and  private 
donations  and  benefactions,  a  Hospital,j3tyled  by  Her  Majesty's 
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most   gracious  permission   "The  Queen's  Hospital  at  Bir- 
mingham "  (with  detached  fever  wards),  capable  of  containing 
two  hundred  beds  for  patients,  wherein  the  students  in  the 
medical  department  of  the  said  College  had  received  and  were 
receiving,  from  the  several  professors,  physicians,  and  surgeons 
attached  to  the  said  College  and  Hospital,  clinical  instruction, 
and  that  Dr.  Warneford  had  presented  one  thousand  pounds 
for  the  endowment  of  a  Chaplaincy  of  the  said  Hospital,  Her 
Majesty,  on  the  petition  of  the  Visitor,  Principal,  "Vice-principal, 
Treasurer,  and  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  on  behalf  of  the  said 
College,  granted,  constituted,  and  declared  that  the  Principal 
and  Council  of  the  said  College  should  be  and  they  were 
thereby  constituted  one  body  politic  and  coi'porate  by  the  name 
of  "  The  Principal  and  Council  of  the  Queen's  College  at 
Birmingham,"  and  should  by  the  same  name  and  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid  have  perpetual  succession  and  a  common 
seal ;  and  by  the  same  name  they  and  their  successors  should 
be  able  to  take,  purchase,  and  hold  for  the  use  of  the  said 
Queen's  College,  and  for  the  use  of  the  said  Queen's  Hospital 
at  Birmingham,  any  goods,  chattels,  or  personal  property 
whatsoever ;  and,  notwithstanding  the  statutes  of  mortmain, 
to  take,  purchase,  and  hold  to  them  and  their  successors,  not 
only  all  such  lands,  buildings,  hereditaments,  and  possessions 
as  might  from  time  to  time  be  exclusively  used  for  the  sites  and 
immediate  purposes  of  the  said  College  and  Hospital  respectively, 
but  also,  for  the  use  and  maintenance  of  the  said  College, 
any  other  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments,  and  possessions 
whatsoever,  not  exceeding  the  annual  value  of  two  thousand 
five  hundred  pounds  ;  and  also,  for  the  use  and  maintenance  of 
the  said  Hospital,  any  other  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments, 
and  possessions  whatsoever,  not  exceeding  the  annual  value  of 
two  thousand  five  hundred  pounds.    And  that  the  said  Principal 
and  Council  and  their  successors  should  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  sell,  alien,  demise,  sharge,  or  otherwise  dispose  of 
any  real  or  personal  property  from  time  to  time  held  for  the 
benefit  of  the  said  College  and  Hospital  respectively.  Provided 
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nevertheless,  that  the  said  Principal  and  Council  and  their 
successors  should  not  at  any  time  hold,  by  virtue  of  the  said 
original  Charter  and  of  the  now  reciting  Supplemental  Charter, 
lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments  exceeding  the  annual 
value  of  five  thousand  pounds,  other  than  and  besides  the  lands 
and  buildings  used  and  occupied  for  the  sites  and  immediate 
purposes  of  the  said  College  and  Hospital  respectively ;  such 
annual  value  to  be  calculated  and  ascertained  at  the  period  of 
talcing,  purchasing,  or  acquiring  the  same. 

That  after  the  decease  of  the  then  present  Visitor,  the  Lord 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  the  time  being  should  be  the  Visitor 
of  the  said  College ;  that  the  Principal  should  be  a  nobleman,  or 
one  of  the  honorary  Governors,  and  a  member  of  the  Church  of 
England ;  the  Vice-principal  a  dignitary  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land, residing  at  or  near  Birmingham ;  and  that  the  Treasurer, 
the  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  and  all  Classical,  Mathematical,  and 
Medical  Tutors  of  the  said  College  should  be  members  of  the 
Church  of  England  and  Ireland  as  by  law  established ;  and  that 
the  Classical  and  Mathematical  Tutors  should  be  graduates  of 
the  University  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge.  And  that  the  Principal, 
Vice-principal,  Treasurer,  and  Dean  of  the  Faculty  should  hold 
then*  respective  offices  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Council,  and 
that  on  any  vacancy  occurring  in  such  offices  respectively,  such 
officers  should  from  time  to  time  respectively  be  nominated  and 
appointed  by  the  Council ;  and  that,  in  addition  to  the  members 
of  the  Council  constituted  by  the  former  Charter,  two  members 
of  the  Committee  of  Council  of  the  said  Queen's  Hospital,  to  be 
elected  by  the  Hospital  board  previously  to  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  the  Governors  of  the  College,  should  be  members  of 
the  Council ;  and  that  the  Senior  Physician  and  Senior  Surgeon 
of  the  said  Hospital,  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  High  Sheriff  of 
the   county  of  Warwick,   the   Dean   of  the   Cathedral  of 
Worcester,  and   the   Archdeacon   of  the   Archdeaconry  of 
Coventry,  the  Mayor  of  the  Borough  of  Birmingham,  the 
High  Bailiff  of  the  Manor  cf  Birmingham,  and  the  Rectors 
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of  the  parishes  of  Saint  Martin  and  Saint  Philip  in  Birmingham, 
for  the  time  being  respectively,  should,  by  virtue  of  their 
respective  offices,  be  members  of  the  Council. 

And  that  the  Principal  and  Council  should  have  power  to 
accept,  on  behalf  of  the  College  or  Hospital,  gifts  and  endow- 
ments for  promoting  particular  objects  of  education,  or  otherwise 
in  aid  of  the  general  purposes  of  the  College  or  Hospital,  on  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  might  be  agreed  upon  for  the  purpose 
between  the  said  College  and  the  persons  bestowing  such  gifts 
and  endowments.  And  that  the  Council  should  have  the  power 
of  making  bye  laws  for  regulating  the  affairs  of  the  College ;  the 
number,  description,  and  privileges  of  the  Fellows,  Professors, 
Tutors,  and  Masters  ;  the  place  and  mode  of  electing  the  same, 
and  all  subordinate  officers,  the  same  not  being  repugnant  to  or 
subversive  of  the  general  objects  of  the  College,  more  especially 
as  respects  the  provision  before  contained  directing  that  the 
Principal,  Vice-principal,  Treasurer,  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  and 
Classical,  Mathematical,  and  Medical  Tutors,  should  be  mem- 
bers of  the  united  Church  of  England  and  Ireland;  and  that  all 
such  bye  laws  and  regulations  when  reduced  into  writing,  after 
the  common  seal  of  the  College  had  been  affixed  thereto,  should 
be  binding  on  all  members  thereof.  And  that  the  Council 
should  have  power  from  time  to  time  to  elect  noblemen,  civil 
and  ecclesiastical  dignitaries,  benefactors,  and  foreigners  dis- 
tinguished for  scientific  research,  to  be  honorary  Governors  of 
the  said  College.  And  that  the  Council  should  have  power  from 
time  to  time  to  elect  such  members  of  the  College  holding 
a  diploma  in  medicine  or  surgery,  or  being  graduates  in  medicine, 
law,  or  arts,  or  such  members  of  the  late  Birmingham  Royal 
School  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  as  the  Council  might  by 
their  bye  laws  determine,  to  be  Fellows  of  the  College,  with 
power  to  vote  at  all  special  and  general  meetings  of  the 
Governors,  and  with  such  other  powers  and  privileges  as  might 
be  determined  upon  from  time  to  time  by  the  said  Council. 

And  that  the  Principal  and  Council  of  the  College  should  have 
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the  custody  of  the  common  seal  of  the  College,  with  power  to 
use  the  same  for  the  affairs  and  concerns  thereof.  And  that  the 
Council,  subject  and  without  prejudice  to  the  power  of  the 
Visitor  for  the  time  being,  should  have  the  entire  management, 
superintendence,  and  control  oyer  the  affairs,  property,  dis- 
cipline, and  servants  of  the  College ;  and  in  all  cases  not  pro- 
vided for  by  the  former  or  by  this  Charter,  it  should  be  lawful 
for  the  Council  to  act  in  such  manner  as  should  appear  to  them 
best  calculated  to  promote  the  objects  and  interests  of  the 
College.  And  that  at  every  meeting  of  the  Council  the  person 
to  preside  as  chairman  should  be  the  Principal  of  the  College, 
or. in  his  absence,  or  on  his  declining  to  take  the  chair,  the  Vice- 
principal;  or  in  case  both  of  them  should  be  absent,  or  decline  to 
take  the  chair,  then  any  one  of  the  members  present,  to  be 
appointed  by  themselves.  That  all  questions  before  the  Council 
should  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present,  and  the 
chairman  at  any  such  meeting  should  have  a  vote,  and  in  case  of 
an  equality  of  votes,  a  second  or  casting  vote ;  provided  that  no 
question  should  be  decided  at  any  meeting  of  the  Council  unless 
five  members  thereof  at  least  should  be  present  at  the  time  of  such 
decision.  And  that  the  power  of  appointing  the  Chaplain  and 
the  medical  and  surgical  officers  of  the  Queen's  Hospital,  from 
time  to  time  as  vacancies  occur,  should  be  vested  in  the 
Council.  And  that  all  fees  from  students  for  attendance  on  the 
medical  and  surgical  practice  of  the  said  Hospital  should  be 
paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  College,  for  the  use  and  purposes 
of  the  said  Hospital ;  provided  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the 
Council  from  time  to  time  to  pay  over  such  proportion  of  the 
said  fees  as  they  should  think  fit  to  such  medical  and  surgical 
officers  as  were  engaged  in  the  actual  duties  of  Professors  of 
the  College,  and  of  medical  and  surgical  officers  of  the  Hospital. 

That  in  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty,  one 
thousand  pounds  was  given  to  the  College  by  Dr.  Warneford, 
for  the  creation  of  forty  pounds  a  year  for  the  use  of  a  Warden, 
to  be  appointed  for  the  Arts  Department.    That  the  trusts  of 


such  one  thousand  pounds  were  declared  by  indenture,  dated 
tho  thirtieth  day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
fifty,  mado  or  expressed  to  be  made  between  the  Principal  and 
Council  of  the  said  College  of  the  first  part ;  Dr.  Warneford  of 
the  second  part;  and  tho  said  James  Thomas  Law,  Vaughan 
Thomas,  and  William  Sands  Cox,  of  the  third  part,  whereby, 
after  reciting  the  Charter  and  Supplemental  Chai-ter,  and  that 
Dr.  Warneford  had  paid  to  the  College  one  thousand  pounds,  it 
was  witnessed,  that  the  College  granted  unto  the  trustees, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  an  annuity  of  forty  pounds,  upon  trust, 
to  pay  the  same  unto  the  Warden  for  the  time  being  of  the 
College,  to  bo  appointed  as  after  mentioned,  provided  that  he 
should  be  a  member  of  the  Church  of  England,  in  Priest's  Orders, 
and  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Oxford  or  of  the  University 
of  Cambridge  ;  that  he  be  appointed  by  the  Council  for  the  time 
being  of  the  Arts  Department  of  the  College,  subject  nevertheless 
to  confirmation  by  the  annual  general  meeting ;  that  he  should 
take  his  meals  at  the  hall  at  his  pleasure,  free  from  charge ;  and 
that  in  the  absence  of  the  Principal  and  Vice-principal  of  the 
College,  he  should  take  the  chair  at  all  meetings  of  the  Council 
and  Committees,  and  perform  in  their  absence  all  their  other 
duties ;  that  he  should  be  responsible  for  the  instruction  of  the 
students,  in  all  the  departments  of  the  College,  in  Christian 
ethics,  church  history,  and  the  doctrines  of  the  Church  of 
England ;  and  that  he  should  examine  all  the  students  coming 
up  for  admission  in  reference  to  the  departments  in  which  they 
x'espectively  propose  to  enter. 

That  by  the  first  deed  of  endowment  of  the  Theological 
Department,  which  bore  date  the  twenty-first  day  of  August, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  and  was  made 
between  the  Principal  and  Council  of  the  said  College  of  the 
first  part ;  Dr.  Warneford  of  the  second  part ;  and  the  said 
James  Thomas  Law,  Vaughan  Thomas,  and  William  Sands 
Cox,  of  the  third  part;  reciting  the  Charter  and  Supplemental 
Charter,  and  that  the  object  of  the  corporation  was  the  educa- 
tion of  youth  in  the  various  branches  of  literature,  science,  and 
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art,  and  also  in  the  doctrines  and  duties  of  Christianity,  as  the 
same  were  inculcated  in  the  united  Church  of  England  and 
Ireland ;  and  that  Dr.  Warneford  had  paid  to  the  College  three 
thousand  pounds ;  it  -was  witnessed,  that  the  College  granted 
unto  the  trustees  an  annuity  of  one  hundred  and  twenty 
pounds,  upon  trust,  to  pay  the  same  to  the  Professor  of  Pastoral 
Divinity  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  College,  to  be  appointed 
as  after  mentioned,  such  Professor  nevertheless  being  a  member 
of  the  Church  of  England;  provided  that  every  Professor  of 
Pastoral  Divinity  or  pastoral  teacher  for  the  time  being  of  the 
College,  who  should  be  entitled  to  receive  the  aforesaid  annuity 
of  one  hundred  and  twenty  pounds,  should  be  a  graduate  of  the 
University  of  Oxford  or  of  the  University  of  Cambridge,  in 
Priest's  Orders ;  and  should  teach  such  students  who  intended  to 
be  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  the  Church  of  England  the 
ministerial  duties  in  their  various  branches,  as  also  the  com- 
position and  delivery  of  sermons,  the  reading  of  the  Church 
Service,  the  history  of  the  liturgies,  the  reason  and  use  of 
rubrics,  and  all  other  matters  connected  with  and  subservient 
to  a  faithful  and  efficient  performance  of  what  the  Church 
requires  of  her  pastors  and  ministers  for  the  edification  of  their 
flocks.  Provided  also,  that  every  such  pastoral  teacher  as 
aforesaid  should  be  appointed  by  the  Visitor  (the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese)  and  Warden  and  Council  of  the  Department  of 
General  Literature  for  the  time  being  of  the  College,  subject 
nevertheless  to  the  confirmation  of  every  such  appointment  by 
the  general  annual  meeting  of  the  College. 

That  in  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty,  the 
purchase  of  certain  premises,  forming  the  site  of  other  part  of 
the  College,  was  completed. 

That  by  indenture  dated  the  fourth  day  of  May,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty,  and  made  or  expressed  to  be 
made  between  John  Willmore  of  the  first  part;  the  Principal 
and  Council  of  the  said  College  of  the  second  part;  Dr.  Warne- 
ford of  the  third  part;  and  the  said  James  Thomas  Law, 
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Vauglmn  Thomas,  and  William  Sands  Cox,  of  the  fourth  part, 
reciting  that  Dr.  Warneford  had  paid  to  the  College  four 
thousand  pounds,  and  that  the  College  had  agreed  to  secure  an 
annuity  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  pounds,  and  reciting  the  pur- 
chase of  the  site  for  one  thousand  six  hundred  pounds,  and  that 
new  buildings  had  been  erected  of  the  value  of  two  thousand 
four  hundred  pounds,  being  the  remainder  of  the  said  sum  of 
four  thousand  pounds,  the  vendor  conveyed  the  site  of  the  east 
wing  to  the  parties  of  the  fourth  part,  and  their  heirs,  to  the 
use  that  they  should  receive  an  annuity  of  one  hundred  and 
sixty  pounds,  with  power  of  distress  and  entry';  and  subject 
thereto,  the  premises  were  to  go  and  remain  to  the  use  of  the 
Principal  and  Council  of  the  Queen's  College  and  their  succes- 
sors for  ever.  That  the  trusts  of  the  annuity  of  one  hundred 
and  sixty  pounds  -were  declared  to  be,  to  pay  thereout  the 
yearly  sum  of  one  hundred  and  t  wenty  pounds  to  the  Professor 
of  Pastoral  Theology  for  the  time  being,  to  be  appointed  as 
thereafter  mentioned,  upon  the  condition  that  he  should  deliver 
in  the  lecture  room  of  the  College  a  course  of  lectures,  according 
to  such  scheme  as  might  be  determined  by  the  Principal  and 
Council,  to  the  intent  that  the  students  who  intended  to  be  can- 
didates for  Holy  Orders  in  the  united  Church  of  England  and 
Ireland,  might  be  taught  the  duties  of  a  minister  of  the  said 
Church  in  their  various  branches,  including  the  composition 
and  delivery  of  sermons,  the  reading  of  the  Church  Service, 
the  history  of  liturgies,  the  reason  and  use  of  rubrics,  and  all 
other  matters  connected  with  and  subservient  to  a  faithful  and 
efficient  performance  of  what  the  Church  requires  of  her 
pastors  and  ministers  for  the  edification  of  their  congregations. 
And  upon  further  trust,  to  pay  out  of  the  said  annuity  the 
yearly  sum  of  forty  pounds  to  the  Warden  for  the  time  being 
of  the  College,  provided  that  he  should  exercise  a  general 
superintendence  over  the  working  of  the  said  College,  and  per- 
form such  other,  duties  as  the  Principal  and  Council  for  the  time 
being  should  direct.  Provided  that  every  such  Professor  of 
Pastoral  Theology  and  Warden  should  be  a  graduate  of  Oxford 


or  Cambridge,  in  Priest's  Orders,  and  skonld  be  appointed  by 
the  Committee  of  Council  of  the  Department  of  General  Litera- 
ture for  the  time  being  of  the  College,  subject  as  to  such 
appointment  to  the  same  being  confirmed  by  the  general 
annual  meeting  of  the  College. 

That  on  the  nineteenth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-one,  Dr.  Warneford  gave  a  further  sum  of 
five  hundred  pounds  to  the  College  on  certain  conditions  ;  that 
the  trusts  of  this  gift  were  declared  by  indenture,  dated  the 
thirtieth  day  of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
one,  made  or  expressed  to  be  made  between  the  Principal  and 
Council  of  the  said  College  of  the  first  part ;  Dr.  Warneford  of 
the  second  part ;  and  the  said  James  Thomas  Law,  Vaughan 
Thomas,  and  William  Sands  Cox,  of  the  third  part;  whereby, 
after  reciting  that  the  said  Samuel  Wilson  Waimeford,  being 
desirous  of  increasing  the  annuity  for  the  use  of  the  Warden, 
had  paid  to  the  College  the  further  sum  of  five  hundred 
pounds,  it  was  witnessed,  that  the  College  granted  unto  the 
trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  an  annuity  of  twenty  pounds, 
to  be  held  upon  the  trusts  and  purposes  declared  in  the 
indenture  of  the  thirtieth  day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty,  of  and  concerning  the  annuity  of  forty 
pounds  therein  mentioned,  and  that  the  clauses  and  provisions 
contained  in  that  indenture  with  refei'ence  to  the  qualification, 
duties,  and  appointment  of  the  Warden  should  extend  to  the 
annuity  of  twenty  pounds. 

That  by  indenture  dated  the  sixteenth  day  of  April,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  and  made  or  expressed 
fco  be  made  between  the  Principal  and  Council  of  the  said 
College  of  the  first  part ;  Dr.  Warneford  of  the  second  part ; 
and  the  said  James  Thomas  Law,  Vaughan  Thomas,  and 
William  Sands  Cox,  of  the  third  part;  reciting  that  Dr.  Warne- 
ford, being  desirous  of  increasing  the  endowment  of  the 
Professorship  of  Pastoral  Divinity  in  the  College,  had  paid  to 
the  College  the  further  sum  of  one  thousand  four  hundred 
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pounds, it  was  witnessed,  that  tho  College  granted  unto  the 
said  James  Thomas  Law,  Vaughan  Thomas,  and  William 
Sands  Cox,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  an  annuity  of  fifty-six 
pounds,  to  be  held  upon  the  trusts  and  purposes  expressed, 
declared,  and  contained  in  tho  indenture  of  the  twenty-first 
day  of  August,  0110  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine, 
concerning  the  annuity  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  pounds,  and 
that  the  clauses  and  provisions  of  that  deed  with  reference  to 
the  qualification,  duties,  and  appointment  of  the  Professor  or 
Pastoral  Teacher  should  extend  to  the  said  annuity  of  fifty- 
six  pounds. 

That  a  third  Charter  was  obtained  for  the  said  College ;  and 
by  this  Charter,  which  is  dated  the  thirty-first  day  of  Decem- 
ber, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  after  reciting 
the  two  former  Charters,  and  that  Dr.  Warneford  had,  in 
addition  to  his  former  benefactions,  bestowed  on  the  College 
four  thousand  four  hundred  pounds,  for  the  endowment  of  a 
Professorship  of  Pastoral  Theology,  and  one  thousand  five 
hundred  pounds,  in  addition  to  two  thousand  pounds  previously 
bestowed,  for  the  endowment  of  a  Wardenship ;  and  that  the 
said  Principal  and  Council  were  desirous  of  proceeding  to  the 
appointment  of  a  Warden  and  the  foundation  of  a  Depart- 
ment of  Theology,  in  conformity  with  the  endowments  and 
according  to  the  intents  and  purposes  of  Dr.  Warneford,  Her 
Majesty  granted,  constituted,  and  declared,  that  the  power  of 
appointing  the  Warden,  from  time  to  time  as  vacancies  should 
occur,  should  be  vested  in  the  ex-officio  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil, as  constituted  by  the  former  end  Supplemental  Charters,  to 
be  called  the  Committee  of  Council  of  the  Arts  Department ; 
and  that  the  said  Warden  should  be  a  clergyman  of  the  Church 
of  England,  in  Priest's  Orders,  and  a  graduate  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Oxford  or  Cambiudge ;  and  that  the  said  Warden  should 
be  a'member  of  the  said  Council  and  Committee  of  Council  of 
the  said  Queen's  College,  ex-officio.  And  that  whenever,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Committee  of  Council  of  the  Arts  Department, 
the  Warden  ought  to  be  removed  by  reason  of  neglect  of  duty, 
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incapacity  from  permanent  illness,  or  other  sufficient  cause,  a 
report  to  that  effect  -was  to  be  laid  by  the  Committee  of  Council 
before  a  special  general  meeting  of  the  Governors,  and  two- 
thirds  of  the  persons  present  at  such  meeting  should  have 
power  of  removing  such  Warden ;  the  votes  of  such  meeting  to 
be  taken  by  ballot.  And  that  the  Professor  of  Pastoral  Theology 
should  be  a  clergyman  of  the  Church  of  England,  in  Priest's 
Orders,  and  a  graduate  of  the  universities  of  Oxford  or  Cam- 
bridge. That  the  appointment  of  the  Professor  of  Pastoral 
Theology  should,  from  time  to  time  as  vacancies  should  occur, 
be  vested  in  a  Committee  of  Council,  to  be  called  "  The 
Committee  of  Council  of  the  Theological  Department ; "  and 
that  such  Committee  of  Council  of  the  said  Theological  Depart- 
ment should  consist  of  the  Principal,  the  Vice-principal,  the 
Warden,  the  Treasurer,  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  the  Lord 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Dean  of  the  Cathedral  of 
Worcester,  the  Archdeacon  of  the  Archdeaconry  of  Coven- 
try, the  Rector  of  the  Parish  of  Saint  Martin,  and  the  Rector 
of  the  Parish  of  Saint  Philip,  in  Birmingham,  all  for  the  time 
being.  And  that  the  Committee  of  Council  of  the  Theological 
Department  should  have  the  entire  management,  superinten- 
dence, and  control  over  the  affairs  of  the  said  Department  of 
Theology,  and  over  the  discipline  of  the  students  belonging 
thereto,  anything  in  the  previous  Charter  and  Supplemental 
Charter  notwithstanding.  And  in  all  cases  unprovided  for  by  ' 
this  Supplemental  Charter,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  Committee 
of  Council  to  act  in  such  manner  as  should  appear  to  them 
best  calculated  to  promote  the  purposes  intended  by  the  said 
department.  And  that,  in  addition  to  the  members  of  the 
Council  as  previously  constituted  by  the  Charter  and  Supple- 
mental Charter,  two  members  of  the  Institution  of  the 
Mechanical  Engineers,  two  members  of  the  Architectural 
Society  established  in  Birmingham,  and  two  members  of  the 
Law  Society  established  in  Birmingham,  to  be  elected  by  their 
respective  societies  previously  to  the  annual  general  meeting  of 
the  Governors  of  the  said  College,  should  be  members  of  the 
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Council.  And  reciting  that  subsequently  to  the  granting  of 
the  said  Charter  and  Supplemental  Charter,  an  east  wing  had 
been  erected  in  the  said  Queen's  College  for  the  reception  of 
students  in  the  Engineering  and  Architectural  department,  and 
also  lecture  rooms  and  an  engineering  workshop;  and  that 
it  was  proposed  to  open  the  said  department  of  the  College 
forthwith  for  the  reception  of  students ;  Her  Majesty's  pleasure 
was,  that  students  who  had  completed  not  less  than  a  three 
years'  course  of  instruction  in  the  Engineering  and  Architectural 
Department  in  the  College,  and  had  passed,  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  examiner  or  examiners  to  be  appointed  by  the  Council, 
three  public  examinations,  should  be  entitled  to  the  academic 
rank  of  Civil  Engineers  in  the  said  College,  and  receive  from 
the  Principal  a  diploma  under  the  seal  of  the  College. 

That  in  the  months  of  April  and  of  October,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-two,  Dr.  Warneford  gave  to  the 
College  twelve  thousand  pounds  four-pounds-ten-shillings  per- 
petual Great  Western  Railway  preference  stock,  whereof  six 
thousand  five  hundred  pounds  was  for  the  Warden ;  two 
thousand  five  hundred  pounds  for  the  Professor  of  Pastoral 
Theology ;  one  thousand  pounds  for  four  Divinity  Scholarships  ; 
and  two  thousaud  pounds  for  Classical  and  Mathematical  Tutors. 

That  the  trusts  were  declared  by  the  following  deeds  (that 
is  to  say)  :  that  by  indenture  dated  the  fifteenth  day  of  April, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-two,  and  made  or 
expressed  to  be  made  between  Dr.  Warneford  of  the  first  part ; 
the  said  James  Thomas  Law,  Vaughan  Thomas,  William 
Dickins,  and  the  said  William  Sands  Cox,  of  the  second  part ; 
and  the  Principal  and  Council  of  the  said  College  of  the  third 
part;  reciting  the  said  Charter  and  two  Supplemental  Charters, 
and  the  said  indentures  of  the  sixteenth  day  of  October,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-four;  fourteenth  day  of 
April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-five;  thirtieth  day 
of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty;  and  nine- 
teenth day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one; 


arid  that  Dr.  Warneford  had  purchased  with  his  own  moneys, 
in  the  name  of  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  six  thousand 
five  hundred  pounds  fixed  four-pounds-ten-shillings  per 
centum  stock  of  the  Great  Western  Railway  Company,  it  was 
witnessed  and  declared,  that  the  said  railway  stock  was  so 
purchased,  upon  trust,  to  pay  and  apply  the  dividends,  interest, 
and  annual  income  in  permanently  increasing  the  stipend  or 
salary  of  the  Warden  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  College. 
Provided  that  every  such  Warden  should  be  duly  qualified  to 
fill  such  office  according  to  the  special  directions  in  that  behalf 
contained  in  the  before-mentioned  Charters,  or  either  of  them, 
or  any  or  either  of  the  before-mentioned  indentures  ;  and  also  at 
all  times  diligently,  faithfully,  and  efficiently  fulfil  the  duties  of 
that  office,  or  in  any  way  connected  therewith.  Provided  that 
in  case  the  said  James  Thomas  Law  and  William  Sands  Cox 
should,  during  their  joint  lives  (but  no  longer),  or  at  any  time 
or  times  during  that  period,  think  fit,  and  so  direct  in  writing, 
that  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  annual  income  which  should 
arise  from  the  said  trust  fund  of  six  thousand  five  hundred 
pounds  thereby  settled,  or  any  part  thereof,  should  be  applied 
for  the  advancement  and  general  purposes  of  the  Theological 
Department  of  the  said  College,  then  that  the  same  should  so 
long,  during  the  joint  lives  of  the  said  James  Thomas  Law  and 
William  Sands  Cox,  as  their  discretion  should  think  expedient, 
be  so  paid  and  applied,  instead  of  increasing  the  said  Warden's 
annual  stipend  as  before  mentioned.  Provided  that  every  future 
Warden  who  should  be  or  become  entitled  to  receive  the  said 
annuities,  payable  under  the  said  recited  indentures,  and  the 
income  which  should  arise  from  the  trust  fund  and  moneys 
settled  by  the  now-stating  indenture,  or  any  part  thereof 
respectively,  should  be  appointed  by  the  Committee  of  Council 
of  the  Arts  Department,  as  constituted  by  the  said  recited 
Charters.  Provided  also,  and  it  was  further  declared,  that  the 
several  clauses  and  provisions  in  the  said  before-mentioned 
Charters  and  indentures  respectively  contained,  either  ex- 
pressly  or  by  reference,  in  relation  to  the  qualification  and 
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duties  of  tho  said  Warden,  should  extend  and  be  applicable  to 
the  said  railway  stock  thereby  settled. 

That  by  indenture  made  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  one 
thousand  eight  hundrod  and  fifty-two,  between  Dr.  Warneford 
of  the  first  part;  tho  said  James  Thomas  Law,  Vaughan 
Thomas,  William  Dickins,  and  William  Sands  Cox,  of  the 
second  part ;  and  the  Principal  aud  Council  of  the  said  College 
of  the  third  part ;  reciting  the  Charter  and  first  Sup- 
plemental Charter,  the  indentures  of  the  twenty-first  day  of 
August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  and  the 
sixteenth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
one,  and  the  second  Supplemental  Charter ;  and  that  the  said 
Samuel  Wilson  Warneford  had  purchased  with  his  own  moneys, 
in  the  names  of  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  two  thousand 
five  hundred  pounds  fixed  four-pounds-ten-shillings  per  centum 
stock  of  the  Great  Western  Railway  Company,  it  was  witnessed, 
that  the  trustees  should  be  possessed  of  the  same,  upon  trust, 
to  pay  the  dividends,  interest,  and  annual  income  in  perma- 
nently increasing  the  yearly  stipend  or  salary  of  the  Professor 
of  Pastoral  Divinity  of  the  College.  Provided  that  every  such 
Professor  should  be  duly  qualified  to  fill  such  office,  according 
to  the  special  directions  in  that  behalf  contained  in  the  before- 
mentioned  Charters,  or  either  of  them,  or  any  or  either  of  the 
before-mentioned  indentures ;  and  also  at  all  times  diligently, 
faithfully,  and  efficiently  fulfil  the  several  duties  of  that  office, 
or  in  any  way  connected  therewith.  Provided  also,  that  the 
several  clauses  and  provisions  in  tho  said  before-mentioned 
Charters  and  indentures  respectively  contained,  either  expressly 
or  by  reference,  in  relation  to  the  appointment,  qualification, 
and  duties  of  the  said  Professor,  should  extend  aud  be 
applicable  as  well  to  the  said  railway  stock  as  to  the  aforesaid 
annuities  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  pounds  and  fifty-six 
pounds  respectively. 

That  by  indenture  made  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-two,  between  Dr.  Warneford 
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of  the  first  part;  the  said  James  Thomas  Law,  Vaughan 
Thomas,  William  Dickins,  and  William  Sands  Cox,  of  the  second 
part ;  and  the  Principal  and  Council  of  the  said  College  of  the 
third  part;  after  reciting  the  Charter  and  Supplemental 
Charters,  and  that  Dr.  Warneford  had  purchased  with  his  own 
moneys,  in  the  names  of  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  pounds  fixed  four-pounds-ten-shillings  per 
centum  stock  of  the  Great  Western  Railway  Company,  it  was 
witnessed,  that  the  said  railway  stock  was  so  purchased  that 
the  trustees  shonld  be  possessed  of  the  same,  upon  trust, 
to  pay  and  divide  the  dividends,  interest,  and  annual  income  to 
and  among  the  pupils  and  students  for  the  time  being  resident 
in  the  said  College,  as  were  after  declared  to  be  qualified  and 
entitled  to  receive  the  same.  And  that  the  Committee  of  Council 
of  the  Theological  Department  for  the  time  being  of  the 
College  should,  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  July  in  each  year,  or 
within  twenty-eight  days  thereafter,  elect  and  nominate,  from 
out  of  the  pupils  or  students  for  the  time  being  resident  in 
the  College,  and  who  should  have  been  such  pnpils  or  students 
for  a  period  not  being  less  than  twelve  calendar  months  imme- 
diately pi-eceding  such  election  and  nomination,  four  pupils  or 
students  who  should,  in  the  judgment  and  absolute  discretion 
of  the  Committee  of  Council,  have  most  distinguished  them- 
selves for  their  attention,  regularity,  and  assiduity  in  the 
prosecution  of  their  professional  studies  in  the  Theological 
Department  of  the  College,  and  for  their  uniform  good  conduct 
in  observing  the  rules  and  regulations  for  the  time  being  of  the 
College.  And  immediately,  or  within  fourteen  days  after  such 
election  and  nomination,  the  said  annual  income  which  should 
have  arisen  from  the  said  trust  railway  stock,  moneys,  and  funds, 
in  respect  of  the  year  then  immediately  preceding,  should  be 
divided  amongst  the  pupils  or  students  so  elected  and  nominated, 
either  equally,  or,  if  the  said  Committee  of  Council  should  at 
any  time  or  times  think  fi6,  in  such  other  proportions  as  they 
should  for  the  time  being  deem  expedient,  or  the  same  annual 
sum  might,  at  the  discretion  of  the  trustees  thereunder,  be 


applied  in  diminution  of  the  College  expenses  of  such  students  ; 
provided  that  it  should  bo  lawful  for  the  Committee  of  Council 
from  time  to  time  to  institute  and  require,  and  also  in  their 
discretion  to  vary,  such  examination,  certificates,  and  other 
evidence  and  information,  as  they  might  deem  expedient,  with 
reference  to  the  qualifications  and  conduct  of  the  respective 
candidates  for  the  receipt  of  the  said  annuity  or  yearly  sum. 

That  by  indenture  dated  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-two,  and  made  or  expressed 
to  be  made  between  Dr.  Warneford  of  the  first  part ;  the  said 
James  Thomas  Law,  Vaughan  Thomas,  William  Dickins,  and 
William  Sands  Cox,  of  the  second  part;  and  the  Principal  and 
Council  of  the  said  College  of  the  third  part ;  after  reciting  the 
Charter  and  two  Supplemental  Charters,  and  that^Dr.  Warneford 
had  purchased  with  his  own  moneys,  in  the  names  of  the 
parties  of  the  second  part,  two  thousand  pounds  fixed  four- 
pounds-ten-shillings  per  centum  stock  of  the  Great  Western 
Railway  Company,  it  was  witnessed  and  declared,  that  the 
trustees  should  be  possessed  of  the  same,  upon  trust,  to  pay  in 
equal  shares  the  dividends,  interest,  and  annual  income  of  the 
said  railway  stock  to  the  Professor  of  Classical  Literature  for 
the  time  being  of  the  College,  who  should  be  duly  qualified  to 
instruct  the  students  of  the  said  College,  both  in  the  Senior  and 
Junior  departments  thereof,  in  the  Greek  and  Latin  languages, 
according  to  the  schemes  of  instruction  laid  down  and  adopted 
by  the  Council  and  Committees  of  Council  of  the  College,  and 
carried  out  under  the  superintendence  of  The  Reverend  the  . 
Warden  ;  and  more  particularly  to  instruct  the  students  of  the 
Theological  Department  in  such  a  knowledge  of  those  languages 
as  was  necessary  for  reading  and  understanding  the  Holy 
Scriptures  in  the  original  Greek  or  in  the  Greek  and  Latin 
versions ;  and  to  the  Professor  of  Arts  and  Sciences  for  the 
time  being  of  the  College,  who  should  be  duly  qualified  to  instruct 
the  students  of  the  said  College,  both  in  the  Senior  and  J unior 
departments  thereof,  in  pure  and  mixed  Mathematics,  Natural 
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Philosophy,  and  such  of  the  branches  of  arts  and  sciences  as 
were  required  by  the  schemes  of  instruction  laid  down  and 
adopted  by  the  Council  and '  Committees  of  Council  of  the 
College,  and  carried  out  under  the  superintendence  of  the 
"Warden,  with  a  view  to  fit  and  prepare  such  students  for 
obtaining  the  certificates  of  the  College,  and  for  the  rank, 
degree,  or  diploma  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  the  said  Queen's 
College,  in  order  thereby  more  effectually  to  carry  out  the 
objects  of  the  College  with  reference  to  the  preparation  of  the 
students  in  the  Theological  Departments  thereof.  Provided  that 
every  such  Professor  should-  be  and  continue  a  member  of  the 
Church  of  England,  and  have  graduated  and  obtained  degrees 
at  the  University  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  and  should  be 
otherwise  duly  qualified  to  fill  the  aforesaid  Professorships 
according  to  the  directions  and  terms  contained  in  the  before- 
mentioned  Charters,  or  either  of  them  ;  and  should  at  all  times 
diligently,  faithfully,  and  efficiently  fulfil  the  several  duties  of 
their  respective  Professorships. 

That  bye  laws  were  made  from  time  to  time  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  College. 

That  the  Charity  Commissioners  for  England  and  Wales 
caused  an  inquiry  to  be  instituted  by  one  .of  their  inspectors 
into  the  state  of  the  said  College,  and  as  the  result  of  such 
inquiry  it  appeared  in  effect  that  the  College  had  fallen  into  a 
state  of  decay,  and  was  on  the  verge  of  bankruptcy ;  that  the 
buildings  were  suffering  from  want  of  funds  for  repairs,  and 
the  students  diminishing,  and  that  the  College  could  not  be 
made  effective  and  answer  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  founded, 
without  the  interference  of  the  Court  of  Cbancery,  and  that 
the  present  constitution  of  the  said  College  was  defective. 

And  that  the  Charity  Commissioners  by  their  certificate, 
dated  the  third  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-five,  certified  the  case  of  the  College  to  the  informant, 
with  the  view  to  the  institution  of  legal  proceedings ;  and  the 
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informant  by  the  said  Information  prayed  that  all  necessary 
and  proper  accounts  might  be  taken  of  the  income  and  expen- 
diture of  the  said  College,  and  that  the  property  then  subject 
to  trusts  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  College  might  be  ascer- 
tained, and  that  a  Scheme  might  be  settled  for  the  future 
administration  of  the  trusts  of  the  said  charity ;  and  if  it  should 
be  found  necessary,  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity,  that  a 
fresh  Charter  should  be  applied  for  and  obtained,  or  that  an 
Act  of  Parliament  should  be  applied  for,  for  the  future 
regulation  of  the  said  charity,  that  such  Charter  or  Act  of 
Parliament  might  be  applied  for  under  the  direction  of  the 
said  court. 

And  whereas,  the  defendants  to  the  said  Information  duly 
appeared  and  put  in  their  answers  thereto. 

And  whereas,  by  a  decree  of  the  court  made  in  the  cause 
on  the  twenty-second  day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-five,  it  was  ordered  that  a  Scheme  for  the 
future  administration  of  the  trusts  of  the  said  College  be 
approved  and  settled  by  the  Judge  at  Chambers. 

And  whereas,  by  an  order  of  the  said  court  made  in  the 
said  cause  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-six,  upon  the  petition  of  the  said  William 
Sands  Cox,  it  was  ordered  that  the  petitioner  should  be  at 
liberty  to  attend  the  proceedings  under  the  said  decree. 

And  whereas,  by  another  order  of  the  said  court  made  in 
the  said  cause  on  the  nineteenth  day  of  March,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-six,  upon  the  petition  of  the  said 
James  Thomas  Law,  it  was  ordered  that  the  petitioner  should 
be  at  liberty  to  attend  the  proceedings  under  the  said  decree. 

And  whereas,  by  another  order  of  the  said  court  made  in 
the  said  cause  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  April,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  upon  the  petition  of  the  said 
"William  Dickins,  it  Avas  ordered  that  the  petitioner  should  be 
at  liberty  to  attend  the  proceedings  under  the  said  decree. 
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And  whereas,  by  another  order  of  the  said  court  bearing 
date  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-seven,  and  made  by  His  Lordship  the  Master 
of  the  Rolls  at  Chambers,  in  the  matter  of  the  Queen's  Hospital 
at  Birmingham,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  and  in  the  matter 
of  the  Charitable  Trusts  Acts,  1853,  1855,  and  1860,  in  pur- 
suance of  proceedings  commenced  by  Her  Majesty's  Attorney- 
General  for  that  purpose,  it  was  ordei'ed  that  a  proper  Scheme 
for  the  future  management  and  regulation  of  the  Queen's 
Hospital,  Birmingham,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  be  settled 
and  approved  by  the  Judge. 

And  whereas,  in  pursuance  of  the  said  decree,  dated  the 
twenty-second  day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-five,  and  the  said  order,  dated  the  twenty-seventh  day 
of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  a 
Scheme  was  accordingly,  on  the  seventh  day  of  May,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  settled  and  approved 
and  signed  by  His  Lordship  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  in  testi- 
mony of  his  approval  thereof. 

And  whereas,  by  an  order  of  His  Lordship  the  Master  of 
the  Rolls  made  in  the  said  cause  and  matters  on  the  eio-hth 
day  of  May,  one  thotisand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  it  was 
ordered  that  Her  Majesty's  Attorney- General  be  at  liberty  to 
apply  to  Parliament  for  an  Act  to  carry  into  effect  the  Scheme 
so  approved  and  signed,  and  filed  in  the  Report  Oflice  of  the 
Court. 

And  whereas,  by  an  order  of  the  Lords  Justices  of  Appeal 
bearing  date  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  May,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  made  in  the  same  cause  and 
matters,  it  was  ordered  that  the  said  Scheme  be  varied  in 
manner  therein  mentioned,  and  that  Her  Majesty's  Attorney- 
General  be  at  liberty  to  apply  to  Parliament  for  an  Act  to  carry 
into  effect  the  said  Scheme  as  so  varied  ;  the  draft  of  the  bill 
for  the  said  Act  to  be  settled  by  the  Judge. 
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And  whereas,  by  a  certificate  of  the  Chief  Clerk  of  His 
Lordship  the  Master  of  the  Rolls,  made  in  the  said  cause  and 
matters  on  the  thirtioth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-seven,  he  certified  that  the  draft  of  a  bill 
for  the  said  Act  had  been  settled  and  approved  by  the  Judge, 
and  was  identified  by  his  signature  in  the  margin  thereof;  and 
that  the  several  instruments,  facts,  and  events  recited  in  the 
preamble  to  the  bill,  before  the  recital  of  the  said  certificate, 
had  been  proved  in  the  said  cause  and  matters. 

And  whereas,  the  said  certificate  became  absolute  on  the 
fifteenth  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-seven. 

And  whereas,  the  said  William,  Earl  of  Dartmouth,  died  on 
the  twenty-second  day  of  November,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-three ;  and  the  said  Vaughan  Thomas  died 
on  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  October,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-eight;  and  the  said  George  Augustus 
Frederick  Henry,  Earl  of  Bradford,  died  on  the  twenty-second 
day  of1  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  arid  sixty-five, 
having  by  his  will,  dated  the  fifth  day  of  November,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  devised  all  estates 
which  at  his  decease  might  be  vested  in  him  upon  any  trust 
or  by  way  of  mortgage,  and  the  appurtenances,  unto  Orlando 
George  Charles,  now  Earl  of  Bradford  (therein  called  Vis- 
count Newport),  his  heirs,  executors,  administrators,  and 
assigns,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  same  respectively ; 
which  devise  was  confirmed  by  a  codicil,  dated  the  eighth  day 
of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-two,  to  the 
said  will;  and  the  said  trust  estate  is  now  vested  in  the  said 
Orlando  George  Charles,  Earl  of  Bradford. 

And  whereas,  the  said  Sir  John  Eardley  Eardley  Wilmot 
died  on  the  third  day  of  February,  one  thousand  eighfhundred 
and  forty-seven;  and  the  said  James  Arthur  Taylor  and  James 
Prince  Lee  (now  the  Bishop  of  Manchester)  are  the  trustees 
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of  the  said  rent-charge  of  forty  pounds  a  year,  secured  by  the 
said  deed  of  the  thirteenth  day  of  January,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-two. 

And  whereas,  the  said  Vauglian  Thomas  having  died  as 
aforesaid,  tlie  said  James  Thomas  Law  and  William  Sands 
Cox  are  the  trustees  of  the  said  annuities  of  forty  pounds, 
forty  pounds,  forty  pounds,  forty  pounds,  forty  pounds,  one 
hundred  and  twenty  pounds,  fifty-six  pounds,  and  twenty 
pounds,  created  by  the  said  indentures  of  the  sixth  day  of 
June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-four ;  the  sixteenth 
day  of  October,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-four  ;  the 
fourteenth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty-five;  the  nineteenth  day  of  September,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-six  ;  the  thirtieth  day  of  January,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty;  the  twenty-first  day  of 
August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- nine  ;  the  fourth 
day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty ;  the 
sixteenth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
one;  and  the  nineteenth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-one;  and  the  said  James  Thomas  Law, 
William  Dickins,  and  William  Sands  Cox  are  the  trustees  of 
the  said  twelve  thousand  pounds  Great  Western  Preference 
Stock,  of  which  the  trusts  are  declared  by  the  said  three 
indentures  of  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty-two,  and  the  said  indenture  of  the  fifteenth 
day  of  October,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-two. 

And  whereas,  The  Reverend  Thomas  Espine'll  Espin  is 
the  present  Warden  and  Professor  of  Pastoral  Theology  in 
the  said  College,  and  The  Reverend  Henry  George  Cundy 
is  the  present  Professor  of  Classical  Literature,  and  The 
Revei-end  William  Henry  Poulton  is  the  present  Professor  of 
Mathematics,  both  in  the  said  College. 

And  whereas,  the  objects  of  the  said  Scheme  cannot  be 
obtained  without  the  authority  of  Parliament,  and  for  the 
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better  regulation  of  the  said  charities  it  is  expedient  that 
the  said  Scheme,  as  the  same  is  amended  and  sot  out  in  the 
schedule  to  this  Act,  and  is  hereinafter  called  the  Scheme,  bo 
carried  into  effect. 

And  whereas,  for  giving  effect  to  the  Scheme,  it  is  ex- 
pedient that  the  Queen's  Hospital  in  Birmingham  should  be 
incorporated  separately  from  the  said  College;  and  the 
Governors  and  members  of  the  said  Hospital  are  desirous 
that  effect  should  be  given  to  the  Scheme  so  far  as  relates  to 
the  said  Hospital. 

May  it  therefore  please  your  Majesty,  that  it  may  be 
enacted;  and  be  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  Most  Excellent 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords 
spiritual  and  temporal,  and  Commons;  in  this  present  Parlia- 
ment assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : 

1.  This  Act  may  for  all  purposes  be  cited  as  "  The  Queen's 
College,  Birmingham,  Act,  1367." 

2.  The  schedule  to  this  Act  annexed  shall  be  deemed 
part  of  this  Act. 

3.  The  Scheme  which  is  set  forth  in  the  schedule  to  this 
Act  annexed  is  by  this  Act  confirmed,  and  the  provisions 
thereof  enacted  and  made  binding  on  all  parties  interested  ; 
and  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  the  Queen's  College 
at  Birmingham  to  which,  the  Scheme  relates,  and  also  the 
Queen's  Hospital  at  Birmingham  so  far  as  the  Scheme  relates 
thereto,  shall  be  respectively  governed  and  regulated,  and  the 
estates  belonging  thereto  respectively  shall  be  managed,  and 
the  revenues  thereof  respectively  shall  be  applied  and  disposed 
of,  in  accordance  with  such  of  the  provisions  of  the  Scheme, 
and  such  rules  and  orders  made  under  this  Act,  as  from  time 
to  time  arc  in  force. 

4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  High  Court  of  Chancery 
from  time  to  time,  upon  a  petition  or  petitions  to  be  preferred 
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in  a  summary  way  by  Her  Majesty's  Attorney- General,  or  by 
the  College,  or  by  the  Hospital,  with  the  sanction  of  the 
Attorney-General,  to  make  any  fresh  rules  and  regulations 
either  in  lieu  of  or  in  addition  to  any  of  the  rules  and 
regulations  contained  in  the  Scheme,  in  such  manner  as  to  the 
said  court  shall  seem  fit,  having  regard  to  the  original 
foundations,  and  the  scope  and  intention  of  the  Scheme,  and 
in  the  exercise  of  its  ordinary  jurisdiction  over  charities ;  and 
the  fresh  rules  and  regulations  when  so  made  shall  be  the  rules 
and  regulations  according  to  and  under  which  for  the  time 
being  the  charity  to  be  affected  thereby  shall  be  held,  admin- 
istered, and  managed  under  or  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  notwith- 
standing any  clause,  matter,  or  provision  contained  in  this  Act 
or  the  schedule  thereto. 

5.  All  applications  from  time  to  time  made  to  the  court 
for  any  other  of  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  may  be  made  upon 
petition,  motion,  or  summons  "in  the  matter  of  the  Queen's 
College  at  Birmingham,"  or  "in  the  matter  of  the  Queen's 
Hospital  at  Birmingham,"  as  the  case  may  be,  and  "  in  the 
matter  of  The  Queen's  College,  Birmingham,  Act,  1867,"  and 
the  orders  of  the  court  thereon  made  in  a  summary  way, 
in  chambers  or  otherwise,  as  the  court  may  think  fit  to 
direct. 

6.  Saving  always  to  the  Queen's  Most  Excellent  Majesty, 
her  heirs  and  successors,  and  to  all  persons  and  bodies  politic 
and  corporate,  and  their  respective  heirs,  successors,  executors, 
and  administrators  (other  than  the  several  persons  or  bodies 
corporate  who  by  this  Act  are  expressly  excepted  out  of  this 
general  saving),  all  such  estate,  right,  title,  interest,  property, 
benefit,  claim,  and  demand  whatsoever  of,  in,  to,  or  out  of  the 
estates,  property,  and  revenues  of  the  said  charities  or  either 
of  them,  or  any  part  thereof,  as  they  or  any  of  them  had 
before  the  passing  of  this  Act,  or  would,  could,  or  might  have, 
hold,  or  enjoy  if  this  Act  were  not  passed. 
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7.  The  persons  following,  and  their  respective  heirs, 
successors,  executors,  administrators,  and  assigns,  are  by  this 
Act  excepted  out  of  the  general  saving  in  this  Act  contained, 
and  aro  the  only  persons  bound  by  this  Act : 

(1.)  All  persons  and  bodies  corporate  now  or  hereafter 
claiming  or  entitled  to  claim  any  right,  title,  interest, 
power,  authority,  privilege,  benefit,  or  otherwise 
under  or  by  virtue  of  any  of  the  deeds,  charters,  or 
other  instruments  recited  or  mentioned  in  the  pre- 
amble to  this  Act,  their  respective  heirs,  successors, 
executors,  and  administrators. 

(2.)  The  Queen's  Hospital  at  Birmingham,  and  all 
Governors,  officers,  members,  and  students  thereof. 

8.  This  Act  shall  not  be  a  public  Act,  but  shall  be  printed 
by  the  several  printers  to  the  Queen's  Most  Excellent  Majesty 
duly  authorised  to  print  the  statutes  of  the  United  Kingdom, 
and  a  copy  thei'eof  so  printed  by  any  of  them  shall  be  ad- 
mitted as  evidence  thereof  by  all  judges,  justices,  and 
others. 
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1.  The  existing  Charters  of  the  College,  dated  respectively 
the  17th  day  of  July,  1843;  the  15th  day  of  June,  1847;  and 
the  31st  day  of  December,  1851,  shall  be  wholly  repealed;  and 
the  corporations  established  by  the  two  first-mentioned  Charters 
respectively  shall  be  dissolved. 

2.  The  Right  Honotirable  Thomas  George  Auson,  Earl  of 
Lichfield ;  The  Honourable  and  Reverend  Grantham  Munton 
Yorke,  and  all  other  persons  hereby  named  Governors,  or  who 
shall  hereafter  become  Governors  of  the  College,  shall  be 
united  into  a  corporation,  and  shall  be  incorporated  by  the 
name  of  "The  Queen's  College  at  Birmingham;"  and  by  that 
name  shall  be  a  body  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession  and 
a  common  seal,  and  shall  have  power  to  take  and  hold  lands  to 
the  annual  value  of  £5,000  at  the  time  of  the  acquisition  thereof 
by  the  College. 

3.  All  property  now  vested  in,  or  belonging  to,  or  held  in 
trust  for  the  Queen's  College  at  Birmingham,  or  the  Principal 
and  Council  of  the  Queen's  College  at  Birmingham,  or  for  any 
purposes  in  connection  with  those  corporations,  or  either  of 
them  (except  property  held  in  trust  for  the  Queen's  Hospital 
at  Birmingham),  shall  be  vested  in  the  new  corporation  of  the 
Queen's  College  at  Birmingham,  and  their  successors  (herein- 
after called  "The  College  "),  for  the  purposes  of  this  Scheme, 
but  free  from  all  other  trusts.  The  trustees  of  certain  sums  of 
Great  "Western  Railway  stock,  amounting  together  to  £12,000, 
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held  upon  trusts  respectively  for  or  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Warden,  the  Professor  of  Pastoral  Divinity,  tbe  Professor  of 
Classical  Literature,  the  Professor  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  and 
students  in  the  Theological  Department  of  the  College ;  and  the 
trustees  of  any  other  stock,  or  of  any  shares,  debentures,  or 
property  of  a  like  nature,  held  in  trust  for  the  College,  or  for 
any  purposes  in  connection  therewith,  except  property  held  in 
trust  for  the  Queen's  Hospital  at  Birmingham,  shall  transfer  the 
same  into  the  name  of  the  College,  to  be  deajt  with  as  herein- 
after mentioned,  and  shall  pay  to  the  College  any  dividends  in 
respect  thereof  not  yet  applied  in  accordance  with  the  trusts. 

4.  No  alienation,  charge,  demise,  or  other  disposition  of  any 
hereditaments  belonging  to  the  College  shall  be  valid  unless 
made  with  the  sanction  of  the  Charity  Commissioners  for 
England  and  Wales,  hereinafter  called  "  The  Charity  Commis- 
sioners," or  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  except  leases  for  terms 
of  years  not  exceeding  twenty-one  years  in  possession  at  rack- 
rent. 

5.  The  College,  subject  to  the  special  provisions  hereinafter 
contained  with  reference  to  the  Theological  Department,  shall 
be  under  the  management  and  control  of  a  Council  consisting 
of  the  President,  Vice-president,  Warden,  and  twelve  other 
persons.  The  President  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Church  of 
England,  and  either  a  nobleman  or  a  Governor;  the  Vice- 
president  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Church  of  England,  and 
a  Clerk  in  Holy  Orders,  residing  in  or  near  Birmingham;  and 
the  twelve  other  persons  shall  be  elected  by  the  Governors, 
and  are  hereinafter  called  ordinary  members  of  the  Council. 
Until  the  election  of  such  Council,  the  government  of  the 
College  shall  remain  in  the  present  governing  body.  And  the 
present  Warden,  Professors,  Tutors,  Lecturers,  and  other 
officers  of  the  College,  shall  retain  their  respective  appointments 
in  the  same  manner  as  if  this  Scheme  had  not  come  into 
operation. 


6.  The  first  President,  Vice-president,  and  ordinary  mem- 
bers of  the  Council,  shall  be  elected  by  the  Governors  at  a 
general  meeting,  to  be  held  within  three  calendar  months 
after  the  passing  of  the  Act  of  Parliament  confirming  this 
Scheme. 

7.  The  first  President  and  Vice-president,  and  one-third  of 
the  first  ordinary  members  of  the  Council,  shall  hold  office 
until  the  third  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Governors. 
One-third  of  the  first  ordinary  members  of  the  Council  shall 
vacate  office  at  the  first  annual  general  meeting,  and  the 
remaining  one-third  at  the  second  annual  general  meeting.  The 
Council  shall  determine  amongst  themselves  in  what  order 
they  shall  vacate  office,  under  the  above  provision.  All  future 
members  of  the  Council,  including  Presidents  and  Vice- 
presidents,  but  excepting  the  Warden,  shall  hold  office  until 
the  third  annual  general  meeting  subsequent  to  their  election. 
All  members  of  the  Council  vacating  office,  unless  disqualified, 
shall  be  eligible  for  re-election. 

The  following  persons  shall  be  Governors  of  the  College 
during  their  lives — viz.,  William  Sands  Cox,  Esquire,  Fellow 
of  the  Royal  Society ;  The  Reverend  Chancellor  James  Thomas 
Law,  and  William  Dickins,  Esquire;  The  Reverend  Egerton 
Bagot,  Charles  Holte  Bracebridge,  Thomas  Bagnall,  Joseph 
Barrows,  William  Bamford,  The  Reverend  T.  Cox,  Cornelius 
Cartwright,  Lucas  Chance,  James  Campbell,  John  Birt  Davies, 
William  Henry  Dawes,  —  Firmstone,  Edward  Gem,  Charles 
Grove,  Samuel  Goddard,  Samuel  Vincent  Horton,  William 
Sextus  Harding,  Edward  Johnstone,  James  Johnstone,  Henry 
Jephson,  The  Reverend  Doctor  Kennedy,  T.  G.  Lloyd,  The 
Reverend  W.  M.  Lawson,  The  Reverend  T.  Moseley,  George 
Perton,  Charles  Ratcliffe,  R.  W.  Scott,  John  Brearley  Payn, 
Edmund  Sturge,  James  Turner,  T.  S.  Upfill,  Frederick  Isaac 
Welch,  Robert  Webb,  The  Reverend  William  Wakefield, 
Robert  Wood,  Henry  Van  Wart,  George  Paulson  Wragge, 
George  Wingfield  Digby,  The  Right  Honourable  the  Earl 
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of  Harrowby,  and  Major  General  Whylock ;  and  all  persons 
who  shall  have  already  given,  or  who,  befoi-e  the  1st  day  of 
January,  18G8,  shall  give  to  the  College  £25  or  more  in  one 
sum,  or  who,  subsequently  to  that  date,  shall  give  to  the 
College  £50  or  more  in  one  sum,  shall  also  be  Governors  of 
the  College  during  their  lives.  And  all  persons  who,  after  the 
1st  day  of  January,  1868,  shall  give  to  the  College  £20  in  one 
sum,  and  an  annual  subscription  of  not  less  than  £2  2s.,  shall 
be  Governors  of  the  College  during  the  period  of  such 
subscription. 

9.  The  Council,  with  the  approval  of  a  general  meeting  of 
the  Governors,  may  elect  eminent  persons  to  be  Governors 
during  their  lives,  and  may  make  regulations  for  the  admission 
of  distinguished  students  of  the  College  as  Governors  during 
their  lives,  upon  such  conditions  as  the  Council  may  think  fit. 

10.  A  register  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  Governors 
shall  be  kept  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Council,  and  no 
person  whose  name  does  not  appear  on  the  register  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a  Governor. 

11.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  the  time  being  shall  be 
the  Visitor  of  the  College. 

12.  An  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Governors  shall  be 
held  in  the  month  of  October  in  every  year,  on  a  day  to  be  fixed 
by  the  Council,  or  if  no  day  is  fixed,  then  on  the  third  Tuesday 
in  that  month.  At  such  meeting  a  report  shall  be  made  by  the 
Council  to  the  Governors  of  the  condition  and  prospects  of  the 
College  in  all  its  branches. 

13.  At  all  general  meetings  the  President,  and  in  his 
absence  the  Vice-president,  shall  preside;  in  the  absence  of 
both,  the  Governors  present  shall  elect  a  chairman.  All 
questions  shall  be  decided  by  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  the 
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Governors  present.  In  cnso  of  equality  of  votes,  the  person 
presiding  shall  have  a  second  or  casting  vole.  At  any  general 
meeting,  five  Governors  shall  be  a  quorum. 

14..  Notice  of  all  general  meetings  shall  be  sent  to  the 
registered  address  of  each  Governor  at  least  five  days  previously 
to  the  day  of  meeting,  and  in  the  case  of  special  general 
meetings,  the  notice  shall  specify  the  object  for  which  the 
meeting  is  called.  All  general  meetings  shall,  except  in  case 
of  necessity,  be  held  within  the  College. 

15.  Special  general  meetings  of  the  Governors  may  be 
called  at  any  time  by  the  Council.  The  Council,  upon  the 
requisition  in  writing  of  at  least  twenty  Governors,  shall  be 
bound  to  call  forthwith  a  general  meeting,  to  consider  any 
matter  specifically  stated  in  such  requisition. 

16.  All  future  Presidents,  Vice-presidents,  and  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  shall  be  elected  by  the  Governors  at  a 
general  meeting.  If  at  any  time  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the 
office  of  President  or  Vice-president,  or  if  the  number  of 
members  of  the  Council  shall  be  reduced  below  eight,  a  general 
meeting  shall  be  forthwith  called  for  the  purpose  of  supplying 
the  vacancy  or  vacancies.  In  all  other  cases,  vacancies  in  the 
Council  shall  be  filled  up  at  the  annual  general  meeting.  Due 
notice  shall  in  all  cases  be  sent  to  the  registered  address  of 
each  Governor  of  all  vacancies  in  the  Council  to  be  filled  up  at 
any  general  meeting. 

17.  Bye  laws  may  be  made  from  time  to  time  by  the 
College,  in  manner  hereinafter  mentioned,  upon  matters  relating 
to  the  affairs  and  concerns  of  the  College,  and  of  the  conduct 
and  management  of  the  business  thereof,  and  may  in  like 
manner  be  from  time  to  time  revoked  or  altered ;  but  no  bye 
law  shall  be  made  contrary  to  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Scheme,  or  to  the  objects  and  purposes  of  the  College,  and  if 
so  made  the  same  shall  be  null  and  void. 
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13.  No  bye  law,  or  alteration  or  repeal  of  a  bye  law,  shall  be 
valid  unless  sanctioned  by  a  resolution  passed  by  a  majority  of 
not  less  than  three-fourths  of  the  Governors  of  the  College 
present  at  a  general  meeting,  of  which  notice,  specifying  the 
intention  to  propose  such  resolution,  has  been  sent  to  the 
registered  address  of  each  Governor  at  least  five  days  before 
the  day  of  such  meeting,  and  such  resolution  shall  have  been 
confirmed  by  a  majority  of  the  Governors  present  at  a  subse- 
quent general  meeting,  of  which  the  like  notice  has  been  given, 
held  at  an  interval  of  not  less  than  ten  clays  nor  more  than 
twenty-eight  clays  from  the  date  of  the  meeting  at  which  such 
resolution  shall  have  been  fh-st  passed,  nor  unless  the  same 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Charity  Commissioners.  A  copy  of 
every  bye  law  shall  be  printed  and  annexed  to  or  embodied  in 
every  copy  of  this  Scheme  that  may  be  issued  after  such 
approval. 

19.  The  Council  shall  meet  once  at  least  in  every  quarter, 
and  at  such  other  times  as  they  shall  think  fit.  Five  members 
shall  be  a  quorum.  The  President,  and  in  his  absence  the 
Vice-president,  shall  preside  at  meetings  of  the  Council.  In 
the  absence  of  both,  the  members  present  shall  elect  a  chair- 
man. All  questions  shall  be  decided  by  the  votes  of  a  majority 
of  the  members  present.  In  case  of  equality  of  votes,  the 
Chairman  shall  have  a  second  or  casting  vote. 

20.  Any  member  of  the  Council  who  (except  only  as  a 
shareholder  in  an  incorporated  company)  shall  be  concerned 
or  participate  in  the  profits  of  any  work  done  or  materials 
provided  for  the  College,  shall  vacate  office,  but  no  member  of 
the  Council  shall  vacate  or  be  ineligible  for  office  by  reason  of 
his  being  a  Professor  or  Tutor,  or  holding  any  other  office  of 
emolument  in  the  College. 

21.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Scheme  and  to  the 

bye  laws,  if  any,  the  Council  shall  have  the  entire  control  and 

superintendence  of  the  affairs  and  concerns  of  the  College, 
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and  tho  management  of  the  property  and  income  thereof,  and 
the  regulation  and  determination  of  the  various  branches  of 
literature,  science,  and  learning  to  be  taught  therein,  and  shall 
have  the  custody  of  the  common  seal  of  the  College,  and  may 
do  all  such  acts  and  things  as  shall  appear  to  them  necessary 
for  carrying  into  effect  the  objects  and  purposes  of  the  College. 

22.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Scheme,  the  Council 
shall  determine  from  time  to  time  the  number,  duties,  and 
emoluments  of  the  Professors,  Tutors,  Lecturers,  and  others 
engaged  in  the  instruction  of  the  College,  and  shall  appoint 
the  Warden,  Professors,  Tutors,  Lecturers,  and  others  engaged 
in  the  instruction  of  the  College,  and  may  assign  to  them  from 
the  general  funds  of  the  College  such  stipends  or  emoluments 
as  the  Council  shall  think  fit. 

23.  The  Council  (subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Visitor  of  the 
College)  may,  at  a  special  meeting  summoned  by  circular 
seven  days  previously  thereto,  and  specifying  the  object  of  the 
meeting,  by  a  majority  of  not  less  than  three-fourths  of  the 
members  present  at  such  meeting,  terminate  the  engagement 
of  the  College  with  the  Warden,  or  any  Professor,  Tutor, 
Lecturer,  or  other  person  engaged  in  the  instruction  of  the 
College,  by  giving  him  three  calendar  months'  notice  in  -writing 
or  three  calendar  months'  stifiend  in  lieu  of  such  notice.  The 
Council  shall  determine  the  amount  and  disposition  of  all  fees 
and  payments  to  be  received  for  instruction  or  otherwise  from 
students  of  the  College.  The  Council  may  appoint  and  at 
pleasure  remove  the  Secretary  and  all  other  necessary  officers 
of  the  College,  and  may  assign  to  them  such  remuneration  as 
the  Council  shall  think  fit 

24.  The  Council  shall  have  power  to  accept  gifts  or  endow- 
ments for  promoting  particular  objects  of  education  or 
otherwise  in  aid  of  the  general  purposes  of  the  College,  on 
such  terms  and  conditions,  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Scheme,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the  Council 
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and  the  persons  bestowing  such  gifts  or  endowments,  and  shall 
also  have  power  to  accept  legacies  bequeathed  for  the  objects 
or  purposes  aforesaid  or  any  of  them. 

25.  The  Council,  with  the  approval  of  a  general  meeting  of 
the  Governors,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Charity  Commis- 
sioners, may  make  regulations  empowering  Governors  of  the 
College,  or  certain  classes  of  the  Governors,  to  nominate 
students  at  reduced  fees,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
Council  shall  think  fit. 

26.  The  banking,  account  of  the  College  shall  be  kept  in  the 
corporate  name.  All  fees  and  other  payments  to  be  received 
from  students  shall  be  paid  into  the  banking  account  of  the 
College.  All  cheques  drawn  on  the  College  account  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Secretary,  and  by  one  or  more  members  of  the 
Council,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Council  shall  make  in 
that  behalf.  The  accounts  of  the  College  shall  be  audited 
annually  by  an  Auditor,  who  shall  be  appointed  and  be  re- 
moveable,  and  whose  remuneration  shall  be  fixed,  by  the 
Governors  at  a  general  meeting.  A  statement  of  the  annual 
accounts  as  audited,  accompanied  by  a  statement  of  the  income 
and  expenditure,  assets,  and  liabilities  of  the  College,  made  up 
to  the  preceding  first  day  of  September,  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Governors  at  the  annual  general  meeting;  and  a  copy  thereof, 
together  with  a  copy  of  the  annual  report,  shall  be  sent 
to  every  Governor  and  member  of  the  Council  five  days  at  least 
previous  to  the  meeting. 

27.  The  College  shall  contain  the  following  departments — 
viz.,  Theology,  Medicine,  Arts,  and  such  other  departments,  if 
any,  as  the  Council,  with  the  approval  of  the  Charity  Commis- 
sioners, shall  from  time  to  time  see  fit  to  establish  and 
maintain. 

28.  The  Warden  of  the  College  shall  be  the  resident  head 
of  all  the  departments.    He  shall  be  a  clergyman  of  the  Church 
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of  England,  in  Priest's  Orders,  and  shall  have  taken  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Arts  at  the  University  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge. 

29.  There  shall  be  a  Professor  of  Theology  in  the  College, 
who  shall  be  a  clergyman  of  the  Church  of  England,  in  Priest's 
Orders,  and  shall  have  taken  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts 
at  the  University  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge.  Until  a  sum,  equal 
to  the  amount  realised  by  the  sale  or  mortgage  of  such  of  the 
Great  Western  Railway  stock  as  shall  be  sold  or  mortgaged  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  off  the  debts  of  the  College,  shall  have 
been  fully  recouped  to  the  College. as  hereinafter  provided,  the 
offices  of  Warden  and  Professor  of  Theology  shall  be  held  by 
the  same  person.  As  soon  as  such  sum  shall  have  been  fully 
accumulated,  the  Council  shall  declare  one  of  the  two  offices  to 
be  vacant,  and  they  shall  be  thenceforward  held  by  separate 
persons.  And  any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Professor  of  Pastoral 
Theology  shall  then  and  thenceforward  be  filled  by  some  person 
possessing  the  qualifications  aforesaid,  who  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  President,  Vice-president,  and  Visitor  of  the  College. 

30.  The  Warden  and  the  Professor  of  Theology  shall 
respectively  reside  in  the  College,  unless  the  Council  shall  con- 
sent to  their  residing  elsewhere  within  ten  miles  of  the  College. 
And  no  Warden  or  Professor  of  Theology,  other  than  the 
gentleman  who  is  now  the  Warden  and  Professor  of  Theology,* 
if  he  should  be  re-appointed  to  those  offices,  or  either  of  them, 
shall  hold  any  ecclesiastical  preferment  incompatible  with  such 
residence. 

31.  In  addition  to  the  Warden  and  Professor  of  Theology 
there  shall  always  be  a  Professor  of  Classics  and  a  Professor 
of  Mathematics,  who  shall  respectively  have  taken  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  at  least,  at  some  university  in  Great 
Britain  or  Ireland  ;  and  a  Medical  Tutor,  who  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  College  of  Surgeons  of  England,  Ireland,  or  Scotland, 
or  a  graduate  of  a  university  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland. 


*  A  provision  artfully  introduced  to  override  the  Act  of  Parliament,  which 
requires  the  clergy  to  reside  on  their  beuelices. 
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The  Medical  Tutor  shall  give  all  necessary  instruction  to  the 
medical  students,  except  the  clinical  instruction  to  be  given  to 
them  at  the  Hospital  The  number  and  nature  of  the  other 
professorships,  tutorships,  lectureships,  and  other  offices  of 
tuition  (if  any)  shall  be  determined  by  the  Council. 

32.  The  Warden  shall  be  responsible  for  the  celebration  of 
Divine  Service  in  the  College  chapel,  according  to  the  order 
of  the  Church  of  England,  on  Sundays  and  week  days  during 
Term  time,  and  shall  have  the  control  of  the  arrangement  of 
the  chapel,  and  herein  shall  be  subject  to  the  "Visitor  only. 

33.  The  Warden  shall  have  the  sole  control  of  the 
discipline  of  the  College.  He  shall  admit  students  to  the 
privileges  of  the  College,  and  have  power  to  suspend  from 
those  privileges,  or  to  rusticate  or  expel,  without  appeal  except 
to  the  Visitor.  He  shall  assign  rooms  in  the  College  to  the 
resident  students,  make  arrangements  for  their  attendance  at 
chapel,  and  generally  take  such  proceedings  as  he  shall  deem 
necessary  to  preserve  order  and  good  conduct  in  the  College ; 
and  the  porters  and  other  servants  of  the  College  shall  be 
appointed  and  removed  by  him. 

34.  The  instruction  given  in  the  Theological  Department 
shall  be  regulated  by  the  Warden,  subject  to  the  general 
superintendence  of  the  President  and  Vice-president.  The 
Warden  shall  report  to  the  Visitor  what  course  of  lectures  are 
to  be  given  in  the  department  each  Term.  In  all  questions 
which  may  arise  touching  the  doctrine  or  discipline  of  the 
Church  of  England,  reference  shall  be  made  to  the  President 
aud  Vice-president,  and  from  them  if  need  be  to  the  Visitor, 
whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

35.  Subject  to  the  general  control  of  the  Council,  the 
internal  arrangements  of  the  other  departments,  and  the 
instruction  to  be  given  therein,  shall  be  regulated  by  the 
Warden,  with  the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  Professors  and 
Tutors  actually  engaged  in  the  instruction  of  each  department 
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respectively.  The  instruction  in  .ill  t lie  departments  Fhall  be 
given  within  the  College,  unless  the  Council,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Charity  Commissioners,  shall  otherwise  determine. 

36.  No  student  shall  be  admitted  into  the  Theological 
Department  who  shall  not  have  passed  some  public  accredited 
classical  examination,  the  standard  of  which  shall  be  con- 
sidered by  the  Council  as  sufficient  for  this  purpose,  or  have 
passed  through  the  Arts  Department  of  the  College  :  provided 
that  the  Council  may  dispense  with  a  public  examination,  and 
may  substitute  therefor  a  classical  examination  in  the  College 
for  so  long  a  term  as  they  shall  consider  it  necessary  for  the 
interests  of  the  College. 

37.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Scheme,  the  Couucil 
may  from  time  to  time  make  and  vary  rules  and  regulations 
respecting  the  admission  of  students  and  their  attendance  at 
the  College,  their  annual  or  other  examinations,  and  the 
appointment  and  payment  of  examiners,  and  the  rents  to  be 
paid  for  the  rooms,  and  may  assign  rooms  to  students  free  of 
rent.  The  Council  may  bestow  such  pecuniary  and  other 
rewards  on  the  students  as  the  Council  may  think  fit,  and  may, 
with  the  sanction  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  or  the  Charity 
Commissioners,  establish  scholarships  or  exhibitions  from  the 
funds  of  the  College. 

38.  The  debts  now  due  from  the  Queen's  College  at 
Birmingham,  or  from  the  Principal  and  Councd  of  the  Queen's 
College  at  Birmingham,  or  from  any  trustees  or  trustee  for 
those  corporations  or  either  of  them,  or  for  any  purposes  con- 
nected therewith  respectively  as  such  trustees  or  trustee,  shall 
be  forthwith  discharged,  under  the  direction  of  the  said  Court 
or  Commissioners,  by  means  of  the  mortgage  of  the  aforesaid 
sum  of  £12,0U0  Great  Western  Railway  stock  for  such  a  sum 
as,  together  with  the  money  to  be  received  from  donations  and 
any  other  available  funds  of  the  College,  shall  be  sufficient  to 
discharge  the  same,  or  by  the  sale  of  so  much  of  the  said  stock 
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as,  together  with  such  money  and  funds,  shall  be  necessary  for 
that  purpose.  If  such  sum  shall  be  raised  by  mortgage,  the 
Council  shall  out  of  the  annual  income  of  the  College  pay  the 
annual  interest  upon  the  said  mortgage,  and  shall  also  thereout 
set  aside  annually  as  a  sinking  fund  a  sum  of  money  equal  to 
one-thirtieth  of  the  sum  which  shall  have  been  so  borrowed  as 
aforesaid;  and  which  sum  shall  be  annually  invested  by  the  Coun- 
cil in  or  upon  any  of  the  parliamentary  stocks  or  public  funds, 
and  the  dividends  of  the  money  so  invested,  when  and  as  the 
same  shall  become  due,  shall  be  received  and  invested  in  like 
manner,  in  order  that  the  moneys  so  set  aside  and  invested 
may  accumulate  at  compound  interest ;  and  when  such  last- 
mentioned  accumulated  fund  shall  amount  to  a  sum  which  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Council  can  be  conveniently  applied  for  that 
purpose,  the  stocks,  funds,  and  securities  whereon  the  same 
shall  stand  invested  shall  be  sold,  and  the  moneys  arising  from 
such  sale  shall  be  applied  in  payment,  so  far  as  the  same  will 
extend,  of  the  said  principal  moneys  charged  upon  and  owing  on 
the  security  of  the  said  railway  stock,  and  so  from  time  to  time 
until  the  whole  of  the  said  principal  moneys  shall  be  dis- 
charged. If  the  sum  required  for  payment  of  the  said  debts 
shall  be  raised  by  sale  of  part  of  the  said  railway  stock,  a  sum 
equal  to  at  least  one-thirtieth  of  the  amount  so  raised  shall  be 
annually  set  apart  by  the  Council  and  invested  in  manner 
aforesaid  as  a  replacement  fund,  until  a  sum  equal  to  the  entire 
amount  realised  by  the  sale  of  such  stock  shall  have  been 
accumulated.  The  Council  may,  if  and  when  they  shall 
consider  it  expedient,  sell  the  remainder  of  the  said  sum  of 
Great  Western  Railway  stock,  and  invest  the  proceeds  in  or 
upon  any  of  the  stocks,  funds,  or  securities  lastly  hereinbefore 
mentioned,  and  they  may  from  time  to  time  vary  and  transpose 
any  such  investments  into  or  for  others  of  the  like  nature. 

39.  The  Council  shall  yearly  out  of  the  funds  of  the 
College,  other  than  the  income  of  the  said  sum  of  £12,000 
Great  Western  Railway  stock,  so  far  as  the  same  will  extend, 
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pay  at  least  £140  to  the  Warden,  £170  to  the  Professor  of 
Theology,  and  £40  to  the  Medical  Tutor  of  the  College  for  (lie 
time  being;  and  shall  apply  two  annual  sums  of  £40  each  as 
prizes  for  students  of  medicine  and  surgery  in  the  College,  ami 
the  Council  may  award  the  whole  of  either  of  the  said  sums 
to  one  student,  or  may  divide  either  or  both  of  the  said  sums 
among  several  students,  and  may  either  give  the  amount  in 
money  or  books,  or  partly  in  money  and  partly  in  books  ;  and 
in  applying  the  said  sums  the  Council  shall  have  regard  to  the 
purposes  expressed  by  the  late  Dr.  Warneford  in  establishing 
those  prizes,  viz.,  of  combining  religious  with  scientific  studies 
and  pursuits,  and  of  making  medical  and  surgical  students 
good  Christians  as  well  as  able  practitioners  in  medicine  and 
surgery. 

40.  The  income  of  the  said  sum  of  £12,000  Great 
Western  Railway  stock,  or  of  so  much  thereof  as  shall  for 
the  time  being  remain,  and  of  the  said  funds  to  be  accumulated 
by  way  of  replacement  thereof,  and  of  all  stocks  or  investments 
for  the  time  being  representing  such  trust  funds,  respectively, 
shall,  after  payment  of  the  interest  upon  any  such  mortgage 
and  providing  for  such  sinking  or  replacement  fund  (as  the 
case  may  be),  be  paid  and  applied  in  manner  following, 
videlicet:  Thirteen  twenty-fourth  parts  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Warden ;  five  twenty-fourths  to  the  Professor  of  Theology ; 
two  twenty-fourths  to  the  Professor  of  Classics,  and  two 
twenty-fourths  to  the  Professor  of  Mathematics  for  the  time 
being.  The  remaining  two  twenty-fourth  parts  shall  be  applied 
for  students'  prizes  in  the  Theological  Department ;  and  the 
President,  Vice-president,  and  Warden  may  award  the  whole 
of  such  last-mentioned  two  twenty- fourth  parts  to  one  student 
or  divide  it  among  several,  and  may  either  give  the  amount  in 
money  or  books,  or  partly  in  money  and  partly  in  books. 

41.  Any  ultimate  surplus  which  may  remain  of  the  general 
income  of  the  College,  after  payment  of  all  expenses  of  the 
administration  and  carrying  on  of  the  College,  shall  be  applied, 
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in  such  manner  as  the  Charity  Commissioners  or  the  Court  of 
Chancery  shall  sanction,  in  furtherance  of  the  general  objects 
and  purposes  of  the  College. 

42.  Students  who  have  completed  or  who  shall  hereafter 
complete  not  less  than  a  three  years'  course  of  instruction  in 
the  Engineering  and  Architectural  Department  in  the  College, 
and  who  have  passed  or  who  shall  hereafter  pass,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  examiner  or  examiners  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Council,  three  public  examinations,  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
academic  rank  of  Civil  Engineer  in  the  College,  and  receive 
from  the  President  or  Vice-president  a  diploma  under  the 
common  seal  of  the  College. 

43.  Gold  medals  or  prizes  of  the  aggregate  value  of 
twenty  guineas,  or  one  medal  or  one  prize  of  that  value,  shall 
be  annually  awarded  in  the  medical  department  of  the  College 
under  such  conditions  as  the  Council  shall  direct,  bearing  the 
name  of  "The  Sands  Cox  Medal,"  or  "The  Sands  Cox  Prize," 
in  commemoration  of  the  exertions  of  Mr.  William  Sands  Cox 
in  founding  and  supporting  the  College. 

44.  The  museums  of  anatomy  and  of  natural  history 
and  the  models  of  machinery  and  philosophical  apparatus 
collected  by  Mr.  William  Sands  Cox  shall  be  preserved  in  the 
College,  and  be  open  free  of  charge  from  time  to  time  to  such 
inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Birmingham  and  district  adjoining, 
and  under  such  arrangements,  as  the  Council  may  from  time  to 
time  direct.* 


*  The  present  Council  have  not  only  transferred  the  Natural  History  Museum 
to  Aston  Park,  in  direct  violation  of  the  Act  of  Parliament,  where  it  will  be  con- 
sequently lost  to  the  student  and  the  scientific  world,  but  have  advertised  the 
buildings  to  be  let  for  an  "auction  room,"  or  a  "Manchester  warehouse"  For

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45.  The  sum  of  £1,000,  given  by  Dr.  Warneford  for 
making  provision  for  a  Chaplain,  shall  be  forthwith  repaid  by 
the  Hospital  to  the  College,  to  be  dealt  with  as  a  part  of  the 
general  funds  of  the  College  ;  and  the  College  shall  cease  to  be 
trustees  of  the  property  of  the  Hospital,  and  to  have  any 
control  over  the  appointment  or  duties  of  the  Chaplain  or  any 
of  the  medical  or  surgical  officers  of  the  Hospital ;  and  shall 
release  and  be  released  from  all  present  and  future  claims 
in  respect  of  fees  for  instruction  heretofore  given  in  the 
Hospital. 

46.  The  said  William  Sands  Cox,  the  founder,  and  James 
Thomas  Law,  together  with  Morris  Banks,  Ambrose  Biggs, 
John  Thackray  Bunce,  John  Cornforth,  Hector  Richard 
Cooksey,  George  Dixon,  Robert  Fletcher,  Edwin  Gwyther, 
Daniel  Sidney  Hasluck,  Samuel  Vincent  Ho rton,  George  James 
Johnson,  George  Lloyd,  M.D.,  The  Reverend  George  Burton 
Potts  Latimer,  John  William  M'Cardie,  Jacob  Phillips, 
William  Pearce,  Charles  Ratcliff,  William  John  Beach  Scott, 
James  Fitzjames  West,  John  St.  John  Wilders,  The  Reverend 
Charles  Thomas  Wilkinson,  The  Reverend  William  Wilkin- 
son, D.D.,  and  Edwin  Tates,  and  all  other  persons  who  are 
now  or  shall  hereafter  be  Governors  of  the  Queen's  Hospital 
at  Birmingham,  shall  be  united  into  a  corporation,  and  shall  be 
incorporated  by  the  name  of  "  The  Queen's  Hospital  at 
Birmingham;"  and  by  that  name  shall  be  a  body  corporate, 
with  perpetual  succession  and  a  common  seal,  and  shall  have 
power  to  take  and  hold  lauds  to  the  annual  value  of  £2,500 
at  the  time  of  the  acquisition  thereof  by  the  Hospital. 

47.  All  properly  now  belonging  to  or  held  in  trust  for 
the  Queen's  Hospital  at  Birmingham  shall,  subject  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  said  sum  of  £1,000,  be  vested  in  the  new 
corporation  of  "The  Queen's  Hospital  at  Birmingham"  and 
their  successors  (who  are  hereinafter  called  "  the  Hospital  "), 
as  to  such  part  thereof  as  is  subject  to  the  trusts  of  a  certain 
indenture  dated  the  14th  day  of  Juiy,  1850,  made  between 
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Frederick  Isaac  Welch  and  others  of  the  one  part,  and  Lord 
Ward  and  others  of  the  other  pari,  upon  the  trusts  of  such 
indenture 5  and  as  to  tho  remainder  of  such  property,  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Hospital,  free  from  all  other  trusts  and  from 
the  rent-charge  of  £40  secured  by  the  said  deed  of  the  13th 
day  of  January,  1842. 

48.  The  Hospital  may  make  such  regulations  for  its  govern- 
ment, and  for  the  management  and  conduct  of  its  property 
and  affairs,  and  for  the  qualification  and  registration  of  its 
Governors  and  managing  body,  as  it  may  from  time  to  time 
think  fit. 

49.  The  Hospital  shall  forthwith  appoint  a  clergyman  of 
the  established  Church  of  England  to  be  the  Chaplain  of  the 
Hospital;  and  when  and  so  often  as  a  vacancy  shall  occur, 
shall  forthwith  thereafter  make  a  similar  appointment.  If  no 
Chaplain  is  appointed  within  two  calendar  months  after  the 
passing  of  the  Act  of  Parliament  confirming  the  Scheme,  or  if 
at  any  time  thereafter  the  office  of  Chaplain  shall  be  vacant  for 
a  like  period  of  two  calendar  months,  the  Visitor  of  the 
College  may  appoint  a  Chaplain  for  the  Hospital.  The  Hos- 
pital shall  at  all  times  pay  to  the  Chaplain  at  least  £40  per 
annum. 

50.  The  Hospital  shall  be  maintained  as  a  Clinical  Hospital, 
and  afford  every  facility  for  clinical  instruction ;  and  such 
persons  shall  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  to  be  physicians 
and  surgeons  of  the  Hospital,  whose  certificates  as  to  clinical 
instruction  shall  be  accepted  by  the  medical  examining  boards 
of  the  United  Kingdom;  and  such  physicians  and  surgeons 
shall  hold  their  respective*  offices  on  condition  of  giving  to 
all  students  of  the  College  such  clinical  instruction,  in  kind  and 
quantity,  and  in  such  manner,  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be 
required  by  the  said  medical  examining  boards. 

51.  The  students  of  the  College  shall  at  all  times  have  free 
access  to  the  Hospital  for  the  purposes  of  clinical  instruction, 
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upon  payment,  of  such  fees  and  on  such  other  terms  and  con- 
ditions as  shall  bo  from  time  to  time  agreed  upon  between  the 
Council  and  the  Hospital.  Any  dispute  between  the  Cullege 
and  the  Hospital  regarding  such  fees,  terms,  or  conditions, 
or  otherwise  regarding  the  privileges  to  be  enjoyed  by  the 
students  of  the  College  under  this  clause  or  the  preceding 
clause,  or  any  dispute  between  the  Hospital  and  any  physician 
or  surgeon  thereof  as  to  the  preceding  clause,  shall  be  referred 
to  the  Visitor  of  the  College,  whose  decision  shall  be  binding 
on  the  parties  to  the  dispute. 

52.  This  Scheme  shall  be  printed,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall 
be  given  to  every  member  of  the  Council,  and  to  the  Warden, 
and  each  of  the  Professors  and  Tutors  in  the  College ;  and 
every  Governor  shall  be  entitled  to  a  copy  on  payment,  of  such 
sum,  not  exceeding  one  shilling,  as  the  Council  may  from  time 
to  time  determine. 
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AN  ADDRESS, 

Explanatory  of  the  Object  of  the  Warneford  Prize  Essay,  delivered 
at  the  Birmingham  Royal  School  of  Medicine  and  Surgery, 
at  the  third  Anniversary  Meeting,  August  29,  1838,  by 
Vaughan  Thomas,  B.B.,  formerly  Fellow  and  Tutor  of 
Corpus  Christi  College,  Oxford. 


Mr.  President, 

Mt  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 
In  offering  myself  to  your  attention,  I  have  an  introductory 
duty  to  perform.  I  have  to  acknowledge  the  honour  of  having 
been  invited  to  address  the  Royal  School  of  Medicine  and 
Surgery,  upon  the  return  of  its  anniversary.  In  making  these 
acknowledgments,  I  cannot  but  feel  that  there  are  many 
circumstances,  some  relating  to  pei'sons,  and  some  to  things, 
some  connected  with  the  origin  and  early  history  of  your 
institution,  and  some  with  its  pi-esent  prosperity  and  reputation, 
which,  whilst  they  largely  add  to  the  honour,  add  an  equal 
degree  to  the  difficulty  of  the  office  which  I  have  undertaken. 
If  I  were  to  refer  to  the  printed  evidences  of  your  past  exer- 
tions, I  should  find  a  variety  of  facts  and  events,  all  bearing 
witness  to  the  intellectual  labours  which  have  conducted  you 
to  the  distinguished  position  you  now  hold  among  the  recog- 
nised schools  of  professional  science  in  this  country  ;  but,  at  the 
same  time,  proving  that  the  duties  which  I  have  been  called 
upon  to  discharge  are  as  arduous  as  they  are  honourable.  The 
virtues  and  talents  of  those  who  have  addressed  you  on  former 
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anniversaries,  would  alone  bo  sufficient  to  prove  Hie  truth 
of  my  observation  ;  for,  when  I  call  to  mind  the  exhortations  of 
that  able  divine  and  pious  philosopher,*  whose  "  eloquent  and 
affeotionate  address  "  you  lately  rewarded  with  "  your  warmest 
thanks,"  I  cannot  but  feel  sensible  of  the  disadvantages  undo' 
which  I  labour  upon  this  occasion.  I  find  the  like  causes  of 
apprehension  in  the  luminous  discourse  of  the  elegant  scholar 
and  learned  physician  (now  no  more)  who  preceded  him  the 
year  before.f  I  find  them  in  the  addresses  of  your  venerable 
President,!  and  in  his  able  and  judicious  labours  to  promote 
the  welfare  of  the  Royal  School.  I  find  them  even  in  those 
tributes  of  affectionate  respect  which  were  recently  paid  to  his 
personal  and  professional  worth,  by  Trustees,  Governors,  Pro- 
fessors, and  Pupils,  upon  his  attainment  of  his  80th  year.||  If 
I  were  to  enlarge  the  field  of  my  retrospect,  I  should  discover 
further  proofs  of  the  difficulty,  as  well  as  dignity,  of  my  office, 
in  the  general  efforts  of  all  who,  by  patronage,  contribution, 
personal  ministrations,  professorial  services,  have  recorded  their 
devotion  to  the  cause  of  improvement  in  medical  and  surgical 
education;  and  who,  in  the  prosecution  of  their  common  pur- 
pose, have  never  lost  sight  of  that  combination  of  Christian 
principles  with  scientific  pursuits,  which  brings  blessings  upon 
human  knowledge,  and  makes  medical  and  surgical  studies 
acceptable  to  God  by  their  sjiirit,  as  well  as  beneficial  to  man 
by  their  success. 

If,  from  this  general  survey,  I  were  to  turn  my  attention  to 
some  circumstance  of  a, peculiar  nature,  1  should  find  fresh 
reasons  for  doubting  and  distrusting  my  own  comj^etency  to  do 
justice  to  the  great  cause  which  has  brought  us  together.  I 
should  find  them  in  that  disinterested  love  of  anatomical  and

physiological  science  which,  about  ten  years  ago,  determined 
an  accomplished  Surgeon*  of  this  his  native  place  to  enter 
upon  a  new  career  of  fame,  and  to  endeavour  to  establish 
in  the  town  of  Birmingham  what  was  so  loudly  called  for  by 
the  wants  of  professional  life,  and  the  increased  and  increasing 
rigour  of  the  metropolitan  examinations,  I  mean  a  School 
of  Medicine  and  .  urgery,  with  the  necessary  accompaniments 
of  a  theatre  of  anatomy,  a  museum,  full  courses  of  lectures, 
and  a  regular  attendance  upon  the  practice  of  a  recognised 
Hospital.  Happily  for  the  improvement  of  these  branches 
of  a  learned  education,  arid  happily  too  for  the  relief  of 
human  nature  suffering  under  those  dangerous  and  unhealthy 
labours  without  which,  in  these  great  seats  of  commercial  and 
manufacturing  enterprise,  none  of  the  greater  operations  of 
trade  can  be  carried  on,  his  philanthropic  endeavours,f  for- 
warded as  they  were  by  so  many  able  and  zealous  professional 
and  non-professional  coadjutors,  were  crowned  with  complete 
success ;  a  success  which  is  now  attested  by  the  lectures  which 
are  here  delivered  in  every  branch  of  therapeutic  science,  by 
the  talents  and  learning  of  the  lecturers,  by  the  attainments  of 
the  pupils,  by  the  annual  examinations  of  those  pupils  for 
medals,  and  by  their  compositions  for  those  prizes  which  have 
been  from  time  to  time  proposed  by  the  lovers  and  promoters 
of  scientific  literature.  For,  let  me  ask  of  those  who  are  com- 
petent to  make  the  comparison,  whether  there  can  be  found  in 
the  reports  of  any  school  of  medicine  and  surgery,  metropolitan 
or  provincial,  better  proofs  of  successful  study  and  exact 
inquiry  than  those  furnished  by  the  printed  essays  of  your 
students  ? — by  that,  for  instance,  of  Mr.  James  Wilkes,  "  On 
the  Great  Sympathetic  Nerve,"  wherein  the  young  essayist  has 
taken  an  historical  as  well  as  anatomical  view  of  the  whole 
ganglionic  system ;   and  most  justly,  as  well  as  learnedly,

maintains  the  title  of  Dr.  James  Johnstone*  to  the  honour 
of  having  preceded  others  in  some  of  those  paths  which  hive 
so  happily  conducted  later  inquirers  to  the  most  important 
discoveries  in  these  dark  regions  of  profound  anatomy.  The 
like  evidences  of  successful  diligence  are  to  be  perceived  in  the 
essay  of  Mr.  William  Hammond,  "On  Inguinal  Hernia;"  as 
also  in  that  of  Mr.  Alexander  Wright,  "  On  the  Influence  of 
Air  and  Soil  on  Health;"  and  of  Mr.  Edward  Turner,  "  On  the 
Influence  of  Alcoholic  Drinks  as  Articles  of  Diet."  After  such 
proofs  of  power  in  the  teachers,  and  proficiency  in  the  taught, 
it  can  be  no  matter  of  surprise,  although,  as  a  fact,  it  must  be 
gratifying  to  every  parent  of  every  pupil  sent  here  for  educa- 
tion, that  no  candidate  from  this  Royal  School  of  Birmingham 
has  ever  sought  in  vain  for  bis  diploma  from  the  College 
of  Surgeons,  or  for  his  licence  from  the  Company  of  Apothe- 
caries. The  honourable  distinction  rests  not  for  its  truth  upon 
current  report,  nor  private  information — it  has  been  proved  by 
authentic  evidence — it  appears  upon  the  minutes  taken  before 
a  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons — it  has  become  a 
Parliamentary  record. f  Such  are  some  of  the  facts,  and  some 
of  the  considerations  arising  out  of  them,  all  interesting  in 
themselves— all  most  encouraging  to  the  well-wishers  to  im- 
provement in  medical  and  surgical  education,  which,  by  adding 
to  the  fame  of  your  School,  have  added  to  the  celebrity  of  your 
anniversary,  and  to  the  importance  of  the  duties  which  belong 
to  it,  and  to  the  apprehensions  of  him  who  has  been  called-upon 
to  take  part  in  the  performances  of  them.  For  how  can  I 
reflect  upon  all  these  combinations  of  intellectual  power  with 
moral  worth,  of  philosophic  zeal  with  religious  principle,  of 
pious  with  patriotic  endeavours,  all  working  together  for  the

frequent,  there  Is  not  a  single  Instance  of  a  Birmingham  pupil  having  been  rejected. 
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accomplishment  of  a  good  and  great  design,  and  realising  even 
more  than  was  anticipated,  without  feeling  that  the  sphere 
of  my  duties  has  been  raised  as  well  as  eolai-ged  by  the 
rise  and  enlargement  of  your  reputation,  prospects,  and  pur- 
poses ? — that  a  higher  level,  as  well  as  a  wider  range,  has  been 
given  to  the  topics  of  my  argument ;  that  they  ought  to  include 
matters  even  higher  than  the  diginity  of  professional  studies, 
and  in  amplitude  wider  than  the  whole  circle  of  natural  science. 
For  religious  truths  and  duties  demand  attention;  Divine 
Providence  has  claims  upon  our  gratitude — it  has  claims  upon 
the  £rratitude  of  all  who  take  an  interest  in  the  success  and 
reputation  of  your  establishment.  And  how  can  these  claims 
be  better  satisfied  than  by  upholding  the  principles  which  have 
given  stability  to  your  School,  and  brought  a  blessing  upon  its 
instructions  :  principles  which,  operating  in  many  ways  upon 
many  persons,  have  led  some  to  bestow  their  time  and  talents 
as  teachers  ;  others  to  contribute  the  aids  of  money  as  sub- 
scribers;  others  the  influence  of  hereditary  rank  and  personal 
integrity  as  patrons  as  well  as  subscribers ;  others  assiduously 
to  watch  over  the  working  and  welfare  of  the  institution  as 
managers;  and  so  many  to  show,  by  their  presence  at  its 
anniversary,  the  lively  interest  they  feel  in  its  growing  great- 
ness and  future  fortunes  ?  After  such  a  representation,  will  it 
be  necessary  for  me  to  denominate  the  principles  which  have 
produced  such  good  effects  ?  Could  any  but  Christian  prin- 
ciples and  a  Christian  spirit  have  given  birth  to  such  diversities 
of  harmonious  co-operation  ?  Could  any  influence  but  that  of 
Christianity  have  produced  so  rich  and  various  a  harvest  of 
intellectual  and  moral,  scientific  and  benevolent  exertion  in  so 
many  individuals,  from  so  many  classes  of  social  and  civil  life, 
from  so  many  ranks  and  orders  in  Church  and  State  ?  It  is 
my  happiness  to  know  that  I  am  addressing  a  Christian  School 
of  Medicine  and  Surgery.  There  was  a  time  in  the  history  of 
therapeutic  instruction,  when  every  school  of  medicine  and 
surgery  Avas  Christian ; .  and  during  that  period  it  would  have 
been  an  unmeaning,  or  rather  an  invidious  application  of  the 
p 
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term,  to  have  bostowed  it  upon  any  school  in  particular.  But 
unhappily  for  tho  present  and  eternal  welfare  of  those  who  are 
sont  to  somo  of  the  metropolitan  schools,  that  time  exists  no 
longer.  What  was  once  a  common  denomination  has  become  an 
honorary  distinction.    What  was  formerly  the  property  of  all, 
is  now  the  pi'ivilege  of  some.    But,  be  it  title  of  honour  or  term 
of  distinction  or  common  appellative,  the  name  of  Christian 
belongs  to  you  and  to  your  School.    It  belongs  to  its  spirit, 
principles,  and  objects — to  the  whole  constitution  and  economy 
of  your  association ;  and,  under  these  convictions,  I  think  that 
I  shall  best  fulfil  the  expectations  of  those  to  whose  good 
opinion  I  feel  myself  indebted,  not  only  for  the  honour  of 
appearing  before  you  upon  this  occasion,  but  the  still  higher 
honour  of  a  permanent  connection  with  your  institution  as  one 
of  its  trustees,  if  I  take  advantage  of  the  present  opportunity — 
'  not  to  enter  into  the  boundless  argument  upon  medical  and 
surgical  education,  although  the  general  subject  loudly  calls  for 
reconsideration,  and  would  amply  repay  the  labours  of  another 
Gregory,  or  Percival,  or  Gisborne* — but,  that  I  may  examine 
some   of  those   special  matters  belonging  to   the  general 
subject  which  have  been  recently  pressed  upon  my  atten- 
tion by  the  endowment  of  an  annual  prize  essay  in  your 
institution. 

The  Reverend  Dr.  Samuel  Wilson  Warneford,  its  founder, 
by  permanently  securing  these  honours  and  rewards  to  suc- 
cessful competition,  wished  to  direct  the  attention  of  students 
to  the  truths  of  revelation,  as  well  as  the  phenomena  of  nature, 
and  to  induce  them  to  combine  a  scriptural  apprehension  of 
God's  wisdom,  power,  and  goodness,  with  a  practical  knowledge 
of  the  structure  and  functions  of  the  human  body.

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That  friend  of  man  and  faithful  servant  of  God,  whose 
munificence  it  has  been  my  happiness  to  witness  under  so  many- 
different  relations  to  the  wants  and  woes  of  mankind,  perceived, 
or  thought  that  he  perceived,  bnt  very  few  resting  places  for 
sacred  meditation  in  any  of  those  wide  fields  of  natural  science 
w  hich  the  medical  and  surgical  student  is  obliged  to  traverse. 
Ho  well  knew  that  nothing  could  be  done  by  legislative  enact- 
ment ;  that  nothing  had  been  done  by  the  corporations  whose 
privilege  it  is  to  pronounce  upon  the  qualifications  of  students, 
in  order  to  give  a  Christian  character  to  professional  pursuits ; 
nothing  to  connect  the  Creator  with  His  creation ;  nothing  to 
throw  the  rays  of  revealed  light^  upon  the  paths  and  passages 
that  lead  into  the  recesses  of  nature.  He  was  also  led  to 
apprehend,  from  recent  publications,  that  there  were  some  who, 
by  intermingling  lessons  of  infidelity  with  anatomical  and 
physiological  instruction,  were  doing  what  they  could  to  rob 
God  of  His  glory  and  man  of  his  gratitude ;  moral  virtue  of  its 
best  support,  human  reason  of  its  surest  guidance,  and  profes- 
sional attainments  of  their  brightest  honour.  He  was,  there- 
fore, the  more  anxious  to  testify  to  Christian  schools  of  medicine 
and  surgery  his  sense  of  their  services  in  the  holy  cause  of 
religious  and  scientific  education.  In  the  King's  College  of 
London  he  found  a  corporate  body,  and  in  this  Royal  School 
of  Medicine  and  Surgery  a  voluntary  association,  able  by 
intellectual  strength,  and  willing  by  religious  conviction,  to 
uphold  the  attributes  and  will  of  God  by  the  testimonies  of 
Scripture  as  well  as  the  deductions  of  philosophy ;  and  thus,  by 
the  joint  evidences  of  revealed  and  natural  truth,  to  counteract 
the  oppositions  of  falsely-called  science,  and  of  everything  else  (by 
whatever  delusive  name  dignified  or  distinguished)  which 
exalteth  itself  against  the  knowledge  of  God  (2  Thess.  ii,  4).  It  is 
not,  however,  to  be  supposed  that  our  judicious  benefactor  was 
so  regardless  of  the  special  objects  and  purposes  of  a  school  of 
physic  as  to  propose  anything  that  should  interfere  with  or 
militate  against  professional 'studies,  by  calling  off  the  attention 
of  students  and  directing  it  to  profound  disquisitions  in  positive 
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or  controversial  divinity.  But  as  Dr.  Warncford  has  annexed 
to  his  grant  a  specification  of  his  intentions,  I  will  now,  under 
the  privilege  of  ancient  friendship,  take  upon  me  the  office  of 
commentator;  and,  under  your  indulgence,  will  proceed,  as 
briefly  as  the  important  matters  involved  in  that  specification 
will  permit,  to  explain,  or  rather  expand,  the  views  of  my 
pious  and  bonevolent  friend. 

And,  first,  as  to  the  subjects  of  the  proposed  prize  essays. 
They  may  be  selected  from  any  of  the  divisions  or  subdivisions 
of  those  professional  studies  which,  in  the  printed  curriculum 
of  your  lectures,  are  set  forth  under  the  heads,  "anatomy — 
general,  descriptive,  and  pathological — and  physiology." 

The  theses,  in  short,  may  be  supplied  by  any  of  those 
branches  of  physical  science  which  are  occupied  upon  the 
healthy  or  morbid  condition  of  the  human  body ;  and  if,  for  the 
fuller  development  of  what  belongs  to  human  anatomy,  it 
should  be  thought  advisable  to  take  comparative  views  of 
structure  and  function,  sound  or  sickly,  in  the  lower  grades 
of  animal  life,  the  range  of  choice  may  be  so  extended  as  to 
include  all*  those  instructive  fields  of  comparative  anatomy  and 
physiology  which  bear  witness  to  the  labours,  or  rather  record 
the  triumphs,  of  John  Hunter  and  Cuvier. 

But  though  so  great  a  width  has  been  assigned  to  the  com- 
pass or  circuit  of  the  subjects  ^o  be  selected,  a  limit  has  been 
put  to  the  depth  from  which  they  arc  to  be  drawn. 

The  subjects  must  all  belong  to  the  sensible  world;  they 
must  all  lie  within  the  boundaiy-lines  of  material  nature.  They 
must  relate  to  things  that  are,  and  appear  to  be ;  to  tacts  aud 
phenomena.  They  must  not  be  such  as  those  which  Boyle 
was  wont  to  call  hyperphysical,  as  being  above  the  world  of 
matter,  and  others  metaphysical,  as  lying  beyond  it. 
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Without  assigning  other  reasons  foi'  this  restriction,  it  will 
be  enough  to  say,  in  support  of  its  propriety,  that  it  would 
militate  against  the  necessary  pursuits,  the  present  studies,  the 
future  interests  of  the  students,  to  propose  subjects  which 
would  have  the  effect  of  diverting  their  diligence  from  those 
things  which  they  came  to  learn,  and  which  they  do  learn  with 
such  distinguished  success,  in  order  to  direct  it  to  the  meta- 
physics of  mind  or  matter.  There  is,  however,  one  subject, 
and  one  which  forms  a  most  important  branch  of  practice, 
which,  if  this  restriction  were  carried  to  its  full  extent,  would 
be  excluded  even  from  transient  notice;  it  is  the  pathology  of  the 
mind.  It  is  the  science  of  diseases,  caused  either  by  hereditary 
crasis  or  by  the  predominance  of  some  evil  passion  or  appetite, 
which,  by  that  eternal  law  which  binds  together  sin  and 
suffering,  often  operates  in  such  sort — sometimes  on  the  body, 
sometimes  on  the  mind,  and  sometimes  on  both — as  to  produce 
a  fearful  variety  and  succession  of  derangements,  mental  and 
corporeal.  But  how  can  I  characterise  these  maladies  of  the 
mind,  and  the  very  prevailing  causes  of  them,  better  than 
by  citing  the  words  of  The  Reverend  and  Worshipful 
Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  of  Lichfield,  and  saying,  that 
they  arise  in  numerous  instances,  from  "  the  hidden  working 
of  some  master  passion,  acting  sympathetically  ou  the 
nerves,  and  baffling  the  utmost  skill  of  the  anatomist  and 
demonstrator  ?  "* 

These  important  subjects,  and  such  as  these,  would  (if  too 
close  a  construction  were  put*  upon  the  words  of  the  speci- 
fication) be  excluded.  Alive  to  this  apprehension,  I  beg  to 
submit  whether  mental  pathology,  connected  as  it  is  with 
widely-spread  and  desolating  afflictions  (afflictions  for  the 
care,  relief,  and  cure  of  which  my  benevolent  friend  has 
administered  at  different  times,  and  for  the  most  part  through

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my  hands,  no  less  a  snm  than  £7,450*),  ought  not  to  be 
taken  out  of  the  foregoing  restriction,  but  so  as  to  leave  it  in 
full  force  against  all  general  investigations  in  psychology. 
But  though  metaphysics  be  excluded  from  the  subjects  of  these 
compositions,  they  are  admitted  to  be  useful  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  evidences  of  design  in  the  intellectual  and  moral 
economy  of  man. 

But  whilst  I  am  endeavouring  to  show  the  propriety  of 
excluding  subjects  which  lie  above  or  beyond  the  realities 
of  tangible,  visible,  sensible  existence,  I  would  not  have  it 
supposed  that  I  thought  that  no  knowledge  of  the  Divine 
perfections,  no  evidences  of  religious  truths  and  duties,  were  to 
be  derived  from  the  contemplation  of  the  acts  and  phenomena 
of  the  human  mind.  On  the  contrary,  if,  from  among  the 
signatures  everywhere  impressed  by  the  hand  of  the  Almighty 
upon  the  works  of  His  creation,  it  were  permitted  man  to  say 
of  any  that  they  were  superior  proofs  of  the  excellency  of  His 
wisdom,  I  should  be  disposed  to  place  the  faculties  and  func- 
tions of  the  mind  before  those  of  the  body,  as  natural 
evidences  of  the  boundless  power,  the  supreme  intelligence,  the

This  institution  lias  been  placed  under  the  medical  superintendence  of  Dr.  J. 
A.  Ogle,  who,  to  his  exact  knowledge  of  entomology,  comparative  anatomy,  and 
clinical  medicine,  and  his  zeal  and  ability  as  n  lecturer  in  these  branches  of  science, 
has  also  directed  his  studies  to  mental  pathology,  and  his  benevolent  attentions  to 
the  relief  and  cure  of  the  afflicted. 
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ineffable  goodnoss  of  God.  I  see  in  the  mental  powers,  acts, 
habits  of  apprehending  and  judging,  distinguishing  and  com- 
paring, reasoning  and  inferring,  foreseeing,  reflecting  and 
remembering,  willing  and  resolving — I  see  in  all  these  things, 
and  in  their  relations  to  the  external  world,  and  in  their  sub- 
serviencies to  the  wants  of  man  (especially  to  his  wants  as  a 
social  and  moral  creature,  accountable  for  his  conduct  in  this 
world  to  his  fellow-men,  and  to  his  Maker  in  the  next), 
abundant  reasons  for  giving  precedence  to  what  the  Almighty 
has  done  for  us  in  the  constitution  of  our  intellectual  and 
moral  powers  ;  and  for  placing  in  the  second  place  that  other 
class  of  wise  and  merciful  adaptations  which  the  body  of  man 
exhibits  from  the  hair  of  his  head  to  the  sole  of  his  foot — from 
the  superficial  tissue  of  the  epidermis  to  the  innermost  tex- 
tures of  the  vital  organs. 

So,  too,  with  respect  to  the  metaphysics  of  matter  as  well  as 
mind,  they  are  excluded  from  the  circle  of  approved  subjects, 
not  because  they  administer  no  materials  for  devout  con- 
templation, no  arguments  for  the  refutation  of  philosophic 
errors  and  impieties ;  the  metaphysics  of  matter  as  well  as 
mind,  in  the  hands  of  Bramhall,  Locke,  Stillingfleet,  Cud- 
worth,  Clarke  (in  former  days),  and  of  Browne,  Reid,  Beattie, 
Dugald  Stewart  (in  later  times),  have  been  found  to  be  all- 
sufficient  to  establish  against  all  opposition  the  existence, 
unity,  personality,  essential  and  moral  atti'ibutes  of  the 
Creator,  and  the  never-ceasing  energies  of  His  superintending, 
governing,  and  upholding  providence.  But  they  are  excluded 
in  this,  as  in  the  former  case,  because  they  are  foreign  from 
the  studies  and  adverse  to  the  interests  of  those  who  have 
been  confided  by  parental  to  professorial  care,  that  they  might 
acquire  the  greatest  quantity  of  suitable  knowledge  in  the 
shortest  time,  for  the  able  discharge  of  their  future  duties, 
either  as  practitioners  in  pure  surgery,  or  generally  in  all 
branches  of  medical  and  surgical  attendance. 

If  these  limitations  be  not  canned  farther,  so  as  to  exclude 
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what  have  boon  called  the  optics,  the  hydraulics,  the  mechanics, 
the  chemistry  of  anatomy,  it  is  because  it  may  happen  from 
time  to  timo  that  tho  course  of  an  argument,  or  the  nature  of 
a  thesis,  may  necessarily  lead  tho  writer  to  the  consideration 
of  those  physical  laws  which  the  Ruler  of  the  world  has 
ordained  and  actuates  for  tho  determination  of  the  conditions, 
functions,  changes,  and  effects  of  parts  or  particles  belonging 
to  the  different  systems  constantly  at  work  within  the.  corn- 
pages  of  the  human  body.  The  essayist  would  never  be  able 
to  enter  into  any  of  these  provinces  of  Divine  speculation 
without  the  aid  of  the  sciences,  which  are  taught  by  your  able 
and  assiduous  Professors  of  Chemistry,  Mathematics,  and 
Natural  Philosophy.*  By  the  aid  of  these  branches  of  general 
physics  it  may  be  demonstrated  that  all  these  laws,  though 
they  may  appear  to  be  very  far  removed  from  the  nature  and 
character  of  religious  truths,  bear  as  clear  and  conclusive 
evidences  to  the  unceasing  energies  of  Divine  Providence  as 
the  facts  which  they  produce,  or  the  phenomena  which  they 
set  before  our  eyes,  or  bring  within  the  reach  and  cognizance 
of  our  senses  or  understanding.  * 

The  last  particular  which  I  shall  submit  to  the  judgments 
of  the  learned  gentlemen  here  present  (as  not  coming  within 
the  purview  of  Dr.  Warneford's  specification)  is  one  which, 
though  closely  connected  with  anatomy  and  physiology,  is 
occupied  upon  the  structure  and  functions  of  the  human  body ; 
not  so  much  ad  intus  (that  is,  as  they  are  in  themselves)  as  ad 
extra,,  that  is,  in  a  relative  point  of  view,  as  connected  with  the 
general  constitution  of  things  in  the  external  world,  and  with 
those  ends  or  designs  of  the  Almighty  which  he  beyond  the 
microcosm  of  the  human  body.  These  ends  and  relations  have 
been  called  by  our  great  Christian  physiologist,f  cosmical,  as 
extending  to  and  embracing  the  whole  natural  and  moral 
world.

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Theses  of  this  sort  would  lead  the  student  away  from 
minute  and  patient  inquiry  into  the  details  of  anatomy, 
physiology,  and  pathology,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  broad 
and  general  views  of  those  adaptations  to  external  nature 
which  arc  visible  in  the  physical  condition  of  man.  I  readily 
admit  that  no  views  can  be  more  philosophical,  none  more 
demonstrative  of  God's  merciful  provisions  for  the  being  and 
well-being  of  his  creatures.  To  bring  within  the  field  of  one 
capacious  survey  the  relations  and  affinities  of  all  things 
created,  and  all  the  various  correspondences  and  adaptations 
of  parts  to  parts,  provisions  to  provisions,  purposes  to  purposes, 
is  an  exercise  which  will  well  repay  the  best  efforts  of  pious 
philosophy ;  but  still  it  is  an  exercise  which  requires  the 
ripest  as  well  as  the  richest  stores  of  physical  and  metaphysical 
knowledge,  and  belongs  rather  to  those  who  have  completed 
than  to  those  who  are  but  entering  ixpon  their  physiological 
studies.  The  subject  has  been  admirably  treated  in  that 
Bridgewater  discourse,*  which  (with  great  felicity  of  style  and 
arrangement,  and  with  abundant  illustrations  from  the  volumes 
of  nature  and  the  records  of  ancient  and  modern  science)  has 
brought  all  these  harmonious  adaptations  to  the  notice  of 
general  readers.  The  learned  writer,  by  stripping  his  essay  of 
the  swelling  robe  of  philosophic  language,  has  made  it  more 
attractive,  and  better  adapted  to  the  purpose  it  was  intended 
to  promote,  which  appears  to  have  been  to  diffuse  in  a  popular 
way  a  sound  and  Christian  knowledge  of  the  Divine  attributes, 
as  manifested  in  the  reciprocating  fitnesses  of  the  constitution 
and  condition  of  the  universe  to  the  constitution  and  condition 
of  man  ;  and,  conversely,  of  man's  constitution  and  condition  to 
those  of  the  universe.  The  work,  both  as  to  matter  and 
manner,  is  worthy  of  its  judicious  author — of  him  who,  to  the 
largest  and  most  solid  attainments  as  chemist,  anatomist, 
physician,  unites  the  Christian  piety  of  Boyle,  and  Linacre's 
love  of  classical  literature.

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Enough  has  hoon  now  said  to  designate  the  subjects  which 
lie  beyond  the  boundaries  of  the  specification,  but  not  quite 
enough  to  characterise  thoso  which  lie  within  them.  For  their 
shorter  and  clearer  description,  I  will  take  advantage  of  the 
distinctions  which  were  made  by  an  eminent  surgeon,*  who, 
in  his  evidence  before  the  late  committee  on  medical  and 
surgical  education,  speaks  of  three  sorts  of  anatomy — gross, 
minute,  and  transcendental.  In  adopting  his  terms,  I  ought  to 
say  that  I  do  not  confine  myself  to  the  things  which  he  com- 
prises within  the  meaning  of  each ;  he  used  them  incidentally, 
and  without  regard  to  philosophic  distribution  ;  but  I  borrow 
them  for  the  purpose  of  classifying  the  several  matters  in 
anatomy ;  as  things  above,  things  below,  and  things  fit  and 
suitable  to  the  nature  of  these  essays.  Of  these,  the  first — that 
is,  gross  anatomy — may  be  said  to  be  confined  to  the  surface  of 
things ;  and  though  most  important  as  a  branch  of  general 
education,  and  for  the  diffusion  of  a  useful  general  knowledge 
of  such  subjects ;  and  useful,  too,  to  those  who,  as  sculptors, 
would  give  to  marble  the  energies  of  muscular  effort;  or,  as 
painters,  to  canvas  the  softer  semblances  of  facial  or  bodily 
expression,  is  worse  than  useless  for  every  professional  purpose. 

The  last  sort  of  anatomy,  as  the  name  implies,  by  soaring 
too  loftily,  or  plunging  too  deeply,  or  expatiating  too  widely, 
soon  loses  sight  of  everything  visible,  tangible,  sensible,  in  the 
economy  of  the  human  body — of  everything  discoverable  by 
the  knife,  the  lens,  or  the  chemical  agent ;  and  often,  blindly 
rushing  beyond  the  ultimate  facts  in  material  existence,  becomes 
involved  in  the  depths  and  darkness  of  hyperphysical  specula- 
tions. 

Midway  between  these  extremes — that  is,  between  the 
common  footpaths  of  a  trivial  or  quadrivial  anatomy  and  the 
unknown  regions  to  which  the  transcendental  aspires — lies 
the  extensive  province  of  minute  anatomy,  the  same  which  has

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supplied  your  professors  with  the  ample  and  admirably- 
arranged  materials  of  their  140  lectures* 

In  the  character,  then,  of  commentator  upon  the  specialities 
of  Dr.  Warneford's  statement,  but  with  great  deference  to  the 
exact  and  profound  anatomists  and  physiologists  here  present, 
I  submit  it  to  your  judgment — regard  being  had  to  the  studies 
of  this  Eoyal  School,  and  to  the  objects  of  those  studies  as 
preparations,  first  for  the  metropolitan  examinations,  and 
afterwards  for  professional  duties — whether  the  subject  of  these 
essays  ought  not  to  be  taken  out  of  some  of  those  middle 
grounds  which,  lying  between  the  obvious  and  the  unknown, 
the  manifest  and  the  mysterious,  invite  and  reward  inquiry  by 
the  abundance,  the  certainty,  the  usefulness  of  the  knowledge 
which  may  be  acquired. 

With  respect  to  surgery,  minute  anatomy  may  be  said  to 
form  its  ancient  hereditary  domain.  It  is  this  minute  know- 
ledge which,  when  the  pupil  becomes  a  practitioner,  is  to 
direct  his  hand,  and — with  God's  assistance — his  heart  too, 
through  the  intricacies  of  hidden  structure,  in  cases  of  deeply- 
seated  organic  lesion,  from  accident  or  disease.  It  is  this  which 
is  to  enlighten  and  direct  his  judgment  under  the  anxieties,  it 
may  be  the  perplexities,  of  a  perilous  operation.  This  is  the 
sort  of  knowledge  which,  like  the  pole-star  to  the  mai'iner,  is  to 
conduct  him,  I  do  not  say  through  trackless  deeps — for  to  a 
minute  anatomist  no  deeps  are  altogether  trackless,  none  are 
without  some  indicia,  none  without  some  remembered  organisa- 
tions to  guide  manual  skill,  and  confirm  moral  and  intellectual 
courage — but  to  conduct  him  through  conflicting  difficulties 
and  surrounding  dangers,  and  bring  him  at  last  to  the  haven 
of  his  rest,  even  to  the  happiness  of  knowing  and  feeling  that 
he  has  done  well  what  he  had  warily  undertaken,  and  to  the 
still  higher  happiness  of  knowing  that  he  has  done  an  act  of 
humanity  well  pleasing  to  God;  and  as  a  professional  service, 
productive  it  may  be  of  present  emolument,  but  certainly  of

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personal  honour,  and  what  is  of  still  higher  valuo,  self-satisfac- 
tion and  the  approbation  of  his  own  conscience. 

I  should  now  proceed  to  those  parts  of  the  specification 
which  relate  to  tho  Christian  religion,  were  I  not  desirous  of 
making  two  observations  upon  tho  form  and  style  of  tho 
proposed  essays. 

As  I  have  said  so  much  on  their  matter,  I  must  confine 
myself  to  short  general  statements  as  to  manner.  Under  that 
necessity,  I  would  say  that  these  subjects  in  minute  anatomy 
or  minute  physiology,  integral  or  morbid,  should  be  handled 
monographically,  as  to  the  general  form  or  structure  of  the 
argument ;  and  technologically,  with  respect  to  the  nomenclature 
of  anatomy.  In  both  of  these  particulars  they  should  be  made 
to  differ  from  essays  exoterically  written  for  popular  use ;  such 
as  Dr.  Paley's  "  Natural  Theology,"  and  other  works  of  that 
sort,  wherein  great  care  has  been  taken  to  avoid  the  language 
of  the  dissecting  room.  In  his  work,  Dr.  Paley,  that  great 
master  of  perspicuity  of  style,  has,  by  the  exercise  of  his 
known  power  over  parallel  and  periphrastic  expressions, 
translated  scientific  into  vernacular  language,  sometimes 
homely,  but  always  happy,  in  order  to  make  unknown  things 
familiar  to  common  understandings. 

The  same,  or  any  other  of  the  numerous  books  or  parts  of 
books,  written  for  the  proof  of  the  Divine  perfections  from  the 
evidences  of  wise  and  merciful  contrivance,  discoverable  in  parts 
or  in  the  offices  of  parts  of  the  human  body,  might  be  referred  to 
for  the  illustration  of  what  is  meant  by  the  monographical  conr 
struction  or  composition  of  these  essays.  In  treatises  for  popular 
use  it  has  been  the  object,  or  more  properly  the  necessity  of 
authors,  to  range  over  the  wide  plains  of  natural  science,  gather- 

• 

ing,  as  they  went  along,  facts  and  phenomena  from  anything  and 
everything  which  presented  itself,  that  by  the  accumulation  of 
all  sorts  of  instances,  from  all  sorts  of  subjects,  they  might 
confirm  their  reasonings  from  final  causes ;  or,  if  at  any  time 
they  have  tarried  a  little  longer  upon  the  anatomical  or  physio- 
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logical  evidences  of  design,  it  has  still  been  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  broad  and  general  views  of  them.  But  such  are  not 
the  views  suitable  to  the  habits  or  the  studies  of  the  minute 
anatomist ;  it  is  his  to  pause  and  ponder  upon  those  passages  in 
the  book  of  nature  which  a  popular  writer  would  be  obliged  to 
despatch  with  a  few  pointed  observations. 

To  write  monogr empirically,  is  to  write  profoundly — it  is  to 
write  professionally.  Nothing  has  been  ever  effected  in  any 
department  of  medical  or  surgical  science,  either  for  the 
discovery  of  things  unknown,  or  the  exacter  verification  of 
things  known,  or  the  better  application  of  what  was  well 
known,  without  the  fixation  of  thought  upon  a  single  subject, 
resolving  it  into  its  parts,  studying  it  in  its  relations,  and  then 
synthetically,  in  a  well-ordered  monograph,  communicating  the 
results  of  individual  observation  to  the  experience  of  others. 

The  more  the  energies  of  mind  and  the  acquirements  of 
diligence  are  concentrated  in  this  way,  and  the  more  special  the 
purpose  of  that  concentration,  the  greater  has  been  the  success 
of  the  inquiry — the  more  splendid  the  conquests  of  industry  and 
talent.  If  it  were  necessary  to  confirm,  by  instances,  the  truth 
of  my  observation,  I  would  refer  to  any  one  of  the  various 
increments  which  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  in  the  pre- 
vious amounts  of  anatomical,  physiological,  or  pathological 
knowledge;  and  I  would  ask  whether  any  facts  or  laws  have  been 
ever  discovered  in  the  structure  or  functions  of  the  body ; 
whether  any  new  verities  have  been  ever  established  in  anatomi- 
cal or  physiological  science ;  whether  any  new  methods  have 
been  ever  invented  in  medical  or  surgical  practice,  without  a 
previous  application  of  the  powers  of  thought  to  one  thing  at 
a  time,  and  making  it  the  special  subject  of  some  sort  of 
inductive  investigation,  and  afterwards  of  an  orderly  argument, 
like  some  of  those  we  find  under  the  name  of  papers  in  the 
transactions  of  learned  societies,  or  as  single  and  separate 
monographs  in  Le  Clerc's  "  Bibliotheca."  And  though  it  may 
be  too  much  to  expect  that  such  results  can  be  obtained  by  the 
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concentrated  studies  of  any  but  proficients  in  anatomy  and 
physiology,  still  it  remains  an  unquestionable  truth,  that  by 
circumscribing  the  range  of  study,  the  field  of  observation, 
and  the  course  of  argument,  and  directing  them  all  towards  a 
single  subject,  those  habits  of  close  attention,  patient  inquiry, 
and  consecutive  reasoning  are  acquired,  which  give  firmness 
and  fixedness  to  a  student's  knowledge ;  and  whether  he  succeed 
or  not  in  the  scientific  contest  which  may  have  led  him  to  this 
sequestration  of  thought  from  general  to  special  subjects,  he 
will  be  sure  to  find  the  future  benefit  of  it,  both  in  the  quantity 
and  the  quality  of  the  information  he  has  obtained,  in  its 
serviceableness  for  use,  as  well  as  in  its  amount  for  distinction. 

The  concluding  part  of  this  my  endeavour  to  do  justice  to 
the  intentions  of  my  excellent  friend,  will  be  confined  to  a  sub- 
ject which,  if  its  place  in  this  address  had  been  settled  by  the 
closeness  of  its  connection  with  man's  present  and  eternal 
welfare,  would  have  taken  precedence  of  all  other  topics  :  it  is 
the  consideration  of  the  religious,  that  is,  the  Scriptural  and 
Clmstian  manner,  in  which  these  monographs  on  points  of 
minute  anatomy  are  to  be  written,  with  respect  to  those  parts 
which  refer  to  the  wisdom,  power,  and  goodness  of  God,  and 
whatever  else  may  appertain  to  religious  truth  and  duty. 

It  is  felt  as  a  painful  necessity  to  be  obliged  to  say,  that 
there  are  treatises  on  those  evidences  of  design  which  anatomy 
and  physiology  so  abundantly  supply  for  the  demonstration  of 
the  Divine  perfections,  which,  on  points  of  religion,  are  so 
questionably  written  as  to  make  it  very  doubtful  whether  the 
writers  (in  their  religious  opinions)  have  made  any  advances 
of  importance  beyond  the  creeds  of  Plato,  Socrates,  or  Tully ; 
although  these  philosophers  might  have  taught  them  better 
things,  for  by  their  honest  confessions  of  ignorance,  by  the 
anxious  hopes  they  have  expressed  of  a  future  revelation 
from  heaven,  and  of  some  Divine  assurance  of  a  life  to  come, 
they  have  given  an  unexceptionable  testimony  to  the  fact  that 
natural  religion,  left  to  its  own  efforts,  has  never  yet  been  able, 
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not  even  under  its  highest  culture  and  in  its  most  anxious 
aspirations,  to  think  or  speak  of  the  Almighty  in  any  manner 
worthy  of  His  power  and  providence,  or  worthy  of  the  rela- 
tions which  exist  between  the  Creator  and  the  created  :  I  do  not 
say  worthy  of  the  relations  which  exist  between  our  Father  in 
heaven  and  His  children  on  earth ;  I  do  not  say  between  the 
Redeemer  and  the  redeemed,  between  the  Justifier  and  the 
justified,  between  the  Sanctifier  and  the  sanctified,  because 
these  relations,  not  discoverable  by  human  reason,  and 
lying  far  beyond  the  most  forward  anticipations  of  heathen 
philosophy,  were  reserved  for  the  last  and  brightest  revelations 
of  the  will  of  God. 


Dr.  Warneford,  then,  to  save  his  intentions  from  misap- 
prehension upon  so  important  a  particular  as  the  nature  of 
that  religion  whose  spirit  he  wished  to  breathe,  and  whose 
voice  he  hoped  to  hear  in  these  compositions,  thought  it  due  to 
his  holy  office  as  a  minister  of  our  Church,  and  to  his  conscience 
as  a  doer  of  good  upon  the  principles  of  the  Gospel,  and  to  this 
great  and  honourable  association  as  believers  in  that  Gospel,  to 
state  specifically  his  hopes  and  intentions  upon  so  momentous 
a  concern.  He  says  in  his  specification,  "The  great  ends  I 
have  in  view,  are  to  combine  religious  with  scientific  studies 
and  pursuits;  to  make  medical  and  surgical  students  good 
Christians,  as  well  as  able  practitioners  in  medicine  and  surgery ; 
and  for  the  more  effectual  advancement  of  these  purposes,  it  is 
my  farther  wish  that  the  compositions  written  for  these  prizes 
may  be  of  a  religious  as  well  as  scientific  nature ;  that  the 
subject  of  them  be  taken  out  of  any  branch  of  anatomical, 
physiological,  and  pathological  science;  that  they  may  be  , 
handled  in  a  practical  or  professional  maimer,  and  according  to 
those  evidences  of  facts  and  phenomena  which  anatomy, 
physiology,  and  pathology  so  abundantly  supply;  but  always 
and  especially  with  a  view  to  exemplify  or  set  forth  by  instance 
or  example  the  wisdom,  power,  and  goodness  of  God,  as  revealed 
and  declared  in  Holy  Writ." 
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There  is  in  the  concluding  scntenco  (as  revealed  and  declared 
in  Holy  Writ),  an  advised  and  purposed  departure  from  the 
course*  generally  pursued  in  arguments  framed  upon  the 
phenomena  of  the  material  world,  for  tho  proof  of  the  Divine 
attributes,  and  from  the  instructions  which  have  been  drawn 
up  for  tho  regulation  of  these  arguments  by  those  who  have 
given  or  left  money  to  reward  the  writers.  In  those  instruc- 
tions, and  in  the  arguments  built  upon  them,  as  Nature  was 
made  to  supply  the  premises,  so  too  was  it  so  ordered  that 
there  should  be  no  other  sort  of  guidance  to  religious  con- 
clusions than  that  which  Nature,  independently  of  Revelation, 
was  able  to  afford.  Such  methods  may  be  very  fit  and  suitable 
in  a  Boyle  lecture,  or  a  Bridgewater  treatise,  or  in  any  of 
those  works  which  are  intended  to  establish,  by  physical  or 
metaphysical  arguments,  the  truths  of  natural  religion  against 
the  atheist,  the  infidel,  or  the  sceptic ;  although  even  with  such 
objects  in  view,  I  cannot  but  think  that  it  is  an  imprudent 
condescension,  if  not  a  dangerous  concession,  to  philosophical 
infidelity  for  the  soldier  of  Christ  to  quit  the  vantage  ground 
of  his  evidences,  internal  and  external,  miracle  and  prophecy 
and  testimony  historical,  to  the  fact  of  the  Gospel  revelation, 
and  to  plunge  into  mathematical  or  metaphysical  speculations 
upon  principles  prescribed  by  the  adversary. 

*  Thus  the  Earl  of  Bridgewater,  by  will,  Feb.  25,  1825,  directed  that  tho 
treatises  under  his  bequest  should  he  on  the  power,  wisdom,  and  goodness  of  God, 
as  manifested  in  the  creation,  illustrating'  such  works  by  all  reasonable  arguments. 
So  also  in  the  Boyle  lectures,  The  Honourable  Robert  Boyle,  by  will,  dated  July  28, 
1691,  directs  his  sermons  to  be  directed  against  Atheists,  Theists,  Pagans,  Jews, 
Mahometans,  and  not  to  descend  to  any  controversies  among  Christians ;  which 
shows  that  the  arguments  must  be  built  on  natural,  not  revealed,  principles— on 
reason,  not  Scripture.  Mr.  Thomas  Fairchild,  who  died  Oct.  10,  1720,  by  will, 
directed  an  annual  sermon  to  be  preached  every  Whit-Sunday,  in  Shorcditch 
Church,  on  "  The  Wisdom  of  God  in  the  Vegetable  World."  But  the  preachers  of 
this  lecture  have  very  properly  availed  themselves  of  the  testimonies  of  Scripture. 
See  the  sermons  of  Dr.  Stukcley,  17C0,  170:) ;  and  of  Dr.  Dcune,  1730, 1715 ;  and  the 
four  discourses  of  The  Rev.  W.  Jones,  of  Nay  land,  178-1-5-0-7.  It  must  be  also  added 
that  John  Shute  Duncan,  Esq.,  has,  in  his  Botauo-Theology,  shown  that  his  piety 
is  Christian  by  the  free  use  of  tcxtuary  evidences  and  illustrations.  Mr.  Burnett,  a 
Scottish  gentleman,  by  will,  left  £1,240  for  two  treatises  on  "The  Evidence  that 
there  is  a  Being  all-powerful;  wise,  and  good,  by  whom  everything  exists;  nnd 
particularly  to  obviate  diflicultics  regarding  the  wisdom  and  goodness  of  the  Deity ; 
and  this  in  the  first  place  from  considerations  independent  of  a  Written  revelation, 
aud  in  the  second  from  the  revelation  of  tho  Lord  Jesus."  This  is  much  more 
satisfactory  to  the  Christian,  as  a  direction  for  such  arguments,  than  those  which 
make  no  allusions  whatever  to  the  fact  of  a  written  revelation. 
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Writers  of  this  sort  too  studiously  avoid  even  au  occasional 
allusion  to  the  testimonies  of  Scripture,  however  appropriate, 
because  they  hold  it  to  be  against  the  rules  of  good  logic,  in  a 
natural  argument  directed  against  infidelity  or  atheism,  to 
blend  together  the  declarations  of  revealed  truth  with  rational 
deductions  from  the  principles  of  nature.  But  whatever  reason 
there  may  be  in  these  remarks  as  to  discourses  levelled  against 
the  errors  and  impieties  of'the  unbeliever,  they  do  not  apply  to 
the  compositions  under  consideration ;  for  these  essays  are  not 
to  be  clothed  with  the  apparel,  nor  to  assume  the  attitude 
and  aspect,  of  controversy :  they  are  to  be  written  philosophi- 
cally, but  not  polemically  ;  they  are  to  be  written  to  show  the 
progress  and  promptitude  and  power  of  a  student's  knowledge 
in  all  that  relates  to  anatomy,  physiology,  and  pathology,  but 
without  strife,  without  animosity ;  and,  with  respect  to  religion, 
it  was  Dr.  Warneford's  wish  that  they  should  be  written  in  the 
spirit  of  peace  and  good-will  to  man ;  but  still  with  a  true 
Beraean  readiness  of  mind  (Acts  xvii,  2),  a  Christian  devotion 
to  the  written  Word,  and  with  that  freedom  of  spirit  which 
shows  that  the  writer,  so  far  from  being  ashamed  to  confess  Ms 
faith  in  revelation,  is  resolved  with  Boerhaave  and  Haller,  with 
Bacon  and  Boyle,  and  Locke  and*  Newton,  and  all  the  great 
leaders  of  general  or  professional  science,  to  speak  boldly  as  he 
ought  to  speak  (Eph.  vi,  20),  to  affirm  constantly  (Tit.  iii,  8),  as 
he  ought  to  affirm,  whatever  the  Bible  declares ;  and  by  heart- 
felt reminiscences  and  citations,  to  interweave  the  declarations 
of  Scripture  with  the  conclusions  of  reason,  whenever  he  should 
have  occasion  in  his  essay  to  declare,  maintain,  and  uphold  the 
nature,  attributes,  or  will  of  God.  It  may  be  true  that  this  is 
not  the  way  to  produce  conviction  in  the  unbeliever — that  it  is 
not  the  way  to  convince  gainsayers  (Tit.  i,  9),  or  stop  the  mcndhs 
of  adversaries  (Tit.  i,  2).  But  these  essays  were  not  designed 
for  such  purposes.  It  appeared  to  our  benefactor's  experience 
that  controversial  discussions  of  this  sort  should  be  left  to  those 
whose  long  familiarity  with  the  questions  in  volved  in  them  had 
given  increased  power  to  maturity  of  judgment,  and  so  enabled 
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them  powerfully,  as  well  as  prudently,  to  perform  these  neces- 
sary duties  of  the  Christian's  warfare.    But  it  lias  been  the 
expressed  hope,  tho  earnest  wish,  of  Dr.  Warneford,  that  those 
facts  which,  by  closo  attention  and  exact  research,  have  been 
elicited  from  some  of  tho  recesses  of  our  mortal  frame  should 
not  be  left,  as  they  generally  are  left  in  anatomical  and  other 
treatises  of  that  sort,  simply  as  useful  truths,  things  subsidiary 
to  medical  or  surgical  practice,  but  that  they  should  be  made 
profitable  for  instruction  of  another  and  a  higher  sort— even  for 
the  illustration  of  what  the  Almighty  has  been  pleased  to  reveal 
upon  the  pages  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament  concerning  His 
essential  and  moral,  absolute,  and  relative  attributes.  These 
phenomena,  and  the  laws  of  these  phenomena,  as  far  as  it  has 
pleased  God  to  place  them  within  the  reach  of  inductive  science, 
are  not  to  be  viewed  in  a  state  of  severance  from  Scriptural 
instruction.    They  are  not  to  be  looked  upon  and  treated  as  so 
many  independent  evidences  of  contrivance  and  design,  or  as 
mere  physical  data  from  which  we  are  to  infer,  by  unassisted 
reason,  the  being  and  attributes  of  some  great  first  cause 
supremely  intelligent.     Such  laws  and  phenomena  in  these 
essays  are  to  be  invested  with  a  much  higher  character ;  they 
are  to  perform  a  better  part;  they  are  to  be  adduced  and 
applied  as  instances  taken  out  of  the  book  of  Nature,  for  the 
exemplification  of  truths  recorded  in  the  Holy  Writ.  The 
things  that  appear  are  to  be  converted  into  notes  and  com- 
mentaries upon  the  things  that  are  written,  which  in  their  turn 
are  to  perform  the  like  service  to  the  things  that  appear.  The 
verities  of  Scripture  and  the  verities  of  Nature  in  this  manner,  by 
a  reciprocity  of  elucidation,  are  to  give  and  receive  light  to  and 
from  each  other,  proving,  by  their  analogies,  their  common 
origin  as  proceeding  from  the  same  Father  of  lights  with  whom 
there  is  no  variableness,  neither  shadow  of  turning  {James  i,  17). 
It  is  thus  that  anatomy  and  physiology  and  pathology  may  be 
made  to  serve  as  handmaids  to  revealed  truth.    It  is  thus  that 
the  Word  of  God  may  receive  an  increase  of  power  .and  pro- 
fitableness from  the  unwritten  language  and  silent  voices  of  the 
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vein  arid  its  valves,  the  nerve  and  the  fibre,  the  nutrient  and 
digestive  juices;  from  everything  chemical,  everything  mechani- 
cal ;  everything  voluntary,  everything  involuntary,  in  form  or 
function,  rest  or  motion,  in  the  economy  of  the  human  frame ; 
all  that  is  beautiful,  all  that  is  wonderful,  all  that  is  fearful  in 
the  organisations  of  the  body  are,  in  these  essays,  to  be  made 
use  of  for  the  visible  demonstration  of  whatever  has  been 
declared  in  Scripture  concerning  the  wisdom,  power,  and  good- 
ness of  God,  for  the  brighter  and  fuller  manifestation  of  His 
glory  by  the  concentrated  rays  of  His  Word  and  works. 

Neither  are  these  irradiations  and  reflections  of  light  from 
the  pages  of  Scripture  upon  the  pages  of  Nature,  and  from  those 
of  Nature  back  again  upon  the  pages  of  Holy  Writ,  to  be  con- 
fined to  things  appertaining  to  the  Divine  attributes  ;  for  are 
there  not  many  sacred  precepts  relating  to  man  and  to  the 
bodily  form  and  condition  of  man  in  this  life  (for  it  is  to  this 
that  my  argument  obliges  me  to  confine  my  observation),  which 
may  both  throw  light  upon  and  receive  it  from  the  facts  that 
are  discernible  in  our  mortal  frame  ?  Are  there  not  many 
passages  in  Holy  Writ  concerning  life,  death,  youth,  age, 
sickness,  health;  the  endearing  but  mysterious  relations  of 
paternity  and  maternity,  which,  as  Divine  testimonies,  may  be 
suitably  cited  and  applied  in  these  essays  ;  and  which,  as  texts 
of  Scripture,  may  be  exegetically  illustrated  and  confirmed  by 
the  living  and  breathing  commentaries  of  the  human  body. 
When  we  are  told  in  the  Word  of  God  that  man  is  fearfully  and 
wonderfully  made  {Psalm  cxxxix,  14),  that  the  eyes  of  the  Lord 
did  see  his  substance,  yet  being  imperfect — that  in  His  book  were  all 
his  members  written,  when  as  yet  there  was  none  of  them — that 
the  Lord  hath  set  the  members,  every  one  of  them  in  the  body,  as  it 
hath  pleased  Him  (1  Cor.  xii,  18) — thath  He  hath  clothed  man  with 
skin  and  flesh,  and  fenced  him  with  bones  and  sineius  (Job  x,  2) — 
that  the  hearing  ear,  and  the  seeing  eye,  the  Lord  hath  made  even 
both  of  them  (Prov.  xx,  12)— that  the  Lord  breathed  into  man's 
nostrils  the  breath  of  life — that  the  days  of  our  age  are  three  score 
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years  and  ten,  and  though  men  he  so  strong  that  tliey  come  to  four 
score  years,  yet  is  their  strength  then  but  labour  and  sorrow 
(Psalm  xc,  10) — that  this  corruptible  must  put  on  mcorruption, 

and  this  mortal  must  put  on  immortality  (1  Cor.  xv,  53)  and 

that  with  respect  to  tho  power  of  man  over  the  physical  laws 
of  his  organisation,  he  is  not  able  to  make  the  haiirs  white  or  black 
(Matt,  v,  36) — when  theso,  and  things  such  as  these,  have  been 
revealed  to  us  by  our  Heavenly  Father,  we  cannot  but  feel  that 
there  is  a  sort  of  reality  in  the  observation  that  men's  persons 
are  sacred  things,  that  there  is  a  sanctity  in  anatomical  and 
physiological  truths  far  beyond  and  above  any  which  unassisted 
philosophy  could  discover,  when  most  anxious  to  raise  the  dignity 
of  human  nature ;  that  the  facts  and  phenomena  of  man's  life 
and  substance  partake  of  the  nature  of  things  divine,  organised 
as  they  were  by  Grod's  creative  power,  and  upheld  as  they  are 
by  His  providential  wisdom  and  goodness,  and  destined,  too,  by 
our  Saviour's  mighty  working  to  be  fashioned  like  unto  His  glorious 
body  (Phil,  hi,  21).  But  is  it  possible  for  him  who  ponders  upon 
all  these  coincidences  between  the  things  seen  and  the  things 
written,  to  prevent  his  affections  from  carrying  out  the  conclu- 
sions of  his  reason  ?  Will  he  not  be  anxious  to  transform  into 
religious  sentiments  the  convictions  of  his  understanding,  and 
the  discoveries  of  his  philosophy  ?  Is  it  possible  for  any  one 
to  be  sensible  of  these  joint  attestations  of  the  works  and  Word 
of  God,  and  not  go  forward  and  gratefully  acknowledge  that 
the  Lord's  mercies  are  over  all  His  works  (Psalm  cxlv,  9)  ? 
Will  he  not  ask,  with  the  Psalmist's  humility,  Lord,  what  is 
man,  that  Thou  hast  such  respect  unto  him  ?  Will  he  not  confess 
and  declare  with  the  Apostle,  that  in  Him  we  live,  and  move,  and 
have  our  being  (Acts  xvii,  28)  ?  Will  he  not  strive  to  show  the 
strength  and  sincerity  of  his  gratitude  by  endeavouring  to 
glorify  God  with  that  body  and  with  that  spirit  which  are  His 
(1  Cor.  vi,  20)  ?  But  there  would  be  no  end  of  such  inter- 
rogatories, if  they  were  to  cease  only  when  the  Scriptures  ceased 
to  supply  matter  for  them.  I  will  therefore  return  to  the  con- 
sideration of  Dr.  Warneford's  principle — I  mean  principle  of 
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combining  Scriptural  testimonies  with  natural  deductions  in 
disquisitions  upon  the  phenomena  of  our  corporeal  nature. 

When,  in  this  specification,  Holy  Scripture  is  made  the  para- 
mount authority  for  the  attestation  of  the  Divine  attributes,  it 
is  not  meant  to  detract  from  the  didactic  power — the  indepen- 
dent instructiveness  of  any,  even  of  the  minutest  of  things 
created ;  still  less  to  call  in  question  the  lawfulness  of  studying 
nature  by  itself  for  the  improvement  of  religious  knowledge; 
for  who  can  doubt  the  lawfulness  of  these  separate  and  distinct 
contemplations,  who  bears  in  mind  the  injunctions  of  Scripture, 
to  standstill  (Job  xxxvii,  14),  to  consider  (ib.),  to  regard  (Psalm 
xxviii,  5),  to  observe  (Prov.  xxiii,  26),  to  talk  of  (Psalm  cv,  2) 
the  works  of  creation  ? 

Who  would  ever  dispute  its  profitableness  for  religious 
purposes,  who  has  pondered  upon  the  sacred  physiologies  of 
Job  and  David,  and  especially  upon  the  interrogatories  put  to  the 
afflicted  patriarch  at  the  close  of  his  holy  controversy ;  or  who 
has  weighed  St.  Paul's  natural  arguments  to  the  philosophers  of 
Athens  (Acts  xvii,  18)  and  the  people  of  Lycaonia  (Acts  xiv, 
11),  and  others  in  his  epistles  to  the  converts  of  Rome  and 
Corinth ;  or  who  has  devoutly  laid  to  heart  his  Saviour's 
appeals  to  the  rains  of  heaven,  to  the  fowls  of  the  air,  the 
lilies  of  the  field,  the  hairs  of  the  head,  the  height  of  the 
stature,  as  independent  natural  evidences  of  the  universality  of 
God's  providential  wisdom,  justice,  mercy,  and  long-suffering  ? 
Job,  David,  Solomon,  St.  Paul,  our  Saviour  Himself,  all  had 
recourse  to  the  works  of  creation,  as  evidences  of  sacred  truths 
and  sources  of  religious  knowledge ;  therefore  the  independent 
contemplation  and  use  of  them  for  profit  or  instruction  are 
sanctioned  by  authorities  which  the  Christian  will  not  be 
disposed  to  dispute.  But  it  is  equally  clear  that  since  the 
Divine  atti'ibutes  have  been  in  Scripture  expressly  revealed  to 
us,  and  in  language  mercifully  accommodated  to  the  narrowness 
of  man's  comprehension,  we  ought  not  to  turn  our  eyes 
from  such  instruction ;   we  ought  not  to  choose  that  lesser 


light,  which  ruled  the  night  of  Gentile  darkness,  and  neglect 
the  greater  light,  which  now  rules  the  day  of  Christian  grace 
and  salvation.     Neither  is  it  intended  by  this  special  reference 
to  the  Word  of  God  to  disparage  the  argument  a  causa Jbiali, 
or  to  diminish  the  influence  which  it  rightfully  exercises  over 
the  minds  of  all  but  thoso  who,  like  Descartes,  bewilder  them- 
selves' in  the  metaphysics  of  finality,  or  those  who,  like  Hume, 
equally  bewilder  themselves  in  the  metaphysics  of  causation. 
Neither  is  it  meant  to  patronise  the  fond  opinion  that  the  Word 
of  God  was  intended  to  furnish  data  for  the  discovery  of 
scientific  truths.    This  was  the  error  of  Hutchinson  and  his 
followers,  who  were  wont  to  insist  upon  the  philosophy  of 
Scripture,  especially  that  of  Moses,  against  the  truth  of  the 
Newtonian  philosophy.    This  too  was  the  folly  of  Paracelsus, 
who,"  as  lord  Bacon  observes,  "  pretended  to  find  the  truth 
of  all  natural  philosophy  in  the  Scriptures,  scandalising  and 
traducing  all  other  philosophy  as  heathenish  and  profane." 
The  same  sort  of  error,  but  in  an  inferior  degree,  has  been 
committed  by  the  once  celebrated  author  of  the  book  entitled, 
"  The  Eeligious   Philosopher,"   of   whom   Dr.  Desaguliers 
observed,  "  that  it  was  to  be  wished  that  he  had  applied  the 
texts  of  Scripture  which  he  quotes  as  properly  as  he  had  done 
his  philosophical  considerations,"*  he  having  wrested  them  from 
then-  right  sense,  that  he  might  give  the  semblance  of  support 
to  his  anatomical  or  physiological  observations. 

In  short,  there  is  nothing  in  the  specification  which  will 
lend  any  sort  of  support  to  the  notion  that  philosophy  should 
be  made  the  interpreter  of  Scripture,  or  should  be  viewed  as  a 
treatise  on  natural  philosophy. 

If  more  were  wanting  for  the  exposition  of  the  great  master- 
principle  laid  down  in  the  specification,  I  should  be  able  to  cite 
passages  from  several  authors  which  represent  the  Scriptures 
as  designed— besides  other  sacred  purposes— to  be  commen- 
taries on  the  works  of  God.    And  if  these  were  not  enough,  I

religious  feeling  of  this  meeting,  whether  their  eloquence  has 
not  been  made  more  persuasive,  and  their  arguments  more 
powerful  and  convincing,  by  the  textuary  precepts  which  have 
lent  their  aid  to  physical  evidences  and  rational  deductions. 
Their  writings,  if  appealed  to,  would  tell  of  the  profitableness 
of  the  sure  testimony  of  the  sacred  scriptum  est  of  the  recorded 
Word  for  the  fuller  development  of  the  Divine  will,  as  well  as 
attributes,  in  arguments  of  this  nature. 

If,  from  the  glorious  constellation  of  those  attributes,  I  were 
upon  this  occasion  to  select  one  to  throw  its  starry  light  upon 
the  path  of  those  who,  in  the  energy  of  youthful  intellect  and 
the  power  of  acquired  knowledge,  may  not  be  sufficiently  alive 
to  that  law  of  God  which  withholds  His  deep  and  secret  things 
from  man's  discovery,  I  would  select  His  unsearchableness  as 
an  attribute,  not  only  declaratory  of  His  power  over  all  the 
peniUora  natures,  but  most  expressive  of  His  will'  that  we 
should  learn  to  walk  humbly  and  speak  warily  as  soon  as  our 
ignorance  tells  us  that  we  have  reached  the  clouds  and  dark- 
ness lohich  surround  His  throne  {Psalm  xviii,  11 ;  levii,  2 ; 
lxxvii,  19). 

Let  a  proper  sense  of  the  unsearchableness  of  God  accompany 
the  student  in  every  analytic,  every  synthetic  process  of  his 
philosophy,  in  all  that  he  does  for  the  verification  of  facts, 
in  all  that  he  writes  in  discourses  upon  them.  The  deep 
conviction  that  the  ways  of  the  Almighty  are  unsearchable 
need  not  damp  nor  destroy  his  thirst  of  knowledge.  It  ought 
to  do  no  more  than  chasten  the  spirit  of  inquiry,  check  its 
excesses,  and  correct  its  aberrations.  The  assurance  that  the 
Almighty  is  wonderful  in  counsel  and  excellent  in  working  (Isaiah 
xxviii,  29),  that  we  cannot  find  out  the  Almighty  to  perfection 
(Job  xi,  7)  ought  not  to  prevent  our  feeling  after  and  finding 
(Acts  xvii,  27)  His  wisdom,  power,  and  goodness,  even  though 
the  search  should  conduct  us  into  the  minute  and  deeply 
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seated  wonders  of  our  corporoal  nature.  For  it  may  be  said 
that  the  Divine  perfections  are  exhibited  to  our  apprehension 
with  groator  brightness,  aud  proclaim  their  glory  with  a  louder 
voice,  the  moro  profoundly  wo  investigate  His  provisions  for 
the  woll-beiug  of  man  in  the  minuter  structures  of  his  bodily 
fabric.  What  Pliny  said  of  the  insect  may  be  applied  to  every- 
thing minute  in  the  offices  and  organisations  of  the  body.  In 
his  "  tarn  parvis,  atque  tarn  nullis,  qum  ratio !  quanta  vis ! 
quam  in  extricabilis  perfectio  !"*  and  again,  "  rerum  natura, 
nusquam  magis  quam  in  minimis  tota  est."  In  this  passage  let 
God's  Holy  Name  be  substituted  for  that  of  Nature;  and 
instead  of  an  insect,  let  an  instance  be  taken  from  any  of  the 
minutiaa  of  anatomy,  and  we  too  shall  be  disposed  in  like 
manner  to  exclaim,  "  what  infinite  wisdom !  what  amazing 
power  !  what  inextricable  perfection  !  "  The  Lord  nowhere 
appears  in  greater  glory  than  in  things  of  the  smallest  dimen- 
sions, or  perhaps  we  should  feel  disposed,  with  the  poet  Cow- 
per,  in  silent  admiration,  to  ponder  upon 

"  Muscle  and  nerve  miraculously  spun, 
His  mighty  work  who  speaks,  and  it  is  done — 
The  invisible  in  things  scarce  seen,  revealed 
To  whom,  an  atom  is  an  ample  field  1" 

He  who  shall  have  penetrated  farthest  into  the  intricacies 
of  organic  structure,  who,  not  satisfied  with  microscopic  en- 
largements of  his  field  of  vision,  passes  onwards  to  the 
.chemical  solution  of  whatever  stops  his  way — be  it  solid,  fluid, 
or  gaseous — and  who,  by  the  help  of  still  more  subtle  agencies, 
has  advanced  even  to  the  very  borders  of  corpuscular  existence, 
even  he,  if  he  possess  the  good  and  honest  heart  of  a  Christian 
philosopher,  will  be  the  first  to  confess,  with  the  patriarchal 
physiologist,  that  tliere  is  a  way  which  the  vulture's  eye  hath  not 
seen — a  wisdom  which  is  hid  from  the  eyes  of  all  living  (Job 
xxviii,  21),  that  no  man  can  find  out  the  work  that  God  malceth 
from  the  beginning  to  the  end  (Eccles.  iii,  2),  that  Tie  doeth  things 

/  *  Plinii  llist.  Nat.  Lib.  xi,  cup.  1  uud  2. 
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which  we  cannot  comprehend  (Job  xxxvii,  5).  Even  the  trans- 
cendental anatomist — however  searching  the  solvent,  however 
subtle  his  electric  or  galvanic  current — will  be  obliged  to 
acknowledge  that  He  who  can  bind  the  sweet  influences  of  the 
Pleiades,  and  loose  the  bands  of  Orion  (Job  xxxviii,  31),  can  so 
bind  and  loose  the  influences  of  galvanism,  electricity,  and 
every  other  law  or  principle,  atmospheric  or  cosmical,  for  the 
oxygenation,  calorification,  vitalization  of  the  blood  and  body. 
The  Christian  transcendentalist  will  be  the  last  to  say,  that 
caloric  in  the  body  must  follow  the  same  laws  as  caloric  out  of 
the  body.*  On  the  contrary,  convinced  that  he  knows  but 
parts  of  Oocl's  ways,  and  those  parts  but  darkly,  he  will  take  care 
neither  to  darken  the  Divine  counsel  by  words  without  knowledge, 
(Job  xxxviii,  2)  nor  give  such  instruction  as  may  cause  to  err 
from  the  words  of  knoivledge  (Prov.  xix,  27).  But  why  should  I 
accumulate  the  testimonies  of  Scripture  upon  the  unsearchable- 
ness  of  God,  and  the  duty  of  speaking  warily  in  respect  of 
those  things  which  He  has  been  pleased  to  call  the  treasures  of 
His  wisdom  (Job  xxxviii,  22)  ?  It  is  a  fact,  a  truth,  a  doctrine 
forced  upon  the  admission  of  reluctant  philosophers,  by  what- 
ever ascent,  or  by  whatever  descent,  they  may  seek  to  enter 
into  the  counsel-chambers  of  Omniscience. 

Of  such  phdosophical  adventurers,  and  their  opinions  and 
controversies,  let  himf  speak  who  may  be  said  to  have  dedicated 
the  last  energies  of  his  great  talents  and  extensive  benevolence 
to  your  service,  who,  though  dead,  still  speaketh  concerning 
the  foolishness  of  presumptuous  wisdom,  in  that  oration — so 
purely  classical  in  language— which  he  delivered  before  the 
College  of  Physicians.  Such  advice,  when  it  comes  recom- 
mended to  your  attention  by  the  name  of  "  Johnstone,"  will 
not  fail  to  exercise  a  two-fold  influence.  First,  by  its  own 
weight  and  value,  and  then  by  the  worth  and  wisdom  of  the

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giver  of  it,  and  especially  by  his  affectionate  concern  for  the 
welfare  of  this  institution.  When— says  the  Harveian  orator  * 
in  language  far  superior  to  any  that  a  translation  can  Bub- 
stituto— when  these  things  are  far  removed  from  the  senses 
and  understanding,  they  permit  us  to  do  no  more  than  hunt 
after  the  shadows  of  a  false  and  delusive  philosophy.  It  must 
however,  be  admitted  that,  for  many  ages,  wise  and  good  men 
have  applied  all  the  energies  of  their  genius  and  industry  to 
the  subject  which  has  very  recently  engaged  public  attention. 
In  my  opinion,  however,  these  profound  inquiries  have,  by 
their  excessive  desire  of  understanding  everything,  reduced 
themselves  to  the  state  and  condition  of  knowing  nothing  at 
all;  and  general  readers,  ever  accustomed  to  applaud  what 
they  do  not  understand,  have,  by  these  pretended  demonstra- 
tions, been  made  even  more  uncertain  and  unsettled  than  they 
were  before.  To  men  of  this  sort,  whose  delight  it  is,  with 
a  too  anxious,  not  to  say  too  daring,  spirit  to  explore  the  things 
which  the  Almighty  has  been  pleased  to  conceal  in  the  black- 
ness of  darkness,  to  them  I  would  say — do  not  waste  the  oil 
of  your  midnight  lamp,  do  not  lose  the  labour  of  your  daily 
toil.  As  to  the  arguments  of  this  sort,  which  have  been  so  long 
and  so  much  tossed  about  to  and  fro,  they  rest  not  upon  any 
principles  of  sound  and  genuine  philosophy;  neither  do  they 
borrow  any  light  from  anatomy;  neither  do  they  derive  any

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kind  or  degree  of  warranty  from  Holy  Writ ;  neither  are  they 
connected  by  any  tie  whatever  with  the  practical  duties  of 
life;  neither  does  the  weakness  of  human  nature  make  it 
possible  to  settle  these  questions  so  as  to  bring  about  a  recon- 
ciliation between  those  who  have  engaged  so  warmly,  not 
to  say  bitterly,  in  this  controversy.  Such  questions  are  not 
to  be  classed  with  those  which  Celsus  represents  as  assisting 
medical  science,  though  they  do  not  properly  belong  to  it, 
by  reason  of  the  excitement  and  exercise  of  the  talent  which 
they  produce. 

More  would  I  willingly  extract,  if  beauty  of  style  and  truth 
of  observation,  and  soundness  and  sincerity  of  advice,  were  the 
only  things  I  had  to  attend  to ;  but,  in  my  character  of  clerical 
commentator  upon  a  clerical  friend's  specification,  and  as  a  firm 
adherent  to  the  cause  of  religious  education,  and  as  an  admirer 
and  advocate  of  your  institution,  and  hearty  well-wisher  to  its 
pecuniary  as  well  as  literary  prosperity,  I  have  some  last  duties 
to  perform,  a  few  parting  words  to  deliver.  I  have  first  to 
thank  this  meeting  (distinguished  as  it  is  by  rank  and  integrity, 
by  piety  and  learning,  by  professional  knowledge  and  reputation, 
and,  I  am  bound  to  add,  by  academic  worth  and  wisdom,*)  for 
the  patient  attention  they  have  been  pleased  to  bestow  upon  an 
address,  which,  by  reason  of  peculiar  circumstances,  has  been 
extended  beyond  the  usual  length. 

I  have  also  to  express  the  lively  interest  I  have  felt  in  the 
various  demonstrations  of  talents,  attainments,  and  assiduity 
which  have  been  given  by  the  pupils  upon  this  occasion,  and 
assure  them  that  my  sincere  and  earnest  wishes  will  ever 
attend  their  intellectual  efforts  to  obtain  literary  honours  for

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themselves,  and  add  to  the  reputation  of  their  School.*  But 
I  have  another,  a  higher,  a  concluding  duty  to  perform — it  is 
that  of  a  minister  of  God.  In  that  character  then  I  close  my 
argumont  with  a  word  of  exhortation  (Heb.  xiii,  22).  Sensible, 
my  young  friends,  as  you  must  be  of  the  great  defectiveness  of 
man's  knowledge,  even  when  he  knows  the  most,  and  in  the 
best  way  ;  sensible  that  there  are  millions  of  particulars  in  the 
mechanisms  and  chemistries  of  this  mortal  body  beyond  the 
utmost  stretch  of  human  intellect,  you  will  do  well  to  ponder 
upon  that  saying  of  the  great  instructor  of  human  science, 
Lord  Bacon,  "  Dignius  quiddam  est  credere,  quam  scire  qualiter 
nunc  scimus."  Whenever  the  anatomist  or  physiologist  is 
occupied  upon  the  unsearchable  ways,  the  unfathomable 
depths,  of  God's  wisdom  and  knowledge,  it  is  better  (regard 
being  had  to  the  kind  and  quality  of  his  information)  to  say  I 
believe,  than  to  say  I  hioio — it  is  an  expression  more  worthy 
of  the  piety  of  man,  more  suitable  to  his  intellectual  insuf- 
ficiency, more  declaratory  of  a  Christian  spirit.  ,  He  that  cometh 
to  God  is  required  to  believe  that  He  is  (Heb.  xi,  6).  It  is  through 
faith  that  we  understand  that  the  worlds  were  framed  by  the  word 
of  Ood,  so  that  things  which  are  seen  were  not  made  of  things 
ivhich  do  appear  (Heb.  xi,  3).    It  is  by  an  act  of  faith  that  (in

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those  sound  words  which  have  been  supplied  by  most  sure 
warrants  of  Scripture,  and  which  set  forth  the  universal  belief 
of  Christians  from  the  beginning)  we  say,  "  we  believe  in  one 
God  the  Father  Almighty,  Maker  of  heaven  and  earth,  of  all 
thino-s  visible  and  invisible."  In  like  manner,  and  still  by  an  act 
of  faith,  we  confess  that  "  there  is  but  one  living  and  true  God, 
everlasting,  without  body,  parts,  or  passions,  of  infinite  wisdom, 
power,  and  goodness,  the  Maker  and  Preserver  of  all  things  ; 
and  that  in  the  unity  of  the  Godhead  there  are  three  Persons 
of  one  substance,  power,  and  eternity— the  Father,  Son,  and 
Holy  Ghost."  These  Divine  attributes  and  personalities  of  the 
Godhead,  not  deduced  by  reason,  but  revealed  to  faith  ;  not 
reasoned  out  from  the  works,  but  established  by  the  Word  of 
God,  have  been  committed  by  our  Saviour  to  the  keeping  of 
His  church  and  the  teaching  of  His  ministers ;  and  woe  unto 
me  if  I  teach  them  not  in  season  and  out  of  season,  for  they  all  rest 
upon  the  sure  testimony  of  that  written  Word,  which  in  the 
words  of  Locke,*  "has  God  for  its  Author,  salvation  for 
its  end,  and  truth,  without  any  mixture  of  error,  for  its  matter." 
The  Divine  attributes  in  these  essays  are  to  be  treated  as 
matters  of  Christain  faith,  rather  than  as  matters  of  human 
knowledge — they  are  to  be  embraced  upon  the  testimonies  of 
the  revealing  Spirit,  rather  than  coldly  received  as  the  results  of 
anatomical  or  physiological  speculation — they  are  to  be  admitted 
freely  into  the  heart,  to  animate  the  affections,  and  call  forth 
the  best  energies  of  love  and  reverence ;  not  left  to  float  upon 
the  brain  as  things  purely  intellectual,  unproductive  of  moral 
effects,  and  unaccompanied  by  practical  improvement.  It  was 
the  hope  and  wish  of  our  common  friend,  that  the  contempla- 
tion of  the  revealed  attributes  should  lead  to  the  knowing  and 
doing  of  the  revealed  will ;  that  the  doing  of  the  will  of  God 
should  operate  to  the  better  understanding  of  His  doctrine 
(John  vii,  17)  ;  that  a  conscientious  sense  of  obligation  should 
lead  to  a  practical  performance  of  duty.  That  the  student 
should  learn  to  venerate  the  wisdom  he  discovers  in  the  human

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fabric,  and  lovo  t.lio  goodness  which  ho  thoro  beholds,  and  fear 
tho  power  which  ho  acknowledges,  and  obey  the  authority 
under  which  ho  lives,  and  worship  Him  whose  attributes  and 
perfection,  revealed  in  tho  Word  and  exemplified  by  the  works 
of  God,  cannot  fail — with  God's  assistance — to  awaken  piety 
and  prcscribo  devotion.  In  short,  it  has  been  Dr.  Warneford's 
hope  that  every  student  might  have  the  happiness  of  being  able 
to  say,  with  the  great  father  and  founder  of  all  the  natural 
sciences,  "  Thy  creatures,  0  Lord,  have  been  my  books,  but 
Thy  Scriptures  much  more :  I  have  sought  Thee  in  the  courts, 
the  fields,  the  gardens — but  I  have  found  Thee  in  Thy 
temple."

ORIGIN  OF  THE  THEOLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  following  letter  was  addressed  to  Dr.  Warnefobd,  in  the  year 
1847,  by  Mr.  Sands  Cox,  which  led  to  the  formation  of  the 
Theological  Department : 

"  Queen's  College,  Birmingham, 
"  September  13th,  1847. 
"  My  dear  Friend, — I  fear  it  will  not  be  in  my  power  to 
have  the  pleasure  of  seeing  you  this  month,  as  I  had  anticipated. 
Will  you  obligingly  at  your  leisure  favour  me  with  your  opinion 
on  the  following  subject  ? 

"  A  paragraph  has  appeared  in  all  the  public  papers,  '  That 
the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  the  Archbishop  of  York,  the 
Bishop  of  London,  and  twenty-two  other  Bishops,  have  con- 
sented to  admit  as  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  in  the  respective

dioceses,  snoli  gentlemen  as  may  receive  the  Divinity  Testi- 
monial from  King's  College,  London,  without  reference  to  the 
Uiiwersitiea  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge.''  The  course  of  study  in 
this  department,  to  obtain  the  required  testimonial,  continues 
through  six  academic  terms  (two  years).  At  the  close  of  this 
period  a  stricl  examination  takes  place,  and  to  all  students  who 
have  merited  by  their  attainments,  and  by  their  good  conduct 
during  their  studies  at  the  College,  the  certificate  is  given. 

'•The  instruction  given  embraces  the  evidences  of  natural 
and  revealed  religion,  the  Holy  Scriptures  in  the  original 
languages,  the  Thirty-nine  Articles  of  Religion,  the  Book  of 
Common  Prayer,  Ecclesiastical  History,  both  ancient  and 
modern,  and  the  theory  and  practice  of  the  Pastoral  office, 
including  the  reading  of  the  Liturgy  and  the  composition  and 
delivery  of  Sermons. 

"  Measures  are  also  taken  for  providing  the  students  with 
the  opportunity  of  acting  as  district  visitors  under  the  parochial 
clergy,  and  for  enabling  them  to  become  practically  acquainted 
with  the  best  method  of  conducting  schools. 

"  The  Theological  Department  is  placed  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  The  Rev.  Dr.  Jelf,  The  Rev.  Dr.  McCall,  Rector  of 
St.  James's,  The  Rev.  T.  D.  Maurice,  The"  Rev.  R.  C.  Tench, 
Vicar  of  Ithen,  The  Rev.  E.  H.  Plumtree,  Chaplain  of  King's 
College. 

"The  examination  for  I  lie  admission  of  candidates  is  fixed 
to  take  place  on  Wednesday,  October  6th,  and  the  department 
will  open  on  the  following  day. 

"  This  important  privilege  was,  I  believe,  granted  on  the 
ground,-  '  That  the  multiplication  of  small  benefices,  and  the 
deficiency  in  the  number  of  clergy  compared  with  the  increasing 
population,  appeared  to  call  for  an  additional  supply  of  persons 
duly  qualified  to  satisfy  the  growing  wants  of  the  Church.' 
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"  The  Council  of  King's  College  in  their  annual  report  also 
argue  (Report,  1840)  'Upon  the  consequences  which  may  he 
expected  to  result  to  the  Church  '  from  this  important  measure, 
the  Council  do  not  feel  themselves  called  upon  to  enlarge. 
They  content  themselves,  on  the  present  occasion,  with  indica- 
ting its  prohable  effects  upon  the  well-being  of  the  College.  In 
the  Department  of  General  Literature  and  Science  in  particular, 
a  considerable  accession  of  numbers  may  be  reasonably  expected, 
as  well  as  a  longer  continuance  of  the  students  under  training, 
and  a  general  increase  of  activity. 

"  Nor  can  the  other  departments  fail  to  be  beneficially 
affected,  not  only  upon  the  general  rule,  suggested  by 
experience,  that  the  prosperity  of  one  department  leads  to  the 
benefit  of  all,  but  because  one  portion  of  the  College  being 
devoted  to  Divinity,  as  a  distinct  object  of  study,  must  act 
favourably  upon  all  the  brauces  of  instruction,  and  impart  to 
the  whole  something  of  the  ennobling,  elevating,  and  sacred 
character  which  belongs  to  Divinity  itself. 

"  Have  we  not  the  machinery,  with  additional  outlay,  for  a 
similar  course  of  instruction  ? 

"  We  have  a  consecrated  chapel. 

"  We  have  an  endowed  Theological  Professor. 

"  The  Hospital  affords  opportunities  for  visiting  the  sick. 

"  Have  we  not  an  examining  body  in  our  own  Council  ? 

"  The  Vice-principal,  The  Dean  of  Worcester,  The  Arch- 
deacon of  Coventry,  The  Rev.  Vanghan  Thomas,  The  Rector 
of  St.  Philip's,  The  Rector  of  St.  Martin's. 

"  Have  we  not  a  vast  and  increasing  population  and  an 
insufficient  supply  of  clergy  ? 

"  I  beg  to  call  your  attention  also  to  another  branch  of 
education.  Ere  long  the  members  of  the  legal  profession  must 
keep  pace  -with  the  times.  Our  Bankruptcy  Court  is  now  in 
full  operation ;  our  County  Courts  open  in  the  course  of  the 
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week;  a  Court  of  Assize  will  crc  long  be  established;  find 
there  is  no  doubt  that,  in  a  short  space  of  time,  many  members 
of  the  Bar  will  become  resident  in  Birmingham. 

•■  May  we  not  look  forward  to  educate  the  law  student? 
In  one  word,  may  we  not,  with  the  powers  we  now  enjoy,  lay 
the  foundation  of  a  great  central  University,  based  on  sound 
Church  of  England  principles,  without  any  great  increase  of 
capital  ?

"  My  clear  Friend, — Tour  letter  of  the  13th  instant  is  on  so 
important  a  subject,  'that  I  recommend  you  to  request  our 
common  friend,  Mr.  Vaughan  Thomas,  to  send  you  his  deliberate 
opinion  on  it.  It  strikes  me,  however,  that  the  nearer  we  can 
npproach  to  the  regulations  and  privileges  of  King's  College, 
London,  the  better,  more  especially  with  reference  to  the 
education  of  clergymen.  It  would  be  a  great  attainment,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Hospital,  the  College,  and  the  Church  establish-

The  following  is  my  humble  opinion  relative  to  the 
extension  of  the  present  establishment  of  Queen's  College,  by 
the  addition  of  a  Clerical  Department,  making  an  integral  part 
of  Queen's  College  : 

"  First — By  an  increase  to  the  salary  of  one  of  the  present 
tutors,  by  the  payment  of  fees  by  each  pupil,  his  appointment 
would  become  more  desirable. 

"  Second — As  to  the  Lecture  Room,  I  apprehend  that  in  the 
College  hall  the  Theological  lectures  might  be  given,  as  for- 
merly at  my  College  at  Oxford. 

"  Third — As  to  additional  rooms  for  the  clerical  students, 
these  should  be  so  built  as  to  occasionally  admit  of  enlargement 
when  required.  We  must  not  be  unmindful  that  the  proposed 
clerical  education  is  intended  for  those  young  men  who  have 
limited  means,  and  to  whom  curacies  may  be  the  expected 
preferment. 

"  As  to  a  separate  College,  this  would  defeat,  in  a  great 
measure,  my  contemplated  views  of  its  intended  benefits,  its 
increased  usefulness,  and  its  future  celebrity,  to  be  hoped  for 
from  the  suggested  enlargement  of  Queen's  College.

"Mr.  Sands  Cox  has  great  gratification  in  stating,  that  the 
plan  he  proposes  to  pursue  has  met  with  the  approbation  of 
Dr.  Johnstone,  Dr.  Pearson,  the  physicians  and  surgeons  of  the 
General  Hospital,  Dispensary,  and  Town  Infirmary,  and  other 
distinguished  practitioners. 

"  For  Particulars  aud  Syllabus  of  the  Course  apply  at 
24,  Temple  Row."

*  "  Sly  dear  Sir,— I  think  it  my  duty,  as  tho  lirnt  individual  who  has  entered 
the  arena  of  medical  rivalry  in  our  English  Universities,  endowed  with  the  pre- 
parations of  your  invaluable  school,  to  acquaint  you  with  my  recent  success  in  our 
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At  a  meeting  of  the  senior  members  of  t lie  profession,  held 
on  tho  15th  day  of  April,  1828,  at  Mr.  Bands  Cox's  rooms— 
Dr.  Booth  in  the  chair — documents  were  submitted  by  Mr. 
Sands  Cox  to  the  meeting,  and  it  was  resolved  unanimously, 
"  That  it  appears  expedient  to  endeavour  to  form  a  School 
of  Medicine  and  Surgery  in  Birmingham,  on  the  plan  of  similar 
institutions  for  some  time  past  established  at  Liverpool,  Man- 
chester, Leeds,  and  other  large  towns. 

"  That  to  carry  into  effect  the  preceding  suggestion,  it 
is  expedient  that  a  number  of  gentlemen  of  standing  and 
eminence  in  their  profession  be  applied  to  in  the  order  of 
seniority  for  their  co-operation. 

"That  students  attending  courses  of  lectures  on  the  plan 


M.U.  Examination  ;  and  this  tho  rather,  since  it  affords  mo  an  occasion  of  evincing 
my  mindfulness  of  past  benefits,  and  of  assuring  you  how  highly  I  appreciate  that 
personal  esteem  with  which  you  have  ever  regarded  me.  and  how  much  I  venerate 
that  generous  anxiety  which,  whilst  it  will  not  permit  you  to  refrain  from  inquiring 
alter  the  welfare  of  those  over  whose  initiation  into  the  ranks  of  our  arduous  and 
responsible  profession  yon  have  been  tho  praisUUum,  and  still  arc  the  dulce  decus, 
is  equally  powerful  in  stimulating  them  to  Increased  exertion  and  redoubled 
diligence.  Through  your  kindness  I  was  placed  under  the  tutelage  of  Dr.  Booth, 
and  enjoyed  for  many  months,  as  his  clinical  clerk,  the  benefit  of  his  pathological 
observations— observations  whose  merit  has  not  been  deteriorated  by  the  protracted 
experience  of  nearly  six  additional  years  of  medical  research. 

"  I  received  from  the  bauds  of  your  learned  friend,  Mr.  Grainger,  the  first  medal 
presented  by  your  school  ;  the  first  chemical  prize  awarded  by  your  school  is  now  in 
my  possession ;  your  first  botanical  honours  1  shared  with  my  highly  esteemed 
friend,  Mr.  George  Elkiugtou.  When  I  left  Birmingham,  the  students  of  your 
school  presented  me  with  a  memorial,  which  is  redolent  as  ever  witli  the  fragrance 
of  their  affectionate  esteem.  All  these  honours,  and  more,  are  pledges,  in  the 
redemption  of  which  I  must  never  cease  to  exert  myself.  It  will  gratify  you  to 
know  that  at  the  close  of  our  M.B.  Examination,  I  have  been  pronounced  second  to 
none  of  the  fourteeu  candidates  who  sat  down  to  Professor  Clarke's  erudite  ana- 
tomical examination  paper,  a  copy  of  which  I  have  sent  you;  I  was  pronounced, 
on  the  day  of  decision,  first  man  ;  I  was  first  also  in  the  practice  of  physic  and  in 
the  classical  paper.  My  degree  will  be  conferred  at  the  close  of  this  commencement. 
Tin;  three  Professors  of  Physic,  Botany,  and  Anatomy,  The  Dean  of  our  College, 
and  other  Masters  of  Arts,  have  proposed  me  as  eligible  to  become  a  Fellow  of  the 
Cambridge  Philosophical  Society. 

"  Hoping  to  have  the  pleasure  of  seeing- you  shortly,  as  I  intend  commencing 
my  professional  career,  in  Newhall  street,  this  August;  with  the  deepest 
assurances  of  continued  respect  to  yourself  and  your  literary  associates, 
particularly  to  Dr.  Kccles  in  the  Birmingham  School,

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proposed  to  be  established,  be  prepared  tu  present  them- 
selves at  once  for  examination  before  the  Court  of  Examiners  of 
the  Royal  Colleges  of  Surgeons  of  London  and  Edinburgh,  and 
the  Apothecaries' Hall,  London;  and  hence  students  engaged 
in  the  duties  of  general  practice  in  this  town  and  neighbourhood 
will  have  an  opportunity— with  the  permission  of  the  surgeons 
with  whom  they  are  articled— of  saving  a  session  in  London 
during  their  studentship,  and  preparing  themselves  for  the 
practice  of  their  profession  at  a  diminished  expense,  but,  it 
is  presumed,  with  no  diminution  of  the  information  and  acquire- 
ments essential  to  its  honourable  and  beneficial  exercise. 

'•The  distractions  and  allurements  of  the  Metropolis  will 
not  be  thus  prematurely  presented  to  the  young  student.  His 
mind  will  be  better  prepared  for  the  enlarged  sphei'e  of  observa- 
tion to  which  he  will  be  subsequently  introduced,  and  his 
ultimate  improvement  in  his  profession  effectually  promoted 
and  se,cured. 

"That  the  ground  of  this  statement  will  become  at  once 
evident  on  referring  to  the  regulations  for  examination  at  the 
Apothecaries'  Hall,  by  which  it  appears  that  every  candidate 
for  a  diploma,  is  required  to  produce  certificates  of  having 
attended  the  following  lectures  : 

One  course  of  lectures  on  Materia  Medioa  and  Medical 
Botany. 

Oue  course  of  lectures  on  Chemistry. 
One  course  of  lectures  on  Anatomy  and  Physiology. 
One  course  of  lectures  on  the  Theory  and  Practice  of 
Physic. 

Six  months'  attendance  on  a  public  Hospital,  or  nine 
months  at  a  Dispensary. 

"That  hospital  and  other  medical  and  surgical  institutions 
of  Birmingham  possess  advantages  of  clinical  instruction 
scarcely  inferior,  out  of  the  Metropolis,  to  any  in  the  Kingdom  ; 
and  it  would  be  a  disparagement  to  the  liberality  of  the 
Grovernors  of  those  institutions  to  doubt  for  a  moment  that, 
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whilst  othor  largo  towns  arc  rendering  their  institutions  con- 
dueivo  to  the  best  purposes  of  instruction,  they  alone  should 
remain  indifferent  to  the  call  now  made  upon  them.  Such 
institutions,  conjoined  with  systematic  instruction,  are  emi- 
nently calculated  to  benefit  pupils  into  whose  hands  the  best 
interests  of  humanity  must  shortly  be  confided.  That  the 
purposes  of  instruction  do  not  interfere  with  the  attention  due 
to  tho  sick  and  suffering;  while  they  serve  as  an  additional 
stimulus  to  the  exertions  of  their  medical  and  surgical  atten- 
dants, under  the  usual  and  proper  regulations,  experience  has 
fully  proved  that  no  iuconvenience  arises  from  admission  of 
pupils  into  the  wards." 


At  a  meeting  of  the  senior  members  of  the  profession,  held 
at  Mr.  Sands  Cox's  rooms,  April  16,  1828 — Dr.  Pearson  in  the 
chair — it  was  resolved  unanimously,  "  That  Mr.  Sands  Cox 
be  requested  to  apply  to  the  Physicians  of  the  General  Hospital 
for  lectures  on  the  Practice  of  Physic,  in  order  of  seniority." 

It  was  resolved  unanimously,  "  That  Mr.  Sands  Cox  be 
requested  to  apply  to  the  Surgeons  of  the  General  Hospital 
for  lectures  on  the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery,  in  order 
of  seniority.'" 


At  a  meeting  held  April  18,  1828,  Mr.  Sands  Cox  reported 
that,  in  pursuance  of  the  resolution  passed  at  the  last  meeting, 
the  offer  of  the  lectures  on  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Physic 
had  been  made  to  Dr.  John  Johnstone,  which,  from  his 
engagements,  he  -was  compelled  to  decline.  The  offer  was  then 
made  to  Dr.  Male,  who,  for  similar  reasons,  could  not  under- 
take the  lectures. 

The  offer  having  been  made  to  Dr.  Booth,  as  next  hi 
seniority,  Dr.  Booth  agreed  to  accept  the  appointment;  and, 
at  the  same  time,  in  a  most  liberal  and  handsome  manner,  pro- 
posed that  Dr.  De  Lys  should  be  invited  to  co-operate  with  him. 

Dr.  De  Lys  declined. 
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Mr.  Sands  Cox  reported  that  an  application  having  been 
made  to  Mr.  Wood,  afterwards  to  Mr.  Vaux,  for  lectures 
on  Surgery,  these  gentlemen  declined  to  take  any  active  part, 
but  promised  in  every  way  to  sanction  and  forward  the  plans. 
The  proposal  was  then  made  to  Mr.  Hodgson,  who  required 
time  to  consider  the  subject. 


At  a  meeting  held  April  23,  1828— Dr.  Pearson  in  the 
chair— Mr.  Hodgson  declined  the  appointment  of  lecturer  on 
Surgery,  on  the  ground  that  his  engagements  prevented  his 
acceptance  of  the  office ;  but,  at  the  same  time,  he  expressed 
his  best  wishes  for  the  welfare  of  the  society.  Mr.  Jukes, 
being  applied  to  as  next  in  seniority,  accepted  the  lectureship 
on  Surgery. 

Dr.  Eccles,  as  Senior  Physician  to  the  Dispensary,  accepted 
the  chair  of  Materia  Medico,. 

Mr.  John  Blount,  as  Senior  Surgeon  of  the  Dispensary, 
declined  the  lectureship  on  Midwifery,  on  the  ground  that  it 
was  his  intention  to  deliver,  as  a  private  individual,  lectures  on 
that  subject,  independent  of  and  unconnected  with  any  party  or 
society  that  may  be  formed  for  the  purpose  of  medical 
instruction. 

Mr.  John  Ingleby,  as  next  in  seniority  to  Mr.  Blount,  was 
offered  the  lectureship,  and  accepted  the  offer. 

Mr.  Phillips  was  first  applied  to,  afterwards  Mr.  Woolrich, 
to  deliver  the  course  on  Chemistry — which  offer  was  accepted 
by  Mr.  Woolrich. 

The  School  was  thus  constituted ;  and  the  following  address 
and  prospectus  were  issued  to  the  public  : 

"A  School  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  having  been  instituted 
at  Birmingham,  it  is  due  to  the  public  to  state  the  plan  on 
which  it  has  been  formed,  and  the  advantages  which  it  holds 
forth. 
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"The  plan  is  that  of  communicating  medical  and  surgical 
information  in  a  course  of  lectures,  by  different  physicians  and 
surgeons,  to  young  gentlemen  brought  up  to  the  profession, 
whether  they  may  bo  pupils  attending  the  General  Hospital] 
Dispensary,  and  Town  Infirmary,  or  pupils  who  have  no 
opportunity  of  attending  any  of  those  public  charities.  To 
be  more  explicit,  the  subjects  treated  of  in  these  lectures 
will  bo  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  the  Theory  and  Practice 
of  Physic,  Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacy,  the  Principles  and 
Operations  of  Surgery,  Midwifery  and  the  Diseases  of  Women 
and  Children,  and  Chemistry,  thus  embracing  all  that  is  most 
important  in  the  ground-work  of  medical  education.  And, 
as  often  as  possible,  reference  will  be  made  to  cases  in  the 
Hospital,  at  the  Dispensary,  and  Town  Infirmary,  in  illustra- 
tion of  the  history,  pathology,  and  treatment  of  diseases.  Other 
lectures  may  also  be  occasionally  given  on  subjects  intimately 
connected  with  the  profession. 

"  Such  is  the  outline  of  the  plan  of  this  institution.  The 
advantages  to  be  derived  from  it  are  obviously  of  the  first 
importance.  By  an  attendance  on  these  courses  of  lectures, 
the  rising  generation  will  be  instructed  at  an  earlier  period 
than  their  predecessors  were,  or  could  be,  in  the  most  essential 
branches  of  their  profession  :  their  minds  will  be  enlarged ; 
their  judgment  will  be  strengthened;  and  while  they  are  daily 
acqumng  knowledge,  they  will  insensibly  be  led  to  habits 
of  reflection  and  observation.  All  parents  must  be  aware 
of  the  value  of  early  systematic  initiation  in  the  studies  connected 
with  the  future  destination  of  their  offspring;  and  it  cannot 
but  be  gratifying  to  their  feelings  to  know  that,  by  this  institu- 
tion, the  local  means  of  obtaining  that  object  are  placed  within 
their  reach.  Moreover,  these  lectures  will  be  of  great  use 
to  the  different  pupils  in  relation  to  the  future  and  finishing 
part  of  their  education  in  the  Metropolis.  They  will,  by  having 
attended  them,  be  so  much  the  better  prepared  for  their 
examinations  at  the  College  of  Surgeons,  the  Army  Medical 
Board,  and  the  Hall  of  Apothecaries  in  London ;  and  we  are 
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authorised  to  state,  by  official  documents  from  these  public 
bodies  respectively,  that  the  certificates  of  the  lecturers  in  this 
School  will  be  received  by  them.  Thus,  eventually,  much  time 
and  expense  will  be  spared  to  the  pupils. 

« It  is  intended  to  erect  an  appropriate  building,  in  a  con- 
venient part  of  the  town,  for  the  purpose  of  lecture  rooms, 
and  for  the  formation  of  an  anatomical  museum  and  library, 
which  will  be  open  to  the  students  of  the  School,  at  all  times,  and 
to  the  profession  generally,  at  stated  times,  under  particular 
regulations.  Iu  furtherance  of  these  objects,  pecuniary  dona- 
tions are  respectfully  solicited  from  the  munificent  patrons 
of  science,  and  the  liberal  members  of  the  medical  profession. 

"  Contributions  also  of  specimens  of  anatomical  and  morbid 
preparations  to  this  museum  will  be  thankfully  received,  and 
properly  acknowledged. 

"  To  conclude,  experience  has  shown  that  institutions  on  the 
above-mentioned  plan  at  Liverpool,  Manchester,  and  other 
large  towns,  have  been  productive  of  the  advantages  herein 
stated  ;  and,  considering  that  this  town  possesses  equal  oppor- 
tunities and  facilities  with  those  places,  it  may  be  presumed  that 
with  similar  diligence  and  exertions  on  the  part  of  the  lecturers, 
the  same  benefits  will  result  to  the  rising  generation  from  the 
School  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  established  in  Birmingham.

"PROVINCIAL  SCHOOLS  OF  MEDICINE,  BIRMINGHAM. 
"  To  the  Editor  of  the  '  London  Medical  Gazette.' 
»  Sir, — Every  scientific  member  of  our  profession,  who  is 
zealous  in  the  promotion  of  medical  knowledge,  will  hail  the 
foundation  of  provincial  schools  of  medicine  with  satisfaction  ; 
he  will  perceive  in  these  modern  establishments  a  powerful 
engine  for  the  diffusion  of  professional  information  ;  he  will 
regard  them  as  so  many  points  d'apjnd  whereon  will  ultimately 
rest  the  British  temple  of  medicine,  enlarged  and  adorned  by 
intelligent  workmen,  who,  less  mindful  of  individual  distinction

than  universal  good,  labour  to  perfect  our  most  useful  science. 

"  But  a  few  years  have  passed  away  since  London  was  the 
sole  mart  of  medical  instruction — the  only  place  in  England 
where  the  general  practitioner  could  study  the  different  branches 
of  the  science  with  success ;  but  now  the  exigencies  of  a  more 
educated  public  have  stimulated  the  chartered  powers  to 
extend  their  protection  to  several  provincial  schools.  Already 
at  Bristol,  Manchester,  Hull,  Liverpool,  Bath,  Birmingham,  &c, 
medical  schools  are  established.  To  the  history  of  the  last, 
and  most  modern  of  these,  after  a  few  general  remarks,  I  shall 
confine  my  attention. 

"  We  cannot  be  indifferent,  then,  to  the  importance  of  early 
medical  education,  nor  can  we  pass  unnoticed  two  of  the  most 
interesting  epochs  in  our  juvenile  career — the  period  of  our 
apprenticeship,  and  that  of  our  subsequent  sojourn  in  town. 
With  respect  to  the  former,  I  believe  that  many,  both  in  town 
and  country,  have  been  induced,  for  the  consideration  of  a 
large  premium,  to  take  more  pupils  than  they  could  well 
instruct,  hence  a  number  of  young  practitioners  who  were 
inefficient  from  the  neglect  of  early  medical  education.  These 
have  been  obliged  to  obtain,  during  a  very  limited  residence  in 
London,  all  the  knowledge  necessary  to  fit  them  for  an  exami- 
nation ;  to  many  the  task  has  been  so  heavy  that  they  have 


sunk  Ullder  it,  and  roturnod  to  the  country  with  disgust.  It 
must  be  obvious  to  nil  how  opportunely  provincial  medical 
schools  will  step  in  to  obviate  these  evils.  They  will  afford  the 
pupils  in  their  vicinity  the  means  of  early  gaining  elementary 
information,  which  the  praclice  they  daily  witness  will  tend  to 
imprint  indelibly  upon  their  minds.  The  business  of  these 
schools  will  leaeli  habits  of  industry  and  observation,  and  the 
emulation  excited  by  mixing  with  a  large  body  of  persons  of 
nearly  the  same  age,  and  engaged  in  the  same  pursuits, 
will  rouse  the  sluggish  and  stimulate  the  zealous  to  additional 
exertions.  Nor  do  the  good  effects  of  these  institutions  end 
with  the  pupil ;  the  master  will  reap  considerable  advantage 
from  the  early  education  of  his  apprentice,  who  will  be  more 
useful  to  him  in  proportion  as  he  is  better  informed  in  his 
profession  ;  hence,  much  time,  frequently  so  idly  spent  during 
a  five  years'  apprenticeship,  will  be  turned  to  profitable 
account. 

"  It  is  not  too  much  to  expect  that  medical  knowledge  will 
thus  become  more  generally  diffused,  and  our  profession  attain 
a  higher  rank  in  society  than  it  has  hitherto  held.  The  village 
apothecary  will  no  longer  afford  materials  for  the  pen  of  the 
satirist — will  no  longer  figure  in  every  comedy  as  the  most 
ignorant  and  vulgar  of  all  the  dramatis  p&KSonce,  but  be  replaced 
by  the  gentleman  and  the  scholar.  This,  and  more,  we  con- 
fidently anticipate  ivlten  our  examinations  are  made  public,  and 
when  they  are  so  regulated  that  talent  alone  shall  be  made  the 
key  to  preferment.  Surely  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when 
France  shall  cease  to  laugh  at  the  puei'ility  of  our  examinations, 
and  the  fastidiousness  of  our  countrymen  in  not  permitting 
public  dissections. 

"  I  have  alluded  to  the  existence  of  a  School  of  Medicine 
and  Surgery  in  Birmingham,  and  some  time  ago  you  acknow- 
ledged the  receipt  of  an  address  and  discourse  which  opened 
the  business  of  this  new  institution.  As  its  history  affords  au 
example  of  Avhat  too  often  takes  place  in  forming  such 
establishments,  I  shall  briefly  call  your  attention  to  it. 


"Birmingham  contains  between  130,000  and  140,000  inhabi- 
tants, of  whom  about  120  individuals  are  practitioners  in  medi- 
cine. It  has  a  commodious  General  Hospital,  exceedingly  well 
regnlated ;  a  Town  Infirmary,  attached  to  the  Workhouse ;  an 
extensively  useful  Dispensary  ;  an  Infirmary  for  Diseases  of  the 
Eye,  established  by  Mr.  Hodgson;  a  House  of  Recovery  for  Fever 
Patients  and  for  Persons  afflicted  with  Contagious  Diseases; 
a  House  of  Industry  ;  an  Establishment  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb, 
chiefly  established  by  the  exertions  of  Dr.  De  Lys ;  and  a  Self- 
supporting  Dispensary,  partly  on  Mr  Smith's  plan ;  besides 
other  minor  charities  also  furnished  with  medical  officers.  It 
must  be  obvious  to  your  readers,  from  the  enumeration  of  her 
public  charities,  to  which  not  fewer  than  thirty  medical  gentle- 
men are  attached,  that  Birmingham  presents  a  most  extensive 
field  for  the  cultivation  of  medicine,  and  that  with  all  the 
advantages  so  many  public  establishments  afford,  a  school  of 
medicine  might  be  easily  founded,  and  would  be  well  supported. 
This  had  been  long  felt,  and  Ave  have  reason  to  know  that  a 
medical  school,  connected  with  The  Birmingham  Philosophi- 
cal Institution,  a  place  already  provided  with  the  necessary 
requisites  for  a  school  of  medicine,  had  been  contemplated,  and 
contemplated  too  by  those  individuals  who,  from  their  talents 
and  popularity,  were  probably  best  calculated  to  secure  its 
success.  These  were  the  choice  materials,  rarely  collected, 
which  promised  to  found  one  of  the  most  eminent  provincial 
schools  of  medicine  in  the  most  populous  districts  of  the 
United  Kingdom.  Unfortunately,  however,  these  intentions 
were  frustrated  by  the  premature  establishment  of  a  school  by 
a  young  gentleman  who  had  not  succeeded  as  a  private  teacher, 
in  his  hands  were  vested  the  lectureships,  to  give  or  to  withhold. 

"  Public,  rather  than  individual  consideration,  has  place  with 

me  in  these  observations.    I  therefore  omit  to  mention  the 

names  of  those  gentlemen  to  whom  the  lectureships  were  first 

ineffectually  offered,  as  well  as  of  those  who,  from  various 

reasons,  were  induced  to  accept  them.    My.  object  is  to  show 

that  the  proceedings  adopted  were  not  the  best  means  of 
s 
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obtaining  the  assistance  of  the  most  eminent  men  in  the  con- 
struct  ion  of  the  school. 

"  But  feeling  how  deeply  the  character  of  the  profession 
is  affected  by  the  mode  of  education  of  its  rising  members, 
particularly  in  such  a  field  as  Birmingham  presents,  I  cannot 
help  commenting  on  the  mode  of  employing  those  rare  materials 
for  a  medical  school  with  which  this  great  town  abounds.  We 
would  not  willingly  excite  a  doubt  of  the  ability  of  the  gentle- 
men who  at  present  hold  the  lectureships,  yet  we  regret  that 
men  of  acknowledged  talents,  resident  in  Birmingham — men  who 
have  greatly  added  to  our  stock  of  medical  knowledge,  could 
not  join  this  new  school.  We  have  reason  to  know  that  Dr. 
De  Lys  was  preparing  lectures  for  the  public;  and  that  Mr. 
Hodgson  had  long  signified  his  intention  to  give  clinical 
instruction  at  the  General  Hospital,  which,  from  his  extensive 
observations,  must  have  been  highly  valuable ;  that  a  young 
gentleman,  distinguished  by  his  acquirements,  professional  as 
well  as  non-professional,  was  ready  to  have  given  anatomical 
demonstrations ;  yet  we  are  sorry  not  to  find  some  of  these 
men  attached  to  the  new  school ;  and  we  feel  that  the  profes- 
sion in  Birmingham,  as  well  as  the  profession  and  public 
generally,  have  deeply  to  lament  this  omission.  We  repeat, 
that  a  concatenation  of  circumstances  so  favourable — nay,  so 
inviting,  ought  not  to  have  been  hastily  disposed  of;  and 
although  our  feelings  of  regret  cannot  replace  the  lost 
advantages,  yet  our  noticing  the  hasty  arrangement  of  so 
important  an  establishment  may  tend  to  preserve,  for  a  more 
deliberate  consideration,  the  disposal  of  materials  so  choice, 
should  they  ever  be  found  again. 

"  I  am  happy  to  add,  in  conclusion,  that,  although  this  new 
school  cannot  boast  of  more  than  25  pupils,  yet  they  evince  the 
greatest  assiduity,  and  receive  the  utmost,  attention  from  the 
several  gentlemen  who  condnct  the  different  branches  of  the 
establishment.

"To  the  Editor  of  the  'London  Medical  Gazette.' 

"  Sir, — That  the  pages  of  your  valuable  journal  should,  in 
the  instance  of  a  letter  on  Provincial  Schools,  in  your  last  num- 
ber, have  been  rendered  the  vehicle  of  gross  misrepresentation 
respecting  the  one  founded  at  Birmingham,  can  only  be  imputed 
to  casual  inadvertency  on  your  part,  and  to  a  reckless  contempt 
of  truth  and  candour  on  the  part  of  your  anonymous,  and, 
therefore,  irresponsible  correspondent.  The  impartial  spirit 
which,  no  less  than  the  excellence  of  its  articles,  has  always 
distinguished  your  journal,  and  obtained  for  it  the  merited 
support  of  the  medical  public,  induces  me  to  confide  in  your 
readiness  to  insert  the  following  statement  in  reply  to  the 
falsehoods  to  which  I  have  alluded.  At  the  same  time,  permit 
me  to  exempt  myself  from  every  imputation  of  the  must 
distant  wish  to  engage  in  a  controversy  with  the  learned 
1  Birminghiensis.'  That  were,  indeed,  to  grapple  with  a 
shadow.  Respect  for  the  public,  for  the  Birmingham  School, 
and  for  myself,  seems  to  call  upon  me  not  to  remain  altogether 
silent,  lest,  indeed,  supineness  might  be  misconstrued  into  a 
voluntary  acquiescence  with  the  calumnies  which,  through 
your  pages,  have  obtained  a  circulation  of  which  they  were 
unworthy.  Lest  I  should  trespass  unnecessarily  on  your 
indulgence,  I  will  summarily  meet  the  obnoxious  statements  of 
the  masked  libeller,  which  resolve  themselves  into  two  heads : 

"  1st.  That  the  formation  of  the  existing  school  was — to  use 
the  language  of  the  censurer — '  premature ;'  by  which,  I  pre- 
sume, is  meant  surreptitious. 

"2nd.  That  it  was  exclusively  composed  of  lecturers  ap- 
pointed 'by  a  young  gentleman  who  had  not  succeeded  as 
a  private  teacher.  In  his  hands  were  vested  the  lectureships, 
to  give  or  to  withhold.' 

"  In  reply  to  these  objections,  insidiously  levelled  against  the 
honour  of  those  gentlemen  who  instituted  the  existing  School, 
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and  more  especially  against  my  own,  allow  me  to  state,  that, 
for  three  years prevum  to  the  poriod  at  which  other  individuals 
•of  taleixts  and  popularity  bettor  calculated  to  ensure  its 
success,' as  avouched  by  <  Birrninghiensis,"  are  alleged  to  have 
contemplated  a  school  of  medicine,  I  had  uniformly  recom- 
mended the  formation  of  such  an  institution  in  the  public 
introductory  lectures  to  my  courses  of  anatomy  and  surgery, 
very  numerously  attended  by  the  practitioners  of  the  town ; 
and  had,  solely  with  practical  views  to  such  an  establishment, 
visited  the  provincial  schools  of  Manchester  and  Liverpool, 
and  the  private  schools  of  Edinburgh  and  Dublin.  The  con- 
clusion, therefore,  in  respect  of  priority  of  design,  is  decisive  in 
favour  of  the  present  School. 

"  Secondly,  with  regard  to  the  mode  of  procedure  in  the 
establishment  of  the  School.    TJie principle  adopted  was  thai  of 
applying,  in  the  order  of  seniority,  to  the  physicians  and  sur- 
geons of  the  chief  public  medical  institutions  of  the  town  :  a  prin- 
ciple which  necessarily  prechided  the  possibility  of  choice  being 
vested  in  the  individual  who,  in  the  first  instance,  might 
originate  the  design.     The  individuals  distinguished  by  the 
learned  '  Birminghiensis  '  as  possessing  superior  claims  to  con- 
fidence, were  actually  applied  to,  in   consistency  with  the 
principle  mentioned  ;  nor  can  they  possibly  harbour  sentiments 
similar  to  those  of  the  libellous  writer,  either  with  regard  to 
the  constitution  of  the  existing  School,  or  to  their  own  superior 
claims,  since  the  liberality  of  Dr.  De  Lys  in  sui-rendering 
his  privileges,  and  in  giving  instruction  to  the  students  of  this 
School  at  the  General  Hospital,  whilst  Mr.  Hodgson  is  also 
giving  valuable  clinical  sm-gical  lectures  there,  equally  open 
to  the  pupils  of  the  School,  and  the  iutcrest  also  they  have  both 
manifested  in  the  public  examinations  of  the  students,  belie 
every  possible  insinuation  that  they  are  hostile  to  the  School ;  at 
the  same  time  I  feel  assured  that  their  sense  of  propriety  must 
lead  them  to  reject  with  contempt  the  fulsome  and  insidious 
praises  of  an  anonymous  slanderer.    It  perhaps  only  remains  for 
me,  in  order  to  complete  the  refutation  of  the  second  charge, 
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simply  to  observe  that  the  assertion  so  gratuitously  hazarded 
by  the  learned  '  Birmiughiensis,'  relative  to  the  declension  of 
my  anatomical  class,  is  in  contradiction  to  fact;  nor  could  it,  if 
true,  have  been  the  spring  of  action  with  me,  as,  from  the  very 
first  commencement  of  my  lectures,  I  had  warmly  advocated 
the  institution  of  a  school  embracing  every  branch  of  medical 
education.  Having  thus,  as  I  conceive,  satisfactorily  disproved 
the  assertions  of  the  learned  writer  in  every  essential  point, 
T  take  leave  to  add  that  this  School  has  received  the  sanction 
of  the  public  bodies  in  London,  and  also  the  most  distinguished 
patronage,  both  professional-  and  general ;  and  it  may  be  safely 
presumed,  that  complete  courses  having  now  been  delivered  to 
respectable  classes  of  industrious  and  intelligent  students — 
a  truth  admitted  even  by  the  calumniator  himself — demon- 
strates the  firm  stability  and  presages  the  future  prosperity  of 
the  establishment,  the  foundation  of  which  was  laid  '  by  a 
young  gentleman  whose  class  had  declined,'  and  the  super- 
structure of  which  has  been  reared  by  the  present  lecturers, 
although  unfortunately  not  including  in  their  number  'those 
rare  and  choice  materials  '  which  this  master-builder  would 
fain  have  put  together  with  his  own  hand.

1829. — Dr.  Booth  resiyiied  the  Chair  of  the  Practice  of  Physic. 

"  Dr.  Booth  feels  it  incumbent  upon  him  to  take  the  earliest 
possible  opportunity  of  intimating  to  his  respected  colleagues 
in  the  Birmingham  School  of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  that,  in 
conformity,  as  he  believes,  with  his  original  undertaking,  he 
must  necessarily  relinquish  his  duties  as  Lecturer  on  the  Theory 
and  Practice  of  Medicine,  at  the  termination  of  his  second 
course  in  September  next. 

"  Dr.  Booth  will  render  available  to  the  School  every  oppor- 
tunity of  instruction,  or  the  privileges  he  may  possess  at  the 
General  Hospital,  and  will  always  feel  anxious  to  evince,  by 
every  effort  within  the  limits  of  his  power,  his  unabated  zeal 
for  the  interests  of  the  School  and  the  welfare  of  its  students, 
as  a  clinical  lecturer  or  teacher  in  connection  with  both 
institutions.

Dr.  Eccles  was  appointed  to  deliver  the  Courses  on  the 
Practice  of  Physic  ;  Mr.  Knowles  on  Botany ;  and  Dr.  Birt 
Ha  vies  on  Forensic  Medicine. 
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Dr.  Birt  Davies,  to  the  great  regret  of  the  College,  after 
twenty-eight  years  of  unwearied  exertion,  devoted  to  the 
establishment  of  the  College  and  the  promotion  of  its  best 
interests,  retired  from  the  chair  of  Medical  Jurisprudence, 
in  tho  year  1858. 

In  the  published  report  of  the  annual  meeting  held  August 
26th,  1858,  "  The  Council  record  with  regret  the  retirement  of 
Dr.  Birt  Davies  from  the  Chair  of  Medical  Jurisprudence.  Dr. 
Birt  Davies  has  beeu  one  of  the  most  powerful  supporters  of 
your  institution  since  its  foundation,  his  erudition  and  ex- 
perience were  so  vast,  that  Dr.  Birt  Davies'  retirement  was  felt 
as  a  severe  loss." 

On  the  occasion  of  the  presentation  of  a  portrait  of 
Dr.  Birt  Davies  to  the  College,  by  The  Reverend  Chancellor 
Law,  the  following  minute  is  recorded  on  the  books  of  the 
College : 

"  Dr.  Birt  Davies  has  done  very  much  for  the  College. 
He  has  given  his  valuable  time  to  all  our  committees,  and 
at  all  our  Council  boards  ;  he  has  ever  been  ready  with  the 
benefit  of  his  enlarged  experience  and  distinguished  talents ; 
he  has  gone  along  with  us  from  the  first  to  the  last,  heart 
and  hand.  The  Council  owes  to  Dr.  Birt  Davies,  for  his 
aid  in  evei-y  other  respect,  a  great  weight  of  obligation."

INTRODUCTION  OF  THE  COLLEGIATE  SYSTEM. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Council  and  friends  of  the  Royal 
School  of  Medicine  was  held  on  Wednesday,  April  20th,  1843— 
the  venerable  Pi'esident,  Dr.  Johnstone,  in  the  chair — to  take 
into  consideration  the  importance  and  practicability  of  estab- 
lishing a  Collegiate  Institution. 

The  President,  on  taking  the  chair,  after  stating  the  object 
of  the  meeting,  called  upon  the  Honorary  Secretary  to  read 
communications  already  received  on  the  subject  from  noble 
patrons  and  friends. 

W.  Sands  Cox,  Esq.,  then  read  the  following  communications, 
which  had  been  addressed  to  him  by  noblemen  and  gentlemen 
who  had  been  invited  to  attend  the  present  meeting :

The  President  then  rose  and  said,  that,  after  the  letters 
which  they  had  just  heard  read,  it  required  no  observations 
from  Jiim  to  urge  the  necessity,  or  show  the  propriety,  of 
establishing  a  Collegiate  Institution.  Indeed,  the  subject  had 
already  been  fully  treated  and  argued  in  the  admirable  letter  of 
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The  Rev.  Vaughan  Thomas,  who  had  added  this  to  the  other 
benefits  which  he  had  conferred  upon  their  institution — benefits 
without  which,  and  the  aid  of  The  Rev.  Dr.  Warneford,  their 
School  would  not  have  acquired  its  present  degree  of  reputa- 
tion ;  and  he  trusted  that  he  would  now  kindly  consent  to  that 
letter  being  more  extensively  published,  or  that  he  would  him- 
self bring  before  the  meeting  such  parts  of  it  as  he  considered 
bore  more  immediately  upon  the  great  object  which  they 
had  in  view." 

The  Rev.  Vaughan  Thomas,  in  compliance  with  the  request 
of  the  venerable  chairman,  said  he  would  endeavour  to  lay 
before  the  meeting,  as  shortly  as  he  could,  the  sum  and  substance 
of  his  letter  to  Dr.  Warneford,  for  the  more  prompt  illustration 
of  some  of  the  momentous  topics  involved  in  the  questions  they 
were  about  to  discuss.     "  The  object  and  occasion  of  our 
meeting,"  observed  the  reverend  gentleman,  "have  been  so 
distinctly  announced  in  the  circulars  which  have  brought  us 
together,  that  nothing  need  be  said  in  further  explanation  of 
them,  but  still  there  are  circumstances  connected  with  this 
meeting— circumstances  so  marked  in  their  character,  and  so 
honourable  to  your  School,  that  they  call  for  special  notice. 
This,  gentlemen,  is  the  first  meeting  of  any  body  of  individuals 
associated  for  the  improvement  of  medical  and  surgical  educa- 
tion, which  has  been  formally  convened  for  the  specific,  purpose 
of  devising  means  and  methods  for  the  introduction  of  a  system 
of  collegiate  residence  and  tutelary  care  into  a  School  of 
Medicine  and  Surgery.    In  thus  taking  the  lead,  and  setting 
the  example  to  other  institutions  of  the  same  sort,  you  are 
fulfilling  the  wishes  of  your  best  friends,  as  well  as  expediting 
the  solution  of  a  great  problem,  which  has  long  occupied  the 
attention  of  the  profession  and  the  public.    I  believe  I  am 
right  in  saying  that  the  importance  of  collegiate  residence  and 
tutelary  care  for  the  comfort  as  well  as  protection  of  professional 
youth,  has  been  made  again  the  subject  of  anxious  con- 
sideration by  the  authorities  of  King's  College,  Guy's  Hospital, 
St.  Bartholomew's,  and  St.  George's.    I  know  that  I  am  correct 
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in  assorting  that  the  subject  has  had  the  benefit  of  being 
handled  by  master-minds,  stored  with  all  sorts  of  practical 
knowledge,  and  guided  by  the  soundest  judgments ;  it  has  most 
powerfully  been  pressed  upon  our  piety,  as  well  as  our  prudence 
and  patriotism,  by  the  Christian  solicitude,  I  may  say,  the 
pastoral  care  of  The  Rev.  P.  Maurice,  Chaplain  of  Guy's,  and 
The  Rev.  J.  H.  North,  Chaplain  of  St.  George's  Hospitals; 
it  lias  been  most  ably  discussed  by  professors  and  other  bene- 
volent individuals,  who  have  witnessed  and  lamented  the 
dangers  which  beset  the  medical  student  from  the  beginning  to 
the  end  of  his  educational  career — dangers  to  his  principles, 
dangers  to  the  success  of  his  studies,  to  his  prospects  in  his 
profession,  to  his  name  'and  character,  to  his  manners  as  a 
gentleman,  to  his  acquirements  as  a  student,  to  his  faith  as  a 
Christian.  I  scarcely  know  whether  anything  can  be  added  to 
the  forcible  representations  which  have  been  already  made  by 
my  reverend  brethren  of  Guy's  and  St.  George's  Hospitals,  by 
Professor  Todd,  Dr.  Forbes,  Mr.  Green,  and  other  distinguished 
gentlemen  of  the  profession  ;  but,  whilst  I  am  making  these 
large  admissions,  the  fact  still  remains,  incontestably  true,  that 
this  Royal  School  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  is  the  first  which 
has  felt  the  necessity  of  calling  a  public  meeting  for  the  pur- 
pose of  giving  practical  effect  to  the  speculations  of  the  closet, 
and  of  shaping  into  specific  resolutions  the  conclusions  of 
reason  and  the  conviction  of  conscience. 

"The  School  of  Birmingham  claims  the  honour  of  being 
the  first  to  initiate  measures  for  the  supply  of  those  wants,  and 
the  remedy  of  those  evils,  which  so  fearfully  encompass  the 
young  in  statu  pupillari,  during  their  attendance  on  the  lecture 
room  and  the  hospital.  Herein  the  hopes  of  a  noble  Earl — 
the  able,  upright,  and  benevolent  Earl  Howe,  the  strenuous 
encourngcr  of  whatever  may  promote  the  welfare  and  reputa- 
tion of  your  School — have  been  accomplished.  It  was  His 
Lordship's  wish  that  your  institution  should  have  the  honour  of 
precedency  in  providing  for  these  wants,  and  remedying  these 
evils.    That  wish  is  now  about  to  be  fulfilled.    '  It  would  be 
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highly  creditable,'  they  are  the  words  of  your  noble  friend  in 
his  letter  of  July  21,  1842,  to  Mr.  Sands  Cox,  '  It  would  be 
highly  creditable  to  the  members  of  the  Royal  School  of  Medi- 
cine, if  they  should  take  the  lead  in  a  matter  which  has  met 
with  universal  concm-rence.' 

"  For  the  further  discharge  of  the  duty  which  my  esteemed 
and  respected  friend  in  the  chair  has  prescribed  to  me,  I  think  I 
shall  do  enough  if  I  compress  some  of  the  observations  I  have 
made  in  the  printed  letter,  which  Dr.  Johnstone  has  honoured 
with  his  approval.  I  beg  leave,  therefore,  to  repeat  that 
Christian  charity  has  spoken  long  ago  upon  the  endangered 
condition  of  the  young  in  the  metropolitan  and  great  provincial 
schools — upon  the  pitiable  state  of  medical  and  surgical  pupils 
upon  first  coming  from  the  recesses  of  a  country  residence. 
Charity  has  already  advocated  the  cause  of  youthful  worth  and 
talent,  exposed,  like  the  fair  promises  of  a  flowery  Spring,  to 
blights  and  mildews — that  is,  to  the  withering  influences  of  an 
irregular  life ;  and  then,  with  sterner  accents,  she  has  reproved 
the  maturity  of  age  and  experience  for  taking  no  steps  to  save 
intellectual  powers  and  virtuous  impressions  from  decay  and 
dissolution.  But  has  Charity  yet  spread  the  mwiitle  of  her  care 
and  protection  over  the  abodes  of  medical  and  surgical  science  ? 
Has  she  gathered  within  the  compass  of  her  solicitude  the  noviciate 
of  a  student's  life  ?  Has  she  bestowed  the  guardianship  of  her 
vigilance  or  the  guidance  of  her  voice  upon  the  youthful  years  of 
medical  and  surgical  pupils?  Has  she  raised  for  them  any  col- 
legiate edifice,  or  provided  any  system  of  residence,  any  course  of 
moral  and  religious  nurture  and  control,  any  substitute  for  -parental 
care  and  counsel  ?  No.  It  seems  as  if  the  medical  and  sur- 
gical student's  protection  had  become  a  forgotten  duty,  an  act 
of  kindness  never  thought  of,  either  in  the  provisions  of 
Christian  philanthropy,  or  the  calculations  of  worldly  prudence. 
In  other  professions  provisions  are  made  for  the  comfortable, 
respectable,  and  well-ordered  residence  of  the  young  during 
*  the  prosecution  of  their  studies ;  the  care  and  condition  of  the 
medical  student  are  exceptions  to  the  general  practice ;  nothing 
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has  been  as  yet  done  for  his  comfort  and  security—  nothing  for 
the  preparation  of  his  heart,  or  the  formation  of  his  habits  and 
character  upon  Christian  principles— nothing  for  his  succour 
and  support  when  engaged  in  the  most  perilous  warfare,  during 
the  most  critical  poriod  of  his  life;  and  the  consequence  has 
been  (as  might  naturally  be  expected)  that  bad  company,  bad 
hours,  and  lives  of  irregularity  and  dissipation,  have  often 
ruined  his  prospects,  defeated  the  purposes  of  his  residence  at 
the  school,  and  left  to  his  afflicted  and  disappointed  parents  the 
unavailing  office  of  condemning  a  system  which  has  been  mainly 
instrumental  to  the  ruin  of  their  child.  Of  all  the  modes  of 
residence  for  purposes  of  study,  the  collegiate  is  that  which  is 
most  conducive  to  the  attainment  of  knowledge,  the  formation 
of  character,  and  the  settlement  of  opinion  upon  right  principles 
— to  the  maintenance  of  personal  respectability,  and  the 
adoption  of  gentlemanly  manners  and  habits  of  life;  and  that, 
in  point  of  economy,  it  has  been  shown  that  more  comforts  and 
accommodations  may  be  obtained  under  a  system  of  college 
life,  and  at  a  lower  rate  of  expense,  than  those  which  are  now 
procured  of  an  inferior  sort,  but  at  a  higher  cost,  at  lodging 
and  eating  houses.  In  all  the  great  schools  of  medicine  and 
surgery,  both  metropolitan  and  provincial,  suitable  and  sufficient 
provision  ought  to  be  made,  by  means  of  collegiate  institutions, 
for  the  encouragement  of  virtue,  and  repression  of  vice — for 
the  formation  of  what  is  right  and  good,  and  Christian  in 
principle — for  the  adoption  of  what  is  just,  holy,  and  honourable, 
in  conduct  and  conversation,  as  well  as  for  the  success  of  study, 
and  the  attainment  of  professional  knowledge  :  in  short,  pupils, 
during  their  attendance  upon  the  school  and  hospital,  ought  to 
be  taught  and  trained  to  adorn  the  doctrine  of  Christ,  as  well 
as  to  minister  to  the  wants  of  the  sick  and  suffering ;  they 
ought  to  learn  how  to  become  good  men  and  good  Christians, 
as  well  as  good  in  their  professional  relations  as  physicians, 
surgeons,  or  general  practitioners.  The  subject,  which  your 
excellent  President  has  entrusted  to  my  representations,  has 
had  the  sanction  and  support  of  the  nobility,  gentry,  and

clergy ;  of  medical  and  surgical  members  of  the  profession  ;  of 
o-entlemen  of  great  commercial  worth  and  respectability,  in 
short,  of  all  who  have  beheld,  in  the  present  unprotected,  un- 
assisted, unguided  condition  of  young  men  during  the  course 
of  their  medical  and  surgical  studies,  untrodden  fields  for  the 
exercise  of  Christian  faith  and  charity,  and  new  triumphs  over 
bad  practices  of  long  standing,  and  evils  of  many  sorts,  each 
claiming  a  sort  of  prescriptive  right  for  its  continuance.  All 
who  strive  and  contend  npon  these  fields  of  arduous  and 
honourable  exertion,  if  animated  with  the  spirit  and  armed 
with  the  courage  of  Chi-istian  benevolence,  may  humbly,  bui 
hopefully,  look  to  an  unfading  chaplet  of  honour,  to  the  appro- 
bation of  the  Most  High;  to  the  blessings  promised  to  patient 
continuance  in  well-doing  and  never-failing  charity;  to  those  who 
turn  many  to  righteousness,  and  the  disobedient  to  the  wisdom 
of  the  just;   to  those  who,  combining  the  spiritual  with  the 
scientific  in  professional  education,  would  place  the  youthful 
student  under  the  Lord's  nurture  and  admonition,  and  point 
out  for  his  guidance  the  wherewithal  to  cleanse  his  way ;  who, 
without  having  dominion  over  his  faith,  would  entreat  him 
as  a  brother  to  be  a  follower  of  that  which  is  good,  and  of 
Him  who  is  the  Author  of  it,  and  of  them  who,  through 
faith  and  patience,  inherit  the  promises. 

"  It  must  not  be  supposed  that  the  great  undertaking  which 
has  brought  us  together  is  built  upon  no  other  foundations 
than  those  which  are  supplied  by  the  desire  of  securing  atten- 
dance upon  lectures,  and  a  right  order  in  the  course  of  studies ; 
it  rests  not  for  its  main  support  upon  the  principles  of  worldly 
expediency  or  professional  usefulness,  or  even  upon  the  desire 
of  promoting  the  temporal  welfare  of  the  students  themselves ; 
great  and  laudable  as  such  considerations  are,  they  are  surpassed 
by  others  of  a  higher  and  a  holier  nature ;  the  undertaking 
is  based  upon  the  will  of  God,  and  has  His  glory  for  its 
end;  its  principles  lie  deeper  than  any  which  mere  human 
speculation  can  discover,  and  its  ultimate  purposes  are  far 
beyond  and  above  any  which  the   calculations   of  worldly 
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prudence  will  be  able  to  reach.     Education  here,  as  in  all 
other  schools  of  medicine  and  surgery,  is  found  to  labour  under 
the  disadvantage  of  wanting  much  to  make  it  a  moral  and 
a  religious  training ;  a  course  of  instruction  in  general  literature 
as  well  as  natural  science  ;  an  engrafting  of  the  feelings,  habits, 
and  manners  of  the  Christian,  the  gentleman,  and  the  scholar, 
upon  the  acquirements  of  professional  knowledge.     it  .slill 
wants  that  proper  intermixture  of  secular  with  sacred  studies, 
of  scholastic  with  religious  duties,  which  are  necessary  to  give 
full  effect  to  the  lectures  of  the  teacher,  and  bless  the  student's 
diligence  with  success.    Such  objects  as  these  can  be  secured 
by  no  other  means  than  by  the  economy  of  a  collegiate  institu- 
tion; by  fixedness  of  abode  under  a  common  roof;  by  the 
establishment  of  a  home  and  a  household  under  the  care  of  one 
who,  to  the  office  of  Principal  or  Warden,  shall  unite  the 
watchfulness  of  the  master  of  a  family,  the  ministry  of  a  pastor, 
the  guardianship  of  a  parent,  and  the  character  of  a  friend. 
For  giving  regularity  to  the  student's  habits  of  life  in  that 
most  important  particular  of  keeping  good  hours,  suitable  pro- 
vision should  be  made  for  closing  the  College  gates  at  a  certain 
time,  after  which  the  entrances  of  all  should  be  made  matters 
of  observation  and  report.  The  personal  comforts  and  respecta- 
bility of  the  students  should  be  consulted,  as  well  as  the  saving 
of  his  pui'se,  by  the  appointment  of  a  common  kitchen,  common 
hall,  and  common  attendance,  as  at  the  Universities  and  the  Inns 
of  Court.    But  with  a  still  deeper  sense  of  what  is  required  by 
the  voice  of  faith,  the   most   anxious  attention  should  be 
bestowed  upon  the  building  up  of  the  student  in  the  truths  and 
duties  of  the  Gospel,  and  teaching  him  how  to  give  an  answer 
to  every  man  that  asketh  him  a  reason  of  the  hope  that  is  in  him; 
and  all  should  have  opportunities  afforded  them  of  treading 
in  the  steps  of  Harvey,  Willis,  Locke,  Friend,  Sydenham, 
Gregory,  Heberden,  Stonehouse,  and   many   other  faithful 
physicians  and  surgeons  of  the  past  and  present  times,  by 
the  appointment  of  morning  and  evening  prayers.    In  short, 
the  student  should  be  habitually  trained  in  his  spiritual  and 
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immortal  nature  for  bis  heavenly  inheritance ;  for  that  recom- 
pense of  reward  which  it  ought  to  be  his  ambition  to  obtain, 
since  it  has  been  God's  mercy  to  provide  it,  and  the  omnipotence 
of  redeeming  love  'to  purchase  and  procure  it  for  him— since 
God's  Word  has  promised  it  to  his  faith  and  obedience,  and 
since  that  faith  and  obedience  have  been  made  attainable  by 
man  through  the  aids  of  grace,  and  acceptable  to  God  through 
the  mediation  and  atonement  of  Christ.  And  if  our  undertaking 
be  so  based  upon  the  principles,  and  so  directed  to  the  great 
ends  of  Christianity,  it  will  be  sure  to  work  well  for  the  glory 
of  God  and  the  good  of  man,  and  for  the  improvement  of  His 
youthful  servants  in  all  that  relates  to  their  present  condition, 
future  prospects,  and  eternal  welfare,  to  their  character  in 
society  and  professional  reputation,  to  their  personal  respecta- 
bility, and  the  honour  of  their  school.  Let  it,  then,  be  the 
honourable  ambition  of  this  associated  body  to  establish  a 
Central  Collegiate  Incorporated  School  of  Medicine  and  Sur- 
gery, wpon  Christian  principles,  within  this  great  borough  town 
of  Birmingham ;  and  let  it  be  your  honour  to  take  precedence 
in  this  great  work  of  Christianising  the  studies  of  professional 
youth,  and  of  giving  to  the  students  the  benefit  of  collegiate 
residence,  and  the  blessing  of  tutelary  care.  Having  done  what 
I  could  in  performance  of  the  duty  which  your  Chairman  has 
been  pleased  to  delegate  to  my  advocacy,  I  resign  the  further 
prosecution  of  the  argument  to  the  able,  and  the  learned,  and 
the  upright,  who  are  to  move  the  resolution ;  and  I  hope  that 
the  vital  importance  of  the  subject  will  serve  to  excuse  the 
length  of  these  representations." 

The  Right  Hon.  Lord  Lyttelton  said  he  felt  much  honoured 
at  being  invited  to  attend  the  present  meeting,  and  also  at 
being  requested  to  move  the  first  and  most  important  resolu- 
tion ;  and  he  could  not  help  remarking  that  it  must  be  a 
matter  of  regret  to  those  around  him,  as  it  was  to  himself, 
that  there  were  not  present  any  of  those  noblemen  and  gentle- 
men more  immediately  connected  with  the  county  and  town 
of   Birmingham,    who   might   much   more   properly  have 
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pcrfonncd  the  duty  which  he  had  been  requested  to  undertake. 
Although  lie  felt  this  strongly,  it  was  nevertheless  with  great 
satisfaction  that  he  attended  on  this  occasion.  He  had  the 
honour  some  years  ago  to  receive  from  Mr.  Sands  Cox  an 
intimation  that  a  project  of  this  kind  was  in  agitation  amongst 
the  members  of  their  institution,  and  amongst  the  inhabitants 
of  Birmingham  generally,  and  it  was  not  altogether  without 
some  degree  of  surprise  and  pleasure  that  he  had  heard  from 
him  the  other  day,  that  that  plan  was  far  advanced  towards 
maturity,  as  he  hoped  and  presumed  it  was.  This  meeting  was 
certainly  unobtrusive  and  quiet,  and  apparently  unimportant  in 
its  character ;  but  they  might  be  certain  that  it  was  on  ly 
another  instance  of  great  results  arising  from  small  and  quiet 
beginnings ;  and  he  had  no  doubt  that  it  would  prove  an 
occasion  to  which,  for  future  generations,  the  whole  of  the 
community  would  look  back  with  satisfaction  and  gratitude. 
The  very  obvious  and  important  character  of  the  plan  proposed, 
and  the  imperfect  acquaintance  which  of  course  he  could 
profess  to  have  with  its  details,  must  be  his  excuse  if  he  did  not 
trouble  the  meeting  at  that  length  which  the  nature  of  the 
subject  demanded.  The  resolution  he  was  requested  to  move 
was  this — 

"  That  regard  being  had  to  the  number  of  students  attend- 
ing the  Royal  School  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  at  Birmingham, 
and  to  the  probability  of  an  increase  in  their  number,  upon  the 
contemplated  change  in  the  present  system  of  domestic  appren- 
ticeship, and,  lastly,  to  the  wants  of  suitable  accommodation 
and  tutelary  care  which  so  extensively  prevail — 

"  Resolved — That  some  provision  be  made  forthwith  for 
the  supply  of  wants  so  pressing,  and  the  remedy  of  evils  so 
manifest,  by  the  establishment  of  the  Collegiate  system." 

Before  entering  upon  the  subject  of  this  resolution,  he 
might  be  permitted  to  suggest,  that  the  one  great  foundation  of 
the  object  of  the  present  meeting  was  the  very  great  importance 
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of  the  medical  order  to  the  interests  of  society  at  large.  To 
illustrate  this,  he  had  only  to  refer  to  the  words  of  one  of  the 
authorities  quoted  by  The  Rev.  Mr.  Thomas,  in  his  excellent 
letter — he  meant  The  Rev.  Mr.  Maurice,  Chaplain  of  Guy's 
Hospital,  who  said  that,  in  consequence  of  the  continued 
intercourse  of  medical  men  with  every  family  in  the  Kingdom, 
there  was  no  class,  with  the  exception  of  that  of  the  clergy, 
whose  well-being  in  every  respect  was  so  important  to  the 
community  at  large ;  and  before  he  said  anything  more,  he  was 
anxious  to  express  also  his  strong  concurrence  in  another 
remark  made  by  him,  as  to  the  remarkable  manner  in  which 
medical  students  had  in  after-life  overcome  the  evils  and  diffi- 
culties they  had  to  contend  against  in  their  early  education, 
and  from  his  own  limited  experience  he  was  strongly  impressed 
with  this  as  a  most  creditable  fact  to  this  order  of  men.  By 
far  the  most  important  part  of  the  resolution  entrusted  to  him, 
and  in  comparison  with  which  all  the  rest  of  it  was  equivalent 
to  nothing,  was  to  be  found  in  those  words  which  referred 
to  the  want  of  "tutelary  care;"  and  it  must  be  in  a  spirit 
of  the  most  complete  and  ample  interpretation  of  these  words 
that  they  were  to  look  to  this  question ;  for  however  great 
might  be  the  advantages  of  local  residence,  and  the  facilities 
offered  by  such  an  institution  for  acquiring  professional  know- 
ledge, the  great  object  in  view  should  be  the  accomplishment  of 
something  deserving  the  name  of  education;  and  when  they 
spoke  of  "  tutelary  care,"  they  of  course  meant  the  giving  to  the 
students  a  complete  tutelary  and  religious  education.  By  the 
establishment  of  a  collegiate  institution  they  created  a  demand 
for  those  men,  and  it  would  be  their  heaviest  responsibility,  if,  in 
educating  young  men  for  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery, 
they  failed  to  give  them  that  which  could  alone  make  pro- 
fessional education  useful.  When  the  advantages  to  be  derived 
from  an  institution  of  a  corporate  and  collegiate  character, 
based  on  moral  and  religious  principles,  were  so  fully  acknow- 
ledged, it  would  be  a  disgrace  indeed  if  these  views,  when  thus 
recognised,  were  not  followed  out ;  while  it  would,  he  believed, 
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be  a  great  distinction  and  credit  to  Birmingham  if  they  were 
the  first,  nmong  the  large  towns  of  the  provinces  to  give  this 
subject  efficiency  and  life.  It  was  difficult  to  anticipate  all  the 
important  benefits  which  would  arise  from  the  important 
organisation  which  they  contemplated,  and  which  had  been 
so  ably  brought  beforo  them  in  tho  letter  and  address  of  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Thomas,  that  it  was  scarcely  necessary  for  him 
to  dwell  further  on  the  subject ;  but  he  would  only  add,  that  it 
seemed  to  recognise  at  the  present  day,  that  whoever  had 
any  means  of  acting  upon  others  in  forming  in  any  manner 
their  minds;  whoever  had  within  his  sphere  any  number 
of  human  intellects  that  he  could  influence,  was  bound,  in 
his  dealing's  with  those  persons,  to  inculcate  that  which  alone 
was  deserving  the  name  of  education.  It  was  unnecessary 
for  him  to  point  out  that  they  absolutely  created  this  state 
of  imperfect  education  by  mere  secular  instruction,  if  they 
stopped  short  in  fulfilling  their  duties  towards  others,  by 
crowning  secular  instruction  with  sound  religious  knowledge. 
The  noble  lord  concluded  by  submitting  the  resolution  for  the 
approval  of  the  meeting. 

The  Rev.  Chancellor  Law,  in  rising  to  second  the  proposi- 
tion,  said  he  knew  not  that  he  ever  felt  more  anxiety  that 
Grod  would  give  him  the  power  of  addressing  a  public  meeting. 
That  power  he  did  not  possess ;  but  still  he  could  assure  them 
that  he  had  been  for  years  a  strenuous  advocate  for  education, 
and  that  he  had  been  particularly  anxious  for  the  introduction 
of  the  collegiate  system  into  their  institution.  He  had  long  been 
aware  of  the  important  influence  of  education  on  the  mass 
of  the  people,  and  four  years  ago  it  had  been  his  fate  to  be 
connected  with  an  inquiry  as  to  its  working  amongst  the 
middle  ranks  of  the  community,  and  he  had  found  it  to  work 
well.  He  had  also  witnessed  the  admirable  effects  which 
education  had  produced  amongst  their  young  clergy,  but  he 
knew  not  any  class  in  whose  welfare  he  felt  more  interested 
than  that  of  medical  students.  If  he  were  ill  himself,  he  was 
anxious  to  procure  the  highest  talent;   but,  if  his  wife  or 
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daughters  were  ill,  he  was  anxious  for  something  more — he  was 
anxious  that  those  whom  he  introduced  as  medical  practitioners 
into  the  bosom  of  his  family  should  be  possessed,  not  only 
of  professional  attainments,  but  of  high  moral  qualifications  and 
religious  characters.  He  was  well  aware  of  the  admirable 
qualities,  in  every  respect,  of  their  venerated  President,  and 
the  members  of  the  profession  generally  of  their  town,  but 
still  the  education  of  their  medical  students  was  not  sufficiently 
attended  to :  they  had  been  exposed  to  difficulties  and  dangers 
from  which  they  should  have  been  guarded;  and,  although 
they  had  providentially  turned  out  respectable  members  of 
society,  still,  if  they  questioned  them,  he  was  sure  they  would 
admit  that  they  had  been  exposed  to  temptations  to  which,  he 
was  sure,  they  would  not  wish  any  young  men  should  be 
exposed.  In  the  steps  which  have  been  recently  taken  for 
inquiry  into  the  state  of  education  amongst  the  middle  classes 
and  the  young  clergy  ^  writh  a  view  to  its  improvement,  he  had 
been  struck  with  one  great  difficulty  arising  from  the  inability 
of  parents  of  young  men  of  great  talent  and  industry  to  afford 
them  those  means  and  facilities  for  pursuing  their  studies  which 
they  could  wish.  This  difficulty  had  been  met  in  some  degree 
by  the  founding  of  exhibitions  and  scholarships,  for  the  purpose 
of  aiding  the  education  of  persons  of  this  class;  and  he  was 
sure  Mr.  Thomas  would  bear  him  out  in  saying,  that  many 
young  men  who  had  attained  distinction  and  an  eminent  rank 
in  society,  owed  their  elevation  to  the  advantage  of  the  exhibi- 
tions and  scholarships  provided  at  the  Universities  of  Oxford 
and  Cambridge.  Considering  his  limited  means,  he  was  anxious 
to  contribute  £100  towards  carrying  into  effect  the  plan  of 
a  collegiate  institution;  but  still,  when  he  had  made  up  his 
mind  to  do  so,  it  had  occurred  to  him  whether  he  might  not 
attach  to  that  donation  the  founding  of  a  scholarship.  He 
would,  therefore,  put  it  to  the  meeting  whether  those  plans, 
which  had  proved  so  beneficial  in  Oxford  and  Cambridge, 
might  not  be  advantageously  adopted  in  aid  of  their  present 
object;   and  whether,  in  contributing  his  donation  for  the 
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establishment  of  a  collegiate  institution  in  the  first  instance, 
it  might  not  be  afterwards  made  conducive  to  the  attainment 
of  other  important  objects. 

The  President  considered  that  there  would  be  no  difficulty 
whatever  in  the  adoption  of  the  plan  proposed,  which  had 
his  most  hearty  concurrence  as  one  of  those  circumstances 
which  he  believed  would  tend  most  materially  to  promote 
the  object  which  they  had  in  view. 

After  some  conversation  on  the  Bubject,  the  resolution  was 
put  and  unanimously  adopted. 

The  Rev.  Vaughan  Thomas,  in  rising  to  fulfil  the  duty 
which  had  been  assigned  to  him,  said  he  freely  confessed  it 
to  be  his  opinion,  that  no  one  present  could  move  this  resolution 
with  an  exacter  knowledge  of  the  principles  and  purposes  of 
Dr.  Warneford's  munificence ;  neither  did  he  think  that  any 
one  could  be  more  alive  to  the  due  performance  of  this  duty, 
having,  within  the  last  three  weeks,  been  called  upon,  by  the 
gratitude  and  admiration  of  the  Governors  of  the  Radcliffe 
Asylum,  to  convey  to  their  patron  and  benefactor  their  heart- 
felt acknowledgments  for  that  act  of  surpassing  munificence 
which  would  enable  that  asylum  to  spread  the  blessings  of 
its  aid  over  wider  surfaces  of  affliction,  and  transmit  them  in 
aftertimes  to  all  who  might  be  embraced  within  the  special 
purview  of  its  benevolence.  From  the  long  friendship  with 
which  he  had  been  honoured  by  Dr.  Warneford,  he  was  able  to 
say,  that  if  ever  man  was  entitled  to  the  love  of  his  fellow- 
creatures,  if  ever  benefactor  had  claims  upon  gratitude  and 
thankfulness,  if  ever  British  philanthropist  ought  to  live  in  the 
respect  and  esteem  of  his  countrymen,  that  individual  was 
Dr.  Warneford :  and  he  said  this  not  solely  on  account  of  the 
number  and  greatness  and  variety  of  his  benefactions,  but 
specially  by  reason  of  the  extent  and  exactness  of  his  informa- 
tion in  all  that  related  to  the  nature  of  man's  wants  and  woes, 
and  the  wisdom  and  prudence  of  his  counsels  as  to  the  best 
modes  of  providing  for  their  relief.    With  him  charity  was 
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a  sort  of  principle  which  he  might  call  expansive  ;  it  extended 
its  benefits  and  blessings  wider  and  wider  as  new  forms  of 
destitution  presented  themselves  to  bis  mind,  and  tbe  more 
be  became  acquainted  with  the  details  and  particulars  of 
human  dangers  and  distresses.  It  was,  moreover,  a  studious 
and  searching  principle :  not  content  with  casual  glances  and 
hasty  views,  it  might  be  said  to  explore  tbe  condition  of 
destitute  and  afflicted  man — first,  that  be  might  understand 
it,  and  then  tbat  be  migbt  come  to  know  how  most  effectually 
to  apply  means  and  methods  for  its  amelioration.  It  was  also 
a  thoughtful  and  contemplative  charity,  which,  from  the  recesses 
of  private  and  pastoral  life — it  migbt  be  from  bis  bed  of 
sickness,  or  his  vale  of  tears— still  pondered  upon  other  men's 
distresses,  in  order  to  relieve  or  assist  in  the  relief  of  them. 
But  though  it  indulged  in  compassionate  surveys  and  specula- 
tions, it  must  not  be  supposed  tbat  his  cbarity  terminated 
therein ;  with  him  it  was  never  a  barren  impulse,  or  an  ineffi- 
cient resolution ;  it  was,  at  all  times,  an  active  and  energetic 
principle ;  living  not  only  in  designs  and  purposes  of  good, 
but  in  working  out  the  conclusions  of  his  reason  or  tbe  sug- 
gestions of  his  feeling,  sometimes  by  co-operating  witb 
associated  bodies  for  the  relief  of  spiritual  or  temporal  destitu- 
tion, at  others  by  private  and  independent  applications  of 
his  charitable  aid.  But  why  .need  he  further  characterise 
Dr.  Warneford's  charity,  since  it  was  a  principle  which  they 
had  seen  developed  in  so  many  ways,  clothed  in  so  many 
forms,  and  causing  so  many  to  bless  its  practical  results  ?  He 
would,  then,  say  no  more  than  that  it  was  a  universal  principle, 
the  same  that  angels  from  their  heavenly  heights  proclaimed, 
"  Goodwill  towai'ds  man ;"  the  same  which  was  embodied 
in  the  new  commandment;  the  same  which,  in  its  divine 
relations,  is  the  love  of  God,  but  which  works  on  earth  by 
seeking  to  do  good  to  all  men.  However  great  might  be  the 
diversities  of  its  operations,  it  was  still  the  self-same  spirit; 
it  was  tbe  love  of  man,  for  the  sake  of  Him  who  makes,  and 
saves,  and  sanctifies  mankind.    But  he  must  not  suffer  these 
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delineations  of  charity  to  carry  him  away  from  the  special 
matter  of  the  resolution  lie  lind  to  move  :  that  resolution  spoke 
of  Dr.  Warneford's  former  muiiilicence  in  behalf  of  the 
institution ;  but  could  any  one  of  these  acts  be  mentioned 
which  had  not  a  reference  to  the  maintenance  of  revealed 
truth,  and  the  performance  of  Christian  duty.  He  founded  a 
prize  for  their  students ;  true  it  was  that  one  of  his  objects  in 
so  doing  was  to  encourage  diligence  in  professional  studies; 
but  lie  had  another,  and  that  a  higher  aim — to  illustrate  the 
doctrines  of  the  Bible  touching  the  attributes  of  God,  and 
strengthen  the  younger  brethren  in  their  Christian  faith  and 
feeling.  He  purchased  books  for  the  enlargement  of  their 
library,  but  the  selection  was  governed  by  the  same  considera- 
tion— not  solely  for  the  supply  of  instruction  in  anatomy, 
physiology,  and  pathology,  but  also  to  assist  the  student  in 
proving  the  power,  wisdom,  and  goodness  of  God  from  the 
natural  phenomena  supplied  by  these  sciences,  and  further  to 
point  out  to  him  that  the  conclusions  of  natural  reason  from  these 
phenomena  perfectly  accord  with  the  express  declarations  of 
Scripture  respecting  the  power,  wisdom,  and  goodness  of  God ; 
and  lastly,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  him  to  see  from  the 
analogy  of  these  natural  and  Scriptural  instructions,  that  the 
works  of  nature  and  the  Word  of  revelation,  that  the  dis- 
pensations of  providence  and  grace,  that  this  world's  visible 
economy,  and  the  invisible  kingdom,  have  all  the  same 
foundation — the  will  of  God,  and  the  same  ultimate  end — 
the  glory  of  God;  that  they  all  taught  His  power,  wisdom, 
and  goodness — all  prescribed  the  duty  of  loving  and  worship- 
ping, serving,  and  obeying  Him.  Again,  Dr.  Warneford 
endowed  a  chaplaiuship  at  their  clinical  Hospital,  as  well 
as  contributed  to  the  erection  of  that  fine  building.  Here,  too, 
was  discovered  the  same  regard  for  Christian  truth  and  duty ; 
liere,  too,  he  had  interwoven  the  duties  of  religion  with  pro- 
fessional acts  and  offices*  and  sought  to  place  the  services

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0f  man—.for  the  relief  and  cure  of  his  fellow-creature — jni 
due  subordination  to  the  service  which  patients  owe  to  God, 
as-  well  as  all  wlio  ministered  to  their  necessities.  And  now,  in 
strict  conformity  with  all  that  Dr.  Warneforcl  had  ever  pro- 
posed to  himself  and  to  their  institution  from  the  beginning, 
he  had  just  attested,  by  another  great  donation,  the  same 
fixedness  of  purpose  and  distinctness  of  design :  he  had  sought 
to  promote  the  religious  as  well  as  professional  hnowledge  of 
the  pupils,  their  spiritual  as  well  as  temporal  ivelfare,  their 
eternal  honour  as  well  as  present  respectability,  by  contributing 
to  provide  for  their  collegiate  residence  and  tutelary  care. 
The  reverend  gentleman  closed  his  address — the  sentiments  of 
which  were  warmly  responded  to  by  the  meeting — by  moving 
the  following  resolution : 

"  That  the  thanks  of  this  meeting  be  communicated  to  The 
Rev.  Dr.  Samuel  Wilson  Warneford,  Rector  of  Bourton-on- 
the-Hill,  Gloucestershire,  and  Honorary  Prebendary  of  the 
Cathedrals  of  Gloucester  and  Bristol,  for  his  unremitting 
solicitude  in  promoting  the  religious  and  moral,  literary  and 
scientific,  education  of  medical  and  surgical  pupils — a  solicitude 
which,  having  already  shown  itself  in  many  former  acts  of 
munificence  for  pious  as  well  as  professional  purposes,  has  been 
again  manifested  in  the  same  common  cause  of  religion  and 
science,  by  the  donation  of  £1,000  towards  the  execution  of 
the  plan  of  providing  a  course  of  collegiate  residence,  and  a 
system  of  tutelary  care,  for  the  pupils  of  this  School,  with  a 
view  to  give  a  Christian  character  to  their  studies,  and  a 
religious  impulse  and  moral  tendency  to  their  habits  of  life." 

In  seconding  the  resolution,  Lord  Lyttelton  said  it  was  un- 
necessary to  add  a  single  word  to  the  eloquent  address  of  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Thomas.  Dr.  Warneford,  before  the  last  exhibition 
of  his  munificence  to  their  institution,  had  founded  two  prizes 
for  essays  on  moral  and  religious  subjects;  and  he  (Lord 
Lyttelton)  only  wished  to  remark  how  clearly  that'  foundation 
pointed  to  the  establishment  of  the  plan  which  they  were  now 
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about  to  carry  out.  They  called  upon  the  students  to  furnish 
essays  on  moral  and  religious  subjects*  and  they  were  only 
following  out  Dr.  Warneford's  benevolent  views  in  giving 
them  that  collegiate  and  religious  education  winch  would 
enable  them  the  better  to  fulfil  that  purpo.se. 

The  President,  after  adverting  to  the  benefactions  of 
Dr.  Warneford,  and  the  deep  debt  of  gratitude  which  the 
friends  of  the  institution  owed  him,  said  he  had  great  pleasure 
in  discharging  a  commission  which  he  had  from  the  lecturers, 
of  conveying  to  that  meeting  their  testimony  to  the  excellent 
conduct  and  attention  to  their  studies  exhibited  by  the  students 
during  the  last  session.  Their  behaviour  had  been  such  as  to 
call  for  the  highest  commendation,  a  fact  which  proved  how 
worthy  they  were  to  have  every  possible  accommodation  afforded 
them  for  private  reflection  and  improvement.  He,  therefore, 
hoped  that  every  friend,  not  merely  of  the  School,  but  every 
friend  of  humanity  who  wished  to  promote  the  advancement 
of  the  rising  generation,  would  come  forward  and  assist  in  the 
great  object  which  they  had  in  hand. 

The  Rev.  V.  Thomas  proposed  the  next  resolution,  namely, 
to  petition  the  Crown  to  grant  a  Charter  of  Incorporation.  He 
remarked  that  it  was  most  important  that  a  corporate  character 
should  be  given  to  an  association  which  deserved  every  en- 
couragement. It  had  hitherto  succeeded — most  honourably 
succeeded — iu  all  that  it  had  undertaken  for  the  improvement 
of  medical  and  surgical  education.  It  had  already  obtained, 
by  the  condescension  of  many  royal  personages,  the  patronage 
of  their  most. gracious  sovereign  and  her  royal  consort,  and  the 
permission  of  his  late  Majesty  to  take  the  name  of  Royal,  and 
it  had  been  permitted  to  enrol  the  Queen  Dowager's  honoured 
name  among  the  most  distinguished  of  its  benefactors ;  it  had 
also  had,  as  their  vote  had  just  attested,  the  sanction  and 
support  of  a  philanthropist  who  brought  to  such  subjects  the

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most  practised  judgment,  as  well  as  the  exactest  knowledge. 
The  Royal  School  deserved  the  confidence  of  the  crown,  the 
parliament,  and  the  country ;  it  deserved  the  honour  and 
ad  vantage  of  a  charter  of  incorporation,  as  well  as  the  style 
and  title  of  a  college.  It  had  high  claims  upon  every  friend 
and  well-wisher  to  educational  improvement  in  these  branches 
of  knowledge.  The  existing  provisions  and  subsidia  of  the 
School  attested  the  success  of  its  past  efforts,  and  served  as 
guarantees  for  the  continuance  of  the  like  energies ;  in  short, 
they  might  be  appealed  to  as  so  many  pledges  and  promises  of 
unabated  exertion  in  the  great  cause  of  professional  education. 
A  charter  of  incorporation  would  enable  the  School,  without 
the  instrumentality  of  trusteeships,  to  take  and  hold  real  as 
well  as  personal  property,  and  donations  of  a  mixed  nature,  as 
partaking  of  the  character  of  realty  under  some  relations,  and 
personalty  under  others — such  as  gas  and  canal  shares  and 
turnpike  bonds.  As  an  association,  the  members  could  not 
take  and  hold  any  of  such  gifts  or  bequests ;  but,  if  incorporated, 
they  can  hold  them.  Seeing,  then,  the  importance  of  such 
charter,  and  the  high  honour  and  privilege  of  bearing  the 
style  and  title  of  "  The  Queen's  College  of  Medicine  and 
Surgery,  in  Birmingham,"  the  reverend  gentleman  observed, 
that  he  did  but  express  the  strength  of  his  own  conviction  by 
seconding  the  resolution. 

The  Rev.  Chancellor  Law  said  it  was  with  sorrow  he  felt 
called  upon,  since  he  could  not  do  justice  to  it,  to  move  the 
next  resolution ;  and  they  would  all  acknowledge  that  his 
abilities  were  unequal  to  the  duty  imposed  upon  him  when  he 
told  them  that  the  resolution  was  a  vote  of  thanks  to  The 
Rev.  Vaughan  Thomas.  It  had  pleased  God  to  confer  upon 
him  high  and  commanding  talents — talents  which  he  had 
perfected  by  study  and  exercise,  and  which  had  been  devoted 
on  more  than  one  occasion  to  the  benefit  of  their  School.  It 
was  only  the  other  day  that  he  had  the  gratification  of  reading 
his  excellent  letter,  which  had  been  hitherto  confined  to  private 
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circulation,  and  after  passing  the  resolution  before  thein,  lie 
trusted  Mr.  Thomas  would  say  whether  he  was  anxious  to 
confine  that  letter  to  the  notice  of  those  who  had  been  favoured 
with  copies,  or  whether,  amongst  the  other  benefit*  he  had 
conferred  on  the  institution,  he  would  allow  it  to  be  made 
public.  He  wished  he  had  the  power  of  doing  justice  to  the 
resolution  before  him.  He  need  not  assure  the  meeting  that 
his  heart  was  full  of  the  subject,  and  that  lie  for  one  most 
cordially  tendered  to  him  those  thanks,  which  he  was  sure 
would  be  accorded  by  the  meeting  with  acclamation,  and  of 
which  he  was  so  eminently  deserving.  Mr.  Chancellor  Law 
then  proposed — 

"  That  the  Council  do  respectfully  request  The  Rev. 
Vaughan  Thomas,  B.D.,  will  be  pleased  to  accept  their 
warmest  thanks  for  his  invaluable  letter,  showing  the  im- 
portance and  practicability  of  effecting  a  collegiate  arrange- 
ment in  the  Birmingham  Royal  School  of  Medicine  and 
Surgery,  and  for  his  munificent  donation  of  £100  in  further- 
ance of  that  design. 

"  The  Council  beg  to  add  their  expression  of  the  deep, 
lasting,  and  grateful  sense  they  entertain  of  the  numerous  and 
incalculable  benefits  conferred  on  this  Scliool  by  The  Rev.  V. 
Thomas,  B.D.,  and  request  that  he  would  be  pleased  to  con- 
sent to  the  publication  of  his  letter  to  Dr.  Warneford." 

The  President,  in  putting  the  resolution,  said,  amongst 
their  numerous  friends  and  supporters  he  believed  there  was 
not  one  who  entertained  more  fervent  and  earnest  wishes  for 
the  success  of  the  institution  than  The  Rev.  Vaughan  Thomas, 
not  merely  on  its  own  account,  but  on  account  of  the  great 
good  to  the  cause  of  humanity  which  he  expected  to  arise 
from  its  operations. 

The  resolution  was  carried  by  acclamation. 

The  Rev.  Vaughan  Thomas  acknowledged  the  satisfaction 
he  felt  from  so  strong  a  testimony  of  the  good  opinion  of  the 
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meeting.  To  be  so  received  and  welcomed  would  at  any  time 
be  gratifying ;  but,  upon  the  present  occasion,  he  interpreted 
these  demonstrations  of  goodwill  into  public  testimonies  of 
their  concurrence  of  opinion  upon  the  importance  of  a  conrse  of 
collegiate  residence,  and  of  a  system  of  tutelary  care  for  the 
protection,  comfort,  and  respectability  of  the  pupils  of  their 
School.  The  members  of  this  educational  association  might 
be  assured  that  he  had  been  too  long  convinced  of  the  duty  of 
making  these  collegiate  provisions,  to  swerve  from  the  course 
which  he  had  pursued.  In  acknowledging  this  honour  he 
begged  the  meeting  to  believe  that  he  would  do  his  best  at  all 
times  to  promote  so  good  and  holy  a  cause  as  that  of  christi- 
anising the  professional  studies  of  the  young,  who  were  in 
after-life  to  practise  in  medicine  or  surgery. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  Lord  Lyttelton,  for  his  attendance 
that  clay,  and  for  his  influential  support  of  the  Birmingham 
Royal  School  of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  was  proposed  and 
earned  by  acclamation. 

Lord  Lyttelton  begged  to  express  his  thanks  to  the  meeting, 
for  taking  so  special  a  notice  of  his  very  willing  attendance 
that  day.  He  could  assure  them  that  he  had  always  taken  a 
lively  interest  in  the  progress  of  the  School,  and  having  in  this 
respect  only  followed  in  the  steps  of  his  father,  he  really  did 
not  feel  himself  entitled  in  the  slightest  degree  to  this  very 
gratifying  mark  of  their  approbation. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Moseley  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to 
The  Rev.  Chancellor  Law,  which  was  unanimously  carried. 

The  President,  in  putting  the  resolution,  said  it  had  his 
hearty  concurrence,  the  more  particularly  as  that  gentleman 
might  be  said  to  be  one  of  the  founders  of  the  School,  and  the 
first  who  proposed  the  collegiate  system. 

The  Rev.  Chancellor  Law,  in  acknowledging  the  vote  of 
thanks  which  had  been  passed  to  him,  said  he  had  been 
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induced  to  take  part  in  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting  from  the 
general  interest  of  the  subject  itself;  but  he  doubted  much 
whether  it  were  possible  for  any  one  to  mix  himself  up  with  the 
business  of  that  room,  and  to  become  acquainted  with  Mr. 
Sands  Cox,  without  being  forced  forward.  He,  for  one, 
acknowledged  that  he  could  not  help  himself,  for  he  was  so 
struck  with  his  zeal  and  devotion  to  the  cause  they  had  in 
hand,  that  he  was  forced  to  go  with  him.  Having  devoted 
the  greater  part  of  his  life  entirely  to  business,  from  day  to 
day,  and  from  year  to  year,  he  could  say  with  sincerity  that  he 
had  never  met  with  Mr.  Sands  Cox's  equal  once ;  therefore, 
there  was  no  credit  due  to  himself  individually ;  it  was 
Mr.  Cox  that  had  induced  him  to  do  what  he  had  done. 
Most  cheerfully  had  he  given  his  assistance,  and  he  was  pre- 
pared to  continue  it,  as  his  means  and  opportunity  served,  to 
the  utmost  of  his  power. 

The  Right  Hon.  Lord  Lyttelton,  was  then  called  to  the 
chair,  and  a  vote  of  thanks  having  been  passed  by  acclamation 
to  Dr.  Johnstone,  the  revered  President  of  the  institution,  and 
to  Mr.  Sands  Cox,  the  meeting  separated.

INCORPORATION  OF  THE  COLLEGE  AS  THE 
QUEEN'S  COLLEGE  AT  BIRMINGHAM. 

Extract  from  Annual  Rejport,  dated  August  28,  184-1 ;  Edward 
Johnstone,  M.D.,  Principal,  in  the  Chair. 

It  is  with  unfeigned  satisfaction  that  the  Council  of  the 
Queen's  College  present  to  the  govei-nors,  subscribers,  and 
the  public,  on  their  eighteenth  anniversary,  the  report  of  the 
proceedings  and  progress  of  the  institution  during  the  past 
year.  This  satisfaction  arises  not  only  from  having  the  same 
reasons  of  congratulating  their  noble  patrons  and  friends,  as  on 
former  occasions,  on  the  uninterrupted  success  of  their  society, 
but  more  especially  on  the  grant  of  the  Royal  Charter  of 
Incorporation,  and  on  the  foundation  of  the  collegiate  system. 


CHARTER  AND  COLLEGIATE  SYSTEM. 

The  importance  of  the  Charter  to  your  institution  has  been 
set  forth  in  your  petition  to  Her  Majesty  the  Queen,  -which 
received  the  signatures  of  The  Earls  of  Dartmouth,  Bradford, 
Howe ;  Lord  Lyttelton ;  Sir  E.  E.  Wilmot,  Bart. ;  The  Rev. 
Vaughan  Thomas ;  John  K.  Booth,  M.D. ;  J.  W.  Unett,  Esq. ; 
Edward  T.  Cox.,  Esq. ;  Edward  Johnstone,  M.D. ;  The  Rev. 
and  Worshipful  Chancellor  Law  ;  John  E.  Piercy,  Esq. ;  James 
Taylor,  Esq. ;  and  W.  S.  Cox,  Esq.  And  the  reasons  and  necessity 
of  providing  collcgiately  for  the  board,  lodging,  and  tutelary 
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oare  of  your  students,  have  been  forcibly  and  ably  made  known 
to  the  public  by  the  eloquent  letter,  addressed  to  The  Rev.  Dr. 
Warneford  by  that  accomplished  scholar,  The  Rev.  Vaughan 
Thomas,  and  by  the  resolution  of  a  general  meeting,  so 
warmly  advocated  by  The  Earl  Howe,  Lord  Lyttelton,  and  Mr. 
Chancellor  Law,  namely — 

"That  regard  being  had  to  the  number  of  the  students 
attending  the  Royal  School  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  at  Bir- 
mingham, and  to  a  probability  of  an  increase  in  their  number 
upon  the  contemplated  change  in  the  present  system  of  domestic 
apprenticeship ;  and,  lastly,  to  the  wants  of  suitable  accom- 
modation and  tutelary  care_  which  so  extensively  prevail — that 
some  provision  be  made  forthwith  for  the  supply  of  wants 
so  pressing,  and  the  remedy  of  evils  so  manifest,  by  the 
establishment  of  the  collegiate  system." — General  Meeting, 
April  21,  1843.  . 

Tour  Council  have  to  congratulate  you  that  the  under- 
takings thus  determined  upon  met  with  the  most  exalted, 
distinguished,  and  liberal  support.  The  Sovereign  of  these 
realms  has  been  graciously  pleased  to  confer  on  your  society 
the  precious  boon  solicited,  by  which  your  institution  is  enabled 
to  take  and  to  hold  real  as  well  as  personal  property,  gifts,  and 
bequests  of  a  mixed  nature,  such  as  gas,  canal,  and  railway 
shares,  etc.,  and  the  high  honour  and  privilege  of  bearing 
the  style  and  title  of  "The  Queen's  College  at  Birmingham." 
To  the  able,  the  upright,  and  benevolent  Earl  Howe,  the 
strenuous  encourager  of  whatever  may  promote  the  welfare 
and  reputation  of  your  College,  the  society  is  mainly  indebted 
for  the  gratifying  reception  and  honourable  results  of  your 
petition,  and  which  invaluable  service  has  been  recently 
increased  by  His  Lordship's  kind  application  to  the  venerated 
Queen  Adelaide.  In  connection  with  the  Charter,  your  Council 
must  acknowledge  the  valuable  assistance  rendered  by  J.  P. 
Wilmot,  Esq.,  and  Edward  Johnstone,  Esq.,  Barristers-at-Law. 
Your  muniiiccnt  benefactor,  The  Rev.  Dr.  Warneford,  has  not 
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only  manifested  his  unremitting  solicitude  for  the  promotion  of 
the  collegiate  plan  by  his  noble  donation  of  £1,000  towards  the 
erection  of  rooms,  but  with  a  view  to  give  a  Christian  character 
to  the  studies  of  your  students,  and  a  religious  impulse  and 
moral  tendency  to  their  habits,  he  has  not  only  founded  four 
scholarships  by  a  donation  of  £1,000,  but  he  has  contributed 
£500  towards  the  erection  of  a  collegiate  chapel,  to  be  con- 
secrated and  dedicated  to  Divine  Worship. 

The  following  resolution  was  passed  at  a  meeting  held 
March  10th: 

"  That  the  most  cordial  and  grateful  thanks  of  the  Council 
be  presented  to  The  Rev.  Samuel  Wilson  Warneford,  LL.D., 
for  his  munificent  donation  of  £500  towards  the  erection  of 
a  chapel  to  this  College ;  and  for  the  interest  he  has  thus 
shown  in  the  promotion  of  the  religious  welfare  of  the  students, 
immeasurably  superior  as  that  object  is  over  all  other  objects 
contemplated  by  this  foundation." 

On  the  lOfch  of  May  the  stone  of  this  sacred  edifice  was  laid 
in  the  presence  of  the  Principal,  the  Warden,  the  Professors 
of  the  College,  the  clergy  of  the  town  and  district,  and  the 
students,  by  your  steady  and  untiring  friend,  The  Reverend 
and  Worshipful  Chancellor  Law,  the  Vice-principal,  whose 
powerful  address,  delivered  in  this  College  ten  years  ago,  first 
called  the  attention  of  .the  public  and  the  profession  in  this 
country  to  the  collegiate  system  in  connection  with  medical 
schools.    To  perfect  the  plan,  it  was  the  duty  of  your  Council 
to  select  a  Warden ;  and  they  beg  to  congratulate  the  College 
on  the  appointment  of  The  Rev.  Joseph  Woolley,  Fellow  of. 
Emanuel  College,  Cambridge,  not  only  on  account  of  his  theo- 
logical, mathematical,  and  classical  attainments,  but  on  account 
of  his  courteous  and  unassuming  manners,  and  of  having  held 
the  responsible  office  of  Dean  to  his  College— an  office  not  very 
dissimilar  from  your  appointment, 
w 
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PROPERTY  OF  THE  COLLEGE — FINANCES. 
To  give  permanency  and  stability  to  your  College,  a  sub- 
committee was  appointed  to  consider  the  expediency  and 
practicability  of  obtaining  the  freehold  buildings,  land,  etc.; 
negotiations  were  entered  into  with  the  proprietors,  two  esti- 
mates from  eminent  surveyors  were  procured — one  amounted  to 
£2,650,  and  the  other  to  £2,600.  After  mature  deliberation  on 
the  part  of  your  Council,  on  the  6th  day  of  June  last  the  pur- 
chase was  completed  at  the  latter  sum,  and  the  corporate  Beal 
affixed.  The  freehold  property  lately  in  the  occupation  of  Dr. 
Palmer  and  others,  purchased  by  public  sale  at  £1,750,  was  at 
the  same  time  transferred  to  the  College.  In  October  last,  twelve 
rooms  were  furnished,  and  immediately  occupied  by  students 
Divine  Service  has  been  regularly  performed  daily  in  the  College, 
and  in  the  chapel  of  the  Queen's  Hospital,  licensed  by  The 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  on  Sundays  in  the  forenoon.  In 
addition,  your  students  have  availed  themselves  of  the  oppor- 
tunities of  moral  and  religious  instruction  offered  by  the 
valuable  lectures  of  your  Warden.  The  Council  are  induced  to 
hope,  and  experience  justifies  the  expectation,  that  the  total 
expenses  incurred  by  the  student  for  commons,  chamber- rent, 
servants'  wages,  etc.,  will  not  exceed  £48  for  the  two  sessions. 
Your  Council  have  the  satisfaction  to  state,  that  fifteen 
additional  rooms  have  since  been  completed  by  Mr.  Pashby, 
the  contractor,  upon  a  scale  and  design  which  they  doubt 
not  will  be  approved  by  all.  The  front  elevation  is  considered 
to  be  pure  and  simple,  and  cannot  but  reflect  credit  on 
the  zeal  and  talents  of  the  architects,  Messrs.  Bateman  and 
Drury.  The  chapel  and  other  alterations  are  still  progressing ; 
a  detailed  statement  of  the  accounts  cannot,  therefore,  be 
prepared,  but  will  be  completed  at  an  early  period  subsequent 
to  the  general  meeting. — Extract  from  Annual  Report.  .

RETIREMENT    OF    THE  PRINCIPAL, 
DR.  JOHNSTONE. 

On  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Johnstone,  at  the  annual  meeting- 
held  October  28th,  1845,  it  was  resolved  unanimously,  "  That 
the  Honorary  Governors,  Governors,  Council,  and  Professors  at 
this  meeting  assembled,  beg  to  convey  to  Dr.  Johnstone,  on  the 
occasion  of  his  retirement  from  the  office  of  Principal,  the 
earnest  and  affectionate  expression  of  their  gratitude  for  his 
invaluable  and  unremitting  services,  in  promoting  the  formation 
and  in  presiding  over  the  Councils  of  this  institution  for  the 
riod  of  eighteen  years,  and  to  assure  him  in  thus  gratefully 
acknowledging  the  past,  it  is  their  earnest  hope  that  it  may 
please  the  Almighty  Providence  to  continue  long  to  him  the 
enjoyment  of  health  and  of  every  earthly  blessing,  and  to  the 
College  in  Council  met  the  protracted  benefit  of  that  fostering 
care  and  paternal  advice  which  have  so  essentially  contributed 
to  its  present  position  and  character."* 


*  Iu  the  year  1836  the  anniversary  meeting:  of  the  Eoyal  School  of  Medicine 
was  adjourned  to  the  20th  of  September,  the  birthday  of  Dr.  Johnstone,  who 
entered  his  eightieth  year.  On  that  occasion  the  annual  report  was  read  by  The 
Kcv.  Dr.  Hook,  and  in  it  was  observed  "This  compliment,  so  unusual  in  itself,  is 
accompanied  by  everything  which  can  make  an  aggregate  of  unalloyed  felicitation. 

"  Yiridis  senectus,  otitim  cum  dignitate. 

"  The  capacities  for  enjoyment  and  usefulness  are  privileges  seldom  granted  at 
fourscore  years,  and  to  celebrate  them,  we  believe,  is  worthy  of  you,  and  will  be  a 
stimulus  and  an  example  for  your  youth  for  ever;  and  wo  repeat,  with  emphasis, 
what  has  been  so  often  declared  iu  this  place,  that  the  merits  of  Dr.  Edward 
Johnstone  to  this  School  can  never  bo  forgotten  by  those  who  know  the  zeal  and 
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sincerity  Willi  Which  his  patronage  of  it  lias  been  carried  on  from  the  beginning. 
In  the  year  1820,  the  medical  profession  of  Birmingham  met  together,  In  luge 
nmnbOM,  to  celobrato  yonr  worthy  President's  nrrlvnl  at  the  fiftieth  year  of  hU 
prnetlec  in  this  town.  Snob,  an  Instance  of  homage  paid  to  a  member  of  the 
medical  profession  is  exceedingly  rare;  but  that  It  should  be  followed  up  by  such 
a  day  as  this,  wo  believe,  Is  unprecedented  In  the  annals  of  medicine ;  it  has  been 
aptly  called  '  a  bright  beam  of  sunshine  in  the  atmosphere  of  life.' 

"  Sorus  In  coelum'rcdcas,  diuque 
Lootus  Intends." 

Mr.  Hook  here  begged  that  he  might  be  allowed  to  say  that  to  this  sentiment 
in  the  report  the  whole  town  and  neighbourhood  responded,  adding, 

"  Semper  houos,  uomenq  ;  tuum  laudesq ;  manebunt." 


ADDRESS  TO  THE  PRESIDENT  FROM  THE  STUDENTS. 

"The  students  of  the  Birmingham  Royal  School  of  Medicine  and  Surgery, 
understanding  that  it  Is  the  intention  of  this  day's  meeting  to  pass  certain 
resolutions,  expressive  of  the  estimation  in  which  Dr.  Johnstone  is  held  by  the 
profession  and  public,  consider  it  would  be  omitting  a  duty  if  they,  who  are  in  so 
particular  a  manner  indebted  to  him,  did  not  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity 
to  give  a  public  testimony  of  the  gratitude,  respect,  and  attachment  they  feel  to- 
wards their  venerable  President. 

"They  beg  leave  respectfully  to  assure  him  it  is  witli  feelings  of  the  most 
lively  gratitude  that  they  have  ever  regarded  his  increasing,  Influential,  and 
disinterested  exertions  in  the  establishment  and  fostering  of  this  institution, 
from  which  they  have  received  so  many  important  benefits.  They  would  also  avail 
themselves  of  this  opportunity  thankfully  to  ackuowledge  the  many  acts  of 
kindness  which  they,  collectively  and  individually,  have  received  from  him.  On 
the  subject  of  the  professional  and  social  career  of  their  esteemed  President,  it 
would  ill  become  the  students  to  expatiate  ;  they  may,  however,  be  allowed  to  say 
that  they  fully  coincide  with  the  expressions  of  respect  and  admiration  which  the 
previous  resolutions  have  conveyed,  and  they  hope  the  example  which  he  has  set 
will  not  be  lost  upon  them.  And  though  few,  if  any,  can  expect  to  attain  that 
eminence  which  he  has  reached,  they  trust  that,  by  a  steady  adherence  to  those 
principles  which  have  ever  actuated  him — strict  moral  rectitude,  high  professional 
honour,  and  courtesy  of  behaviour— they  may,  like  him,  merit  and  obtain  the 
respect  of  the  profession  and  public  generally,  and  the  love  of  all  who  know 
them. 

"  In  conclusion,  the  students  earnestly  hope  that  he  may  be  many  years  spared 
os  the  friend  and  patron  of  that  profession  which  he  has  so  signally  ornamented ; 
and  they  would  respectfully  assure  him,  that,  when  he  shall  be  no  more  seen 
among  them,  he  will  still  continue  to  live  in  their  hearts  and  their  affections,  and 
that  the  memory  of  his  exertions  and  his  success  will  long  continue  to  stimulate 
and  direct  the  energies  of  the  medical  student.

GENERAL  DESIGN  OP  THE  COLLEGE. 

In  1824  Mr.  Sands  Cox  entertained  the  idea  of  forming 
a  School  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  for  Birmingham  and  the 
Midland  Counties ;  with  that  view  he  prepared  himself  by 
foreign  travel,  inspecting  the  plans  and  course  of  study  pur- 
sued on  the  Continent,  examining  the  schools,  hospitals, 
museums,  and  laboratories  in  France,  Germany  and  Italy,  and 
comparing  them  with  the  systems  pursued  and  plans  of  study 
prevailing  in  England,  Ireland,  and  Scotland. 

In  1826  Mr.  Cox  returned  to  his  native  town,  and  in  1828 
succeeded  in  opening  a  Medical  School  at  Birmingham,  with 
the  sanction,  advice,  and  support  of  the  Drs.  Johnstone,  and 
other  able  and  influential  professional  friends  and  coadjutors. 

By  degrees  Mr.  Cox  enlarged  his  views,  taking  advantage 
of  every  opportunity  of  improvement,  and  of  every  suggestion 
which  was  made  for  the  advancement  of  his  objects,  encouraged 
by  donations  of  money  and  books,  and  aided  by  valuable 
contributions  to  his  museum  and  library,  till  at  length  he 
attracted  the  notice  of  that  great  and  good  philanthropist — 
Dr.  Warneford,  who,  by  his  warm  friendship  and  liberal  grants 
of  money,  enabled  Mr.  Cox  to  turn  his  Medical  School  into 
a  College,  to  which  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  has  been  pleased 
to  grant  a  Royal  Charter  of  Incorporation.  Soon  after  the 
College  was  enlarged,  and  divided  into  two  dejmrtinents — the 
Junior  department  preparing  students  for  entering  upon  their 
medical  studies  in  the  Senior  department  with  greater  advan- 
tage. Other  departments,  under  the  sanction  of  a  Supple- 
mental Charter  and  the  Royal  Warrant,  were  quickly  added, 
(ill,  by  rapid  steps,  Mr.  Sands  Cox  has  been  enabled  to  complete 
(thanks  to  Dr.  Warneford's  continued  munificence)  a  combined 
system  of  education  in  all  its  branches,  suitable,  in  the  first 
instance,  to  the  wants  of  parents  and  guardians  of  youth  in 
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Birmingham  and  the  Midland  Counties.  But  not  only  so. 
The  system  is  ^capable  of  any  extension  :  it  may  become  a 
university,  provided  it  meets  with  the  support  of  the  public. 

With  that  view  the  following  Prospectus  has  been  drawn 
up,  with  the  humblo  hope  that,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  the 
usefulness  of  the  institution,  as  an  instrument  of  religious 
training,  may  be  extended.

THE  CHRISTIAN  BASIS  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 

In  all  the  arrangements  which  have  been  made,  those  who 
have  had  the  direction  of  the  affairs  of  the  College  have  kept 
their  eyes  fixed  upon  the  system  which  has  stood  the  test  of  so 
long  experience,  and  received  the  sanction  of  so  many  great  and 
gifted  minds,  as  existing  and  in  vigorous  opei'ation  in  our  ancient 
universities  ;  still  not  restricting  themselves  from  such  modifica- 
tions as  times  and  circumstances  have  rendered  necessary.  On 
this  principle  they  have  maintained,  together  with  the  kindred 
institution  of  King's  College  in  London,  that  every  system  of 
general  education  for  the  youth  of  a  Christian  community  ought 
to  comprise  instruction  in  the  Christian  religion  as  an  indis- 
pensable part,  without  which  the  acquisition  of  other  branches 
of  knowledge  will  be  conducive  neither  to  the  happiness  of 
the  individual  nor  the  welfare  of  the  state. 


THE  PARTICULAR  OBJECTS  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 
The  objects  of  the  College  are — 

I. — To  prepare  medical  students,  by  a  complete  course 
of  professional  education  in  all  the  branches  of  medicine  and 
surgery  and  the  auxiliary  sciences,  with  collegiate  discipline, 
for  becoming  candidates  for  the  degrees  of  M.B.  and  M.D. 
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in  the  University  of  London;  for  the  diploma  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons ;  and  for  the  licence  of  the  Society  of 
Apothecaries,  without  any  residence  elsewhere. 

II.  — To  prepare  students  in  a  department  of  General  Litera- 
ture for  the  degrees  of  B.A.  and  M.A.  in  the  University  of 
London,  by  the  systematic  teaching  of  classics  and  mathematics, 
and  the  other  required  branches  of  instruction. 

III.  — To  provide  collegiate  instruction,  with  collegiate  dis- 
cipline, for  students  in  the  departments  of  Law,  Architecture, 
and  Civil  Engineering. 

IV.  — To  provide  preparatory  instruction,  with  appropriate 
collegiate  discipline,  for  junior  students  for  two  years  in  a 
Junior  department. 

V.  — To  combine  with  the  above  studies  (with  a  view  of 
making  students  good  Christians,  as  well  as  well-informed 
members  of  society,  and  able  practitioners  in  law,  medicine, 
architecture,  and  civil  engineering)  lectures  on  church  history, 
Christian  ethics,  and  the  doctrines  of  the  Church  of  England. 

VI.  — To  prepare  studeuts  for  Holy  Orders  in  a  department 
of  Theology,  specially  endowed  by  The  Rev.  Dr.  Warneford. 


DEPARTMENTS  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 

The  College  is  divided  into  five  Senior  and  one  Junior 
departments.  The  Senior  departments  consisting,  first,  of  stu- 
dents residing  within  the  College,  for  whom  are  provided 
rooms,  board,  and  tutelary  superintendence;  secondly,  of  non- 
resident students  living  with  their  parents  or  guardians,  or 
in  lodgings  approved  by  the  Council,  and  under  such  regulations 
as  the  Council  shall  think  fit,  who  attend  lectures  in  College 
daily,  and  the  College  chapel  at  morning  and  afternoon  service 
on  Sundays.  The  Junior  department  consisting  partly  of 
resident  students  in  the  College  buildings  at  the  Crescent, 
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under  the  charge  of  tutors  chosen  by  the  Council ;  such  students 
dining  in  hall,  attending  the  College  chapel  on  Sundays,  and 
attending  lectures  daily  in  classics,  mathematics,  the  modern 
languages,  and  drawing;  and  partly  of  non-resident  students, 
under  the  regulations  hereafter  set  forth.

For  Real  Estate. 
This  indenture,  made  on  the         day  of  ,  between 

A.  B.  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Principal  and  Council  of  the 
Queen's  College  at  Birmingham,  of  the  other  part.  Whereas, 
the  said  A.  B.  is  desirous  of  conveying  and  assuring  the  lands 
and  hereditaments  hereinafter  particularly  mentioned,  by  way 
of  gift,  for  the  use  of  the  Queen's  College.  And  the  said  Principal 
and  Council  have  agreed  with  the  said  A.  B.  to  accept  a 
conveyance  thereof  for  the  purposes  aforesaid.  Now  this 
indenture  witnesseth,  that,  in  consideration  of  the  premises, 
the  said  A.  B.  doth  by  this  deed,  sealed  and  delivered  in 
the  presence  of  the  two  credible  persons  whose  names  are 
hereunto  subscribed  as  attesting  witnesses,  and  which  deed 
is  intended  to  be  enrolled  in  Her  Majesty's  High  Court  of 
Chancery  within  six  calendar  months  next  after  the  execution 
thereof,  pursuant  to  the  statute  in  such  case  made  and  provided, 
grant,  alien,  convey,  and  confirm  unto  the  said  Principal  and 
Council  of  the  said  Queen's  College,  and  their  successors,  all 
(describe   the   lands)   and   ther  appurtenances,   and  all  the 
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estate,  right,  title,  and  interest  of  him  the  said  A.  B.  in  and  to 
the  said  lands,  hereditaments,  and  premises,  to  have  and 
to  hold  the  same  unto  and  to  the  use  of  the  said  Principal  and 
Council  of  the  said  Queen's  College,  and  their  successors,  in 
trust,  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  Queen's  College.  And  it 
is  hereby  agreed  by  and  between  the  said  parties  hereto,  that 
this  deed  is  intended  to,  and  the  same  shall,  take  effect  in 
possession,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  immediately  from  and 
after  the  making  thereof,  and  is  and  sliall  be  without  any 
power  of  revocation,  reservation,  trust,  condition,  limitation, 
clause,  or  agreement  whatsoever,  for  the  benefit  of  the  said 
A.  B.,  or  of  any  person  or  persons  claiming  under  him. 

In  witness,  etc. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  statute  9,  Geo.  II,  c.  36,  "  That  no 
land  or  tenements,  or  money  to  be  laid  out  thereon,  shall  be 
given  for  or  charged  with  any  charitable  uses  whatsoever, 
unless  by  deed  indented,  executed  in  presence  of  two  witnesses, 
twelve  calendar  months  before  the  death  of  the  donor,  and 
enrolled  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  within  six  months  after  its 
execution — except  stocks  in  the  public  funds,  which  may  be 
transferred  within  six  months  previous  to  the  donor's  death — 
and  unless  such  gifts  be  made  to  take  effect  immediately,  and 
be  without  power  of  revocation,  and  that  all  other  gifts  shall  be 
void." 


JUNIOR    DEPARTMENTS    OF    MEDICINE  AND 
SURGERY,  ARTS  &  GENERAL  LITERATURE. 

The  Council  of  the  Queen's  College,  deeply  impressed 
with  the  importance  of  improving  the  preliminary  education 
of  their  students  in  Medicine  and  General  Literature,  have 
established  Junior  departments  of  the  College,  in  order  to 
afford  students  entrusted  to  their  care  the  advantage  of 
receiving    instruction   in   Latin,    Greek,   and  Mathematics 


(with  the  Modern  Languages  and  Sciences),  from  Tutors  of 
university  education,  carefully  selected  for  their  abilities 
and  acquirements. 

No  particular  age  is  fixed  for  the  admission  of  students, 
provided  they  have  gone  through  the  elementary  training  of 
a  classical  school,  and  can  produce  testimonials  of  their  good 
conduct  at  such  school. 

The  students  will  be  promoted  according  to  their  diligence 
and  acquirements;  but  it  is  very  desirable  that  medical 
students  should  be  ready  for  matriculation  and  for  receiving 
indentures,  when  required,  by  the  time  they  have  reached 
the  age  of  sixteen,  in  order  that  they  may  offer  themselves 
for  the  degrees  of  the  University  of  London,  the  diploma  of 
the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  and  the  licence  of  the  Society 
of  Apothecaries,  by  the  time  they  have  attained  the  age  of 
twenty-one  ;  after  which  they  may  commence  practice. 

As  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  in  London  requires  the 
production  of  indentures  from  candidates  of  their  having 
served  an  apprenticeship  of  five  years,  previous  to  examination ; 
and  as  candidates  for  their  certificates  must  have  attained  the 
full  age  of  twenty-one  years ;  and  as  the  course  of  study  in 
the  Senior  department  of  the  Queen's  College  occupies  not 
less  than  three  years  for  its  completion ;  it  is  evident  that 
medical  students  at  the  Queen's  College  should  be  at  least 
two  years  in  the  Junior  department,  and  should  qualify  them- 
selves for  being  advanced  to  the  Senior  department  at  the 
age  of  eighteen. 

The  most  important  and  valuable  privilege  of  receiving 
indentures  without  premium,  is  offered  to  students  of  the 
Queen's  College  by  Professor  Sands  Cox,  F.R.S.*  This 
privilege  is  most  important  and  valuable ;  for,  in  addition  to 

*  Eighty  students  have  been  articled  to  Mr.  Sands  Cox  without  premium,  nt  n 
saving-  of  £8,000  to  parents  and  guardians,  and  to  the  great  benefit  of  the 
College, 
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tbe  pecuniary  aid  which  it  affords,  it  relieves  students  from 
the  danger  of  those  vexatious,  if  not  degrading,  services  to 
which  apprentices  have  too  frequently  been  found  subjected. 

Further,  the  Council  beg  leave  to  assure  their  friends, 
that  no  pains  will  be  spared  by  them  to  improve,  by  all  means, 
the  tone  of  moral  and  religious  feeling,  and  to  raise  the 
standard  of  proficiency  among  the  students ;  and  to  fit  them, 
as  gentlemen,  for  filling,  with  credit  to  themselves  and  ad- 
vantage to  the  public,  any  post  to  which  they  may  be  called. 

A  Tutor,  a  graduate  of  Cambridge,  in  Holy  Orders, 
resides  within  the  walls  of  the  College,  to  whom  is  entrusted 
by  the  Council  the  superintendence  of  all  resident  students, 
under  strictly  Collegiate  discipline. 

RULES    AND  REGULATIONS. 

The  students  to  attend  Divine  Service  on  Sundays  in  the 
College  chapel,  and  also  the  Warden's  lectures  and  exami- 
nations on  subjects  of  Divinity  and  Morals  during  the  week. 
The  business  of  each  day  to  commence  with  prayers.  The 
hours  of  attendance  on  lectures  to  be  from  Bight  o'clock  a.m. 
until  noon,  and  from  Three  o'clock  until  Five  p.m.  A  register 
of  the  attendance  and  the  general  conduct  of  the  students  to 
be  kept  by  the  Warden  and  Tutors,  and  periodical  reports  to  be 
transmitted  to  parents  and  guardians.  Previously  to  the  close 
of  each  session  an  examination  to  be  held  and  prizes  awarded, 
to  be  distributed  at  the  annual  general  meeting  of  Governors. 
The  names  of  students  who  come  into  College  after  Eight 
o'clock  in  the  winter,  and  Nine  o'clock  in  the  summer,  p.m.,  to 
be  entered  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  the  porter,  with  the  hour  at 
which  they  come  in.  No  student  to  be  absent  from  College 
any  night  during  his  residence,  without  the  express  permission 
of  the  Senior  Tutor.  In  case  of  infringement  of  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  College,  the  Senior  Tutor  shall  have  power 
to  enforce  the  same,  by  restraint  of  hours,  and  by  literary 
exercises  called  impositions.    In  any  case  in  which  the  Senior 
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Tutor  sliall  consider  rustication  necessary,  he  shall  confer  with 
tho  Warden,  and  the  Warden  and  Senior  Tutor  together 
may  rusticate  lor  any  period  not  exceeding  two  months. 
Whenever  tho  Senior  Tutor  considers  dismissal  or  expulsion 
necessary,  he  is  to  confer  with  the  Warden  and  Dean  of  the 
Faculty,  and  they  shall  report  the  same  in  Writing  to  the 
Council,  together  with  a  detailed  statement  of  the  circum- 
stances. 

TWO  years'  course  of  study. 

The  course  of  study  prepares  students  for  undergoing,  at 
the  conclusion  of  the  first  or  second  year,  an  examination  for 
matriculation  at  the  University  of  London  ;  and  also  the  Latin 
examination  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries.

The  payments  for  Commons,  Residence,  &c,  &c,  to  be 
made  by  three  instalments,  £18  on  October  1st,  £18  on 
January  1st,  and  £12  on  May  1st,  every  year. 

Non-resident  students  to  be  admissible  annually  to  the 
Junior  department.  Such  non-resident  students  to  pay  the 
College  fee,  and  the  usual  charge  for  tuition  in  such  classes  as 
they  attend. 

Students  who  desire  to  participate  in  the  benefits  of  the 
College  for  a  more  limited  period,  are  also  admissible  on 
special  application  to  the  Council,  on  the  like  payment  of  the 
annual  College  fee.  and  the  usual  charges  for  tuition  in  such 
classes  as  they  attend. 

Non-resident  students,  while  within  the  walls  of  the 
College,  to  be  subject  in  every  respect  to  its  rules  and  dis- 
cipline. Such  non-resident  students,  at  other  times,  to  be 
under  the  control  of  their  parents  and  guardians,  or  the  Senior 
College  Tutor. 

Prizes  in  the  Junior  Department. 

Exhibitions. — The  University  of  London  offers  two  Exhibi- 
tions of  £30  each,  for  two  years,  to  the  candidates  who  shall 
respectively  distinguish  themselves  most  in  Classics,  and  in 
Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy. 

Prizes. — The  University  of  London  oners  two  Prizes  of  £5 
each,  to  candidates  who  shall  respectively  distinguish  them- 
selves most  in  Chemistry,  and  in  Botany  or  Zoology.  And  the 
Queen's  College  offers  to  its  students  the  Piercy  Prize  of  £5  5s. 
for  proficiency  in  German,  and  the  Webster  Prize  of  £5  5s.  for 
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French.  Prizes  of  Books  are  also  usually  given  by  the  Warden 
and  Tutors,  to  the  most  deserving  students  in  the  several  classes. 

Notice. 

Previous  to  admission  in  October  next,  students  about  to 
enter  the  Junior  department  will  be  required  to  give  one 
month's  notice  to  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  and  to  forward  a 
testimonial  of  good  conduct  and  qualifications,  and  before  ad- 
mission, will  be  examined  by  the  Warden,  in  the  construing 
and  parsing  of  a  Greek  and  Latin  author;  in  Arithmetic  of 
integers  and  vulgar  fractions,  and  in  the  elements  of  the 
English  Language  and  History. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  MEDICINE  AND  SURGERY. 

•The  system  of  study  pursued  in  this  department  constitutes 
a  complete  course  of  collegiate,  medical,  and  surgical  education. 
The  lectures  qualify  for  examination  for  the  diplomas  of  the 
Royal  College  of  Surgeons  and  the  Society  of  Apothecaries, 
without  any  residence  elsewhere. 

Students  who  have  passed  through  the  Junior  department 
of  this  College,  and  have  there  in  due  course  matriculated  at  the 
University  of  London,  may  present  themselves  for  the  first 
M.B.  examination  at  the  end  of  their  first  year  in  the  Senior 
Medical  department.  At  the  end  of  the  second  year,  matri- 
culated students  who  deferred  this  examination  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  London,  have  again  the  opportunity  of  presenting 
themselves.  At  the  end  of  the  third  year,  students  are  eligible 
for  the  M.B.  degree  in  the  University  of  London,  for  the 
diploma  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  England,  and  for 
the  licence  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries. 

A  Tutor  in  Holy  Orders,  a  graduate  of  Oxford  resides 
within  the  walls  of  the  College,  to  whom  is  committed,  by  the 
Council,  the  superintendence  of  all  resident  students  strictly 
under  collegiate  discipline,  and  also  the  surveillance  of  non- 
resident students. 
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COLLEGE  KEGULATIONS. 

Every  student  to  pay  the  annual  college  fee  of  £5,  to 
subscribe  his  name  in  the  obligation  book,  and  to  sign  a  decla- 
ration that  he  will  regularly  and  diligently  pursue  his  studies. 
To  attend  prayers  daily,  and  on  Sunday  Divine  Service  in  the 
Chapel,  and  also  the  Warden's  Theological  lectures  and 
examinations.  To  have  furnished  rooms  with  commons  in 
College.  To  wear  the  academical  dress  whenever  he  appears 
in  Hall,  or  at  Lectures,  and  in  the  College  Chapel.  The  names 
of  students  who  come  into  the  College  after  Ten  o'clock  p.m. 
to  be  entered  in  a  book,  to  be  kept  by  the  porter,  with  the 
hour  at  which  they  come  in.  No  student  to  be  absent  from 
College  any  night  during  his  residence  without  the  express  per- 
mission of  the  Senior  Tutor. 

Restraints  and  Penalties  of  students. — In  case  of  the  infringe- 
ment or  neglect  of  the  College  regulations  by  any  student 
resident  in  any  department,  the  Senior  Tutor  has  the  power  of 
enforcing  the  observance  of  the  same:  by  restraint  of  hours, 
by  literary  exei*cises  called  impositions,  by  suspension.  In 
any  case  in  which  suspension  is  necessary,  the  Senior  Tutor 
shall  inform  the  several  Professors,  in  order  that  the  attendance 
of  such  student  at  lecture  be  discontinued,  and  his  certificate 
disallowed.  By  rustication ;  the  power  of  rustication,  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  two  months,  to  be  vested  in  the  Warden 
and  Senior  Tutor,  or  in  the  absence  or  illness  of  either  of  them, 
in  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  and  the  Warden  or  Senior  Tutor. 
By  dismissal  or  expulsion  ;  in  any  case  in  which  the  Senior 
Tutor  do  consider  dismissal  or  expulsion  necessary,  he  is  to 
confer  with  the  Warden  and  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  and  they 
shall  report  the  same  in  writing  to  the  Council,  together  with  * 
a  detailed  statement  of  the  circumstances,  and  the  Council, 
after  deliberation  thereupon,  shall  communicate  its  decision  to 
the  Senior  Tutor,  and  such  decision  shall  be  final. 

To  prevent  Students  incurring  debt  beyond  their  means. — Each 
parent  or  guardian  on  placing  a  student  at  the  College,  is  to 
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inform  the  Warden  what  sum  it  is  contemplated,  by  such 
parent  or  guardian,  to  allow  such  student  for  expenses  heyond 
the  necessary  and  direct  payments  of  the  College.  Tradesmen 
to  be  periodically  cautioned  by  a  public  notice  in  suitable  terms, 
not  to  allow  of  the  purchase  of  articles  on  credit,  without  the 
express  sanction  of  parents  or  guardians,  or  of  the  Senior 
Tutor.  Through  the  medium  of  the  same  notice,  all  trades- 
men's bills,  for  articles  supplied  to  the  students,  shall  be  regu- 
lai-ly  delivered  to  the  Senior  Tutor  and  forwarded  by  him  to  the 
parents  and  guardians  at  the  end  of  every  term.  J^W  cases  of 
extravagance  which  become  known  to  the  tutors  shall  imme- 
diately be  reported  to  the  Council,  and  by  the  Council 
forwarded  to  the  parents  or  guardians.  Every  student  proved 
three  times  to  the  Council-  to  have  incurred  debt  beyond  his 
means  shall  be  dismissed. 

College  Expenses. — The  College  expenses,  including  com- 
mons, chamber-rent,  and  servants'  wages,  but  exclusive  of 
College  fees,  will  not  exceed  £50  for  the  three  terms.  The 
students  breakfast  in  the  hall  at  Seven  a.m.,  having  refreshment 
at  Twelve,  dine  at  Five  p.m.,  have  coffee  at  Bight  p.m.  The 
payments  to  be  made  by  three,  instalments,  viz. — £18  on 
the  first  of  October,  £18  on  the  first  of  January,  and  £14 
on  the  first  of  May.  Every  student  will  be  expected  to  provide 
himself  with  chamber  linen,  a  large  and  small  silver  fork, 
and  a  table-spoon  and  tea-spoon. 


THE  WINTER  SESSION  WILL  COMMENCE 
OCTOBER  1,  1851. 

Anatomy  of  the  Tissues,  and  Surgical  Anatomy  —Professor 
Sands  Cox,  F.R.S.,  Fellow  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons 
of  England,  Senior  Surgeon  to  the  Queen's  Hospital. 

These  lectures  will  embrace  the  general  anatomy  of  the 
tissues  of  the  human  body.  A  series  of  demonstrations  of 
the  various  regions  of  the  body,  viewed  in  their  practical 


relation  to  the  most  important  operations  in  surgery,  will 
also  be  given,  illustrated  by  recent  dissections,  and  by  an 
extensive  museum  of  preparations,  drawings,  casts,  and  models. 


Descriptive  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  and  Comparative 
Anatomy — Professor  Parker,  Fellow  of  tbe  Royal  College  of 
Surgeons  of  England,  Surgeon  to  tbe  Queen's  Hospital. 

This  course  will  comprehend  the  descriptive  anatomy  of 
the  various  organs  of  the  body,  their  physical  properties, 
connections,  and  functions.  They  will  be  illustrated  by  recent 
dissectious,  drawings,  and  mici'oscopical  observations. 


Practical  Anatomy,  with  Superintendence  of  Dissections — Mr. 
David  Bolton,  M.R.C.S. 

These  demonstrations  are  intended  to  form  a  complete 
course  of  instruction  in  practical  anatomy.  The  students  will 
be  directed  in  their  studies,  in  the  anatomical  room,  daily, 
by  the  Demonstrator  and  the  Resident  Medical  Tutor. 


Chemistry — Professor  Shaw,  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Botanical 
Society  of  Edinburgh,  Member  of  the  Chemical  Society  of 
London. 

These  lectures  will  include  the  general  pi'iuciples  of  chemical 
science,  and  its  connection  w-ith  medicine  and  the  natural 
sciences.  The  laboratory  will  be  open  during  the  winter 
and  summer  sessions,  for  the  reception  of  those  who  may 
wish  to  be  instructed  in  analysis,  and  the  applications  of 
chemistry  to  the  arts. 


Principles  and  Practice  af  Medicine — Professor  Eccles,  M.D., 
Edinburgh,  Physician  to  the  General  Hospital.  Professor 


.lames  Johnstone,  M.D.,  Cantab.,  Fellow  of  the  Royal  College 
of  Physicians,  London;  Senior  Physician  to  the  General 
Hospital. 

The  system  adopted  in  these  lectures  will  be  founded, 
as  much  as  possible,  on  the  present  improved  state  of  patho- 
logical anatomy,  and,  whenever  it  is  practicable,  recent 
morbid  specimens  will  be  presented  to  the  class. 


Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery — Professor  Sands  Cox, 
F.R.S. 

The  course  will  embrace  the  theory  of  inflammation  in 
general,  its  termination,  and  treatment ;  inflammation  of  the 
various  tissues  of  the  body,  terminations  and  treatment. 
Specific  inflammation,  viz. — scrofula,  cancer,  syphilis,  and 
fungoid  disease,  terminations  and  treatment;  lesions  of  con- 
tinuity; lesions  of  contiguity;  diseases  of  the  eye  operations; 
elementary  and  minor  operations ;  general  operations,  or  those 
practised  with  reference  to  one  or  more  particular  tissues ; 
special  operations,  or  those  practised  upon  complete  organs 
in  particular  regions  of  the  body;  plastic  and  subcutaneous 
operations. 


THE  SUMMER  SESSION  WILL  COMMENCE 
MAY  1,  1852. 

Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics — Samuel  Wright,  M.D., 
Edinburgh,  LL.D.,  D.C.L.,  Physician  to  the  Queen's  Hospital, 
and  Senior  Physician  to  the  General  Dispensary.  Professor 
Knowles,  F.L.S.,  Fellow  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons 
of  England,  Surgeon  to  the  Queen's  Hospital. 

To  illustrate  this  course,  specimens  of  the  various  articles  of 
the  Materia  Medica,  in  their  natural  state,  will  be  exhibited  and 
described.  Attached  to  this  department  is  a  museum  of  Materia 
Medica,  to  which  the  students  have  access  under  certain 
regulations. 
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Midwifery  and  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children — Professor 
Berry,  Surgeon  to  the  Magdalen  Asylum. 

These  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  an  extensive  museum 
of  preparations  of  embryology  and  diseased  structures  con- 
nected with  the  subject  of  the  course.  This  course  will  also  be 
delivered  during  the  ensuing  Winter  Session. 

The  Midwifery  department  of  the  Queen's  Hospital  is  under 
the  immediate  superintendence  of  the  Professor  of  Midwifery. 


Forensic  Medicine — Professor  John  Birt  Davies,  M.D., 
Edinburgh,  Licentiate  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians, 
London  (extra  urbem.) ;  Senior  Physician  to  the  Queen's 
Hospital. 

The  object  of  this  course  is  to  teach  the  knowledge  and 
conduct  which  are  required  by  the  medical  witness  preparatory 
to  a  public  examination  in  the  courts  of  law;  to  indicate 
the  questions  in  physic,  anatomy,  physiology,  pathology,  and 
therapeutics,  upon  which  the  authorities  are  accustomed  to 
seek  aid  from  medical  men.  The  application  of  tests  to  the 
detection  and  analysis  of  poisons  will  especially  be  demonstrated 
by  experiments. 


Botany  and  Vegetable  Physioloyy — Professor  Knowles,  P.L.S. 

For  the  illustration  of  this  course,  the  lecturer  has  formed 
an  extensive  herbarium;  and  through  the  liberality  of  the 
Committee  of  the  Botanical  and  Horticultural  Society,  the 
students  have  free  access  to  their  extensive  gardens,  accom- 
panied by  the  Professor.  Botanical  excursions  will  be  occa- 
sionally made  during  the  oourse. 
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Medical  Tutor— Mr.  Charles  Pardey,  M.R.C.S. 

The  Medical  Tutor  is  resident  in  the  College,  for  the 
purpose  of  assisting  the  students  in  their  studies.  He  is 
required  to  devote  exclusively  the  whole  of  his  time  to  the 
students.  It  is  his  especial  province  to  prepare  the  junior 
students,  non-resident  as  well  as  resident,  for  the  matricula- 
tion examination  of  the  University  of  London.  To  devote 
daily  a  certain  number  of  hours  to  the  senior  student,  non- 
resident as  -well  as  resident,  in  the  dissecting  room,  and  to 
examine  from  time  to  time  on  the  subjects  of  the  various 
lectures. 


REGULATIONS  OF  THE  ATTENDANCE  OF  STUDENTS  AT  LECTURE. 

A  book  shall  be  kept  by  each  Professor,  specifying  the 
times  of  attendance  of  each  student,  such  book  to  be  laid 
before  the  Council  at  their  monthly  meetings. 

Previously  to  the  commencement  of  every  lecture  the 
Professor  shall  call  over  the  names  of  the  students. 

Each  Professor  shall  keep  a  register  of  the  time  of  com- 
mencement and  duration  of  each  of  his  lectures,  such  register 
to  be  laid  before  the  Council  of  each  monthly  board. 

The  Professors,  Tutors,  and  Masters  shall  forward  to  the 
Warden,  seven  days  before  the  end  of  each  term,  their  registers 
of  attendance,  or  a  terminal  report  of  the  attendance,  conduct, 
and  progress  of  each  student  in  their  respective  classes  and 
departments,  from  which  details  a  general  report  shall  be 
drawn  up  by  the  Warden,  and  submitted  to  the  Council ; 
and  copies  of  the  reports  on  each  student  shall  be  forwarded 
by  the  Warden  to  the  parent  or  guardian  of  each  student. 

NON-RESIDENT  STUDENTS. 

Non-resident  students  are  admissible,  and  may  reside  with 
their  parents  or  guardians,  or  with  a  relation  or  friend  selected 
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by  their  parents  or  guardians,  and  approved  by  the  Council. 
The  senior  tutor" in  each  department  is  authorised  to  inquire 
into  the  habits  and  general  conduct  of  such  out-students  at 
their  respective  residences,  and  to  report  to  the  Council  there- 
upon at  the  end  of  every  term.  Out-students,  if  members 
of  the  Church  of  England,  will  be  required  to  attend  the 
Warden's  weekly  Theological  lectures,  and  Divine  Service  in 
the  College  chapel  every  Sunday,  unless  the  parent  or  guardian 
of  the  student  requests  the  attendance  of  such  student  at  his 
own  place  of  worship.  If  the  student  be  attached  to  any  other 
communion,  he  will  be  expected  to  attend  at  the  place  of 
worship  belonging  thereto  every  Sunday.  Non-resident  stu- 
dents will  be  allowed  to  dine  in  the  Colleo-e  hall,  either 
regularly  or  occasionally,  on  giving  such  notice  and  paying 
such  sum  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Council.

A  gold  medal  is  offered  by  Professor^  Cox  for  the  best 
reported  surgical  cases  occurring  in  his  practice  at  the  Queen's 
Hospital. 
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DEPARTMENT    OF   ARTS    AND  GENERAL 
LITERATURE. 

The  first  department  established  in  the  College  was  the 
Medical ;  but  in  carrying  forward  their  great  work  the  Council 
clearly  apprehended  that  although  medical  science  from  its  own 
intrinsic  excellence  and  its  intimate  bearing  upon  the  good  of 
the  community,  must  claim  a  place  in  every  university  scheme, 
and  may  even  legitimately  form  the  characteristic  study  of 
any  academical  body,  yet  there  was  no  precedent  for  its 
exclusive  establishment,  and  but  little  hope  that,  if  exclusively 
established,  it  would  enjoy  all  the  advantage  of  that  philo- 
sophical and  religious  enlargement  which  it  was  their  great 
object  to  confer. 

It  is,  therefore,  in  accordance  with  the  soundest  principle 
of  educational  science,  as  well  as  with  the  precedents  of  our 
ancient  universities,  that  the  departments  of  Law,  Engineering, 
Arts,  and  chief  of  all,  the  department  of  Theology,  have  been 
instituted  in  the  College. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

That  the  Collegiate  system  in  this  department  be  the  same 
as  in  the  Medical  department.  That  the  Lord  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  be  the  Visitor.  That  the  ex-officio  members  of 
the  Council  of  Queen's  College,  with  the  Warden,  do  constitute 
a  Committee  of  Council.  That  the  said  ex-oflicio  members  do 
appoint  the  Warden,  and  the  said  committee  do  appoint  the 
Classical  and  Mathematical  Tutors.  That  the  committee  do 
appoint,  under  such  regulations  as  they  shall  think  advisable, 
the  Fellows.  That  until  the  appointment  of  such  Fellows,  the 
said  committee  transact  all  the  general  business  of  the  de- 
partment. That  not  less  than  three  members  of  the  committee, 
including  the  Warden,  do  form  a  quorum.  That  after  the 
appointment  of  the  Fellows,  any  number  of  them,  not 
exceeding  twelve,  may  be  selected  for  a  board  of  management 
by  the  committee.    That  such  board  of  management  be  called 
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"The  Committee  of  Council  of  the  department  of  General 
Literature."  That  an  annual  meeting  of  such  committee  be 
held  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  August  every  year. 

That  the  Warden  he  a  priest  of  the  Church  of  England, 
and  the  Tutors  priests  or  deacons,  and  graduates  of  Cambridge 
or  Oxford.  That  the  Classical  Tutor  be  the  Senior  Tutor. 
That  such  Senior  Tutor  be  responsible  for  the  discipline  of  the 
department,  subject  to  the  general  supervision  of  the  Warden. 
That  in  the  absence  of  the  Senior  Tutor,  the  Mathematical 
Tutor  do  take  his  place  and  perform  his  duties.  That  both 
the  Tutors  be  expected  to  take  their  meals  in  Hall  with 
the  students,  the  Senior  Tutor  occupying  the  head  of  the 
table.  That  the  Warden  do  fill  the  same  position  in  the 
College  of  General  Literature  as  the  heads  of  houses  in 
Cambridge  and  Oxford  do  with  regard  to  their  respective 
Colleges,  excepting  that  the  lectures  on  the  subjects  below 
specified  be  delivered  by  him,  or  be  more  especially  under  his 
direction. 

That  the  students  in  the  department  of  General  Literature 
do  attend  Queen's  College  chapel  twice  every  Sunday.  That 
the  students  do  wear  their  gowns  in  hall,  in  chapel,  and  at 
lectures.  That  every  student  has  a  room  to  himself.  That 
they  have  a  common  room.  That  all  meals  be  taken  in  hall, 
except  in  cases  of  illness  with  an  cegrotat,  or  of  absence  with 
leave. 

That  the  porter  do  close  the  College  gates  every  night  at 
Ten  o'clock,  and  that  all  students  be  expected  to  be  within 
gates  at  that  hour.  Students  entering  College  at  a  later 
period  of  the  night  to  be  reported  to  the  tutor  by  the  porter, 
who  shall  have  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose.  That  for 
neglect  or  misconduct  on  the  part  of  any  student,  the  Senior 
Tutor  shall  have  the  power  of  imposing  restraint  within  the 
College  walls,  and  literary  exercises  called  impositions.  That 
the  Warden,  in  conjunction  with  the  Classical  and  Mathematical 
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Tutors,  shall  have  the  power  of  rustication  for  any  period  not 
exceeding  two  months.  That  all  cases  which,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Warden  and  Tutors,  subject  a  student  to  dismissal  or 
expulsion,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Council,  who  are  to 
investigate  and  decide  thereupon. 

That  the  Senior  Tutor  has  the  management  of  the  domestic 
arrangements  of  the  department.  That  the  .Finance  depart- 
ment be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Warden,  who  is,  every 
three  months,  to  lay  a  statement  before  the  Committee,  and 
that  the  Committee  every  year  appoint  an  Auditor.  That  a 
monthly  meeting  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  every  month. 
That  the  department  be  self-supporting,  except  as  far  as  it  may 
be  aided  by  individuals  endowing  Fellowships,  Scholarships, 
and  Professorships,  establishing  prizes,  and  making  donations 
of  books. 

That  an  examination  on  all  the  subjects  of  the  tutors' 
lectures  be  held  at  the  close  of  every  term.  That  certificates  of 
merit  be  awarded  after  each  examination,  and  that  any  such 
annual  prizes  as  the  friends  of  the  institution  may  offer,  be 
decided  at  the  termination  of  the  midsummer  examination. 
That  students  be  expected  to  matriculate  at  the  university  at 
the  end  of  the  first  year,  if  they  have  not  done  so  previously  ; 
and  that  they  be  expected  to  take  their  degrees  of  B.A.,  or 
B.C.L.,  or  such  other  degrees  as  their  standing  in  the  univer- 
sity will  permit,  at  the  end  of  the  third  year. 

That  every  precaution  be  taken  to  prevent  students  incurring 
debt :  Firstly — By  cautioning  tradesmen  not  to  allow  of  the 
purchase  of  articles  on  credit  without  the  sanction  of  parents  or 
guardians,  or  the  Senior  Tutor.  Secondly — By  the  Senior  Tutor 
l'eceiving  bills  for  all  necessary  articles  supplied  to  the  students, 
and  forwarding  the  same  to  parents  and  guardians  at  the  end 
of  every  term.  Thirdly — By  furnishing  each  student,  on 
entering  College,  with  a  list  of  such  tradesmen  as  are  sanctioned 
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by  the  College  authorities.  Fourthly— By  all  cases  of  extrav- 
agance which  become  known  to  the  Warden  or  Tutors  being 
immediately  reported  to  tbe  Council,  and  by  them  forwarded, 
if  they  think  fit,  to  the  parents  or  guardians.  Fifthly -That 
every  student,  throe  times  convicted  before  the  Council  of 
incurring  debt  beyond  his  means,  be  dismissed. 

That  such  students  as  have  been  regular  in  their  attendance 
at  chapel  and  lectures,  and  have  conducted  themselves  satis- 
factorily  in  statu  pwpittari,  be  eligible  to  be  appointed  Fellows  on 
their  attaining  to  the  degree  of  B.A.  or  B.C.L.  That  a  com- 
memoration day  be  held  once  every  year,  in  honour  of  the 
Founder,  Mr.  Sands  Cox,  and  that  the  members  of  the  Council, 
and  the  Fellows,  and  their  respective  friends,  be  invited  to 
attend. 

PLAN  OF  STUDY. 

That  the  curriculum  of  study  do  extend  over  three  years. 
That  the  students  of  each  year  have  distinct  courses  of  lectures. 
That  the  subjects  of  study  be  Greek,  Latin,  Mathematics, 
Logic,  the  Modern  Languages,  History;  Natural,  Political,  and 
Moral  Philosophy,  and  more  especially  Christian  Ethics, 
and  the  Doctrines  of  the  Church  of  England.  That  each 
student  do  attend  four  lectures  every  day,  namely — for  one 
hour  in  the  morning  a  lecture  in  Greek,  for  another  hour  a 
lecture  in  Mathematics,  for  one  hour  in  the  afternoon  a  lecture 
in  Latin,  and  another  hour  a  lecture  m  History,  Logic,  and  one 
of  the  above  described  branches  of  Philosophy.  That  the 
subjects  selected  have  particular  reference  to  the  requirements 
for  the  examinations  of  the  University  of  London.  That  the 
Tutors  do  confer  with  the  Warden  at  the  commencement  of 
every  year  as  to  such  selections,  and  that  no  deviations  be 
afterwards  made  therefrom  without  his  express  permission. 

The  Warden  to  be  responsible  for  the  instruction  in 
Christian  Ethics,  Church  History,  and  the  Doctrines  of  the 
Church  of  England.    That  Drawing,  French,  and  German  be 
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expected  to  be  learnt  during  the  two  years  when  the  students 
are  in  the  Junior  department ;  but  if  they  have  not  then  com- 
pleted such  courses  of  study,  or  require  for  any  purpose  during 
their  residence  in  the  College  instruction  in  the  Modern 
Languages,  the  same  to  be  supplied  at  the  rate  of  three  guineas 
per  course  per  annum. 

PRIZES  OFFERED  BY  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  LONDON  FOR  THE 
DEGREE  OF  B.A. 

If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Examiners,  any  candidate  shall 
possess  sufficient  merit,  the  candidate  who  shall  distinguish 
himself  the  most  in  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy,  and 
the  candidate  who  shall  distinguish  himself  the  most  in 
Classics,  shall  each  receive  fifty  pounds  per  annum  for  the  next 
three  years,  with  the  style  of  University  Scholar.  Under  the 
same  circumstances,  the  candidate  who  shall  distinguish  him- 
self the  most  in  Chemistry,  the  candidate  who  shall  distinguish 
himself  the  most  in  Animal  Physiology,  and  the  candidate  who 
shall  distinguish  himself  the  most  in  Vegetable  Physiology 
and  Structural  Botany,  shall  each  receive  a  prize  in  books, 
to  the  value  of  five  pounds. 

FOR  THE  DEGREE  OF  M.A. 

If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Examiners,  any  candidate  shall 
possess  sufficient  merit,  the  candidate  who  shall  distinguish 
himself  the  most  in  Classics,  the  candidate  who  shall  distin- 
guish himself  the  most  in  Mai  hematics,  and  the  candidate  who 
shall  distinguish  himself  the  most  in  Logic,  shall  each  receive  a 
gold  medal  of  the  value  of  twenty  pounds ;  and  if  the  same 
candidate  distinguish  himself  the  most  in  two  or  more  of  the 
said  branches,  he  shall  receive  a  gold  medal  in  right  of  each 
branch  in  which  he  shall  so  distinguish  himself.

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DEPARTMENT  OE  CIVIL  ENGINEERING  AND 
ARCHITECTURE. 

In  this  department  a  liberal  education  will  be  provided, 
terminating  in  an  academical  degree,  and  accompanied  through- 
out by  collegiate  discipline  and  control,  and  religious  -worship 
and  instruction.  The  lectures  will  also  be  open  to  clerks  and 
assistants  in  the  offices  of  engineers,  and  architects,  and  railway 
establishments,  after  office  hours.  How  far  in  these  professions 
an  improved  discipline  and  intellectual  enlargement  has  been 
needed,  any  thoughtful  and  observant  mind  may  adequately 
determine.  The  Council  propose  in  this,  as  in  the  other  cases, 
an  enlarged  education  on  an  economical  scale,  a  gradual 
initiation  into  professional  pursuits,  and  an  imbuing  of  the 
mind  with  sound  religious  principles. 

THE  ORDERS  OF  COUNCIL  ARE  AS  FOLLOWS. 

That  the  east  wing,  with  its  buildings,  be  called  the 
Engineering  department.  That  arrangements  be  forthwith 
made  for  opening  the  department  as  early  as  possible.  That 
the  system  of  management  and  collegiate  discipline  be  the  same 
in  it  as  in  the  department  of  Medicine  and  Surgery.  That 
tutors  be  appointed  to  reside  in  this  department,  to  whom  the 
tutelary  care  of  the  students  shall  be  entrusted.  That  such 
tutors  be  clergymen  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  graduated 
members  of  one  of  our  chartered  universities.  That  such 
tutors  do  give  lectures  in  Greek,  Latin,  English  Literature,  and 
pure  Mathematics.  That  professors  be  appointed  to  give  lec- 
tures in  Civil  Engineering,  Laud  Surveying,  Practical  Mathe- 
matics, Geometrical  and  Architectural  Drawing,  the  Arts  of 
Construction,  Geology,  and  Mineralogy.  That  the  vacations  be 
the  same  as  in  the  other  departments.  That  the  attendance  at 
the  weekly  Divinity  lectures  be  the  same  as  in  the  Medical  and 
General  Literature  departments.  That  the  attendance  at  prayers 
be  also  the  same  every  morning  in  the  College  chapel,  and 
twice  on  Sunday,  when  the  morning  and  evening  service 
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will  be  performed,  with  two  sermons.  That  the  system  of 
tuition  do  embrace  a  three  years'  course.  That  an  engineering 
■workshop  be  erected  for  the  use  of  this  department.  That 
models  be  provided  for  the  model  room.  That  students  who 
enter  the  Junior  department  be  expected  to  have  reached  the 
age  of  about  sixteen  years  ;  and  that  those  who  commence  with 
the  three  years'  course  be  about  the  age  of  eighteen  years. 
That  students,  as  soon  as  they  enter,  commence  a  course  of 
preparation  for  matriculation  in  the  University  of  London  at 
the  end  of  their  first  year;  and  of  taking  their  B.A.  degree 
in  the  same  university  at  the  end  of  their  third  year.  That 
students  of  this  department,  who  have  matriculated  and 
graduated,  be  admissible  as  candidates  for  fellowships  at 
Queen's  College.  And  that  such  students  as  are  not  qualified 
by  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  Latin  and  Greek  languages  to 
matriculate  and  take  their  B.A.  degree,  may,  at  the  end  of 
their  three  years'  course  in  this  department,  if  they  pass 
creditable  examinations  in  the  different  subjects  of  their  lec- 
tures, receive  a  diploma  from  Queen's  College,  under  seal, 
testifying'  to  their  collegiate  residence,  to  their  attendance  on 
the  College  lectures,  and  to  their  conduct  m  statu  piipillari. 
Out-students  to  pay  the  College  fee,  and  the  l-egular  fees  for 
any  course  which  they  attend.  Out-students,  when  within 
the  College  walls,  to  be  subject  to  the  collegiate  rules  and 
discipline.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  LAWS. 

The  Council  is  impressed  with  the  opinion,  that,  for  the 
purpose  not  only  of  disciplining  the  mind,  hut  of  preparing 
it  to  encounter  hereafter  cases  involving  scientific  knowledge,  it 
is  highly  desirable  for  the  future  attorney  and  solicitor  to  be 
initiated  into  at  least  the  elements  of  classics,  mathematics,  and 
general  science.  If  we  take  down  any  number  of  the  law 
reports,  we  may  see,  under  the  word  "  Patent "  or  "  Copyright," 
in  designs,  what  an  intimate  knowledge  of  scientific  details 
appeal's  to  have  been  acquired  and  exhibited  by  judge  and 
counsel  in  dealing  with  evidence  of  scientific  witnesses,  the 
validity  of  patents,  and  the  sufficiency  of  specifications  !  Thus 
Latin  and  French  languages  are  also  indispensable.  The  num- 
ber of  records,  and  documents,  public  and  private,  in  both 
languages,  which  are  continually  the  subject  of  examination  by 
all  concerned  in  the  legal  profession  prove  this.  So  sensible 
has  the  legislature  been  of  the  importance  of  securing  persons 
of  superior  education  to  occupy  this  department  of  the  profes- 
sion, that,  in  the  year  1821,  an  Act  of  Parliament  was  passed 
(1  and  2  Geo.  IV,  c.  48,  s.  1),  and  again  re-enacted  and 
extended  in  the  year  1844  (9  and  7  Victoria,  c.  73,  s.  7), 
offering  greater  advantages  to  those  who  graduate  at  the 
Universities  of  Oxford,  Cambridge,  Durham,  or  London, 
viz. — reducing  the  period  of  five  years  under  service  to  three 
years. 

The  legislature  having  offered  the  above  great  advantages 
to  those  law  students  who  shall  graduate  at  the  above  universi- 
ties, the  Council  of  Queen's  College  offer  to  those  law  students 
residing  in  Birmingham  and  its  neighbourhood  specially,  and 
to  others  generally,  admittance  into  its  department  of  General 
Literature,  wherein  such  students  may  receive  not  only  instruc- 
tion in  the  classics  and  mathematics,  which  is  requisite  for 
a  B.A.  and  LL.B.  degree,  but  also  separate  instruction  in  the 
various  branches  of  the  law,  in  courses  of  lectures  which  will 
be  delivered  by  their  Professor. 
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There  is  another  class  of  law  students,  viz. — those  who  are 
articled  to  conveyancers  and  solicitors,  whose  time  is  very 
rmich  engaged  by  attendance  at  the  respective  chambers  and 
offices  of  such  conveyancer  and  solicitor  during  business  hours. 
It  is  manifest  that  such  students  cannot  devote  themselves  to 
the  regular  studies  of  a  College,  but  they  may  find  time  for 
attendance  upon  courses  of  law.  To  such  students  the  Council 
offers  collegiate  residence,  with  furnished  rooms  and  commons 
in  the  College  hall,  subject  to  collegiate  discipline ;  and  accord- 
ing to  the  College  rules  and  hours,  such  students  will  be  expected 
to  be  in  College  at  Ten  o'clock  every  night,  unless  absent  with 
the  knowledge  and  permission  of  the  Senior  Tutor.  They  must 
also  attend  the  College  chapel  twice  every  Sunday,  unless, 
under  the  sanction  of  their  parents  or  guardians,  they  are 
attendants  at  any  other  place  of  worship,  of  which  notice  must 
be  given  to  the  Senior  Tutor. 

The  system  of  collegiate  discipline  and  fees  are  the  same  as 
that  in  the  department  of  Arts. 

LAW  COURSE. 

Professor  Kennedy  has  announced  that  he  will  follow  the 
course  indicated  by  Blackstone ;  having  reference  also  to  those 
books  which  the  University  of  London  has  prescribed  as  sub- 
jects of  examination,  viz. — Kent's  "  Commentaries,"  Bentham's 
"Treatise  on  Morals  and  Legislation,"  and  Rutherford's 
"  Institute  of  Natural  Laws."  He  will  commence  with  the 
foundation  of  all  positive  laws,  showing  that  their  basis  is  the 
moral  natui'e  of  man,  implanted  in  him  by  God.  He  will  then 
proceed  to  the  history  of  the  common  law  of  England,  and 
give  a  general  review  of  its  principles  and  characters;  after 
which,  he  will  take  up  each  particular  department  in  the  same 
order,  generally  speaking,  as  they  occur  in  Blackstone's 
"  Commentaries." 

The  first  series  of  lectures  will  embrace  those  parts  of  our 

laws  which  concern  the  Crown  and  Executive  Government 
y  ' 
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the  Revenue,  the  Parliament  ,  and  the  Church ;  all  those  sub- 
jects, in  short,  which  are  usually  comprised  under  the  name  of 
Constitutional  Law.  Next,  the  various  laws  which  concern  the 
private  relations  and  commercial  usages  of  society,  the  law  of 
real  and  personal  property,  the  nature  of  civil  remedies,  the 
practice  of  the  Common  Law  Courts,  and  the  principles  of 
pleading.  Criminal  jurisprudence  will  he  next  in  order;  and, 
lastly,  a  general  view  will  be  given  of  the  principles  of  equity 
law,  and  the  practice  of  the  Court  of  Chancery.

THEOLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

That  great  benefactor  to  the  College,  The  Rev.  Dr. 
Warneford,  having  entertained  the  pious  wish  of  making  the 
Department  of  General  Literature  available  for  the  purpose  of 
training  sobei'-minded  young  men,  with  scanty  pecuniary 
means,  for  Holy  Orders,  and  having  presented  the  munificent 
donation  of  £4,400,  for  the  endowment  of  a  Professoi'ship  of 
Pastoral  Theology,  to  the  intent  that  students  who  intend  to 
become  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  our  Church,  may  be 
taught  the  ministerial  duties  in  their  various  branches,  as  also 
the  composition  of  sermons,  the  reading  of  the  Church  Services, 
the  history  of  Liturgies,  the  reason  and  use  of  Rubrics,  and  all 
other  matters  connected  with  and  subseiwient  to  a  faithful  and 
efficient  performance  of  what  the  Church  requires  of  her 
pastors  and  ministers  for  the  edification  of  their  flocks. 

A  similar  department  at  King's  College,  London,  lmving 
met  with  the  cordial  approbation  of  the  two  archbishops  and 
the  whole  of  the  episcopal  body,  and  such  archbishops  and 
bishops  having  consented  to  admit,  as  candidates  for  Holy 
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Orders,  those  students  in  Theology  who  should  produce  the 
Principal's  certificate,  the  Council  have  given  the  subject 
their  most  serious  attention;  and  after  conference  with  The 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  through  Mr.  Vaughan  Thomas,  have 
felt  it  their  duty  at  once  to  obey  Dr.  Warneford's  wishes,  not 
with  a  view  to  improve  the  preparation  for  Holy  Orders,  which 
they  suppose  in  our  established  universities  to  be  as  excellent 
as  can  practically  be  effected — nor  yet  merely  to  give  a  com- 
pletion and  perfectness  to  their  own  institution — but  to  help, 
in  some  measure,  with  the  means  at  their  command,  towards 
supplying  the  great  need  of  additional  clergymen,  particularly  in 
such  populous  localities  as  that  in  which  the  Queen's  College  is 
situated,  to  supply  that  need,  so  far  as  their  resources  will 
extend,  with  men  duly  qualified  by  learning  and  piety  for  so 
great  a  work,  and  to  assist  students  and  their  parents  in 
obtaining  an  entrance  on  Holy  Orders  hy  greatly  dimwvishmg 
the  amount  of  the  necessary  expenditure. 

.REGULATIONS. 

The  following  Resolutions  have  been  drawn  up  and  adopted  : 

I.  — That  the  Theological  Department  be  open  to  three 
descriptions  of  students.  Firstly — To  those  who  have  taken 
degrees  at  Cambridge  and  Oxford.  Secondly — To  those  who 
have  been  educated  in  the  Arts  Department  of  this  College,  and 
have  taken  the  degree  of  B.A.  Thirdly — To  students,  called 
Literates,  who  are  specially  recommended  by  The  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  and  by  other  bishops  of  the  Church  of  England. 

II.  — That  students  in  the  Theological  Department  be 
expected  to  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

HI. — That  the  system  of  preparation  for  Holy  Orders  do 
embrace  a  two  years'  course  of  theological  instruction. 

IV. — That  the  students  be  provided  each  with  a  furnished 
room. 
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V.  — That  commons  be  provided  for  fcbe  students  in  u  ball 
appropriated  to  that  purpose. 

VI.  — That  the  affairs  of  this  department  be  under  the 
management  of  the  same  Committee  of  Council  that  regulates 
the  Department  of  General  Literature. 

VII.  —  That  to  the  Professor  of  Pastoral  Theology  be 
entrusted  the  tutelary  care  of  the  students  in  this  department. 

VIII.  — That  the  said  Professor  shall  have  for  that  purpose 
furnished  rooms  provided  for  him  in  College,  and  that  be  be 
expected  to  preside  at  all  meals  in  hall. 

IX.  — That  the  courses  of  Theological  lectures  be  determined 
upon  by  the  Warden  and  the  Professor  of  Pastoral  Theology, 
with  the  sanction  of  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  whose  opinion 
and  wishes  are  at  all  times  to  be  consulted  with  deference. 

X.  — That  the  expenses  of  this  department  be  as  follows  i

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FELLOWSHIPS,  SCHOLARSHIPS,  AND  PRIZES. 

FELLOWSHIPS. — Such  members  of  the  College  as  hold  a 
diploma  in  Medicine  or  Surgery,  or  who  are  graduates  in 
Medicine,  Law,  or  Arts,  or  such  members  of  the  late  Birming- 
ham Royal  School  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  as  the  Council 
may  determine,  are  eligible  to  be  Fellows. 

Privileges  of  Fellows. — The  Fellows  have  power  to  vote 
at  all  meetings  of  the  Governors,  have  free  admission  to  the 
medical  and  general  library,  to  the  museums,  and  to  the 
lectures ;  and  likewise  are  privileged  to  dine  in  the  College 
hall  on  the  payment  of  a  specified  sum. 

The  Warneford  Scholarships. — Four  Scholarships  have 
been  founded  by  The  Rev.  Dr.  Warneford,  of  £10  each,  to  be 
held  for  two  years ;  to  be  conferred  upon  the  students  who 
have  resided  in  the  College  at  least  twelve  months,  who  have 
been  distinguished  for  their  diligence  and  good  conduct,  who 
have  been  regular  in  their  attendance  on  Divine  Service,  and 
who  have  availed  themselves  especially  of  the  religious 
instruction  of  the  Warden. 

The  Wakneford  Gold  Medals. — The  interest  of  £1,000 
is  applied  for  the  institution  of  two  prizes,  either  in  equal  or 
unequal  amounts.  The  essays  written  for  these  prizes  to  be  of 
a  religious  as  well  as  scientific  nature  ;  the  subject  to  be  taken 
out  of  - any  branch  of  anatomical,  physiological,  or  pathological 
science,  and  to  be  handled  in  a  practical  or  professional 
manner,  and  according  to  those  evidences  of  facts  and  phe- 
nomena which  anatomy,  physiology,  and  pathology,  so  abun- 
dantly supply,  but  always  and  especially  with  a  view  to 
exemplify  or  set  forth,  by  instance  and  example,  the  wisdom, 
power,  and  goodness  of  God,  as  revealed  and  declared  in  Holy 
Writ. 

Two  Gold  Medals  are  offered  by  the  Governors  of  the 
College  for  regularity  of  attendance  at  lectures  and  examina- 
tions, and  good  conduct  during  three  ycai's. 
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SILVER  MEDALS  nro  annually  given  by  each  Professor,  on  a 
public  examination  of  proficiency  in  the  respective  departments 
of  medical  scioncc. 

CERTIFICATE  of  Honour.— Students  who  may,  after  exami- 
nation, be  placed  by  the  Professor  next  to  the  medallist,  will 
receive  r  certificate  of  honour. 

University  Scholarships. — Students  of  the  College  are 
admitted  to  examination  for  the  scholarships,  exhibitions, 
gold  medals,  and  books,  offered  by  the  Senate  of  the  University 
of  London.  Students  are  also  eligible  to  contend  for  the 
commission  in  the  army,  offered  to  the  senate  of  the  univer- 
sity by  the  Army  Medical  Department,  once  in  every  two 
years,  for  one  of  its  most  distinguished  Bachelors  of  Medicine. 

Studentships,  &c,  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons. — 
Students  are  eligible  to  offer  themselves  for  the  Studentship  of 
the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  England,  of  the  value  of 
£100  per  annum,  for  three  years  (three  of  which  have  been 
established),  for  the  best  proficients  in  anatomy.  The  General 
Commanding  the  Army  in  Chief,  the  Lords  Commissioners  of 
the  Admiralty,  and  the  Court  of  Directors  of  the  East  India 
Company,  have  placed  the  appointment  of  an  Assisant  Surgeon 
at  the  disposal  of  the  President  and  Council  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons  once  in  three  years,  for  such  students  as 
may  be  considered  worthy  of  these  honourable  distinctions. 


MUSEUMS  AND  LIBRARY. 

Museums. — Connected  with  the  College  are  Museums  of 
Human,  Comparative,  and  Pathological  Anatomy,  containing 
upwards  of  three  thousand  preparations;  and  Natural  Histor}-, 
in  all  its  branches,  to  which  the  student  will  be  admitted  daily. 

Library. — The  Library  contains  upwards  of  two  thousand 
volumes  ;  and  the  quarterly,  monthly,  and  weekly  periodicals 
of  Medicine  and  Surgery  and  General  Science  lie  upon  the 
table.

RETIREMENT   OF   LORD  LTTTELTON. 

In  the  year  1856  an  attempt  was  made  by  the  then 
Warden,  The  Rev.  St.  John  Parry,  to  remove,  contrary  to  the 
fundamental  laws,  an  old  and  valued  servant  of  the  institution, 
on  no  just  ground  or  cause  whatever  of  complaint.  The 
attempt  was  supported  by  the  Principal,  who  called  upon  the 
Council  to  rescind  the  fundamental  regulation  bearing  on 
the  question,  adding,  "  That  unless  on  Tuesday  next,  the  12th 
instant,  the  Council  see  fit  to  rescind  altogether  the  regulation 
to  which  I  have  referred,  I  desire  that  it  may  be  distinctly 
understood  that  I  resign  from  that  day  my  office  as  Principal,  and 
I  desire  that  my  name  may  be  henceforth  omitted  from  all 
documents  connected  with  the  College ;  I  also  desire  that  the  fact  of 
my  resignation  may  be  distinctly  recorded  in  the  minutes  of  the 
Council." 

On  the  same  grounds,  the  Vice-principal,  The  Honourable 
and  Reverend  Gr.  M.  Torke,  resigned  his  office. 

"  I  feel  compelled  to  resign  the  office  of  Vice-principal — an 
office  I  acknowledge  myself  very  unworthy  to  hold — and  to 
withdraw,  as  far  as  possible,  from  all  connection  ivith  the  afairs 
of  the  College.  I  now  make  it  my  special  request,  that  this 
letter  may  be  entered  on  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  at  which 
it  is  read." 


A  sub-committee  was  appointed  to  draw  up  a  minute 
relativo  to  the  letters  of  resignation,  which  was  approved,  and 
the  resolutions  recommended  adopted. 

The  sub-committee,  appointed  on  the  12th  day  of  August, 
1856,  to  draw  up  a  minute  relative  to  the  letter  of  resignation 
of  the  office  of  Principal  of  the  College  above  recited,  and  that 
day  received  from  The  Right  Honourable  Lord  Lyttelton,  and 
to  report  the  same  to  an  adjournment  of  the  Council  of  the 
Queen's  College,  beg  to  recommend  the  Council  to  adopt 
the  following  resolution  : 

"  That  the  Council  sincerely  regret  that  they  cannot,  con- 
sistently with  their  duty,  rescind  an  alteration  of  the  law 
which  was  passed  after  long  and  serious  deliberation,  and  which 
they  believe  to  be  absolutely  essential  to  the  well-being  of  the 
institution;  the  Council  would  have  unfeignedly  rejoiced  if 
any  means  had  been  suggested  or  left  open  to  them  of  effect- 
ing the  objects  contemplated  in  a  manner  that  would  have  met 
with  the  approval  of  Lord  Lyttelton.  Deeply  sensible  of  the 
advantages  that  the  College  has  derived  from  the  great  ability 
with  which  Lord  Lyttelton  has  presided  over  its  meetings,  and 
from  the  active  part  he  has  taken  in  its  affairs,  the  Council  beg 
to  offer  to  His  Lordship  their  most  grateful  thanks  for  his 
eminent  services,  and  for  the  unwearied  attention  with  Avhich 
he  has  discharged  the  duties  of  Principal  of  Queen's  College. 
In  conclusion,  the  Council  are  extremely  sorry  that  Lord 
Lyttelton's  letter  leaves  them  no  available  alternative  but  to 
accept  his  resignation. 

"The  Council  of  Queen's  College  accept,  with  much  regret, 
the  resignation  of  The  Honourable  and  Reverend  Gr.  M.  Yorke 
of  the  office  of  Vice-principal  of  the  College,  and  beg  to  offer 
him  their  best  thanks  for  his  services.

The  Reverend  Chancellor  Law  to  resume  the  office  of  Warden 
about  to  become  vacaut,  with  such  assistance  as  he  may 
require."  *

RESIGNATION  OP  DR.  BOOTH. 

The  fundamental  law  of  the  Queen's  Hospital,  in  reference 
to  the  election  of  the  medical  and  surgical  officers,  having  been 
abrogated,  the  following  communications  took  place  from  the 
Principal : 

"  Bush  House,  near  Sheffield, 

"  October  27th,  1857. 
"  Dear  Cox, — I  must  beg  your  permission  to  write  to  you 
in  the  private  capacity  of  an  old  friend,  unfettered  by  all  the 
restraints  imposed  by  official  responsibility.  I  am  shocked 
with  the  perusal  of  the  proceedings  recorded  in  Aris's  Gazette, 
sent  me  by  some  kind  friend,  at  page  2,  column  2,  in  reference 
to  the  election  of  a  surgeon  to  the  Queen's  Hospital.  (Gamgee 
and  West  election.) 

"  Can  I,  I  would  ask  myself,  proceed  better  than  by  referring 
you  to  the  closing. page  15  of  the  recent  address  to  the  College, 
in  order  to  represent  to  you  the  sentiments  I  entertain  on  the 
occasion  ?  '  Let  us  hope  that  this  institution,  still  secured  from 
enmity  and  oppression,  and  still  dedicated  to  its  great  and  good 
objects,  will  remain  a  rallying-point  for  youth  who  feel  in- 
terested in  maintaining  the  honour  of  their  alma  mater.' 

"  But  can  oppression  the  most  corrupt  and  insidious  be 
exercised  more  perniciously  against  the  well-being  and  charac- 
ter of  the  Queen's  College  and  subsidiary  (essentially  subsidiary) 
Hospital,  than  by  that  mutinous  cabal  which  has  swamped 
professional  unanimity  and  uprightness  for  a  selfish  end? 

"  In  the  same  Gazette,  page,  and  column,  the  unicum  reme- 
dkcm  is  indicated.  Why  not,  indeed,  proceed  at  once  to  act 
discreetly,  but  firmly,  upon  this  suggestion,  and  vindicate  the 
character  of  the  University,  and  the  just  claim  of  the  profes- 
sional tribunal  of  reference  t 

"  You  cannot  sever  the  Hospital  from  the  College.  They  cannot 
co-exist  as  absolutely  independent  bodies!  You  must  well,  as 
indeed  I  do,  remember  the  warfare  formerly,  and  long  main- 
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tained  by  the  Geneva]  Hospital  in  relation  to  the  Medical 
School*  (Queen's  College),  and  the  almost  necessarily  consequent 
founding  and  rearing  of  the  Queen's  Hospital,  now  so  eminent. 
To  destroy  thus,  or  to  sap  at  any  rate,  the  supremacy  of  the 
Queen's  College,  as  now,  ,  indeed,  being  de  facto  perpetrated 
by  the  late  vote  of  the  Council,  were  a  sheer  act  of  insanity, 
I  am  quite  confident,  fatal  to  the  honour  and  safely  of  the 
College.  Reverse  that  vote,  by  all  means,  and  with  prompti- 
tude and  energy. 

"  I  am  entering  with  irrepressible  indignation  into  the  mode 
of  abstersion  of  that  foul  blot  from  the  page  of  our  annals.  I 
wish  I  could  have  joined  you  at  the  board  ;  but  I  am  still 
nailed  to  my  truckle.

"  *  "By  the  laws  of  the  General  Hospital,  the  number  of  apprentices  or  dressors 
was  limited  to  four  to  each  surgeon  :  while  the  number  of  Btudonts  of  the  Medical 
School  (Queen's  College),  to  whom  it  was  absolutely  essential  to  attend  Hospital 
practice,  considerably  exceeded  the  provision  of  that  regulation,  and  it  was  not 
Unknown  that  there  existed  in  the  minds  of  the  Committee  of  the  General  Hospital 
a  determination  not  to  make  any  increase.

The  Professors  are  pledged, 
without  fear,  favour,  or  affection,  to  make  a  detailed  report  of  the  names  of  such 
candidates  as  in  their  judgment  arc  qualified  and  eligible,  and  in  their  opinion  best 
fitted  to  fill  the  vacant  appointment,  specifying  the  grounds  of  their  recommenda- 
tion. Amongst  the  jurors  on  the  testimonials  are  not  only  the  medical  staff  of  the 
Queen's  Hospital,  hut  also  those  of  the  medical  officers  of  the  General  Hospital. 
Such  a  mode  of  election  cannot,  therefore,  but  secure  for  the  Queen's  Hospital  the 
highest  talent  the  country  affords." — Aria's  Gazette,  May  4th,  1857. 

"The  Principal  remarked  on  the  honour  conferred  On  the  institution  hymen 
of  such  attainments  Offering  themselves  as  candidates  for  the  appointment  now 
vacant,  which  was  unattended  with  popular  excitement,  and  the  canvassing  of 
friends  of  either  party.  The  testimonials  of  the  various  candidates  were  referred 
to  the  Professors  of  Queen's  College— men  eminently  fitted  to  form  an  opinion  OS 

to  their  value,  and  who  recommend  the  one  they  deem  most  qualified  for  election."

"My  dear  Mr.  W.  S.  Cox, — I  received  yesterday  your 
pacquet.  For  your  much-wanted  and  opportune  enlighten- 
ment I  do  cordially  beg  to  thank  you.  I  have  perused  and 
considered,  with  the  most  painful  and  intense  solicitude,  the 
scope  of  the  past  details,  for  the  most  part — to  myself,  isolated 
in  retirement — very  imperfectly  indeed  known.  I  have  also 
further  considered  the  projected  latitude  of  innovation,  intended 
or  arranged  to  be  introduced  into  the  laws  of  election — a  new 
phasis,  in  short,  of  government  of  the  institutions,  and  widely 
differing  from  that  which  has  existed  heretofore.  The  reputa- 
tion and  prosperity  of  both  institutions,  so  pre-eminently 
distinguished,  rested  greatly  on  the  purity  and  moral  and 
scientific  dignity  of  the  principle  of  election  adopted  and 
sustained  by  the  Council — the  detur  digniori.  This  principle 
has  recently  been  recklessly  invaded,  and  mischief  has  inevitably 
accnted.  To  obviate,  in  future,  such  infractions  and  their  bad 
consequences,  it  would  appear  that  every  barrier  and  restraint 
is  purposed  to  be  removed,  and  the  noble  institutions  in 
question  are  to  be  thoroughly  revolutionised  in  their  con- 
stitution. I  cannot,  as  an  individual,  and  more  especially 
as  the  Principal,  bring  my  mind  to  acquiesce  in  the  change, 
and  I  respectfully,  yet  firmly,  decline  to  be  a  party  thereto ; 
and  I  preferably  beg  to  resign  the  office  I  hold,  and  in  virtue 
of  which  I  take  my  place  at  the  Council  Board.  I  cannot 
forbear  to  refer  to  a  certain  case  of  election  to  the  office  of 
Physician  of  the  Queen's  Hospital.  On  that  occasion  it  w  as  on 
instruction  to  me  to  dilate  on  the  merits  of  the  mode  of 
election.  I  did  so.  The  Committee  then,  by  acclamation, 
attested  their  feeling,  and  the  papers  of  the  day  published, 
in  glowing  terms  of  eulogy,  their  warmest  sanction  of  tin- 
principle  itself. 

"  With  what  degree  of  consistency  could  I,  sitting  in  the 
same  chair,  now  cancel  the  principle  I  had  before  so  promi- 
nently extolled  ?  Yet,  most  surely,  such  tergiversation  must 
inevitably  and  perforce  ensue  de  facto,  in  the  event  of  my 
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mingling  with  the  Large  majority  at  the  Board,  preparing  and 
prepared  to  espouse  and  carry  out  the  popular  principle  of  elec- 
tion. I  do  not  desire  to  trench  on  the  liberty  of  thought  or 
action  of  any  human  being  on  any  speculative  point,  but  I  equally 
claim  for  myself  the  same  exercise  of  privilege.  I  adhere  to  the 
principle  of  election  which  existed  and  was  enforced  and  carried 
into  full  effect  in  my  official  career ;  and,  unwilling  to  place 
myself  in  collision  with,  or,  rather,  in  inevitable  subjugation  to 
a  principle  I  detest  and  conscientiously  repudiate,  I  do  once 
more  respectfully  submit  to  you  my  wish  and  prayer  to  be 
released,  and  accordingly  I  now  beg  your  official  conge.

"  I  return  the  packet  destined  to  Mr.  Law,  but  leaving 
it  to  yourself  to  forward  it  or  not,  as  you  in  your  discretion 
shall  judge  fit.  I,  of  course,  now  cannot  ask  him  to  meet 
me,  nor  in  any  case  could  I  have  presumed  to  count  on  his 
deference  to  my  wish." 

"  Bush  House,  February  5th,  1858. 

"  My  dear  Mr.  W.  S.  Cox— To  The  Reverend  Chancellor 
Law,  to  the  Council,  and  to  the  mover  and  the  supporter  of 
the  resolution,  too  graciously  entertained  and  propounded  for 
my  retractation  of  my  resignation,  do  permit  me,  through  your- 
self, as  their  organ,  to  return  my  most  heartfelt  gratitude 
for  the  honour  the  Council  have  conferred  upon  me.  My 
feelings  enhance  the  embarrassment  I  suffer,  and  the  pain 
it  gives  me  in  inflexibly  adhering  to  my  resolution,  which  was 
not  formed  precipitately ;  and,  while  life  subsists,  I  shall 
cherish  the  individual  respect  owing  from  me  to  talent  and 
virtue,  evinced  on  the  part  of  those  from  whom  destiny  has 
severed  me  irreversibly.

PROSPECTUS  ISSUED  BY  THE  COUNCIL. 


The  Queen's  College,  Birmingham,  claims  the  high  honour, 
through  the  indomitable  perseverance  and  self-sacrificing 
exertions  of  its  founder,  of  being  the  first  to  initiate  measures 
for  the  supply  of  those  wants  and  the  remedy  of  those  evils 
which  encompass  the  medical  student  in  large  towns  during 
his  attendance  on  the  lecture  room  and  the  hospital.  Of  all 
modes  of  residence  for  the  purpose  of  study,  the  collegiate  is 
that  which  is  most  conducive  to  the  attainment  of  knowledge 
and  the  formation  of  character.  In  point  of  economy,  more 
comforts  and  accommodations  may  be  obtained  under  a  system 
of  college  life,  and  at  a  lower  rate  of  expense,  than  those 
which  are  procured  of  an  inferior  sort,  at  a  higher  cost,  at 
lodging-houses.  Impressed  with  these  facts,  the  Council  of 
Queen's  College  have  expended  upwards  of  £12,000  in  the 
purchase  of  the  freehold  site,  in  the  erection  of  chambers, 
common  hall,  chapel  (consecrated  and  endowed),  lecture 
rooms,  chemical  laboratory,  museums,  anatomical  room, 
library,  and  other  bnildings  necessary  for  the  successful 
teaching  and  effectual  working  of  a  great  medical  school,  the 
whole  incorporated  by  Royal  Charters. 

A  professor  of  classics  (a  graduate  of  Oxford)  and  a 
professor  of  mathematics  (a  graduate  of  Cambridge),  at  the 
present  time  both  married  clergymen,  and  a  medical  tutor 
(a  physician),  reside  in  College,  and  to  them  is  committed  by 
the  Council  the  care  of  the  resident  students.  They  are  re- 
quired to  preside  at  meals  in  the  College  hall ;  they  are  not 
allowed  to  undertake  any  clerical  or  tutorial  duties,  except 
those  in  connection  with  the  College  and  Hospital,  and  they 
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are  answorablo  to  tho  Council  for  the  discipline  and  good 
conduct  of  tho  students. 

Tho  College  expenses,  including  rooms,  commons,  servants' 
wages,  coals,  and  candles,  but  exclusive  of  lecture  fees,  do  not 
exceed  £50  for  the  academical  year,  made  in  three  separate 
payments.  Every  student  is  required  on  matriculation  to  sign 
the  obligation  book,  and  a  declaration  that  ho  will  regularly 
and  diligently  pursue  his  studies  and  observe  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  College.  He  must  attend  meals  in  the 
College  hall,  be  in  College  at  a  fixed  hour,  unless  absent  by 
leave  of  the  tutor,  and  if  he  be  absent  himself  without  leave 
during  a  whole  night  he  renders  himself  liable  to  dismissal — 
the  same  penalty  is  incurred  by  a  student  three  times  proved 
to  the  Council  to  have  contracted  debt  beyond  his  means. 

The  professors  are  required  to  give  systematic  courses  of 
lectures  according  to  the  regulations  of  the  constituted  medical 
authorities ;  previously  to  the  commencement  of  every  lecture 
to  call  over  the  names  of  the  students,  to  keep  a  book  speci- 
fying the  times  of  attendance  of  each  student,  and  to  hold 
examinations  every  week  or  fortnight.  The  professors  and 
tutors  are  required  to  forward  to  the  Council,  seven  days 
before  the  end  of  each  term,  their  respective  register  of 
attendance  or  a  terminal  report  of  the  attendance,  conduct, 
and  progress  of  each  student  in  the  respective  class,  from 
which  details  a  general  report  is  drawn  up  by  the  senior  tutor 
and  submitted  to  the  Council,  and  copies  of  the  reports  on 
each  student  are  forwarded  to  his  parent  or  guardian. 

Scholarships,  medals,  certificates  of  honour,  and  other 
rewards  are  offered  for  proficiency,  diligence,  and  good 
conduct. 

The  composition  fee  for  the  three  years'  courses  of  lectures 
required  by  the  College  of  Physicians,  the  College  of  Surgeons, 
the  Society  of  Apothecaries,  and  the  Army  and  Navy  Boards, 
does  not  exceed  £50.    The  payment  may  be  made  at  once,  or, 
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on  special  application,  in  two  equal  sums.  The  following  may 
be  stated  as  a  fair  estimate  of  the  cost  of  collegiate  residence 
and  lectures  for  a  period  of  three  years,  namely : 

Rooms,  commons,  servants,  &c.  (£50  per  annum, 

in  tliree  payments  each  year)        ...        ..  £150 
Lecture  fees  (may  be  paid  by  two  instalments)  50 

£200 

To  render  the  system  pursued  in  the  College  perfect,  a 
clinical  hospital  for  affording  practical  instruction  at  the  bed- 
side, has  been  erected.  The  Queen's  Hospital  contains  160 
beds,  which  are  constantly  filled.  During  the  past  year,  relief 
was  afforded  to  1,585  in-patients,  of  which  707  were  medical, 
and  878  surgical  cases ;  and  15,935  out-patients  were  ad- 
mitted. 

To  prevent  the  loss  of  time  occasioned  to  students  by 
running  from  one  institution  to  another,  and  at  the  same  time 
to  afford  bhem  the  means  of  cultivating  those  specialities  of 
medical  science,  which,  of  late  years,  have  assumed  so  much 
importance,  the  Committee  of  Council  have  opened  a  ward 
containing  10  beds,  for  the  special  treatment  of  diseases  of 
children.  Wards  have  also  been  set  apart  for  the  treatment 
of  syphilis,  and  every  facility  is  afforded  for  attendance  on 
midwifery  cases,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  surgeon- 
accoucheurs  ;  and  an  ophthalmic  surgeon  and  a  dental  surgeon 
have  been  appointed.  The  fundamental  laws  of  the  Hospital 
require  thai  the  physicians  and  surgeons  shall  visit  their 
respective  in-patients  twice  at  least  in  every  week,  at  Nine 
o'clock  ;  and  shall  deliver  clinical  lectures  in  one  of  the  lecture- 
rooms  of  Queen's  College,  upon  cases  treated  in  the  wards. 

The  composition  fee  for  attendance  on  the  medical  and 
surgical  practice,  and  on  the  clinical  lectures,  for  a  period  of 
three  years  is  £'21 ;  for  the  period  of  one  year,  £10  10s. 


The  respective  offices  of  physicians'  clerks,  surgeons' 
dressers,  prosecutor  of  morbid  anatomy,  obstetric  clerks,  the 
ophthalmic  and  dental  assistants,  are  filled  up  by  the  physicians 
and  surgeons  (without  any  additional  fee)  as  rewards  of  merit 
and  good  conduct  for  one  year.  Medical  and  surgical  clinical 
prizes  are  offered  for  regularity  of  attendance  on  the  practice 
of  the  Hospital  and  the  clinical  instruction. 

The  Council  of  the  College,  deeply  impressed  with  the 
importance  of  improving  the  preliminary  education  of  students 
in  medicine  and  surgery,  have  also  directed  their  serious 
attention,  whilst  thus  earnestly  engaged  in  perfecting  the 
education  of  senior  students,  to  this  most  important  subject, 
and  opened  at  the  same  time,  and  under  the  same  roof,  an  Arts 
branch,  in  order  to  afford  junior  students  the  advantage  of 
receiving  instruction  in  Latin,  Greek,  and  Mathematics,  and  the 
Modern  Languages,  from  tutors  of  university  education,  in 
order  that  they  may  offer  themselves  for  the  middle-class 
examinations  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge,  for  the  preliminary 
classical  examinations  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians,  the 
Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  the  Society  of  Apothecaries,  and 
for  the  matriculation  examination  of  the  London  Univer- 
sity. The  privilege  of  receiving  indentures  of  apprenticeship, 
required  under  the  Act  of  Parliament  by  the  Society  of  Apo- 
thecaries, is  secured  without  premium  to  students  who  may 
require  them.*  The  following  is  the  order  of  study  pursued 
under  indentures  :

The  total  expense  of  this  extended  and  systematic  course  of 
education,  and  which  qualifies  for  the  examinations  for  the 
degrees  and  diplomas  of  the  examining  body,  without  any 
residence  elsewhere,  namely,  two  years  in  the  Junior  Arts 
branch,  and  three  years  in  the  Senior  department,  with 
attendance  on  lectures,  the  medical  and  surgical  practice  of  the 
Hospital,  dispensing,  midwifery,  &c,  is  covered  by  the  sum  of 
£76  annually  (paid  by  instalments  terminally),  inclusive  of 
rooms,  commons,  servants,  coals,  and  candles,  for  the  entire 
period  of  five  years,  total  cost,  £380. 

The  total  expense  for  the  same  period,  namely  five  years,  in 
the  case  of  a  student  residing  with  a  member  of  the  profession 
as  an  articled  pupil,  or  otherwise  with  his  parents  or  guardian, 
£121.  While  the  Queen's  Hospital  is  the  institution  specially 
designed  for  the  clinical  instruction  of  students  attending  the 
medical  and  surgical  classes  of  the  Queen's  College,  they  are 
allowed  the  choice  of  attendance  at  the  General  Hospital. 


Of  the  value  and  importance  of  collegiate  residence,  the 
opinions  of  the  late  Dr.  John  Forbes,  F.R.S.,  F.G.S.,  and  other 
eminent  men,  are  subjoined. 

"  Evils  great  and  manifold,"  said  the  learned  editor  of  the 
British  and  Foreign  Medical  Journal,  "spring  from  the 
total  deficiency  of  any  sort,  of  system  of  collegiate  discipline  in 
our  medical  and  surgical  schools  ;  and  every  step  taken  for  the 
correction  of  those  evils  will  be  a  blessing  conferred  upon  the 
rising  members  of  the  profession,  and  through  them  to  the 
country  at  large  ;  and  that  man  will  deserve  well  of  his  country, 
who,  by  a  well  devised  plan  of  religious  and  moral  .superinten- 
dence, shall  enable  the  student  to  escape  the  multitude  of 
temptations  which  surround  him  just  at  the  most  critical  period 
of  his  life. 

"  We  will  take  the  case  of  a  respectable  young  man  sent  by 
parental  hope  and  affection  to  pursue  his  studies  in  a  school  of 
medicine  and  surgery.  He  comes  probably  with  the  most 
upright  and  conscientious  intentions  of  learning  his  profession ; 
he  looks  around  for  some  friendly  hand  to  help  him,  by  private 
directions,  to  take  advantage  of  what  he  hears  in  the  public- 
hall  of  lecture  ;  he  has  no  friendly  tutor  to  encourage  him  to 
perseverance,  to  assist  him  by  advice,  to  warn  him  against 
danger — it  may  be  to  reclaim  him  from  vicious  habits  or  bad 
company.  And  as  for  religion,  there  is  no  provision  either  for 
instruction  in  its  principles  or  practice,  or  for  attendance  upon 
any  of  its  holy  ordinances.  Such,  for  the  most  part,  is  the 
state  of  exposure  to.  danger  and  downfall  in  which  a  young 
man  is  placed  when  sent  from  home — it  may  be  a  distant 
home — to  gather  knowledge  in  a  school  of  medicine  and  surgery. 
It  is  not  pretended  that  all  are  equally  exposed  ;  for  there  are 
some  distinctions  to  be  made  as  to  their  positions  in  respect  of 
residence.  But,  after  deducting  those  who  live  with  friends, 
relatives,  parents,  and  members  of  the  profession,  there  remains 
a  large  portion  among  whom  the  seeds  of  vice  and  folly, 
unchecked  by  a  judicious  system  of  collegiate  and  tutelary 
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cave,  do  grow  and  fructify  to  a  fearful  extent,  So  large  and 
influential  a  body  as  the  professional  youth  of  this  country 
ought  not  to  be  permitted  to  encounter  these  perils  in  their 
very  outset ;  they  ought  not  to  be  exposed,  as  they  now  are, 
to  those  irreligious  and  immoral  influences  which  will  make 
them  curses  instead  of  blessings  to  the  community. 

"As  to  the  ultimate  success  of  a  discreet  and  judicious 
application  of  these  collegiate  methods  to  schools  of  medicine 
and  surgery,  there  can  be  no  doubt  (lie  very  advantages,  per- 
sonal and  social,  pecuniary  and  didactic,  which  students  would 
derive  from  such  a  mode  of  residence,  and  such  habits  of  life, 
would  suggest  to  every  right-minded  and  ingenuous  young 
man  the  most  powerful  reasons  for  submitting  to  restraints  so 
manifestly  conducive  to  the  success  of  his  studies,  to  his 
temporal  interests,  and  his  everlasting  happiness." 


To  these  important  observations,  Dr.  Forbes's  information 
upon  the  usual  cost  of  a  student's  lodgings  may  be  added : 

"The  average  cost  of  a  lodging  per  week  to  a  student  in 
medicine  in  the  metropolis,  or  a  great  provincial  town,  is 
about  14s.,  and  for  eight  months  in  the  year,  £24,  and  this 
for  a  small  bed-room  and  sitting-room,  in  a  confined  and  gloomy 
situation.  Rooms  might  be  provided  for  him  at  a  much  cheaper 
rate  within  the  walls  of  a  collegiate  edifice." 

Again — 

"  Medical  provincial  schools  hold  an  important  place  in  the 
institutions  of  the  day.  The  examining  boards  countenance 
them.  .  .  London  is  the  great  emporium  of  medical  science, 
.  .  .  but  students  are  not  all  centered  in  London.  .  .  . 
Large  provincial  towns  have  their  populations,  theatres  of 
anatomy,  hospitals,  museums,  libraries,  &c.  .  .  .  And  how 
much  better  is  it  for  pupils  to  see  the  clinical  cases,  and  not  peep 
at  them  over  the  shoulders  of  a  crowd  of  lookers-on.  Provin- 
cial schools  are  far  better  in  this  respect  for  the  -study  of 
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practice,  and  in  respect  of  subjects  the.  facilities  are  greater  in 
the  provincial  schools.  .  .  .  By  the  institution  of  schools 
at  Birmingham,  Manchester,  and  Liverpool,  new  sources  of  pro- 
fessional knowledge  have  been  opened  at  those  places,  and  the 
demands  upon  the  metropolitan  schools  diminished,  and  thus 
the  general  mass  of  students  benefited ;  .  .  .  but  to  com- 
plete these  provincial  institutions  there  should  be  a  system  of 
collegiate  tutorship.  .  .  .  Nothing  can  tend  more  power- 
fully to  the  general  diffusion  and  advancement  of  medical 
science." 


The  late  Professor  Todd,  M.D.,  F.R.S.,  F.R.C.P.,  observed  : 

"  It  must  be  kept  in  view  that  a  primary  object  in 
professional  education  is  to  form  habits — moral,  mental,  and 
professional — which  will  fit  the  possessor  to  occupy  a  station  of 
respectability  and  usefulness.  I  trust  that  there  are  many  who 
will  not  hesitate  to  come  forward  when  a  fitting  occasion  may 
offer  to  aid  in  any  attempt  which  may  be  made,  by  introducing 
the  collegiate  system,  to  improve  the  moral  condition  of  the 
medical  student ;  and  further,  I  am  disposed  to  think,  that  if 
any  change  is  to  be  effected,  the  first  impulse  must  be  given  by 
non-medical  persons,  and  by  whom  more  fitly  than  the 
clergy  ?  " 


Joseph  H.  Green,  F.R.S.,  Consulting  Surgeon  of  St. 
Thomas's  Hospital,  in  his  pamphlet  on  Medical  Reform, 
says : 

"  It  is  only  in  universities  and  colleges  that  we  can  expect 
to  find  the  conditions  under  which  medical  education  and  a 
suitable  training  can  be  accomplished.  Students  come  to  town 
(and  to  the  provincial  schools)  about  the  same  age  as  students' 
to  Oxford  and  Cambridge,  and  these  last  are  assigned  to  tutors 
who  are  to  attend  to  their  moral  and  intellectual  culture.  Not 
bo  with  medical  students  of  the  same  age,  and  under  the  same 
or  greater  exposure  to  danper.    They  are  left  to  their  own 
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snidance  ;  all  things  are  hostile  to  their  happiness  and  progress", 
to  their  habits  of  life  and  pursuit  of  knowledge,  to  their  com- 
fort and  respectability,  to  their  position  in  society  as  gentlemen, 
and  their  future  plans  and  prospects  as  students." 


That  distinguished  scholar,  The  Rev.  F.  Maurice,  M.A., 
says : 

"  Medical  students  alone,  they  whose  character  is,  next  to 
that  of  the  clergy,  of  the  most  moment  to  the  country,  from 
the  intimate  relations  into  which  they  are  admitted  in  all 
families,  go  through  their  education  almost  without  check,  or 
control,  or  superintendence,  as  to  what  relates  to  religious  and 
moral  discipline.  Doubtless,  in  many  cases,  early  principles  of 
religion  rescue  "young  men  (so  exposed)  from  evil,  and  they 
come  forth  from  the  fiery  trial  corrected,  strengthened,  and 
improved.  The  attention  of  many  persons  has  been  awakened, 
and  they  feel  the  time  is  come  to  inquire,  not  what  foreigners 
say  of  our  improvements  in  science,  but  what  English  parents 
say  of  our  improvements  in  education  and  discipline  of  their 
sons,  and  what  the  English  public  look  for  in  students  com- 
mitted to  the  charge  of  their  teachers.  The  public  calls,  and 
has  a  right  to  call,  upon  the  conductors  of  our  medical  schools 
and  hospitals  to  provide  moral  instruction  for  their  students." 


The  Rev.  J.  H.  North,  M.A.,  Chaplain  to  St.  George's 
Hospital,  says  : 

"  For  a  young  man  going  up  to  the  universities,  cir- 
cumstances are  created  favourable  to  his  comfort.  The  medical 
student  has  none  of  these  advantages ;  there  is  no  warrant 
for  the  respectability  of  the  person  at  whose  house  he  may 
take  up  his  abode ;  there  is  no  provision  made  for  the  regularity 
of  his  meals,  nor  for  any  of  those  arrangements  upon  which 
his  comfort  depends.  In  all  matters  relating  to  his  hours,  his 
expenses,  his  companions,  his  religious  and  moral  habits,  he  is 
utterly  without  check." 
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In  reference  to  the  introduction  of  OQllegjate  discipline  at 
Queen's  College,  tlio  laic  Rev.  Vaughau  Thomas,  151),  Vwar 
of  Stoneleigh,  in  bis  address  delivered  to  the  Council, 
observed  : 

"Charity  has  embraced,  and  continues  to  embrace,  within 
the  ever- widening  circuit  of  her  energies,  all  .soils  of  dangers 
and  distresses,  physical  and  moral,  bodily  and  spiritual,  to 
which  human  nature  is  exposed  in  the  higher  as  well  as  lower 
conditions  of  society,  in  the  older  as  well  as  younger  periods  of 
life.  But  has  charity  yet  spread  the  mantle  of  her  care  and 
protection  over  the  abodes  of  medical  and  surgical  science? 
has  sbe  gathered  within  the  compass  of  her  solicitude  the 
noviciate  of  a  student's  life?  has  she  bestowed  the  guardian- 
ship of  her  vigilance  or  the  guidance  of  her  voice  upon  the 
youthful  years  of  medical  or  surgical  pupils  ?  has  she  raised 
for  them  any  collegiate  editice,  or  provided  any  system  of 
residence,  any  course  of  moral  and  religious  nurture  and  con- 
trol, any  substitute  for  parental  care  and  counsel  ?  Year  after 
year  these  dangers  have  increased  and  multiplied  ;  and  it  should 
seem,  from  the  unconcern  with  -which  they  have  been  witnessed, 
as  if  the  medical  and  surgical  student's  protection  had  become 
a  forgotten  duty,  an  act  of  kindness  never  thought  of,  either 
in  the  provisions  of  Christian  philanthropy  nor  the  calculations 
of  worldly  prudence.  Then  again,  faith  as  well  as  charity 
have  spoken  long  ago  upon  the  endangered  condition  of  the 
young  in  the  metropolitan  and  great  provincial  schools,  and 
with  their  united  voices  they  have  advocated  the  cause  of 
youthful  worth  and  talent,  exposed  (like  the  fair  promises  of  a 
flowery  spring)  to  blights  and  mildews— that  is,  to  the 
withering  influences  of  au  irregular  life ;  and  then,  with  sterner 
accents,  they  have  reproved  the  maturity  of  age  and  experience 
for  taking  no  steps  to  save  those  intellectual  powers  and 
virtuous  impressions  from  decay  and  dissolution.  These  joint 
advocacies  of  faith  and  charity  have,  in  some  of  the  published 
disquisitions  on  the  subject,  been  observed  to  take  a  new  line 
of  argument,  and  have  directed  our  attention  to  the  grief  of 
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parents,  who  have  affectionately  done  their  best  to  provide,  by 
well  adapted  courses  of  instruction,  for  the  future  welfare  of 
their  children,  fondly  hoping  from  thoso  signs  of  early 
inclination  which  they  thought  they  had  rightly  interpreted, 
thai  their  sons  would  become  eminent  in  these  departments  of 
practical  and  scientific  knowledge ;  and  then  again  (by  re- 
versing the  picture),  it  has  been  shown,  that  bad  company,  bad 
hours,  and  lives  of  irregularity  and  dissipation,  have  often 
ruined  the  prospects  of  the  student,  and  defeated  the  purposes 
of  his  residence  at  the  school,  and  left  to  his  afflicted  and 
disappointed  parents  the  unavailing  office  of  condemning  a 
system  which  has  been  mainly  instrumental  to  the  ruin  of  their 
child.  Then  again,  all  who  strive  and  contend  upon  these 
fields  of  arduous  aud  honourable  exertion,  if  animated  with 
the  spirit  and  armed  with  the  courage  of  Christian  benevolence, 
may  humbly,  but  hopefully,  look  to  an  unfading  chaplet  of 
honour,  to  the  approbation  of  the  Most  High  ;  to  the  blessings 
promised  to  patient  continuance  in  well-doing  and  never-failing 
charity,  to  those  who  turn  many  to  righteousness,  and  the  dis- 
obedient to  the  wisdom  of  the  just;  to  those  who,  combining 
the  spiritual  with  the  scientific  in  professional  education,  would 
place  the  youthful  medical  student  under  the  Lord's  nurture 
and  admonition,  and  point  out  for  his  guidance  the  wherewithal 
to  cleanse  his  way  ;  and  who,  without  having  dominion  over 
his  faith,  would  entreat  him  to  be  a  follower  of  that  which  is 
good,  and  of  Him  who  is  the  Author  of  it." 


Extract  from  a  letter  from  The  Rev.  James  Thomas 
Law,  M.A  ,  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  of  Lichfield,  to  W.  S.  C. 

"  You  have  acted  so  well  and  so  wisely  in  forwarding  the 
best  interests  of  the  Hospital  and  School,  that  I  do  hope  it  will 
please  .God  to  allow  you  to  be  His  instrument  in  carrying  out, 
the  great  and  holy  cause  yon  have  in  view— of  establishing 
the  collegiate  si/slem  in  the  School.  Depend  upon  it,  the  system 
will  work,  and  you  will  Mess  the  day  you  took  the  matter  in 
hand." 


Again,  to  W.  S.  C.  : 

"  I  shall  anxiously  desire  a  sight  of  your  rules,  when  the 
collogc-plan  is  matured  for  your  students." 


Extract  from  a  letter  from  The  Rev.  Dr.  S.  W.  Warneford 
to  W.  S.  C. : 

"I  beg  to  congratulate  you  and  all  the  friends  of  the 
Royal  Hospital  and  School  of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  on  the 
rapid  and  great  success  of  your  institutions,  and  on  the  high 
honours  already  bestowed  on  them ;  and  I  have  no  doubt  that 
they  will  prove  no  less  blessings  than  means  of  professional 
celebrity  to  Birmingham  and  its  neighbourhood. 

"  The  incorporation  of  the  School  and  the  Hospital  as  a 
society  for  the  education  of  medical  and  surgical  students, 
with  the  introduction  of  the  collegiate  system,  will  complete 
yonr  great  work,  of  which  I  most  highly  approve.  Indeed  I 
have  long  been  convinced  of  its  necessity  effectively  to  carry 
out  my  crude  suggestions." 


Extract  from  a  letter  from  The  Earl  Howe  to  W.  S.  C. 
His  Lordship  writes : 

"  That  he  was  a  member  of  the  King's  College  University 
in  the  metropolis,  and  had  had  some  conversation  with  The 
Bishop  of  London  on  the  subject :  that  prelate  had  expressed 
his  opinion  of  the  importance  of  providing  lodgings  for  the 
pupils  under  strict  moral  and  religious  superintendence,  and 
was  most  anxious  that  the  plan  should  be  brought  forward  in 
this  town.  It  would  be  highly  creditable  to  the  members 
of  the  Queen's  College  if  they  should  take  the  lead  in  a 
matter  which  met  with  universal  concurrence;  at  present, 
however,  he  should  content  himself  by  saying,  that  the 
suggestion  received  his  approbation,  and  he  should  take  the 
warmest  interest  in  its  success." 
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Extract  from  a  letter  from  Lord  Lyttelton  to  W.  S.  C. 


"  The  subject  of  collegiate  discipline  is  one  of  the  very 
greatest  importance,  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  it  may  be  put 
in  such  a  form  that  it  will  be  possible  to  give  a  collegiate  and 
corporate  character  to  the  Royal  School.  If  this  is  done, 
Birmingham  will  be  placed  in  this  respect  in  a  better  position 
than  London  is,  where  it  is  much  desired,  but  at  present  it  has 
not  been  found  possible  to  attain  the  same  object." 


Neither  ought  it,  as  a  matter  honourable  to  the  memory  of 
the  late  Sir  Robert  Peel,  Bart.,  to  be  passed  over  in  silence 
that  he  entertained  the  same  views.    To  W.  S.  C. : 

"  I  shall  deem  it  an  honour  to  have  my  name  classed  with 
other  gentlemen  who  wish  to  patronise  your  important  a,nd 
highly  useful  institution.  I  conceive  the  situation  and  extent 
of  Birmingham  call  loudly  for  such  a  College."

"  The  benefit  to  society  to  be  hoped  from  providing  a 
well-ordered  home,  in  which  the  medical  student  may  be  in 
some  measure  shielded  from  the  dangers  to  which  he  is 
exposed,  in  being  thrown  uncared  for  amidst  the  temptations 
of  the  metropolis  (or  large  town),  and  in  which  he  may  have 
the  blessings  of  favourable,  moral,  and  religious  influences  can 
hardly  be  too  highly  estimated."

Collego,  Edward  Johnstone,  M.D.,  to  The  Right  Hon.  I  be 
Earl  of  Dartmouth  ■ 

"1  highly  approve  of  a  collegiate  institution,  and  I  trust, 
from  the  increasing  numbers  and  reputation  of  the  school,  if  a 
system  of  instruction  in  general  literature,  medical  classics, 
natural  and  moral  philosophy,  &c,  was  added  to  that  excellent 
plan  of  education  in  anatomy,  physiology,  medicine,  and 
surgery,  illustrated  by  clinical  practice,  botany,  and  chemistry, 
as  now  given  by  the  present  lecturers,  with  due  provision 
made  for  religious  duties  and  instruction,  as  contemplated  by 
our  excellent  and  munificent  benefactor,  Dr.  Warneford,  that 
a  collegiate  institution  might  be  ultimately  established, 
calculated  to  form  the  truly  Christian  and  useful  medical 
character,  and  to  promote  the  good  of  man  morally  and 
religiously,  as  well  as  by  medicine.  I  shall  be  truly  thankful 
to  discuss  a  subject  so  peculiarly  interesting  to  my  mind  with 
your  Lordship,  and  when  the  weather  becomes  milder,  shall 
have  great  pleasure  in  paying  my  respects  at  Sandwell  for 
that  purpose. 


RETIREMENT   OF  MR.   SANDS  COX. 

In  the  year  1859,  the  removal  of  the  students*  from  The 
Crescent  to  the  College  Buildings,  in  Paradise  Street,  on  the 
"•round  that  the  funds  of  the  institution  were  insufficient  to 
keep  up  two  establishments,  was  advocated  by  the  Principal, 
and  painfully  opposed  by  the  Vice-principal,  by  The  Rev. 
Canon  Miller,  The  Archdeacon  Sandford,  The  Very  Rev.  Dean 
Peel,  and  other  members  of  the  Council.  Mr.  Sands  Cox 
tendered  akonce  his  resignation  of  office,  which  was  accepted. 
The  following  resolution  from  the  Council  was  transmitted  to 
him  by  the  Vice-principal  : 


*  The  Students  have  since  been  removed  into  I'aradise  Street, 
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"  That  the  Council,  highly  honouring  the  feelings  that  have 
actuated  Mr.  Sands  Cox  in  tendering  to  them  his  resignation  of 
the  office  of  Principal  of  Queen's  College,  cannot  accept  that 
resignation  without  expressing  to  him  their  deep  sense  of  his 
lonf-continued  and  most  zealous  services,  his  unwearied 
devotion  of  time  and  talents  for  the  establishment  of  the 
Queen's  College  on  its  present  basis,  and  the  great  pecuniary 
sacrifices  -which  he  has  made  professionally  for  that  object. 
Whilst  always  associating  his  name  with  this  institution  as  its 
Founder  in  the  Royal  School  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  which  he 
originated  in  this  his  native  town,  more  than  thirty  years  ago, 
the  Council  beg  leave  to  state  their  conviction  that  his  interest 
in  it,  and  exertions  for  its  larger  development,  have  never  for 
one  moment  ceased  from  that  commencement  up  to  the  present 
time,  and  it  is  a  high  satisfaction  to  them  to  believe  that  he 
will  continue  to  feel  the  same  interest  in  its  advancement  for 
the  future.

Cox's  former  and  present  pupils  that  the  opportunity  thus 

offered,  by  his  retirement  from  public  life,  is  the  most  fitting 

that  could  present  itself  for  them  to  certify  their  sense  of  his 

untiring  devotion  to  the  Queen's  College  and  Hospital  for  a  period 

of  upwards  of  thirty  years ;  of  the  great  services  which  he  has 

rendered  to  the  cause  of  education  in  general,  and  of  medical 

education  in  particular ;  and  of  the  uniformly  hind  and  friendly

feeling  which  he  has  ever  shown  to  the  students  under  all  circum- 
stances. They  feel  convinced  that  a  movement  of  this  kind  will 
meet  -with  the  unanimous  and  hearty  support  of  old  Birming- 
ham students  ;  and  that,  whatever  may  have  been  the  circum- 
stances of  their  subsequent  careers,  they  will  all  cordially  join 
iu  testifying  their  respect  for  one  whose  whole  life  has  been 
spent  in  self-sacrificing  devotion  to  the  cause  of  others. 

"  It  is  proposed  to  form  a  committee  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  this  idea  into  effect,  and  that  the  movement  should  be 
exclusively  confined  to  the  former  and  present  students  of  the 
Queen's  College  and  Royal  School  of  Medicine. 

"  We  shall  feel  much  obliged  if  you  will  be  good  enough  to 
inform  us,  at  your  earliest  convenience,  whether  you  will  per- 
mit your  name  to  be  added  to  the  list  of  gentlemen  who  have 
already  signified  their  willingness  to  serve  on  the  committee.

PURCHASE  OF  WEAVER'S  MUSEUM. 

"In  addition  to  the  valuable  Museum  of  Natural  History, 
the  result  of  contributions,  through  The  Dean  of  the  Faculty, 
from  The  Duchess  Countess  of  Sutherland,  Lady  Charlotte 
Law,  The  Marquis  of  Northampton,  The  Earl  of  Stamford 
and  Warrington,  the  late-  Lieutenant-Colouel  Wakefield,  Sir 
Charles  Throckmorton,  Bart.,  The  Rev.  T.  Gisborne,  and  The 
Rev.  H.  Warner,  The  Earl  of  Mountnorris  presented  a  complete 
series  of  volcanic  productions  from  the  Lipari  Islands,  and 
also  unique  specimens  from  Egypt  and  the  Red  Sea,  collected 
by  His  Lordship  during  his  travels  in  Abyssinia  ;  together  with 
his  valuable  cabinet  of  silver  ores,  presented  by  the  Mexican 
Mining  Company  to  His  Lordship,  with  the  collections  made 
by  Salt  Burckhardt  and  others  ;  and  The  Viscountess  Valentia 
added  the  splendid  collection  of  fossil  woods  from  the  Ber- 
mudas, Antigua,  and  North  America,  collected  by  that  accom- 
plished and  deeply-lamented  young  nobleman,  Viscount 
Valentia,  with  His  Lordship's  valuable  cabinet  of  minerals 
from  the  Hartz  Mountains,  Germany,  Saxony,  and  other  parts 
of  the  Continent.  In  the  year  1838  an  offer  of  Weaver's 
Museum  was  made  to  The  Dean  of  the  Faculty  for  the  sum  of 
£1,500.  The  noble  patrons,  with  that  distinguished  liberality 
which  they  have  ever  evinced  for  the  welfare  and  advance- 
ment of  the  School,  supported  by  a  liberal  public,  subscribed 


iho  amount  in  shares  of  £">*  each  for  ils  purchase.  The  Karl 
of  Dartmouth  condescendingly  devoted  bis  time  and  patient 
attention  to  the  organisation  of  a  code  of  laws  for  its  manage- 
ment.

Extract  from  a  letter  of  Professor  Br.  Buclcland  to  W.  S.  C. 

■  "  Christ  Church,  Oxford, 

"  January  1,  1838. 

"  I  feel  it  would  be  unjust  to  the  highly  meritorious 
founder  of  this  collection,  if  on  the  present  occasion  I  were  to 
abstain  from  statin^  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  arid  nei-'li- 
bourhood  of  Birmingham  the  great  delight  I  have  experienced, 
and  the  instruction  I  have  derived  from  visiting  his  museum. 
At  a  time  when  public  attention  is  so  largely  directed  to 
phj'sieal  science,  I  cannot  contemplate  anything  that  would  be 
more  useful  or  more  honourable  to  a  scientific  society,  situated 
in  the  centre  of  so  much  intelligence  and  commercial  industry 
and  wealth,  than  to  preserve  entire  this  museum.  I  am  most 
anxious  to  see  the  town  permanently  maintain  the  eminence  it 
has  acquired.

through  the  exertions  of  The  Dean  of  the  Faculty ;  and  £500 
through  the  exertions  of  Messrs.  J.  E.  Piercy  and  T.  Upfill.

In  the  year  1855  suitable  buildings  were  erected  by  public 
subscription,  obtained  on  the  following  appeal  from  Lord 
Lyttelton : 

"  The  Queen's  College,  Birmingham, 
"  July  9th,  1856. 

"  Sir, — As  Principal  of  the  Queen's  College,  I  venture  to 
request  your  attention  to  the  subject  of  the  new  Museum  of 
Natural  History,  Comparative  Anatomy,  and  Geology,  in 
course  of  erection.  The  collection  of  specimens,  accumulated 
at  a  cost  of  many  thousand  pounds,  has  become  far  too 
extensive  for  the  space  allotted  to  it  in  the  former  building, 
am  &  was  consequently  lost  to  the  student  and  the  scientific  world ; 
the  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  College  being  wholly  absorbed 
by  the  annual  expenses  of  the  establishment,  could  contribute 
nothing  towards  the  new  museum,  but  the  friends  of  the 
College  have  determined  by  personal  exertions  to  supply  the 
deficiency.  They  have  already  made  themselves  responsible 
for  the  expenses  of  the  new  buildings,  which  will  amount  to 
upwards  of  £2,000,  to  meet  which  the  following  donations 
have  been  promised  and  received.  They  venture  to  hope 
that  the  public  generally,  who  are  equally  interested  with 
themselves  in  the  efficiency  of  the  College  as  an  important 
means  of  education,  will  not  only  approve  of  this  undertaking, 
which  is  essential  to  the  character  of  the  College,  but  will  also 
extend  to  them  that  liberal  aid  which  they  never  refuse  to  a 
really  good  cause.

Xn  direct  violation  of  the  Act  of  Parliament,  under  the  new 
Regime,  the  Natural  History  Museum  has  not  only  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  Town  Council  of  the  Borough,  and  located  at 
Aston  Park,  where  it  will  be  consequently  "lost  to  the  student 
and  scientific  world  ;"  but  the  new  buildings  of  the  Natural 
History  Museum  have  been  advertised  to  be  let  for  an  auction 
room,  or  a  Manchester  warehouse. 

Mr.  Sands  Cox's  private  collection,  •  deposited  in  the 
Museum,  shared,  without  his  consent,  the  same  fate. 

Clause    ,  section  4,  "  Queen's  College  Act  of  Parliament." 

"  The  Museum  of  Anatomy  and  of  Natural  History,  and 
the  models  of  machinery  and  philosophical  apparatus,  collected 
by  Mr.  William  Sands  Cox,  shall  he  preserved,  in  the  College, 
and  be  open  free  of   charge  from  time  to  time  to  such 
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inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Birmingham  and  district  adjoining 
and  under  such  arrangements  as  the  Council  from  time  to 
timo  direct." 


It  can  hardly  be  believed  that  Lord  Lichfield  (the  President) 
and  Lord  Lyttelton,  the  latter  nobleman  after  obtaining 
money  from  the  public  for  a  special  purpose,  have  been  parties 
to  this  illegal  act.

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thema,  Urticaria,  Miliaris,  Sudamina,  Eczema,  Herpes,  Scabies, 
Rnpia,  Pemphigus,  Ecthyma,  Small-pox,  Impetigo,  Acne, 
Sycosis,  Porrigo,  Lichen,  Strophulus,  Prurigo,  Lepra,  Psoriasis, 
Pityriasis,  Ichthyosis,  Pellagra,  Pian,  Lupus,  Scrofula,  Elephan- 
tiasis, Purpura,  Ephelis  Maculaa,  Vitiligo.

Extract  from  Report  of  the  Royal  Institute  of  France,  Academy 

of  Sciences. 

Onnmistsinners-^MM.  Breschet,  Sevres.  Dumertl,  Larrey,  Magendie, 
ltoux,  De  Blainville,  Velpeau,  Pariset,  Axdral,  Reporter. 

"  If  it  be  certain  that  the  progress  of  medicine  is  due  in 
great  measure  to  the  care  with  which,  for  the  two  last  centuries 
especially,  the  alterations  impressed  by  disease  on  our  organs 
have  been  studied,  we  ought  to  receive  with  favour  the  various 
efforts  made  to  ropresent  these  alterations,  of  which  suitable 
descriptions  have  never  been  sufficient  to  convey  an  exact  idea, 
especially  to  those  who  have  not  been  in  a  position  to  see  the 
object  described.  On  this  account,  the  models  of  pathological 
anatomy  made  by  M.  Thibert  ought  to  be  considered  as  a 
work  peculiarly  fitted  to  benefit,  medicine  and  surgery,  and 
to  assist  iu  the  progress  of  these  sciences. 
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"  After  Laving  represented  the  required  specimens  by 
coloured  drawings — the  perfect  accuracy  of  which  the  Com- 
mission has  had  an  opportunity  of  appreciating — he  moulds 
them  ;  into  these  moulds  he  pours  a  composition  analogous  to 
"  carfcon-pierre,"  and  then  he  applies  his  colours  to  the  casts 
so  obtained  ;  in  this  way  the  specimens  are  re-produced  in  the 
most  exact  manner  possible,  both  in  regard  to  form,  relief,  and 
colour.  The  Commission  are  convinced  that  these  models  will 
undergo  the  test  of  time  without  any  deterioration;  any 
number  of  proofs  may  be  obtained  from  each  mould,  and  the 
price  is  considerably  less  than  that  of  preparations  in  wax. 

"  The  Commission  have  examined  with  care  M.  Thibert's 
collection;  they  have  been  struck  with  the  fidelity  with  which 
the  subjects  are  represented,  even  in  their  most  minute  details  ; 
such,  for  example,  as  diseases  of  the  skin,  those  of  the  mucous 
membranes,  especially  the  alterations  undergone  by  the  intes- 
tinal follicles  in  typhoid  fever,  a  large  number  of  affections 
of  the  brain,  of  the  liver,  the  lungs,  the  genito-urinary  organs, 
and  the  osseous  system.  They  are  convinced  that  there  are 
hardly  any  alterations  which  disease  can  produce  on  our 
organs  that  may  not  be  represented  by  this  process  of  M. 
Thibert,  and  that,  independently  of  the  utility  which  might 
result  from  it  for  the  individual  instruction  of  medical  meu, 
the  theoretical  and  practical  teaching  of  pathology  also  ought 
to  derive  a  great  advantage  from  it." 


ROYAL  ACADEMY  OF  MEDICINE. 

Extract  from  Report  on  the  Preparations  of  Pathological  Anatomy 
modelled  by  I)r.  Felix  Thibert, 

By  a  Coinniissiou  composed  of  MM.  Andral,  Professor  of  General 
Pathology  to  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  Paris;  Breschet,  Member  of  the 
Academy  of  Sciences,  aud  Professor  of  Anatomy  to  the  same  Faculty; 
Cruveilhier,  Professor  of  Anatomy  to  the  same  Faculty,  Reporter. 

"  Under  such  considerations,  your  Commission  thinks  that 
the  artificial  preparations  of  M.  Thibert  ought  to  form  an 
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essential  part  of  every  museum  of  pathological  anatomy, 
either  as  an  addition  to  real  preparations,  or  even  to  replace 
them  ;  they  might  be  substituted  with  advantage  for  most  of 
the  preparations  in  wax. 

"  The  very  extraordinary  perfection  to  which  M.  Thibert 
has  attained  in  the  art  of  making  these  models  proves  that  he 
must  have  been  endowed  with  great  natural  talent,  and  have 
laboured  long  and  perseveringlv  to  accomplish  his  end.  More- 
over, it  evinces  the  possession  of  considerable  knowledge  in 
the  art  of  painting,  sculpture,  and  modelling.  The  various 
colours  in  these  models  are  so  well  contrived,  and  so  perfectly 
natural,  as  to  have  led  to  these  artificial  preparations  being 
mistaken  for  natural  specimens  of  pathological  anatomy. 

"  Your  Commission  is  of  opinion  that  the  Academj'  ought 
to  respond  in  the  most  favourable  manner  to  the  letter  in 
which  the  Minister  requests  its  opinion  respecting  these 
models  of  M.  Thibert,  and  to  state  that  it  would  be  highly 
advantageous  for  the  purposes  of  instruction  that  each  faculty 
and  each  secondary  school  of  medicine  should  possess  this 
collection." 


SOCIETY  FOK  THE  ENCOURAGEMENT  OF  NATIONAL  INDUSTRY. 

Payen,  Goerin,  Chevalier,  and 
Bussy  (reporter). 

"  We  will  not  speak  of  the  merit  of  these  models  in  a 
medical  point  of  view,  for  their  exactness,  as  well  as  their 
scientific  utility,  have  been  duly  appreciated  by  very  competent 
judges  in  this  branch  of  science.  MM.  Andral,  Breschet,  and 
Cruveilhier,  who,  in  a  report  to  the  Academy  of  Medicine, 
October  22nd,  1839,  observe,  "Our  task  will  be  an  easy  one, 
both  from  the  nature  of  the  subject,  which  allows  of  each 
member  of  the  Academy  appreciating  at  a  glance  the  import- 
ance of  this  mode  of  representing  morbid  lesions,  and  also 
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from  the  merit  of  these  models,  which  furnishes  to  your  Com- 
mission the  rare  opportunity  of  bestowing  praise  without 
rendering  any  tribute  to  mere  complaisance  or  flattery."  We 
will  add,  that  the  Minister  of  Public  Instruction,  acting  in 
accordance  with  the  favourable  opinion  of  the  Royal  Council, 
has  authorised  and  encouraged  the  adoption  of  M.  Thibert's 
models  of  pathological  anatomy  for  the  purposes  of  medical 
instruction. 

"  Already  has  a  large  number  of  these  models  become 
distributed  over  France,  and  they  are  to  be  found  in  tbe  several 
faculties  and  provincial  schools  of  medicine,  both  in  this 
country  and  abroad." 


Extract  from  Report  by  Robert  Knox,  M.D.,  F.R.S.E.,  Lecturer  on 
Anatomy,  Edinburgh,  Member  of  the  French  Academy 
of  Medicine. 

"The  material  used  is  hard,  unalterable  by  climate,  and  the 
colours  indelible.    They  can  be  multiplied  from  the  moulds  to 
any  extent,  and  thus   placed  in  the  colleges  and  medical 
academies — extend,  in   short,  where   science   or  humanity 
demands  tlieir  presence.    Pathological  museums  have  scarcely 
benefited  humanity  ;  the  museum  of  Dr.  Thibert  will,  on  the 
contrary,  be  of  essential  service  to  the  public,  if  distributed  in 
the  way  I  have  mentioned.     Thus  will  government  and  the 
wealthy  carry  into  the  provinces  the  means  of  instruction  to  every 
clhss  of  piractitioncrs,  raising  them  at  last,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  to  one 
class  of  practical  men,  fully  competent  to  any  difficult  case. 
Errors  in  judgment,  arising  often  from  a  want  of  means  of 
comparison,  will  gradually  become  rare ;  and  the  labouring 
poor,  crushed  down  by  the  sternness  of  their  fate,  will  then  be 
cared  for  on  the  bed  of  sickness  by  medical  men,  of  whom  it 
cannot  be  said  that  they  have  lacked  the  means  of  continued 
improvement.   Of  all  classes  of  society,  surely  it  is  the  labouring 
classes  to  whom  sound  health  is  of  the  greatest  importance. 
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Health  and  etmugtb  is  tlieir  capital,  deprived  of  this  they 
perish.  It  is  tlio  duty  of  every  Christian  government  to  pro- 
vide tho  highest  medical  assistance  to  the  labouring  poor  ;  the 
wealthy  can  provido  for  themselves."

ENGINEERING  MODELS,  STEAM  ENGINES,  ETC. 

1853. 

In  the  year  1853  the  following  apparatuses,  illustrative 
of  steam  engines,  etc.,  invaluable  to  the  Engineering  Depart- 
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merit,  were  offered  by  the  executors  of  the  late  Mr.  Adams 
for  the  sum  of  £350  to  The  Dean  of  the  Faculty.  The  patrons 
and  friends  of  the  College  generously  responded  to  his  appeal. 

A  LIST  OF  API'ARATDSES,  STEAM  ENGINES,  MODELS,  ETC.,  ILLUSTRATIVE 
OP  STEAM  AND  STEAM  ENGINES. 

1.  Marcet's  Globe  Steam-Generator,  with  barometer  tube, 
mercury,  thermometer,  scale,  stop  cocks  and  connecting  tube, 
etc.  Stand  for  the  same,  and  large  lamp  (spirit),  made  by 
Newman. 

2.  A  brass  "Working  Model  of  the  Original  Steam  Engine, 
by  Hero,  with  band-wheel  annexed. 

3.  A  brass  Model  of  Branca's  Engine,  which  works  by 
the  impulsive  action  of  a  jet  of  steam  generated  in  boiler 
No.  1. 

4.  An  Elementary  Model  of  a  Piston  Engine*  with  glass 
cylinder,  boiler,  pipes,  etc.,  complete. 

5.  An  Apparatus  in  brass  to  illustrate  the  Condensibility 
of  Steam,  by  traversing  a  pipe  surrounded  with  cold  water. 
Also  other  instruments  for  the  same  purpose. 

6.  An  Apparatus,  consisting  of  a  coil  of  brass  pipe,  to 
collect  water  arising  from  condensed  steam,  with  thermometer, 
etc.,  to  prove  the  large  amount  of  heat  developed  by  con- 
densing steam.    ("  Latent  Heat.") 

7.  A  brass  Apparatus,  consisting  of  a  series  of  pans  with, 
double  cases  to  be  heated  by  steam,  for  heating  bruised  linseed, 
pharmaceutical  extracts,  preparations,  etc. 

8.  A  Model,  partly  glass  and  partly  of  brass,  of  the 
Original  Mining  Steam  Apparatus,  devised  by  Savery,  for 
raising  water  from  the  Cornish  mines ;  boiler,  connecting 
pipes,  .and  stand  complete  for  working.

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9.  A  VKitv  elegant  Engine  in  bruss,  on  the  plan  of  Xewco- 
men,  by  which  the  steam  vacuum  occasions  the  elevation  of 
the  pump  rod,  its  piston,  and  load  of  water. 

10.  An  elegant  large  size  Working  Model,  in  brass,  of 
the  Double-action  Condensing  Steam  Engine,  weighing  about 
three  quarters  of  a  hundred  pounds,  with  copper  boiler,  worked 
by  spirit  lamps,  safety  valve,  throttle  valve,  governor,  etc. ; 
clutch  box  on  axis  of  its  fly-wheel  for  driving  any  machine ; 
also  a  shifting  gathering-drum  for  a  coil  of  cord,  to  show 
power  of  steam  by  raising  a  weight,  etc. 

11.  An  elegant  Working  Model  of  Woolf 's  Double-cylinder 
Working  Engine,  in  which  the  steam,  after  it  has  done  duty 
in  the  smallest  cylinder,  enters  the  largest,  and  here  made 
to  assist  the  new  supply  of  steam  from  the  boiler  to  the  small 
cylinder,  and  finally  condensed. 

12.  An  excellent  Working  Model,  in  gun  metal,  and  iron 
fly-wheel,  of  a  High-pressure  or  Non-condensing  Engine, 
vertical  guides  without  beam,  of  capital  workmanship,  made  by 
the  celebrated  Nasmy  tb  ;  copper  boiler,  spring  safety  valve,  etc. 

13.  A  small  and  beautiful  Working  Model  of  a  Locomotive 
Steam  Carriage,  after  the  plan  of  Gurucy. 

14.  A  Working  Model  of  a  Railway  Locomotive  Engine, 
cylinders  outside,  and  crank  rods  attached  to  the  wheels.  A 
Railway  21  feet  long,  with  spring  buffers  at  the  ends,  by 
which  the  above  model  can  be  made  to  continue  to  run  forward 
and  backward  any  number  of  journeys.  A  tender  and  a  car- 
riage belongs  to  this  set,  and  models  of  different  forms  of  rails 
and  of  a  coupling  rod  complete  the  same  for  instruction. 

15.  A  Working  Model  of  Samuda's  Atmospheric  Railway, 
with  carriage,  etc. 

Also  a  large  G-inch  diameter  model,  in  wood,  of  that  por- 
tion of  the  atmospheric  railway  pipe  where  tho  valves  are 
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Bituated  together,  with  several  supplementary  apparatus:  for 
example — a  copper  9-inch  globe,  with  cocks,  connecting  pipes 
for  exhausting  the  railway  pipe  of  its  air,  etc. 

16.  A  complete  Working  Sectional  Model,  in  wood, 
made  by  Watkius  and  Hill,  of  London,  of  a  Condensing 
Engine,  by  which  the  working  of  the  interior  parts  are  in- 
structively shown.  Length,  about  8  feet  (inclusive  of  boiler)  ; 
and  height,  about  3  feet  6  inches.  All  the  solid  edges  of 
cylinders,  pistons,  valves,  etc.,  are  painted  white  to  distinguish 
these  from  the  spaces  containing,  or  intending  to  contain, 
steam ;  the  water  in  the  boiler  and  condenser  shown  by  a  grey 
colour. 

17.  An  excellent  and  very  instructive  Working  Model,  in 
mahogany,  of  the  most  essential  portions  of  a  Locomotive 
Steam  Engine,  on  a  scale  of  half  the  full  size,  showing  the 
piston,  slide  valve,  eccentrics,  and  the  improved  mode  of  gear- 
ing for  reversing  and  regulating  the  speed,  etc.  The  model 
is  about  5  feet  6  inches  long. 

18.  A  Working  Model,  in  wood,  being  half  of  an  entire 
model,  viz.,  a  vertical  section  through  the  centre,  showing 
the  form  of  the  Original  Locomotive  Steam  Engine  for  tram- 
ways, being  an  improvement  on  Trevethick's  plan,  by  Wood, 
of  Leeds. 

19.  A  large  and  distinct  Model  of  the  Slide  Valve,  made 
so  as  to  reveal,  by  dissection  of  its  parts,  the  steamways  into 
the  cylinder  and  condenser ;  it  has  a  part  of  the  cylinder 
attached^  also  the  boiler  pipe  and  its  throttle  valve  therein. 

20.  An  elegant  and  very  instructive  Model  of  a  Steam 
Boiler,  in  glass,  with  pipes  of  brass,  etc.,  to  illustrate  the 
working  of  the  damper  through  the  variable  pressure  of  steam. 
In  this  model  condensed  air  is  used.  Also  the  feed  pipe  and 
cistern,  internal  water  float,  etc.,  as  employed  in  low  pressure 
steam  boilers. 
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21.  Two  Models,  in  wood,  of  Pistons— one  with  spring 
sections,  the  other  with  cut  through  expanding  rings. 

22.  Model,  in  mahogany  and  brass,  of  the  Governor  and 
Throttle  Valve,  to  show  the  connection  of  its  working  parts. 

23.  Modol  of  the  Eccentric,  which  clearly  shows  how  it 
works  to  open  the  slide  valve. 

24.  Model,  to  work  by  one  of  the  engines  or  by  hand, 
of  Brunton's  Patent  Fire  Feeder,  made  to  a  scale  of  one- 
twelfth. 

25.  Model,  in  iron,  of  the  Gearing  and  Valves  (seat  valves) 
employed  in  the  large  engines. 

26.  Model,  in  mahogany  and  brass,  of  two  Lines  of  Rail- 
ways, with  turn-tables,  switches,  signals,  etc.,  3  feet  by  10 
inches  wide. 

27.  A  Model  of  the  "Disc  Engine,"  partly  of  glass  and 
partly  brass  and  mahogany,  by  which  the  motion  of  the  disc 
on  the  opposed  cones  is  very  distinct. 

28.  An  elegant  Model  of  a  Boat  Engine,  with  paddle  wheels, 
direct-action  and  high-pressure.  Paddle  wheels  about  15 
inches  in  diameter,  and  the  other  parts  in  proportion. 

29.  An  interesting  small  Working  Model  of  a  Steamboat, 
with  single  engine,  mast,  and  rigging,  etc.,  and  paddle  wheels. 

A  large  circular  painted  tin  canal  in  which  the  afore- 
named boat  works. 

A  brass  arm  and  central  stand  to  guide  it  in  its  course. 
Note. — The  same  circular  canal  and  its  moveable  arm  are 
admirably  adapted  to  illustrate  the  relative  resistance 
of  floating  or  submerged  bodies  of  different  forms 
and  at  different  speeds  when  moving  in  water.  Several 
bodies  are  supplied  for  this  purpose  with  proper 
attachments. 
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30.  A  Working  Model  of  a  Steamboat,  containing  an  oscil- 
lating engine  and  the  after-propeller,  called  improperly  the 
"  screw-propeller." 

32.  An  elegant  Model,  in  brass  and  glass  barrels,  of  Street's 
Hydrostatic  Patent  Blowing  Machine,  a  substitute  for  forge 
bellows  ;  very  curious,  made  to  a  scale  of  one-twelfth. 

33.  An  elegant  brass  Column,  9  feet  high,  screw  joints, 
with  guide  wheels  on  a  top  frame,  also  a  point  to  fix  in  the 
flooring  of  a  room,  and  a  shifting  guide  wheel  to  any  part  of 
the  column.  The  use  of  this  appai^atus  is  to  prove,  by  a 
weight  and  string,  passed  over  the  summit  wheels  and  down 
under  the  shifting  guide  wheel  on  the  side  of  the  column  on 
to  the  gathering  drum  of  the  double-action  condensing  engine, 
the  relation  of  the  duty  of  the  engine  or  other  apparatus. 

This  column  and  its  furniture  is  also  used  to  propel,  by 
any  variable  weights  to  the  string,  the  arm  and  its  attached 
immersed  bodies  in  the  circular  trough  filled-with  water. 

34.  A  Cubic  Foot  Measure,  with  moveable  diaphragm. 

35.  Model  of  a  Crank  Axle,  for  locomotives,  in  wood, 
about  half-size. 

So.  Models  of  the  Throttle  Valve,  made  to  open  and  disclose 
the  interior. 

37.  A  Model,  in  copper,  6  inches  diameter,  to  show  one 
mode  of  After-propellers  for  Steamships. 

38.  Model  of  the  Four-way  Steam  Valve  (safety  valve.) 

39.  Bellows  and  suspended  Disc,  of  cardboard,  to  illustrate 
a  peculiar  effect  of  a  plate  covering  a  steam  or  air  aperture. 
Brass  stand  for  ditto. 

40.  A  Set  of  Vanes  which,  when  impelled  into  circular 
motion,  mount  up  into  the  air ;  screw  clamps,  etc. 
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PNEUMATICS. 

1.  A  large  size  Single-barrol  Air  Pump,  of  considerable 
power,  and  improved  piston  valves,  etc. ;  stands  upon  the  floor, 
about  4  feet  6  inches  high,  worked  by  a  long  handle,  capable 
of  freezing  water  by  evnporation  over  sulphuric  acid  ;  barome- 
ter gaugo  attached.  Six  air  pump  glass  receivers  of  various 
sizes,  bladder  glass,  hand  glass,  lungs  glass,  filtering  cup  and 
stem  for  mercury,  transfer  jar  and  globe,  several  brass  plates 
to  cover  tops  of  jars  with,  having  about  eight  stop  cocks,  union 
pieces,  etc.,  belonging  thereto. 

2.  A  Barometer  Tube,  with  glass  shade  or  cover  with 
mercurial  cell,  to  place  for  exhaustion  on  air  pump  plate. 

3.  A  Turned  Wrought-iron  Bottle,  screwed  stopper,  con- 
taining about  8  lbs.  of  clean  mercury. 

4.  A  pair  of  Madgeburgh  Brass  Hemispheres,  with  stop 
cock,  etc. 

5.  An  elegant  large  Brass  Water  Hammer,  3  feet  and  more 
in  length,  with  perfect  stop  cock ;  also  a  glass  water  hammer. 

6.  A  Set  of  Weights  in  a  frame,  to  be  raised  by  expansion 
of  air  contained  in  a  bladder. 

7.  A  Copper  Balloon  and  Glass  Jar,  to  illustrate  the 
influence  of  atmospheric  pressure  under  water ;  elastic  tube, 
ground  brass  plate,  stop  cock,  and  union  for  ditto. 

8.  A  Condensing  Syringe. 

9.  A  Pneumatic  Fountain,  made  of  copper,  painted  with 
four  figures  emblematic  of  the  seasons,  having  various  pierced 
brass  outlets  for  the  water  as  it  is  impelled  from  the  fountain 
by  its  contained  condensed  air ;  also  a  small  fountain  in 
glass. 

10.  An  Apparatus  (rather  scarce)  for  showing  the  power 
of  the  air's '  pressure  against  a  surface,  having  a  diminished

force  of  the  air's  influence  on  one  of  its  faces  in  lifting  a  heavy 
weight  (say  j  cwt.)  being  a  striking  experiment.  It  is  sus- 
pended in  a  frame  with  3-feet  brass  columns,  a  flexible  tube, 
stop  cocks,  unions,  etc.,  complete. 

11.  Various  Barometer  Tubes,  supported  in  a  mahogany 
frame,  with  mercurial  cups  belonging  thereto. 

12.  A  handsome  Stand  for  scale  beam,  with  stopper  bottle 
and  stop  cock  for  weighing  air. 

A  Set  of  Decimal  Weights,  from  1000  gi'ains  to  j  grain,  to 
be  used  with  the  above. 

13.  A  large  Glass  Apparatus,  with  flexible  diaphragm  and 
a  lung  cell,  to  illustrate  respiration. 

14.  An  Apparatus  for  Freezing  Water  in  the  air  pump 
receiver,  by  exhausting  the  air  and  vapour  of  water  as  it  is 
insulated  over  sulphuric  acid  or  other  vapour-absorbent 
substances. 

15.  A  Daniel's  Hygrometer,  by  Newman. 

1(>.  A  large  Hygrometer,  consisting  of  a  cord  and  weight 
folded  upon  a  mahogany  board,  with  brass  wheels,  weight, 
scale,  and  index,  to  show  the  effect  of  moisture  on  the  air,  etc. 

17.  A  Dr.  Lind's  Anemometer,  with  a  pair  of  bellows,  to 
show  the  registration  of  the  force  of  air  in  motion. 

18.  A  Mounted  Black. Globe,  to  illustrate  the  trade  winds. 

19.  A  large  Fire  Balloon,  with  tall  brass  stand  for  sup- 
porting it  whilst  being  charged  with  hot  air. 

20.  An  Air  Thermometer,  large  size,  fitted  up  on  a  brass 
stand. 

21.  An  Apparatus  for  showing  the  rarefaction  and  ascending 
tendency  of  air  by  the  agency  of  heat. 
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22.  Ail  elegant  and  useful  Apparatus  to  illustrate,  most 
distinctly,  the  downward  draught  in  certain  forms  of  stoves, 
chimneys,  mines,  etc.,  and  ono  of  the  prevailing  causes  of 
smoky  chimneys  and  rooms.  This  apparatus  is  constructed  of 
glass  and  brass. 

23.  An  Apparatus  consisting  of  a  large,  tall,  glass  vessel 
filled  with  refined  turpentine,  and  surrounded  by  a  stirring 
brass  vane,  to  illustrate  most  distinctly  the  probable  cause  of 
water  spouts,  whirlwinds,  tornadoes,  etc.

28.  A  Cryophorus. 

29.  Instruments  for  proving  the  porosity  of  wood  and  the 
infiltration  and  exosmosic  passage  of  air  through  its  pores. 

30.  An  Apparatus,  with  brass  clamp,  to  illustrate  the  finite 
upward  extension  of  the  atmosphere. 

31.  A  Model,  in  wood,  of  the  Air  Pump,  showing  the  piston 
and  interior  parts. 

32.  A  Model,  in  wood,  of  the  Scales,  both  of  the  Ordi- 
nary and  Standard  Barometers,  the  scale  being  enlarged  twelve 
times  ;  one  registering  to  one  hundredth  of  an  inch,  the  other 
to  two  thousandths  of  au  inch. 
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33.  Two  Rods  of  Wood,  one  cylindrical  the  other  square, 
and  of  equal  transverse  sections ;  namely,  1  square  inch,  to 
compare  with  an  ideal  column  of  mercury  in  the  barometer 
tube,  and  deducing  therefrom  the  pressure  of  the  atmosphere 
on  any  surface.

BURDETT-COTJTTS.

which  I  hope  will  arrive  at  Birmingham  next  Monday.  I  had 
intended  that  this  rememhrance  to  Birmingham — of  which 
I  retain  so  vivid  and  grateful  a  recollection — should  have 
reached  the  College  before  it  broke  up  in  December,  but  I 
found  the  microscope  could  not  be  prepared  as  I  wished  it 
by  that  date,  so  I  was  obliged  to  defer  presenting  it  until  now; 
but  I  hope  that  many,  if  not  all,  the  students  whose  ac- 
quaintance I  then  made,  and  who  gave  so  pleasing  and 
gratifying  a  proof  of  their  attachment  to  their  alma  mater, 
may  still  be  found  studying  within  its  walls ;  and  if  not, 
I  trust  that,  when  they  revisit  the  College  in  after  years,  this 
microscope  may  recall  to  their  memory  one  who  will  ever  feel 
a  deep  interest  in  their  welfare,  and  in  the  prosperity  of  this 
noble  and  useful  institution.

Appeal  to  Believe  the  College  from  Tradesmen's  Debts,  contracted 
by  the  then  Resident  Warden,  and  Building  Debt. 

In  the  year  1863  The  Dean  of  the  Faculty  appealed  to  the 
friends  of  education  generally  for  assistance  to  relieve  the 
College  from  pecuniary  difficulties. 

In  the  Metropolis,  in  aid  of  King's  College,  the  sum  of 
£170,000,  and  in  aid  of  University  College,  £200,000  had 
been  subscribed  by  the  general  public ;  whilst  the  support 
given  in  establishing  in  the  centre  of  the  Kingdom,  under 
powers  granted  by  Royal  Charter,  the  Queen's  College  and 
the  Queen's  Hospital — which  enjoy  the  same  rank,  the  same 
privileges,  and  the  same  position  as  the  sister  institutions, 
King's  College  and  Hospital,  and  University  College  and 
Hospital,  London — had  been  limited. 

The  system  of  study  pursued  at  the  Queen's  College,  in 
residence  and  out  of  residence,  constitutes  a  complete  course 
of  education  in  Arts,  Science,  Medicine,  Law,  and  Theology, 
with  a  view  to  ordination. 

The  scheme  of  education  rests  on  no  novel  or  untried  basis. 
In  all  the  arrangements  which  have  been  made,  those  who 
have  had  the  direction  of  affairs  have  kept  their  eyes  steadily 
fixed  upou  the  system  prevailing  in  our  universities,  which  has 
stood  the  test  of  so  long  experience,  and  received  the  sanction 
of  so  many  great  and  gifted  minds,  still  not  restricting  them- 
selves from  such  modifications  as  time  and  circumstances  have 
rendered  necessary. 

Under  the  powers  granted  by  a  Royal  Charter  and  Supple- 
mental Charters,  obtained  at  a  cost  of  £1,000,  students  enioy 
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all  the  privileges  and  advantages  of  a  university  education, 
at  a  considerable  diminution  of  expense,  viz. — students  may 
qualify,  without  any  residence  elsewhere,  for  the  degrees  of  B.A. 
and  M.A.,  B.M.  and  M.D.,  LL.B.  and  LL.D.,  in  the  University 
of  London  ;  for  the  middle-class  examinations  of  Oxford, 
Cambridge,  and  Durham  ;  for  the  preliminary  classical  ex- 
amination and  licence,  without  any  residence  elsewhere,  of  the 
Royal  College  of  Physicians ;  for  the  preliminary  classical 
examinations  and  diplomas,  luithout  any  residence  elsewhere,  of 
the  Royal  Colleges  of  Surgeons  of  London  and  Edinburgh  ;  for 
the  preliminary  classical  examination  and  licence,  without  any 
residence  ebeivhere,  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries,  under  articles 
of  apprenticeship  without  premium;  for  entrance,  ivithout  any 
residence  elsewhere,  into  Holy  Orders  ;  for  the  examinations  of 
the  Army,  Navy,  and  India  Boards  ;  and  lastly,  for  a  degree 
in  Civil  Engineering — a  privilege  enjoyed- by  the  Queeu's 
College,  under  the  authority  of  the  Crown,  almost  exclusi  vol  v. 

MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

Of  the  evils  which  ensued  from  releasing  medical  students 
from  all  collegiate  discipline  and  control,  it  is  painful  to  speak. 
Morally,  it  is  too  well  known  what  their  position  for  the  most 
part  was  ;  intellectually,  the  studies  being  confined  to  that 
which  was  merely  professional,  that  necessary  result  ensued — 
a  narrow  range  of  sentiment  and  thought;  and  religiously,  the 
result  in  many  cases  was  woi'se.  Tear  after  year  these  dangers 
have  increased  and  multiplied  ;  and  it  should  seem  from  the 
unconcern  with  which  they  have  been  witnessed,  as  if  the 
medical  and  surgical  student's  protection  had  become  a  forgotten 
duly — an  act  of  kindness  never  thought  of,  either  in  the  provisions 
of  Christian  philanthropy  or  the  calculations  of  worldly  prudence. 

It  must  be  admitted  that  the  College  has  conferred  a 
benefit  on  the  community  by  endeavouring  to  apply  a  remedy, 
and  setting  an  example  of  its  application  to  these  great  and 
growing  evils.  The  minds  of  medical  students  have  been 
directed,  in  addition  to  purely  professional  pursuits,  to  studies 
extrinsical  to  their  profession.     A  moral  control  and  guidance 
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have  been  exercised  as  far  as  possible.  The  medical  training 
has  been  accompanied  with  religious  instruction,  and  with 
every  encouragement  and  incentive  to  pursue  the  path  of 
science  to  the  establishment  and  not  the  undermining  of 
Christian  faith— earnestly  desiring  and  labouring,  in  the 
words  of  the  late  Bishop  of  Worcester,  in  his  sermon  on 
the  occasion  of  the  consecration  of  the  College  chapel,  "  that 
the  combination  of  sound  learning  and  religious  education  may 
continue  to  be  the  distinguishing  characteristic  of  our  Church 
in  general,  and  of  the  Queen's  College  in  particular." 

LAW  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Legislature  having  offered  great  advantages  to  those 
law  students  who  shall  graduate  at  the  Universities  of  Oxford, 
Cambridge,  Durham,  or  London,  viz. — reducing  the  period 
of  five  years  under  service  to  three  years,  the  College  offers  to 
law  students,  and  to  others  generally,  admittance  into  its 
Department  of  General  Literature,  wherein  such  students  may 
receive  not  only  the  instruction  in  the  classics  and  mathematics 
which  is  requisite  for  a  B.A.  and  LL.B.  degree,  but  also 
separate  instruction  in  the  various  branches  of  the  law,  in 
courses  of  lectures  which  are  delivered  by  a  Professor. 

ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT. 

In  this  department  a  liberal  education  is  provided,  ter- 
minating in  an  academical  degree,  which  the  College  under  its 
Supplemental  Charter  is  empowered  to  confer ;  and  accom- 
panied throughout  by  collegiate  discipline  and  control.  The 
lectures  are  also  open  to  clerks  and  assistants  in  the  offices  of 
engineers  and  architects,  and  railway  establishments. 

In  this  department  the  College  has  endeavoured  to  improve, 
intellectually  and  morally,  the  above  professions,  and  at  the 
same  time  to  remove  the  difficulties  which  persons  with  small 
incomes  have  hitherto  had  in  bringing  up  a  son  in  these 
branches  of  science. 

THEOLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  great  object  which  the  College  had  in  view  in  com- 
mencing the  great  work,  and  incurring  the  solemn  responsi- 
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bility  of  a  Theological  Department,  was  not  to  improve  the 
preparation  for  Holy  Orders— which  it  is  believed  in  our 
established  universities  to  be  as  excellent  as  can  be  practically 
effected— nor  yet  merely  to  give  a  completion  and  porfectness 
to  their  own  institution ;  but  to  help  in  some  measure,  with 
the  means  at  their  command,  towards  supplying  the  great  need 
of  additional  clergymen,  particularly  in  such  populous  localities  as 
that  in  which  the  Queen's  College  is  situated;  to  supply  that 
need,  so  far  as  their  resources  extend,  with  men  duly  qualified 
by  learning  and  piety  for  so  great  a  work  ;  and  to  assist 
students,  particularly  sons  of  clergymen  with  straitened  means,  in 
obtaining  an  entrance  on  Holy  Orders  by  greatly  diminishing 
the  amount  of  the  necessary  expenditure. 

In  this  arduous  and  responsible  duty  the  College  has  been 
guided  by  this  great  'principle — to  assimilate  the  preparation 
for  Holy  Orders  to  that  which  has  been  established  and 
sanctioned  in  our  universities,  making  only  those  alterations 
in  matters  of  subordinate  detail  which  the  changes  of  times 
and  circumstances  have  rendered  expedient. 

Lookers-on  can  have  but  little  conception  of  "the  long  and 
weary  hours"  devoted  to  the  establishment  and  carrying  on  of 
this  great  institution  by  its  founder,  and  by  its  early  and 
present  friends,  who  were  and  are  not  men  of  leisure,  but 
fully  occupied  in  professional  and  trading  pursuits,  jet  willing 
to  make  a  sacrifice  of  time  and  money  for  the  promotion  of 
education  and  the  advancement  of  science. 

The  Queen's  College  freehold  site,  collegiate  buildings, 
chapel  (consecrated  by  the  late  Lord  Bishop  of  the  Diocese), 
and  Hospital  (containing  170  beds,  for  bedside  instruction  of 
the  College  medical  students),  have  been  erected  at  a  cost 
of  £20,000.  The  lat'e  Rev.  Dr.  Warneford,  of  liourton-on-the- 
Hill,  Gloucestershire,  has  given  endowments  to  the  College  to 
the  amount  of  £12,000,  and  an  endowment  for  the  Hospital 
chaplaincy  of  £40  per  annum. 
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The  Queen's  College  at  Birmingham,  or  more  properly — 
and,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  eventually  and  admissibly  to  be  called, 
both  in  terms  and  endowment — the  Queen's  University  for  the 
Midland  Counties  of  England,  "  stands  now  boldly  forth,"  in 
the  forcible  language  of  the  late  deeply-lamented  Principal, 
Dr.  Booth,  "challenging  the  nation's  support  and  Birming- 
ham's civic  gratitude.  Established,  strengthened,  honoured, 
it  presents  to  contemplation  a  monument  durably  worthy  of, 
and  commensurate  with,  the  scientific  and  commercial  great- 
ness of  the  Midland  District." 

On  these  grounds  you  are  earnestly,  most  respectfully,  and 
with  confidence  applied  to,  to  help  the  College  in  its  temporary 
difficulties,  which  cannot  recur,  viz. — its  building  debts  and  past 
liabilities  (£3,747  5s.  2d.)  Last  year's  experience  has  shown 
that,  with  a  little  assistance  from  the  patrons  and  friends  of 
middle-class  education  at  large — should  the  College  be  placed 
in  a  position  to  redeem  the  burdens  under  which  it  now 
labours — from  the  arrangements  which  have  been  entered  into 
with  the  resident  and  non-resident  Professors,  Tutors,  and 
Masters,  the  College  for  the  future  will  he  self-supporting.

II  No  Claimants. 

It  would  appear  that  the  College  liabilities  are  little  more  than  £1.600.— W.  S.  C. 
It  is  believed  that  had  the  recommendations  of  the  Charity  Commissioners 
been  adopted,  and  a  head,  devoted  to  his  work,  and  honestly  and  fearlessly  carry- 
ing nut  Dr.  Vvarneford's  intentions  in  letter  and  spirit,  been  appointed,  supported 
by  a  Council  whose  names  would  guarantee  an  efficient,  judicious,  and  economical 
administration,  the  reckless  expenditure  of  upwards  of  £5,000  in  law  expenses ; 
the  abuse  of  the  Warneford  endowments ;  the  spoliation  of  the  College,  by  the 
transfer  of  the  Natural  History  Museum  to  Aston  Park;  the  linal  act  of  degrada- 
tion—namely, the  advertising  the  museum  buildings  for  an  auction  room  or 
Manchester  Warehouse,  would  have  been  avoided.  And  that,  with  a  head  such 
as  above  described— supported  by  an  efficient  Council,  the  objects  of  the  latter,  as 
laid  down  in  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  College,  and  set  forth  in  the  pros- 
pectuses, miglft  have  been  fully  accomplished— Queen's  College  might  have  become, 
as  it  once  promised  in  be,  "The  Queen's  University  for  the  Midland  Counties;'5 
and,  to  use  the  words  of  the  Charity  Commissioners,  "  the  labours  of  Mr  Sands 
Cox's  life  would  not  have  been  in  vain."

TESTIMONIAL  TO  WILLIAM  SANDS  COX,  F.R.S. 

Circular  of  the  Committee. — 1857. 

At  a  public  meeting,  held  at  Queen's  College,  Birmingham, 
on  Monday,  March  the  16th,  the  Mayor,  John  Ratcliff,  Esq., 
in  the  Chair : 

In  opening  the  proceedings,  The  Mayor  adverted  to  the 
eminent  services  which  Mr.  Sands  Cox  had  rendered  to  the 
town.  Those  services  had  extended  over  a  period  of  upwards  of 
thirty-five  years,  and  to  his  indefatigable  and  unwearied  exer- 
tions were  mainly  owing  the  foundation  of  two  institutions 
which  were  alike  honourable  to  himself  and  to  Birmingham — 
Queen's  College,  and  the  Queen's  Hospital.  These  institutions 
were  not  only  a  great  benefit  to  the  town  and  Midland  Dis- 
tricts, but  their  efficiency  was  recognised  throughout  the 
country.  This  he  had  not  done  without  a  large  amount  of 
self-sacrifice.  The  reputation  of  Mr.  Sands  Cox  as  a  surgeon 
was  not  known  in  Birmingham  alone,  but  throughout  the 
length  and  breadth  of  the  land ;  and  there  could  be  no  doubt 
that  if  he  had  confined  himself  to  his  professional  duties, 
he  would  have  amassed  a  large  fortune,  but  instead  of  doing 
so,  he  had  exerted  himself  nobly  and  disinterestedly  for  the 
good  of  others ;  and  he  (the  Mayor)  thought  that  the  time 
was  come  when  a  general  effort  shonld  be  made  to  raise  a 
testimonial  worthy  of  the  man  and  of  the  cause  for  which  he 
had  laboured. 
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The  following  resolutions  were  unanimously  passed  : 

1st. — "  That  Mr.  Sands  Cox  Laving  devoted  his  life  to  the 
establishment  of  the  Queen's  College  and  the  Queen's  Hospital, 
at  Birmingham,  both  of  which  institutions  have  now,  by  the 
blessing  of  God,  proved  their  stability,  and  their  great  value 
to  the  town  and  Midland  Districts — means  be  taken  for  evin- 
cing the  appreciation  in  which  such  disintei-ested  devotion 
of  time  and  talent  is  held  by  the  public,  and  that  in  fur- 
therance of  that  object,  contributions  be  solicited  from  the 
nobility  and  gentry,  the  commercial  and  manufacturing  in- 
terests, and  artisans  of  the  town  and  Midland  Counties." 

2nd. — "  That  the  following  gentlemen  do  form  a  committee 
for  effecting  the  above  object,  with  power  to  add  to  their 
numbers :

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At  a  subsequent  meeting,  held  5th  April,  1857— Samuel 
Haines,  Esq.,  in  tho  Chair— the  following  letter  was  received 
from  Mr.  Sands  Cox  : 

"  Temple  Row,  Birmingham, 

"April  3rd,  1857. 

"  My  dear  Sir, — I  am  desirous  of  addressing,  through  you, 
a  few  lines  of  grateful  acknowledgment  to  the  Committee 
which  has  been  so  unexpectedly  formed  for  offering  me  a 
'  Public  Testimonial.' 

"  No  man  can  be  more  deeply  sensible  than  I  am  of  the  high 
honour  done  to  me  by  the  opinions  and  labours  of  that  Com- 
mittee—no time  will  efface  the  recollection  of  it  from  my 
mind. 

"It  would  be  more  consonant  with  my  feelings,  that  the 
money  raised  by  the  munificent  liberality  of  the  subscribers  to 
this  unlooked-for  testimonial  should  not  be  expended  in  any 
memorial  of  myself,  or  be  applied  to  any  purposes  merely 
personal  in  character. 

"  Permit  me  to  suggest  to  the  Committee,  for  their  con- 
sideration, whether  the  amount  subscribed  might  not  be  laid 
out  in  some  manner  that  would  permanently  benefit  the  Queen's 
College,  and  furnish  instructive  recreation  for  the  inhabitants 
of  this  my  native  town. 

"  It  has  occurred  to  me,  that  those  objects  might  be  con- 
currently promoted  by  devoting  a  part  of  the  fund  to  the 
foundation  of  scholarships,  and  the  remainder  towards  the 
completion  of  the  College  Museums ;  under  the  stipulation 
that  the  Council  of  the  College  do  undertake  to  grant  free 
admission  to  the  industrious  classes,  once  a  week,  under  such 
regulations  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  proper.

It  was  resolved  unanimously — 


"  That  in  accordance  with  Mr.  Sands  Cox's  communication, 
the  best  efforts  of  the  Committee  be  devoted  to  secure  a  suf- 
ficient sum  to  enable  him  to  complete  the  College  Museums, 
and  to  found  scholarships  tenable  for  two  or  more  years.  The 
scholarships  to  bear  the  name  of  the  founder  of  the  Queen's 
College  and  the  Queen's  Hospital."

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Mr.  Sands  Cox  had  the  gratification  to  receive,  from  the 
Ladies'  Committee,  an  elegant  silver  inkstand,  a  most  costly 
microscope,  and  an  escritoire  bearing  the  following  inscrip- 
tion :
